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To the Honorable the City Council: 


GENTLEMEN: The first business of the city 


government of 1894 will be the consideration 
of the 


ANNUAL APPROPRIATION ORDER 


for the fiscal year 1894-5. 

The city is authorized by St. 1885, Ch. 178, 
to raise. annually by direct taxation enough 
money to meet the estimated requirements of the 
year for interest on all loans for city and 
county purposes, and for the accumulation of a 
sinking fund sufficient to pay the funded debt 
of the city and county at maturity. 

The amounts estimated as required and duly 
appropriated for interest and sinking-fund pay- 
ments on account of these loans during the 


past nine fiscal years, have been:

The city is allowed by the same law to levy 
an annual tax for general municipal purposes 
equivalent to nine dollars on every thousand of 
the average of the assessors’ valuations of the 
taxable property of the city for the preceding 
five years, less abatements to the thirty-first day 
of December preceding; and by St. 1887, Ch. 
281, authority was given to add to the annual 
tax-levy the sum of $425,000 for county pur- 
poses.

The city also receives a large revenue from liquor 
licenses and other miscellaneous sources, estimated 
by the Auditor for the coming year at $2,490,000. 

The product of the nine-dollar law, the addi- 
tional $425,000 allowed by the Act of 1887, and 
the miscellaneous revenues of the city make to- 
gether the total annual income of the city and 
county available for general department expendi- 
tures. This amount, added to the interest and 
sinking-fund requirements for the year, makes the 
full amount which the city government can ap- 
propriate for the annual expenditures for the city 
of Boston and the county of Suffolk. 

The operation since 1885 of these limitations 
is shown in the following table: 
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It will be noticed that while the nine-dollar 
law will produce $276,868 more from taxes in 
1894-5 than in 1893-4, yet the miscellaneous rev- 
enue of the city, which varies considerably from 
year to year, is expected to fall below the revenue 
for 1893-4 by $266,590, leaving available for the 
department expenditures of 1894-5 only $10,278 
more than in 1895-4. ‘This decline in revenue is 
due partly to the fact that no sales of city property 
have been made since February 1, 1893, and _ partly 
to the slowness with which the taxes for the year 
are being paid. 

I shall submit to-day my recommendations con- 
cerning the appropriation order for the coming 
year, together with the department estimates. 
These estimates and recommendations are sug- 
gestions merely. The sole power to originate 
appropriations is vested in the city council; 
and that body, while it cannot appropriate more 
in the aggregate than the total named, can by 
a two-thirds vote in each branch distribute the 
money among the different departments as_ it 
sees fit. 

After the appropriation order has been passed, it 
will be incumbent upon the several departments to 
observe carefully its terms and limitations. The 


city has lived within its income during the past 
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three years; no money has been borrowed since 
May 1, 1891, for ordinary department expenses; 
and the accounts for the present fiscal year will 
show a cash surplus at the close of business on 
the thirty-first of this month. The heads of 
departments should understand that no return to 
the practice of borrowing money for ordinary 
department expenditures will be permitted, and 
that they must keep their expenditures within 


the appropriations granted by the city council. 


THE TAX RATE. 


The tax rate for 1893 for city and county pur- 
poses was the lowest since 1876; but the rate 
for State purposes was the highest since 1888. 
It is earnestly to be hoped that the legislature of 
1894 will restrict its expenditures to a total con- 
siderably below the figures of 1893. If the direct 
State tax-bill does not exceed $1,750,000 (the 
amount levied in 1892), and if the annual increase 
in valuations is as much as during the past few 
years, the tax rate for 1894 for city, county, and 
State purposes will be less than last year. It is 
not unlikely, however, that the valuations for 1894 
will be no more, and perhaps even less, than those 
for 1893; in which case the tax rate will be about 


what it was last year, or possibly somewhat higher. 
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The condition of the funded debt of the city, 


including all water and county loans, on Decem- 


ber 3lst of every year since the annexations of 


1874, is shown in the following table:

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While the increase in the net debt during the past 
three years has been only $2,666,614.95, and while 
this increase is at least $2,000,000 more than it 
would have been if the condition of the money 
market in September and October, 1893, had not 
rendered a large issue of bonds a prudent measure 
of precaution, still it is to be regretted that there 
was any increase whatever. very effort should be 
made during the coming year to prevent any further 
increase, and if possible to effect a reduction, in the 
net city debt. 


NEW LOANS. 


It seems to me that under existing conditions 
the exercise of the power to borrow money 
should be _ restricted to objects of immediate 
and admitted necessity, and to such other im- 
provements, valuable in themselves, as_ will 
involye payments for construction rather than 
expenditures for land. The park system is 
in need of additional money for construction, 
and I would recommend a loan of $500,000 
for that purpose; an equal amount could well 
be appropriated for public buildings, chiefly for 
the city hospital and schools; and $500,000 
might well be allotted to street construction ; 


making a total loan for these purposes of 
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$1,500,000. A new bridge to Charlestown is 
a necessity. ‘These and the proposed extension 
of Columbus avenue through Pynchon street to 
Franklin Park are improvements which, in my 
judgment, might well be provided for at the 
present time. 

Money for these several items can all be pro- 
cured within the debt lmit, as the borrowing 
capacity of the city is $2,976,852; and it is to 
be hoped that no application will be made _ to 
the legislature of 1894 for leave to borrow out- ° 
side the debt limit, except in connection with 


the proposed subway. 


PARKS. 


It should be our aim to push the park system 
to completion. The Parkway should be com- 
pleted to Franklin Park before the summer ; 
but the city has been compelled to pay very 
much more for land than was originally esti- 
mated, and the result is that the balance of 
the loans already authorized available for con- 
struction and for the erection of buildings is less 
than was anticipated. If the additional appro- 
priation already suggested is made, the park 
commissioners will be enabled to finish much of 


the work which will otherwise be left incomplete. 
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Land for the park at the North End (author- 
ized by Statute 1893, Chapter 282) has been 
taken, and the work of demolishing the present 
buildings will be commenced as soon as_ they 
can be vacated. 

The metropolitan park commission has begun 
its work, and is expected soon to take for park 
purposes the woods about Muddy Pond, in West 
Roxbury. If this is done, the new park should 
be connected with the Boston park system by 
* constructing a parkway to the Arnold Arbore- 
tum or Franklin Park, provided the land-owners 


are willing to codperate with the city. 


THE STREET—RAILWAY SYSTEM. 


The rejection by popular vote of the so-called 
Rapid Transit Act led the city government of 
1893 to adopt the alternative measure contained 
in Chapter 478 of the Acts of 1893, providing 
for the construction of a subway for street-railway 
purposes under T'remont street. This action was 
taken in the belief that a subway could be 
so constructed under Tremont and _ connecting 
streets as to accommodate all the railway tracks 
now entering that thoroughfare from the south 
and west; that the patrons of the street-railway 
system could in this way be furnished with 
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quicker transportation and more convenient wait- 
ing-places than is possible under existing con- 
ditions; that the surface of ‘Tremont street 
should be restored to the exclusive use of foot 
passengers, carriages, and teams forever; that 
the rentals for the use of the subway would 
probably be sufficient to cover the interest on the 
bonds to be issued under the Act, and to pro- 
vide a sinking fund for their payment at 
maturity; and that the State legislature and the 
city government of 1894 would be prompt to 
take such action in the premises as may be 
necessary to secure these ends. 

I shall this day appoint, subject to confirmation 
by the board of aldermen, the three members of the 
subway commission; and [ trust that the charac- 
ter of the gentlemen selected will be taken as a 
guarantee that this great project will either be 
carried out in such manner as most to benefit the 
public and within the appropriations that may 
be granted in advance, or not at all. 

The subway, if built, will be the property of 
the city, and is to be leased on public account at 
a rental to be fixed by the board of railroad 
commissioners. It is to be hoped that the West 
End Street Railway Company will from the out- 


set codperate with the subway commission and 
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the city government in the matter of approaches, 
and other details. 

The board of aldermen for the current year 
could perform no greater public service than to 
sanction or direct the removal of many of the 
West End tracks, which the company has either 
ceased to use, or continues to operate for the 
benefit of a few people only, to the inconvenience 


of all the rest. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


The relations between the city and the various 
gas companies doing business therein having been 
readjusted, it remains to discover what can be done 
to secure a wider benefit from the use of electricity 
to light our streets and parks. ‘The electric lights 
now seen upon the highways have been placed 
hap-hazard for the benefit of individual applicants 
rather than erected upon a comprehensive plan for 
the benefit of the entire community; their cost is 
excessive, considering the number of them; and 
as the city is not permitted by law to establish 
a street-lighting plant of its own, it is at a dis- 
advantage in its negotiations with the electric- 
light companies. 

The legislature should permit cities and towns, 


under proper restrictions, to light their own 
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streets and public places; but it is in every way 
preferable to conduct this business through the 
agency of private corporations if reasonable 
terms can be obtained. 

The superintendent of lamps informs me that 
he is at work upon a comprehensive plan for 
extending this branch of municipal service, and 
hopes to be able to obtain from the corporations 


interested such terms as will warrant its execution. 


THE RELIEF OF THE POOR. 


The proper action of the city government in 
the matter of furnishing employment to the thou- 
sands of our citizens who are now unfortunately 
out of work is the subject of much discussion 
and diversity of opinion; and the present occa- 
sion seems opportune for the presentation of cer- 
tain fundamental considerations bearing on _ the 
question. 

Municipal governments in Massachusetts are the 
creatures of the State Legislature, endowed with 
“such powers, privileges, and immunities not re- 
pugnant to the constitution, as the general court 
shall deem necessary or expedient for the regulation 
or government thereof.” (Amendments to the Con- 
stitution, Article Il.) They are not miniature States 


with power to act upon such _ political or social 
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theories of government as may seem to their mem- 
bers wise; they can raise no more money by taxation 
or by loan than is. expressly authorized by statute; 
they can appropriate and expend this money only for 
such purposes as have been permitted by general or 
special laws. ‘The city does not, in the opinion of 
the Supreme Judicial Court, collect its revenue ‘as 
absolute owner with an unfettered right of disposing 
of it for any object whicha majority of the voters 
might select and determine.” It is “received for 
the use and benefit of all the inhabitants, not for 
any class or portion of them, and can be expended 
in such manner and for such purposes as towns 
in their corporate capacity are authorized by law 
to use and appropriate money, and for no other 
object whatever.” 

It is legally impossible under the laws of Massa- 
chusetts for the city of Boston to expend its revenues 
or to borrow money for the relief, support, main- 
tenance, or employment of the poor, except through 
the Overseers of the Poor for the relief of those 
unfortunates who are entitled under the provisions 
of Chapter 84 of the Public Statutes to assistance 
as paupers, or in the manner and to the limited 
extent allowed by Chapter 274 of the Acts of 1874; 
and in either case a special appropriation is required. 


These laws and limitations are enacted at the 
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State House, not in the City Hall; and if changes 
are desired application must be made to the State 
Legislature, which alone has the power to enlarge 
the functions of our municipal government. 

Such appeals, however, should not be lightly 
made or hastily granted. The municipal law of 
Massachusetts does not differ materially from that 
of other States, and is a characteristic application 
of the general theory of our American institutions, 
the tendency of which is to restrict rather than to 
enlarge, the functions of government. ‘This theory, 
with the constitutional and other checks and 
balances which have been invented to support it, 
is destined to be the chief defence of the Ameri- 
can people and their free institutions against the 
insidious encroachment of socialism and other for- 
eign remedies for the evils of civilization. It is 
the original and essential feature of American 
democracy; it has in recent years been too fre- 
quently departed from; and what is now required 
is rather a return to first principles than hasty 
and unwise extensions of the objects of public ex- 
penditure. 

The main reliance of every community in emer- 
gencies like the present must be the generosity 
and public spirit of its individual citizens. The 


people of Boston enjoy a well-deserved reputa- 
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tion for hospitality, charity, and civic pride; and 
there is no reason to doubt that they will re- 
spond now, as in the past, to all urgent and well- 
considered appeals on behalf of poverty and want. 

While, however, the city, as a corporation, 
cannot expend its money for the sole purpose 
of providing employment or relief, except through 
the Overseers of the Poor, or by the City Council 
under the special statute referred to; while the 
executive officers of the city must faithfully ex- 
pend the appropriations granted by the City 
Council for the purposes designated ; while they 
would not be justified either in exceeding these 
appropriations or in expending them upon work 
which cannot profitably be prosecuted at this 
season of the year,—it nevertheless does not 
follow that the city and its officers can do 
nothing in this emergency. 

Much, on the contrary, can properly be done by 
the heads of departments, other than the Overseers 
of the Poor, in furnishing as much employment 
as can be given without increasing the cost or 
diminishing the quality of the public work in- 
trusted to their care. Building contracts can be 
let, under present conditions, upon favorable terms. 
Deep-cut sewers can be built as well in winter 


as at other seasons of the year; the work of 
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grading and filling new streets can be carried 
on, though no paving or surfacing can be done 
while the frost lasts ; stone can be quarried and 
erushed for use in the spring; an indefinite 
amount of labor can at all seasons of the year 
be devoted to cleaning the public and _ private 
ways of the city; and the work of in-door re- 
pairs can also be prosecuted at any time. 

The activity of the departments in furnishing 
work of the above description is limited only by 
the appropriations granted by the City Council ; 
these, in turn, are limited by the laws relating 
to taxation and indebtedness; and within these 
limits every effort is being made to accelerate 
the progress of public work. 

In view of the probability of hard times this 
winter and of the possibility of an adverse bond 
market, it was thought prudent in September and 
October, 1893, to offer for sale an unusually 
large and otherwise unnecessary amount of city 
bonds; and as soon as these sales were effected 
orders were given to press the work upon the 
buildings and other objects for which the pro- 
ceeds had been appropriated. Thirty-two build- 
Ings are now under. contract, and_ twelve 
more are almost ready to be advertised. An 


extra amount of deep sewer work has been laid 
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out, sufficient, it is thought, to keep the entire 
force of the sewer division at work. Plans are 
being made for the extension of Boylston street, 
the widening of Blue Hill avenue, and for other 
work of street construction, upon which grading, 
elearing, and filling can be done this winter. 
Such work upon the parks-as can be prosecuted 
in winter is now going on; and all the work pos- 
sible in the city ledges will soon be under way. 

Whether the number of the unemployed be 
greater or less than has been stated, it cannot 
be doubted that conditions of unusual severity 
confront the people this winter. Every citizen 
who can afford it should render aid, preferably 
in the form of work, to those tn need of it; 
and this obligation rests with special emphasis 
upon public officials, whether elected or appointed. 
I take pleasure in acknowledging the alacrity with 
which the various heads of departments have re- 
sponded to the call for suggestions and_assist- 
ance, and the generous contributions by city 


employees to the fund of 


THE CITIZEN'S RELIEF COMMITTER. 


In addition to the work undertaken by the city, — 
the recently organized Citizens’ Relief Committee 


is attempting to furnish employment upon the 
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streets and sewers. ‘he street work consists of 
cleaning and carting, and is paid for by the com- 
mittee, the city furnishing tools and superintend- 
ence. The sewer work consists of sewers which 
cannot be built at this season of the year, ex- 
cept at unwarrantable expense; the city pays 
what the work would cost under normal condi- 
tions; and the committee makes up the difference. 
This plan of relief is still in its experimental 
stage; but if successful, it has the great advan- 
tage over any other suggested of securing the 
employment of more men for a given amount sub- 
scribed. very effort is also being made to pro- 
vide employment for women, among whom the 
amount of distress is not to be measured by the 
number of applicants for work. 

This committee is composed partly of city offi- 
cials and partly of well-known and_ public-spirited 
citizens who have volunteered to give their time 
and labor this winter to the cause of the unem- 
ployed. The community can have absolute confi- 
dence in their appreciation of the hard conditions 
which surround us, and in their prudence in ad- 
ministering relief. The good which this move- 
ment can accomplish is obviously limited by the 
amounts subscribed by the charitable people of the 


city, and I trust that the responses to the com- 
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mittee’s appeal for funds will continue to be as 


liberal as during the past two weeks. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 
The City Council of 1894 will be constituted 


somewhat differently, with respect to party lines, 
than those with which I have had the pleasure of 
serving during the past three years. It should not 
be forgotten, however, that the practice of making 
party nominations for municipal offices cannot 
make party issues out of municipal questions, 
unless these enter avowedly into the canvas. The 
success of one party or the other may affect ap- 
pointments by the Mayor or elections by the City 
Council, and the success or failure of the city 
government for the year will reflect credit or dis- 
eredit upon the party which has made itself re- 
sponsible for the successful candidates; but with 
these qualifications it is literally true that there 
are no differences in city government based on 
state or national party issues. The questions that 
will absorb our attention this year are business, 
not party, questions. Let us resolve to approach 
the consideration of them in a spirit devoid of 
partisanship, political, personal, or local, and to 
merit the approbation of our fellow-citizens by 
unselfish devotion to the duties we have been 


elected to discharge.

In Appendix “A” is given tbe itemized account of the ex- 
penditures of this department from February 1, 1893, to date. 

The amount expended by this department during the past 
year was $22,338.41. 

The amount expended for expert services, special super- 
intendence, etc., was $7,630.59. (See Appendix “B.”) The 
total expense was $29,969.06, or 3%) per cent. of the amount 
paid on construction. 


During the two preceding years the average percenaeae 
of cost of department to cost of construction was 35 per 
cent. The average per centage of cost from the establish- 
ment of the department to May 1, 1891, was 7.8, per Brie 
and the three years immediately preceding that date, 10 + 
per cent. (See Auditor’s Statement, Appendix “ D. ) 

To make an accurate comparison of the cost of the de- 
partment, as compared with cost of private work for the 
years preceding May 1, 1891, would involve an amount of 
Jabor disproportionate to the value of the information, which 
can be found only in the Auditor’s books ; such a comparison 
should take into consideration the amount of contracts made, 
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as well as payments made during each year, and the expense 
of expert services and special superintendence, which is in 
private practice met by the owner and not by the Architect, 
and should not be added to the cost of department. 

The Architect’s salary ($3,500) should also be deducted 
from the expense account, while the item of rent would be 
more than an offset by the sketches and drawings for which 
the department receives no credit, but for which the private » 
architect would receive compensation. Upon this basis of 
reckoning the following table will show that the office ex- 
penses have been 1s per cent. of payments on construc- 
tion plus amount of contracts. The private architect’s com- 
Mission on this work would have been 2$ per cent., and his 
net earnings about one-half of the gross commission ; hence, 
during the past three years the cost of the city’s architectural 
work has been no more than the cost to a private architect.

In Appendix “D” is given an itemized account of the 
contracts on each building under construction or contracted 
for during the past fiscal year. 

At the New Lunatic Hospital contracts have been made 
for boiler-house and laundry, Austin Farm ; connecting cor- 
ridors, Austin Farm ; boiler-house, Aorneetic building, with 


a) 
amusement hall and connecting corridors, Pierce. Farm ; 
Heating plants, etc., for both groups of buildings. The 
Austin Farm buildings will be ready for occupancy on or 
about April 1 next. “The Pierce Farm Hospital cannot be 
utilized fully «until a specially designed Administration 
building is built. 

Parental School, on Spring street, West Roxbury, border- 
ing on Charles river, a boiler-house and domestic building, 
and one dormitory to give liberal accommodations for thirty 
boys, are under Eineeruetion. These buildings are of brick, 
with marble trimmings. They will be completed before fall. 

For the Contagious Hospital, a two-story laundry and 


morgue building and a thre ee-story nurses’ house, with ac- 
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commodations for thirty are being constructed and will be 
completed by October 1. 

A boiler and electric power house to serve the new and 
old City Hospital buildings is under construction and will be 
completed by September 1. 

A new Dormitory for 324 women paupers, and a new wing 
for the Paupers’ Hospital, with 124 beds, is under construc- 
tion on Long Island, and will be completed early in the fall. 
These buildings are constructed of iron and wood frame, tilled 
with terra-cotta lumber,:on which is laid directly, Portland 
cement mortar on the outside, and plaster on the inside. 

The house for Ladder No. 1, on Friend street, is under 
construction and will be ready for occupancy by October 1. 

The design for this building was suggested by that of the 
old Public Library building on Franklin street. 

The six-room primary school-house on Eustis street, Rox- 
bury, has been contracted for. This building is of brick, 
with white marble trimmings, recalling the design of an old 
New England academy. 

Contracts have been made for new retaining-wall for 
Frothingham School. 

Estimates have been received for six room brick Primary 
school-house for Moulton street, Charlestown, and Canter- 
bury street, West Roxbury, the Gibson Grammar School, a 
brick building with twelve class rooms and an exhibition hall, 
for a four-room wooden Primary school-house on Morton 
street, Dorchester, and a two-room wooden Primary school- 
house on Oak square, Brighton. 

The contracts have not been awarded for these buildings. 
In the case of the Moulton-street School the School Com- 
mittee have under consideration the purchase of additional 
land for school-yard ; and inthe case of the other buildings 
the appropriations are insufficient to warrant the making of 
contracts. 

The Moulton-street School is designed in the Italian gothic 
stvle of red brick and white marble trimmings, with discs of 
various colored marbles in the spandrels of the arches. 

The Canterbury, Morton street, and Oak square schools 
are in the so-called “ Old Colonial” style. 

The Austin Primary school-house, East Boston, and the 
Primary school-house “ north of Broadway,” South Boston, 
will be ready for occupancy at the opening of the school year. 

I submit in Appendix “E” tables of cost of all new con- 
structions built by this department since its foundation.

Str: In accordance with the requirements of the 
ordinance now in force, the Board of Assessors would 
respectfully offer the following report : 


For convenience of assessment and as authorized by 
Chapter 115 of the Acts of the year 1889, which provides 
that the Assessors may “divide any ward . . . into con- 
venient assessment districts,” the twenty-five wards of the 
city are divided into forty districts; ten of them into two, 
one into three, and one into four districts. Thirteen wards 
are not divided. ‘The several assessment districts and the 
wards of which they are a part, together with the names of 
the first and second assistant assessors assigned to each of 
said districts, are shown in an appendix at the end of this 
report.

The polls recorded for assessment before August 10, 1893, 
and included in the estimate that determined the rate of tax- 
ation for the current year, were those of 139,757. Under 
the operation of the law providing for supplementary assess- 
ment of omitted male persons, liable to assessment under the 
provisions of Sections 20 and 21 of Chapter 417 of the Acts of 
1893, there were added to the list 5,454 polls, making the total 
number of males assessed 145,211°.

The valuation of 1893 for personal property can he fairly 
increased $64,171,500 in addition to the amount given in the 
foregoing table, for the value assessed by the Commonwealth 
at the rate of $15.30 per $1,000 upon shares of Massachu- 
setts corporations, the property of residents in Boston. The 
State deducts from the value of each share the amount that 
represents the real estate and machinery locally assessed, 
and pays over to the city that proportion of the tax that rep- 
resents the personal property of each corporation. 

The valuation can be further increased, say, $1,521,300 
for bank stock assessed at the several rates of the places 
where the banks are located, as the taxes are paid to Boston, 
as assessments upon this class of property held by its citi- 
zens in Massachusetts banks located outside that city. 

This valuation of the shares in Massachusetts corpora- 
tions, and also in National Banks within the State, but with- 
out the limits of Boston, is determined by taking the amount 
paid by the Commonwealth to the city during the financial 
year, on account of corporate taxes assessed as of the first 
day of May of that year. The totals are undoubtedly under 
estimates, as the collection extends beyond the year in which 
taxes are assessed, and a small proportion of their total sum 
is paid over to the city with the assessments of subsequent 
years. 

As the revenue from these two sources is always estimated 
before the amount to be raised by taxation is determined, 
the effect of the valuation of this property in reducing the 
rate of taxation upon the $924,093,751 assessed by the city 
is, as nearly as may be, the same as though its amount was 
included in the Assessors’ aggregate, and the taxes were 
assessed by them. ! 

The valuation of personal property can properly be fur- 
ther increased by the sum of $281,856.76 for shipping owned 
by Boston citizens which was employed in foreign trade 
May 1, 1893. Section 8 of Chapter 11 of the Public Stat- 
utes provides that such property shall not be included in 
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the personal estate of its owners, if they make a return of 
the same and report for taxation the net yearly income 
thereof. Section 10 of said chapter required that the State 
should reimburse the cities and towns for the loss sustained 
by such exemption. The act from which these two sections 
were taken became of force May 1, 1882, and contained 
the provisions that while the exemption should continue, re- 
imbursement on the part of the State should cease in 1887. 
By Chapter 373 of that year, repayment for the loss of val- 
uation was extended for two years, and was again extended 
for the same space of time by Chapter 286 of the Acts of 
the year 1890. Chapter 116 of the Acts of 1891 provides 
that such repayment shall continue to be made until two 
years from the date of its enactment, March 26, 1891, and 
was again extended five years by Chapter 149 of the Acts of 
1893. The value of the shipping returned for the tax of 
1893 was $289,633, and the net income returned amounted 
to $7,776.24. In the revenue of the city the amount of the 
payment by the State for the current financial year on this 
account is put at $3,474.23. 

The total valuation of personal estate which is assessed for 
all purposes, for which the city may raise money by taxation, 
can for the year 1893 be put at $252,473,583. 

The United States, the Commonwealth, the county, the 
city, churches, charitable, scientific, and other corporations, 
hold property exempt by law from assessment. That of the 
nation consists of certain islands, forts, and lighthouses in 
our harbor, the navy yard, custom house, and the building 
used for the United States courts, sub-treasury, and _ post- 
office. ‘The property of the State within the limits of the 
city is made up of the State house, the State prison, and an 
area of land and flats in East and South Boston. The 
county property includes the court house and jail. But as 
the entire cost of all county estate has been paid by the city, 
and as the other municipalities that, with Boston, make up 
Suffolk county, pay no county taxes [ Pub. Stats., Chap. 11, 
§ 47], the estates used for county purposes are included as 
a part of the city property. The character and value of the 
property used for municipal purposes may be ascertained by 
reference to the list of real and personal estate, under the 
title of nominal assets of the city. This list includes all the 
real estate, and as much of the personal property as is in 
active use. But there is a large amount of chattels belong- 
ing to the city, which are not only difficult of estimation, but 
which should not be included at a money value, even among 
the nominal assets of Boston. The books and works of art” 
in our public library, the statues in our squares and public 
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grounds, the furniture and fittings of our city buildings, are 
of this class of property. None of the chattels of the 
nation, State, or county are estimated in the list of exempt 
property ; and only the lands connected with the forts and 
lighthouses of the general government, and with Bunker 
Hill monument, are included in our estimation of exempt 
estate. The structures, if abandoned for their present use, 
would be valueless for any other purpose. The same con- 
siderations control the estimation of church furniture and 
fittings when church buildings are demolished. The income- 
producing personal estate of ministerial funds and_ trust 
property is assessed as though in the hands of individuals. 
[Pub. Stat., Chap. 11, § 22, 12 Cushing, page 54.] But 
such property when held by charitable, literary, or scientific 
corporations is exempt ; and the large amount so held (nearly 
sixteen millions) is included in our estimation of untaxed 
property. 

Buildings of any character that are adapted to public or 
partly public use, are seldom capable of easy change to fit them 
for general purposes. When the estates of which they are a 
part are sold, it is found that a comparatively small value 
attaches to anything above the land. As such estates become 
unfitted for the purposes for which they are used, the values 
estimated for their buildings are reduced. It is believed that 
the reductions that have been made from time to time have 
brought our exempt estates toa fair valuation, which approxi- 
mates to the selling price. By the metbods indicated we place 
the property of the United States, land value, $7,501,400 ; 
buildings, $4,029,200; total, $11,530,600. That of the 
Commonwealth for land, $4,103,900; buildings, $2,685,- 
900; total, $6,789,800. The real estate of the city is valued 
for land, $34,976,100; buildings, $18,491,200; a total of 
$48,467,300; and the personal property used for municipal 
purposes at $713,000. The land connected with houses of 
religious worship is estimated at $8,545,700, and the build- 
ings at $7,354,700, a total of $15,900,400. The valuation 
of the real estate occupied by charitable, literary, and scien- 
tific institutions for the purposes for which they were incor- 
porated is, for land, $9,248,700; buildings, $6,749,200; a 
total of $15,997,900. 

It appears that this class of benevolent and educational 
corporations hold $16,848,791 of personal property, as re-_ 
turned to the Assessors by their officers, in accordance with 
the provisions of Chapter 217 of the Acts of the year 1882. 
As required by that enactment, those corporations also re- 
ported that their receipts for the twelve months preceding 
the first day of May, 1893, amounted to $6,054,324, and 
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their expenditures to $5,866,820.' It appeared by their re- 
turns that at the date of assessment, these benevolent and edu- 
cational institutions held as investments $7,229,823 of the 
real estate of this city, which, not being occupied for the 
purposes of their incorporation, is assessed at its estimated 
value, forming a part of the real-estate valuation for the tax 
of the current year. ‘The city of Boston holds, in its cor- 
porate capacity (not assessed for city taxes), $26,701,168 
of actual assets available for the payment of liabilities, and 
$49,180,379 nominal assets, the character of which is shown 
in the following copy of the return of the Assessors as of 
May 1, 18938, to the Tax Commissioner of the Common- 
wealth.

Large amounts of property, held by residents, or located 
within the limits of Boston, are by law or judicial decisions 
exempt from all assessments, the principal items being the 
real estate of the United States and the Commonwealth, 
United States bonds, money loaned upon mortgage of real 
estate, imported goods in original packages, and the furni- 
ture of a family below $1,000 in value. The proportion of 
the deposits in the savings banks of Massachusetts ($399,- 
995,569, October 31, 1893) belonging to the residents of 
oston is unknown, as the Commonwealth assesses and 
retains the entire tax for State revenue. But the total 
valuation of Boston for property that, by existing laws, 
must be estimated for assessment or for the information of 
the Legislature, is as follows:

The total valuation 
of 1893 is more than that of 1883 by $241,661,081, showing 
a gain in ten years of 35.41 per cent. 


THe Rate or ASSESSMENT AND TAXES COMMITTED TO THE 
CoLLECTOR. 


The rate of taxation needed to raise the amount of the 
several warrants and the overlay authorized by Section 49

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PERCENTAGE OF ASSESSMENTS ON POLLS AND PROPERTY. 


When the assessment to meet the warrants of the State, 
county, and city had been completed, 181,491 bills were 
sent to the Collector, with the list of persons assessed, and 
the Assessors’ warrant to collect their amount. Of these 
bills 121,921, 674 per cent., were for poll taxes only. 

When all the lists and warrants for the year had been 
sent to that officer, 5,474 additional bills, covering sup- 
plementary assessments, had been delivered. Of this class, 
5,433 were for poll taxes only. 

The tax assessments of the financial year were represented 
by 186,965 bills, of which 314 per cent. were for property, 
and 684 per cent, were for poll taxes. 

The total number of persons assessed on property was 
50,327, of which 34,071 were resident individuals, 4,231 
non-resident individuals, and 12,025 firms, corporations, 
trustees, etc. See table “HE,” p. 34. 

A table has been prepared which will be found on pages 
28 and 29 of the appendix, showing by wards and precincts 
the number of registered voters for the State election of 1893 
with a comparison Gf property assessments to males assessed 
for poll taxes of the same year. 


ABATEMENTS. 


The amount of abatements from all the above assessments 
to January 31, 1894, was, for polls, $700.00; for real estate 
$50,816.27; for personal estate, $57,446.57; a total of 
$108,962.84. Of this sum, $104,129.96 was abated before the 
reduced tax-bills were paid, and with the money received 
for taxes, is treated as a credit item to the Collector, who is 
charged with the total amount of the tax warrants of the 
year. The remainder of the abatements, amounting to 
$4,832.88, were made after payment by the persons assessed, 
and the several amounts were refunded by the Treasurer 
for moneys received from the Collector, for the taxes of 
the current financial year.

TAXATION OF CORPORATE PROPERTY. 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 86 of Chapter 
11 of the Public Statutes, the Assessors, in August, 1893, 
returned to the Tax Commissioner of the Commonwealth the 
names of 251 Massachusetts corporations located in Boston, 
“with a statement in detail of the works, structures, real 
estate, and machinery owned by each of said corporations 

with the value thereof.” 

No personal property other than machinery can legally be 
assessed to a Massachusetts corporation. The valuation of 
property of corporations chartered by the Commonwealth, 
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which was included in the total that determined the rate of 
taxation, amounted to $82,141,300, of which sum $74,- 
882,200 was real estate, and $7,259,100 was machinery. 
A statement showing the growth of corporate property 
locally assessed during the last decade is shown as a foot- 
note to the table marked “ G,” page 35. Under the provisions 
of Section 8 of Chapter 13 of the Public Statutes, the Board 
assessed the 546,000 shares of the 60 national Ganles of Bos- 
ton upon avaluation of $64,196,500, a total tax of $821,715. 
At the time the rate of taxation was determined, the esti- 
mated value of 119,412 shares, $14,315,977, was included 
in the total aggregate as property which could be legally as- 
sessed in the valuation of the city of Boston. The balance 
of the total assessment of this class of property amounted to 
$49,880,523, and the tax of $638,470 thereon was claimed 
by the Tax Commissioner under the provisions of Section 13 
of said chapter for the State, and certain of the cities and 
towns of Massachusetts in which shareholders resided. 
Section 16 of said chapter provides that one per cent. on the 
amount collected shall be paid “ for the expenses of assessing 
and collecting” that portion of the tax which is not retained 
by the city or town where the banks are located. As the 
whole work of assessment, including the making of the bills 
or lists of taxes, is performed in the Assessing Department, 
and as each bank must pay (see Section 9, Chapter 13, 
P.S.), and by a single check does pay, the taxes of all its 
shareholders, it can be fairly claimed that substantially the 
whole sum of $6,384 was secured by this department and 
added to the revenue of the city. 

The Board of Assessors have, under the provisions of 
Sections 14 and 58 of said Chapter 13 adjusted the taxes 
of 1893 upon national. bank stock and the shares of Mas- 
sachusetts corporations, as against the claims of the State 
or its municipalities, and for that purpose have appeared 
before the Board of Appeal provided for in Section 62 of 
said chapter, as agents of the city, where its claims were 
disputed or needed defence. 


CLASSIFICATION OF PERSONAL PROPERTY LOCALLY 
TAXABLE. 


As approximately only about one-quarter of the personal 
property assessed is returned to the Assessors from year to 
year, the remaining three-quarters is, of necessity, estimated 
against those persons or business concerns who, for the then 
current year, make no return, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Section 41 of the Tax Act. As “dooming” by 
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the Assessors is always without specification as to items of 
personal estate, classification of the unlisted personality can 
only be made by the estimation of the Assessors ‘‘ according 
to their best knowledge and belief.” The proportion of 
each kind of taxable personal estate, to the aggregate of all 
that class of property assessed, has long been a subject of 
speculation and inquiry. For the purpose of making the 
returns required by the eighth to the eleventh divisions inclu- 
sive of Section 54 of Chapter 11 of the Public Statutes as 
amended by the Act of the year 1887, Chapter 86, the As- 
sessors of 1889 analyzed the statements of that year, and 
ascertained the proportions that each class of taxable per- 
sonal property that was listed bore to the aggregate of all 
that was returned; then assuming that if all personal es- 
tate had been returned to the Assessors under oath, that the 
proportions of each class would have been unchanged, they 
made their estimation of the amount of the unlisted taxable 
personal estate upon that basis. The law that compelled 
the estimation required by the divisions above referred to 
was repealed by Chapter 242 of the Acts of 1890. But the 
classification, with the figures that indicated the proportions 
as found, were given in our report of April 30, 1891, as of 
sufficient interest to justify their presentation in a form that 
would admit of comparison with similar work in subsequent 
years. <A closer analysis was made of the returns for the 
tax of May 1, 1891 and 1892, and its percentages are shown 
in the following tuble in connection with the detail and per- 
centages of the current financial year. The classification by

returned, and 74.69 for personal property estimated. While 
it must be admitted that the method of determining the classi- 
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fication of the one hundred and sixty millions of personal 
estate estimated by the Assessors is open to criticism, it is 
undoubtedly true that any plan that would attempt its im- 
provement would be equally open to objections. That which 
has been adopted is the best that the Assessors, with their 
limited experience in these comparisons, can apply. The 
averages of at least four or five years must be obtained before 
it can be determined, by fairly uniform percentages, that there 
is such substantial uniformity as to justify the opinion that 
practically accurate deductions can be made; or that the pro- 
portions fluctuate from year to year to such an extent as to 
make estimates based upon them unreliable. 

The law assesses the bonds of any nation other than those 
of the United States, and the public securities of all States, 
counties, or municipalities, also the bonds of all railroads 
(including street railways), at their market value, and will 
not permit that value to be decreased by debts, or to he 
offset in any manner. In other words, this class of credit 
property is assessed by the same rules that are applied to 
the taxation of money and merchandise. Another class of 
personal estate is deemed to be “ money at interest, and other 
debts, due the persons to be taxed. more than they are in- 
debted or pay interest for.” [Pub. Stat., Chap. 11,§ 4.] A 
proper construction of the law requires that a taxable person 
should be assessed for this class of property, if held by such 
person in excess of debts and liabilities actually and legally 
due on the first day of May, and when so held, such excess 
only is to be taxed. But it often happens that a person holds 
a considerable amount of the class of credit property that 
can be offset, but is not assessed for any portion of it, for 
the reason that such person’s legal liabilities exceed its 
market value. In the analysis of the returns of 1893, the 
proportions of credit property that were not assessed by 
reason of partial offset, and the amounts wholly removed 
from assessment, were tabulated, with the sum of indebted- 
ness that required their exemption, with the following result :

ASSESSMENT STATISTICS. 


A table marked D, page 33, will show the separate esti- 
mation of land and buildings in the valuations of 1890 to 
1893, inclusive. 

A table marked J, pages 38, 39, 40, will show the ap- 
proximate value of the dwelling-houses of the city, and a 
table marked K, page 41, will give certain statistics relating 
to the real estate of Boston. 

We deem it of sufficient interest to also add to this report 
a table which has been compiled, showing the valuations of 
property, rates of taxation, and the number of assessed polls 
for each year from 1822, when the City of Boston was estab- 
lished, to the present time. 

For many years prior to 1842, taxes were assessed on the 
basis of 50 per cent. of the true value of property, which 
custom was discontinued in the assessments of that and suc- 
ceeding years at the request of the City Government, as 
shown by the following order, copied from the records of 
the department : 

“In Common Councit, May 5, 1842. 

* Resolved, That it be recommended to the assessors, who 
have been chosen for the present year, to make a thorough 
revision of the valuation of the property in the city liable to 
taxation, both real and personal, and to assess the taxes upon 
the true and fair value of the property taxed, and not upon 
any fractional part thereof. -

The result of this change will be seen in the reduction in 
the rate of taxation for that and the following years. 
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STREETS, SIDEWALKS, AND SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


Before the passage of Chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, this 
department had no connection with street or sewer assess- 
ments, other than attaching to tax-bills such assessments as 
had been duly apportioned, under the provisions of the Public 
Statutes, Chapter 50, Section 25, and Chapter 51, Section 
5, and certified to the Assessors by the Board of Aldermen, 
or Street Commissioners. After the enactment of the law of 
1889, the Assessors were required to receive applications for 
apportionment, and hear requests for abatement of sewer 
assessments. By Chapter 346 of the year 1890, the Assess- 
ors were empowered to suspend the collection of such an 
assessment made upon a person or corporation by law exempt 
from the assessment of taxes until the estate affected came 
into the possession of a new owner, when the amount of the 
charge, with interest, was to be paid. But this law was 
repealed by Section 7 of Chapter 402 of the Acts of 1892, 
and the connection of this department with street, sidewalk, 
and sewer assessments must now be ascertained from Chap- 
ter 323 of the Acts of 1891 (known as the Board of Survey 
Act), as amended by Chapter 418 of 1892, and Chapters 
401 and 402 of the Acts of the last-named year. The law 
now in force connecting this department with these classes 
of special assessments may be stated as follows: 


STREET ASSESSMENTS. 


After the work of building a new street has been com- 
pleted, including roadway, sidewalks, and sewer, and after 
the Auditor has certified the expense, the Street Commis- 
sioners determine the cost, and ascertain what proportion of 
the whole amount sball be paid by the city, and what sum 
is to be assessed upon abutters. [1892, 418, §§ 7, 8.] 
“The assessable cost of the work” is apportioned by the 
Commissioners, upon the several parcels of land abutting on 
the street. If the amount fixed by the Commissioners is 
unsatisfactory, they can revise and correct their assessment, 
and their final determination is “subject to appeal : 
to the Superior Court . . . as is provided in the case of 
taxes.” [1892, 418, § 8.] Ifthe amount of the assessment 
upon any lot is not paid in “one year from the date of such 
determination, or if the amount as found by the court, or on 
appeal . . . is not paid before the last day of May next 
succeeding . . . and inevery case with interest from the 
date of the passage of the . . . order ofsaid Street Com- 
missioners ” “for securing the land required for . . . or 
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for constructing ” the street they have laid out, “the Board 
of Assessors . . . shall include a sum equal to nine per 
cent. of such amount in the next and succeeding annual tax- 
bills issued for the tax on the said parcel, and in the tax-bill 
issued the first year shall also include interest on the whole 
of said amount . . . from the date of the aforesaid order 

to the last day of October of the year of the date 
Ot such tax-bulBbyses 3 cand vith yor. forjeach: succeeding 
year, shall include one year’s interest on the whole of said 
amount . . . and shall so include such sums ‘ 
until . . . ten . ..+. with interest have been paid.” 
[1892, 418, §§ 5, 9.] 

The owner of the land may at any time relieve his estate 
from incumbrance, by payment in full, or may release a 
portion of his estate, by a partial payment of the balance 
due, with the consent of the Mayor and Street Commis- 
sioners. [1892, 418, § 10.] Atl moneys paid on account 
of these special assessments are applied to the payment of 
the interest of, or paid into, the sinking-fund for the ex- 
tinguishment of the debts contracted on account of the work 
for which the assessments were laid. [1891, 323, § 18.] 


SIDEWALK ASSESSMENTS. 


Chapter 401 of the Acts of 1892 applies to sidewalks in 
streets already constructed. This Act provides that “the 
Mayor and Aldermen” may order “the Superintendent of 
Streets . . . to make asidewalk” in such location, and of 
such materials, as they may deem expedient. [1892, 401, 
§1.] The Superintendent apportions the cost to the several 
parcels of land, according to their frontage on the street in 
which the sidewalk is constructed. [1892, 401, § 3.] The 
order of the Mayor and Aldermen, and the apportionment of 
the Superintendent, in the operation of the law, take the 
place of the order and determination of the Street Commis- 
sioners, under the Act of 1891, as amended in 1892; other- 
wise, all proceedings, including the division of an unpaid 
assessment and the addition of interest thereto, are the same 
as when a street is constructed under the Board of Survey 
Act. This Act [Chap. 401, 1892] was repealed by Chap- 
ter 437 of 1893, so that this department will have no con- 
nection with assessments for sidewalks built after the date of 
its passage, June 9, 1893. 


SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


Chapter 402 of the Acts of 1892 applies to sewers in 
streets already built, and requires that when sewers are 
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laid, they shall be built when the Mayor and Aldermen 
so order, and be paid for by assessments based on front- 
age, made by the Superintendent of Streets; and the 
machinery of this Act is in all other respects made to 
conform to that of the Board of Survey Act, with the follow- 
ing exceptions: Only lands within one hundred and twenty- 
five feet of the way in which the sewer is laid are included 
in the assessment. - [1892, 402, § 5;. 1892, 418, §§ 5, 6, 8, 
9.] A drain for any land outside the line of one hundred 
and twenty-five feet can only enter the sewer “after the 
amount to be paid for an entry has been fixed by the Mayor 
and Aldermen.” [1892, 402, § 5.] When a sewer assess- 
ment is laid upon a church estate, or upon any other “ parcel 
of land for which the owner is by law exempt from being 
taxed, as determined by the Assessors . . . on applica- 
tion to them” by such owner, the Collector is required to 
“suspend the collection of such assessment” until a new 
owner holds the land, when its amount is collected without 
interest. [1892, 402, § 4.] But if the owner of an estate 
where the collection of a sewer assessment has been sus- 
pended, desires to enter the sewer, he can do so “after the 
amount to be paid for” such entry “has been fixed by the 
Mayor and Aldermen,” and when the estate passes to another 
owner, the original assessment, “less any payment made for 
an entry ” into the sewer, “becomes due and payable,” and 
must be collected, as if the day when the fee passed from 
grantor to grantee “were the date of the passage of the 

order for making the sewer.” [1892, 402, §§ 4, 
5.1 As the law now stands, it must follow that if the 
amount then found to be due is not paid, it is to be collected 
as is provided for other unpaid. sewer assessments ; that is, 
by ten annual instalments with interest. The fact that Sec- 
tion 9 of Chapter 418 of the Acts of 1892 provides that 
when an unpaid special assessment is apportioned and added 
to a tax-bill, it may “be abated’. . . as if a part of, 
and in the same manner as, the city taxes,” will undoubtedly 
bring many applications for abatement to this department. 
In an opinion dated December 8, 1892, the Corporation 
Counsel states that the power to make an abatement of such 
an assessment “commences only when the . . . assess- 
ment is included in the tax-bill, and can only be exercised in 
curing mistakes in figures, facts, or the law, and confers 
upon ” the Assessors “no power to abate for any other than 
a legal reason.” 

The number of cases requiring the action of the Board 
under the various enactments that have connected the 
Assessors’ Department with special assessments is shown by 
a table marked “ L,” page 42.

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LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The whole cost of lighting the streets of the city during the financial year 
1893-94 was $572,293.70. On the 15th of January the city was lighted with 
1,580 electric, 8,764 gas, and 2,803 naphtha lamps, being an increase of 33 
electric, an increase of 21 gas, a decrease of 43 naphtha lamps, as compared 
with the previous year.

The prices paid for gas in the public lamps to the several gas companies 
are: Boston, supplying part of City Proper, at the rate of 90 cents per thou- 
sand cubic feet; Roxbury, part of Roxbury District, $1.00; Charlestown, 
$1.50; South Boston, $1.17; East Boston, $1.50; Dorchester, $1.17; West 
Roxbury, $1.50; Brookline Co., Brighton District, $1.25; City Proper, 70 
cents; Roxbury District, 70 cents. 

The price paid for electrics is 40 cents per light per night. The city pro- 
vides the iron posts, and the companies furnish the lamps and light. 

The men who clean and light the gas-lamps are paid at the rate of $2.00 
per day, and have an average of 70 lamps each. 

The underground service-pipes are laid and kept in repair by the various 
companies, under the direction of the Superintendent of Lamps, and at the 
expense of the city, without pecuniary consideration or profit to the com- 
panies. 

The naphtha lamps have been lighted since July, 1892, under a contract 
for 3 years, by the Rising Sun Street Lighting Company, who furnish all 
material, light, and keep in repair for the sum of 5% cents per light per night, 
or $21.00 each per year.

The estate consists of the land bounded by Harrison avenue, East Concord 
street, Albany street, and East Chester park, except the estates consisting of 
ten houses on East Chester park, corner of Harrison avenue. The lot con- 
tains about 350,927 square feet of land. ‘There are situated upon this land

PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The following property is under the charge of the Commissioners of Public 
Institutions : 


Deer IsLtanp. — Containing about 134 acres of upland, about 50 acres of 
flats, on which is the large brick building known as the Housg or Inpus- 
try. Also a wooden house occupied as a House of Reformation for Girls, a 
brick school-house for truant boys, and wooden one for nursery, a farmhouse, 
brick workshop, and receiving-house, laundry, bakery, and engineer’s house, 
piggery, two large barns, and other buildings; steamboat wharf and another 
landing-place; stone sheds, farming utensils, live-stock, merchandise, provis- 
ions, tools, etc., required for carrying on ‘the House of Industry and Refor- 
mation. In 1885 a new hospital was built on the island, the total cost of the 
same, together with furnishing, being $74,999.65. 

Additions and alterations have been made by which 376 new cells were 
added to the House of Industry. at a cost of $60,000. 


RAINSFORD ISLAND (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871 of the 
Commonwealth at a cost of $40,000, containing 11 acres. The buildings are 
occupied by female paupers. 


House or Correction and Lunatic Hospiray. — These institutions 
occupy an area of 821,875 feet of upland, to which is appended about 1,310,- 
700 feet of flats, which, with the Master’s house, workshop, outhouses, and 
other appendages, the furniture, farming and mechanic’s tools and utensils, 
fire-engines, provisions, machinery for manufacturing, horses, and other live- 
stock, belong to the city. There is in the House of Correction workshop a 
steam-engine of twenty-horse power, and boiler, with shafting, etc., for 
carrying machinery, and the necessary apparatus for heating the prison work- 
shops and chapel with steam. 
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ALMSHOUSE, ALFORD STREET, CHARLESTOWN, is situated on a lot con- 
taining 104,191 feet, near the Everett line, a short distance from the Malden 
bridge. The building is of brick, built in 1849; is 100 feet long by 45 feet 
wide, 34 stories high, with two wings 39 feet by 19 feet. There are a large 
barn and other out-buildings upon the lot. 


AusTIn Farm (DorcuestER).—The site purchased by the city for a 
Home for the Poor contains about 50 acres, and is bounded on the easterly 
side by Back street, on the southerly side by Morton street, on the westerly 
side by Canterbury street, and on the northerly side by Austin terrace, so 
called, and is now occupied as a ward for chronic and mild cases of insane of 
the Boston Lunatic Hospital. On this estate are a house, barn with silo of a 
capacity of 325 tons, piggery, ice-houses, and sheds.. A dormitory of two 
stories, with all the modern improvements, was erected in 1892, costing 
$30,000. Two hospital buildings, a building to be used as chapel, amuse- 
ment hall, and dining-room; also, a boiler and power house (in which is 
located the laundry) are being built, and will be occupied in the early 
summer. , 

The Pierce farm, so called, situated on Walkhill and Canterbury streets, 
W. Roxbury, and containing about 35 acres, was purchased in 1892 for a 
site of the new Lunatic Hospital, at a cost of $34,500. On it is a dwelling- 
house (12rooms). Two tracts of land containing 41 22-100 acres adjoining the 
Pierce Farm were purchased in 1893, costing twenty-three thousand dollars 
($23,000). There are being built for the Lunatic Hospital two hospital 
buildings, a domestic building, boiler and power house. The stable and 
barn were removed to new locations and an addition built on the barn. The 
contracts for the buildings, ete., at the Pierce and Austin Farms amount to 
$245,367.05. 


MARCELLA-STREET Home. — Building formerly occupied by the city of 
Roxbury as an almshouse. Additions and alterations were made in 1876-77 
and 1881, for the accommodation of pauper and neglected children. Contents 
of lot, 152,000 square feet. 


STEAMER ‘' J. Purnam Braves.” — This boat is 340 tons burden, 140 
feet long, 26 feet 3 inches beam, 45 feet breadth over all, 8 feet 6 inches deep, 
and was built at Greenpoint, L.I., in 1875. Cost, including outfit, $43,836.19. 
Used for conveying prisoners, passengers, provisions, etc., to and from the 
city to the Deer, Rainsford, and Long Island Institutions. 


Lone Istanp. —Contains about 182 acres. A building to accommodate 
about 600 persons was erected on this island in the years 1886 and 1887, 
and is now occupied by male paupers. A hospital has been built to accom- 
modate 300 patients, at a cost of $85,000. There is being built an additional 
wing which will complete the hospital according to the original plan. A new 
building for female paupers is being constructed, to be ready for use in Au- 
gust, to accommodate 350 inmates, will be 2 stories in height, with high base- 
ment. The contract for building this and the east wing of the hospital is for 
$76,857.00. 


PARENTAL Scuoot.— The ‘ Bolles” estate, situated on Spring street, 
W. Roxbury, consisting of about 28 acres of land, dwelling-house, farmer’s 
house, stable, ice-house, boat-house, sheds, etc., was purchased in August, 
1892, at a cost of $30,000, for a parental school. There has been erected a 
kitchen and laundry house and a dormitory building during 18938, which 
will be ready for occupancy May 1, the expense of which will be about 
$70,000.00. 


RELIEF OF THE POOR DEPARTMENT. 


In charge of the Board of Overseers of the Poor. 


CEenTRAL CuHarity Bureau Buirpine, located at the corner of Chardon 
and Hawkins streets, is occupied by the Overseers of the Poor, the Paymaster 
of the Soldiers’ Relief, and the following charitable societies: Boston Provi- 
dent Association, Industrial Aid Society, Boston Sewing Circle, German Aid 
Society, Ladies’ Codperative Visiting Society, the Associated Charities, West 
End Branch of the Homeopathic Medical Dispensary, the United Hebrew 
Benevolent Association, Boston Children’s Aid Society, and St. Vincent de 
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Paul Society. The City Physician also occupies a room in this building. 
Young Men’s Benevolent Society holds its monthly meetings here. 


TEMPORARY HOME FOR THE DeEsTITUTE is located at the corner of Chardon 
and Bowker streets. This building and the one above mentioned were erected 
on a lot, the contents of which are 19,962 square feet. The total cost of these 
buildings, with the land and the boiler-house in the rear, was $210,494.38. 


LopeGr For WAYFARERS, in the old Mayhew School building, on Hawkins 
street, lot containing 9,625 square feet.

8,000 feet, upon which are sheds, office, stable, etc. 

In South Boston, corner of H and Ninth streets, a lot of land containing 
about 12,000 square feet, upon which have been erected a stable, carriage- 
house, shed, tool-house, and office. Rent of same, including use of wharf 
and flats opposite, $650 per annum, with taxes. 

Property belonging to the Paving Division, consisting of 94 horses, 66 
carts, 19 water-carts, 15 wagons, 6 steam-rollers, 7 stone-crushers, 7 engines, 
etc. 

On Hereford street, a yard with shed, tool-house, and office. 

On Boylston street, at Boylston station, office and shed. 


SANITARY AND STREET CLEANING DIVISIONS. 


Soutu City Strapues, SHor, anp SHEDs. — Situated on Albany street, 
opposite Newton street. The lot belonged to the city before being used for 
this purpose, and contains 90,780 feet. The stables and buildings connected 
therewith are of brick. There are also on the premises five wooden sheds, 
used for storing wagons, etc. The stable is two stories high, with French 
roof, and has accommodations for 100 horses. Twenty-three horses are kept 
in sheds. ‘Total original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. 

Connected with the stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, painter, and har- 
ness-maker’s shops, with all the necessary tools, in which the wagons, carts, 
harnesses, etc., used by the department are constructed and kept in 
repair. 

OrraL Depot. — Erected in 1864 on the wharf fronting on Albany street, 
opposite Brookline street, on the other side of the dock from that used by 
the Paving Division. The lot which the building occupies, and the yard 
attached to the same, contain 39,511 feet, and belonged to the city before 
being used for this purpose. Total original cost of building, $18,578.89. 
This building is used for the deposit of house-offal daily collected in the city 
carts, and which is thence conveyed without the limits of the city proper by 
purchasers of the same. 

West Strasite AND SuHeEpDs, Nortu Grove StreEEtT. — The stable is a 
brick building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on North 
Grove street, built in 1860, with suitable outbuildings attached to the same. 
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It has accommodations for 83 horses, in stables and sheds. The lot contains 
about 45,152 square feet. 


HIGHLAND STABLE, with accommodations for 60 horses on the old Alms- 
house lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 square feet. A part of this 
stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving Division. There is on this 
lot a brick stable, which cost $89, 594.138. On this lot is an offal-shed, erected 
‘in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. 


CHARLESTOWN STABLE, with accommodations for 25 horses, is situated on 
Rutherford avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet of land; stable built in 
1875, cost $5,083.07. Shed and outbuildings built in 1879. 


SEWER DIVISION. 


There have been 365.58 miles of sewers built by the city. The department 
occupies a small lot on North Grove street; a large one, with water-front, 
on Albany street, containing 43,000 square feet, for storage of materials, 
tools, etc.; and one on Gibson street (Dorchester), containing 42,000 square 
feet; a small lot on Boylston street, Jamaica Plain; a small lot on Ruther- 
ford avenue, Charlestown; a small lot in East Boston, corner Paris and 
Marion streets; a small lot on Stony brook, corner of Centre street, Ward 
21; gate-house on Stony brook, Pynchon street, built in 1889; sewer-yard, 
with building on Massachusetts avenue, near Albany street; a small shed on 
Cypress street, Ward 9, on land leased by the city; sewer yard, with build- 
ings, on Western avenue, Brighton, containing 135,350 square feet. 


SURVEYING DEPARTMENT. 
The following articles are in charge of the City Surveyor; 


CrenTRAL Orricr. — Instruments for surveying and drawing; drawing and 
other paper; books, tocls, drawing-boards and desks, and drawing-tables. In 
this department are 24,491 plans, besides which there are 3,418 lithographed 
plans. ‘Two top-buggies, surveyor’s wagon, sleigh, horse, harness, etc, 


WATER-WORKS. 
COCHITUATE WATER-WORKS. 


Lake CocuiruaTteE. — Situated within the limits of the towns of Framing- 
ham, Wayland, and Natick, in Middlesex County. The extreme length of the 
lake, in a direct line, is 34 miles, and the breadth of the widest part about 
1 800 feet, witha water surface of 800 acres. ‘‘ Dug pond,” containing 443 
acres, and ‘¢ Dudley pond,” containing 81 acres, are tributaries to the lake. 
The whole circuit of the lake, measuring at its verge when within two feet of 
high-water mark, is about 16 miles, and the city owns an average width of 
five rods around it, which is held free from taxation; also 14 acres at the 
outlet of Dudley pond. In addition to this, the city owns 233 acres in Way- 
land, 724 acres in Natick, and on the line of the aqueduct, — not including 
land appurtenant to the Chestnut-Hill and Brookline Reservoirs, nor land 
occupied by and necessary for the protection of the aqueduct, — 274 acres in 
Needham, 5% acres in Newton, 14 acres in Brookline. 

The Cochituate aqueduct, 6 feet 4 inches in height and 5 feet in width, ex- 
tending from Lake Cochituate 143 miles to a reservoir in Brookline. 

The Sudbury-river conduit, 7 feet 8 inches in height and 9 feet in width, 
extending from Farm pond, in South Framingham, to the gate-house at 
Chestnut-Hill Reservoir, 15.9 miles in length. The area of land owned by 
city on conduit line, 198 acres, and area of reservoirs about 1,000 acres. A 
section of conduit, 4,170 feet in length, connects Farm pond with Dam No. 1 
on the Sudbury river, and another section, 3,760 feet in length, extends 
through Farm pond, so that the Sudbury-river water can be sent to the city 
independently of the pond water. The city owns a width on the line of the 
conduit varying from 80 to 400 feet. 

Reservoir No. 1, water area 149 acres, capacity, 288,000,000 gallons. 

Reservoir No. 2, water area 136 acres, capacity, 480,000,000 gallons. 

Reservoir No. 3, water area 283 acres, capacity, 1,074,000,000 gallons. 
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Reservoir No. 4, water area 162 acres, capacity, 1,405,000,000 gallons. 

The ‘‘ Brookline Reservoir,” situated in Brookline, with a capacity of 
120,000,000 gallons and a water surface of 23 acres, whole area of this prop- 
erty, 324 acres. 

The ‘‘ Chestnut-Hill Reservoir,” situated in Brighton, of the capacity of 
730,000,000 gallons, with a water surface of 1234 acres. There are 212% 
acres in this whole property; the line of pipe from Chestnut-Hill Reservoir 
to the main, near the Brvokline Reservoir, also the land under which are the 
pipes, being in amount about 64 acres. 

The ‘‘ South Boston Reservoir,” on the east of Telegraph hill, South Bos- 
ton, covering, with its embankment, an area of about 126,000 square feet. It 
has a water area of 70,041 square feet, and a capacity of 7,508,246 gallons. 
This reservoir is now used for storage, and is connected with the distributing- 
pipes only in case of fire or accident to the pumping mains. 

The ‘** East Boston Reservoir,”’ on Eagle hill, East Boston, bounded west- 
ward by Brooks and southerly by White street. The land covered by and 
appurtenant to it comprises about 216,027 square feet. Its water area is 
44,100 square feet, and its capacity 5,591,816 gallons. 

The ‘* Parker-Hill Reservoir,” on Parker hill, Roxbury, located on a lot of 
land taken under the Act of the Legislature authorizing the building of this 
reservoir, contains 197,614 square feet. It was built for the high-serviceé 
supply, and will hold 7,200,000 gallons above a plane 24 feet above the bot- 
tom of the overflow-pipe. Area of the water-surface, 64,033 square feet, and 
its elevation 219 feet above tide-marsh level. A strip of land 25 feet wide, 
leading from Fisher avenue, and containing 2,887 square feet, was purchased 
for a route for the pipes to the reservoir. 

The High-Service Reservoir, situated on Fisherhill, Brookline, was com- 
pleted in 1887. ‘The site for this reservoir contains 459,670 feet of land; the 
capacity of the reservoir is 15,000,000 gallons; high-water line is 241 feet 
above tide-marsh level. The pumping-station at Chestnut hill, containing 
two Gaskill engines of 8,000,000 gallons capacity each, and two boilers. A 
dwelling-house for the engineer of the Pumping-station, located on Chestnut 
Hill avenue. The supplementary high-service in West Roxbury, consisting 
of an iron tank on Mt. Bellevue, —the highest land in the city, —into 
which water is pumped by two Knowles pumps, placed in a brick house sit- 
uated on Washington street, opposite Metropolitan avenue, Roslindale. 

An iron tank on Breed’s Island, East Boston, built for the purposes of 
high-service for the residents in that vicinity, and an engine-house built on 
the corner of Brooks and Condor streets, East Boston, to which the pumping 
plant near the old reservoir has been removed. 

The main pipes leading from the receiving-reservoirs in Brookline and 
Brighton to this city, and the distributing-pipes laid in the city proper, East 
Boston, South Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, and Brighton, 
aggregate in length 535 miles, varying in size from 4 to 48 inches in diain- 
eter. 

Pipe-yard and wharf, Albany street, containing 132,000 feet, upon which 
are located the offices and shops of the Eastern Division. These are located 
in a three-story brick building, 41 X 215 feet. The stable is a three-story 
brick building, 40 X 110 feet, with accommodations for 28 horses. Building 
on Elmwood street and place, on a lot of 5,563 square feet, in which have 
been the pumping-engines for supplying water to the highest parts of the city. 

The cost of construction of these works to the city, up to the 31st Jan- 
uary, 1894, is $22,723,232.83. 


MYSTIC WATER-WORKS. 


The upper portion of Mystic lake, which is the source of supply, situated 
in the towns of Medford, Arlington, and Winchester, 64 miles from Charles- 
town square. It has an area of about 200 acres when flowed to the level 
authorized by the Act to take water, and a storage capacity of that level of 
380,000,000 gallons. To convey the water of the lake to the citizens, the 
works consist of dam and overfall; conduit with its appurtenant gate-houses, 
waste-weir and ventilator; cast-iron main under Mystic river; engine-house; 
pumping-engines; force-mains; reservoir with influent and effluent chambers; 
supply-mains and city distribution-pipes, hydrants, gates, ete. 
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The dam is 1,560 feet long, built of earthwork and masonry, and its height 
is 11 feet above high-water mark of Boston harbor. The conduit is 7,450 
feet in length, constructed of hydraulic brick masonry 8 inches think. It is 
oviform in shape, 5 feet 8 inches high, and 5 feet wide, interior dimensions. 
The cast-iron mains, two in number, conveying the water from the pipe- 
chamber at the end of the conduit to the engine-house, are 487 feet long and 
3 feet in diameter. 

The engine-house, situated on the southerly bank of, and about 200 feet 
from, the Mystic river, is a substantial building, 120 feet long and 58 feet 
wide, constructed of faced brick and freestone, and embraces under one roof 
the boiler and engine-rooms, repair-shop, and pump-well. The lot of land 
about the engine-house is about 12 acres, and upon a portion of it is a 
dwelling-house for the engineers, and also a stable. Connected with the 
engine-house is a brick and stone coal-shed, having a capacity of 1,000 tons. 

In the engine-house are three of Worthington’s Duplex Pumping-engines, 
two of 5,000,000 gallons each and one of 8,000,000 gallons capacity, per 24 
hours. Seven boilers supply the steam for pumping the water. 

The two force-mains are of cast-iron, each thirty inches in diameter, and 
3.277 feet in length. The reservoir is on Walnut hill, in Medford, near 
Tuft’s College. 

Its water surface covers an area of 44 acres, being nearly a parallelogram 
in shape, 560 X 350 feet. 

High-water line is 147 feet above tide-marsh level, and at this grade its 
capacity is 26,244,415 gallons. 

The whole lot of land connected with the reservoir belonging to the city is 
about 104 acres. 

The whole length of distribution-pipes in Charlestown is about 40 miles. 
The whole length of distribution-pipes supplied by the Mystic works is about 
165 miles. The city owns also a lot of land containing 12,807 square feet on 
Medford street, with a substantial brick stable upon it. This land is used for 
a pipe-yard. 

A two-story brick building, 38 X 40, built during the year 1882-83, for use 
as a work-shop, is located on land of the city at the corner of Medford and 
Tufts streets. 


Mysric Sewer. — The Mystic sewer extends from Prospect street in 
Woburn to Lower Mystic pond in West Medford, a distance of 18,892 feet. 

The sewer was built to intercept the objectionable drainage from the tan- 
neries, and discharge it into the lower pond at the head of the tide-water. 
The area of land taken under the Act of Legislature for the construction of 
the sewer and branch drains was 97,245 square feet. Works for a more 
comprehensive treatment of this sewage, with a view of reducing its objec- 
tionable features to a minimum, were completed in 1888. 

On July 14, 1898, a portion of the sewer was taken by the Metropolitan 
Sewerage Commissioners, in behalf of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
the city agreeing with the said Commonwealth to maintain the sewer and 
works in the premises taken, and to provide for all sewage entering therein 
as heretofore, until such time as the said Commonwealth shall have so far 
constructed and completed its sewerage system, as to be able to dispose of 
sewage at the outlet off Deer Island, provided the same shall be constructed 
on or before July 18, 1895. In consideration of this taking the City of Bos- 
ton received from the State the sum of $52,637. 

The cost of construction of the Mystic Water-Works up to 3lst of January, 
1894, is $1,721,609.33. 


PRUSE-RUNDS: 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR’S FUNDS. 


Trust Funds in the hands of the Overseers of the Poor, William P. Fowler, 
Chairman; Frederic W. Lincoln, Treasurer. 


PEMBERTON Funpb.— This fund comprises bequests and gifts made to the 
city of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from, ‘‘ A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, 
Margaret Blackadar, Alice Quick, Annie Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benja- 
min Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel 
Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘‘ A citizen of Boston,” Anonymous, 
Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, Walter E. Hawes, and Wm. B. 
Spooner. The most important, however, of the bequests was from BENJAMIN 
PEMBERTON, whose will was proved June 25, 1782, and for that reason his 
name has been given tothe fund. The income of this fund is to be expended, 
at the discretion of the Overseers, in semi-annual payments tothe poor of this 
city. The amount of this fund, January 31, 1894, was $134,746.18. 


Boyxiston Funps. — These funds were from a bequest by JoHN Bor.stTon, 
who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One portion of 
the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘‘ Poor and decayed householders of the 
Town of Boston,” ‘‘ not under fifty years of age,” ‘‘ persons of good charac- 
ter, and reduced by the act of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or 
other vice.” The other portion to be applied to ‘‘ nurture and instruction of 
Poor Orphans and Deserted Children of the town of Boston until fourteen 
years of age.” 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, January 31, 1894, to $28,341.27. 

The Boylston Education Fund amounted, January 31, 1894, to $149,096.40. 


Mason Funp. — Was a bequest of JonatHuan Mason, by will dated July 
15, 1798. Interests to be paid annually to the Chaplain of the Almshouse or 
Workhouse. Interest to be added until one is appointed. The interest is 
now paid annually towards the salary of the Chaplain of the House of Indus- 
try. Amountof Mason Fund, January 31, 1894, was $8,514.78. 


Dexter Fonp. — Was a bequest of SAamuret Dexter, by will dated May 7, 
1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects of charity as are not sup- 
ported in the Almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of the 
Poor. Amount of Dexter Fund, January 31, 1894, $4,659.75. 


JEFFRIES Funp. — Wasa bequest of Davip JErrrigs, former Town Treas- 
urer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be applied to the purchase of 
tea and coffee, chocolate, and sugar, for the refreshment of those persons 
who, in the Providence of God, are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in the 
Almshouse, after having lived reputably, but always giving preference to the 
pious poor. Amount of Jeffries Fund, January 31, 1804, $5,445 91. 


Lucy Buttman Cuarity. — Consists of an estate on Cambridge and Joy 
streets, in this city, which came into possession of the city of Boston in 1872, 
in accordance with the will of Lucy BuLLuMaN, proved at Probate Court, Suf- 
folk County, January 9, 1832; in which it is provided that upon the death of 
certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the city of Boston, upon 
condition that the estate never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of 
the poor. The estate is valued at about $10,300. Funds on hand January 
31, 1894, $23,316.23. 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor January 4, 1873, 
this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 


Davin Sears Cariry. —This is a fund contributed by the late Davip 


Sears, for the relief of the poor. Amount of fund Jan. 31, 1894, $327,366.82. 
235 : 
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Pierce Fur, Funp. — Legacy left to the city of Charlestown by the late 
CaLEeB Pierce, who died September 7, 1860, and which was accepted by the 
Charlestown City Council, May, 1861. Income to be expended in purchasing 
fuel for indigent widows, whose husbands had resided in Charlestown at 
least one year before their decease, said widows still continuing to reside in 
Charlestown. Amount of fund January 31, 1894, $1,500, invested in City of 
Boston bonds, and $45.61 interest. Total, $1,545.61. 


Hotton Protestant Poor Funp. — Legacy left to the town of Brighton 
by the late James Hotton in 1863; will probated June 9, 1863. Income to 
be expended in purchasing and distributing provisions among poor and indi- 
gent Protestant families in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving and other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays. Unmarried Protestant females to 
receive a liberal share. Amount of fund January 31, 1894, invested in City 
of Boston bonds. Total $1,500. 


Hotton PRotTestTanT PaurerR Funp. — Legacy leftto the town of Brighton 
by the late James Hotton, for the purpose of furnishing good and plentiful 
meals to the Protestant paupers of Brighton on Thanksgiving Day or other 
holidays. Amount of fund January 31, 1894, City of Boston bonds and inter- 
est. Total, $3,546.35. 


SrouGHTon Poor Funp. — Bequest of Lieut.-Gov. WILLIAM STOUGHTON, 
who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave £50 to the relief of the poor ‘of 
Dorchester, to be improved by the care of the Selectmen, and the income to 
be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. Amount of fund January 31, 
1894, invested in City of Boston bonds and interest. Total, $2,367.41. 


Goopnow Funp. —A bequest of ELisHa Goopnow, ‘‘to be invested and 
the income applied forever to and for the relief, assistance, and support of the 
poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the said city in its alms- 
house, in such manner as the said city, or the government or officers thereof, 
may deem most judicious, but without reference to the religious faith or 
belief of those who may apply for or need the assistance from this fund.” 
Invested in City of Boston bond and interest, January 31, 1894, $6,962.55. 


RacuHet T. Stevens Funp. — A bequest of Racuext T. Stevens. The net 
income is to be paid (after the death of a person named in will) ‘‘ for the 
support and maintenance of poor worthy Protestant single women of Boston, 
who have arrived at the age of fifty years (not including widows), paying to 
each of such women during her life the sum of one hundred dollars in semi- 
annual payment. Upon the marriage of any beneficiary under this will, no 
further payment of money is to be made to her, nor is any further payment 
of income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy of help 
under this trust.” Amount of fund January 31, 1894, $5,200. 


Moses Hunt Funp ror THE DestituTte. — ‘‘ Income to be devoted to the 
relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents of that part of said Boston 
which was Charlestown.” Invested in City of Boston bond. Amount of fund, 
with interest, January 31, 1894, $10,585.19.

Various bequests made by Richard Russell, May, 1674; Richard Sprague, 
will dated October 5, 1703, Thomas Call, will dated January, 1772; Richard 
Devens, 1825; David Goodwin, March, 1826; Thomas Miller, April 2, 1833; 
Catherine Bradish, September, 1836; Daniel White, 1864; James K. Froth- 
ingham, 1864; Jacob Foss, 1865; Simeon A. R. DeWolf, 1865; Reuben Hunt, 
1866; Susan Nichols, 1892; for the benefit of the poor of Charlestown. By 
an act of the Legislature passed in 1825, the board of trust was composed of 
the selectmen of Charlestown, and the two senior deacons from each church, 
for the time being, and their successors in said office. By a subsequent rul- 
ing of Court this act was considered as including the two wardens of 
each Episcopal church. By act of annexation, the members of the two 
branches of the City Council, for the time being, residing in the Charlestown 
District, together with the senior deacons of the religious societies of 
Charlestown, now constitute the board of trustees.

POLICE CHARITABLE FUND. 


By an order of the City Council, approved by the Mayor July 7, 1890, the 
eare of this fund, which since 1870 has been with the Mayor, Treasurer, and 
Auditor as Trustees, was transferred to the Board of Police, and the funds 
were transferred to the City Treasurer. 

The Board of Police are authorized to expend, with the approval of the 
Mayor, the income of the fund for the relief of persons who have received an 
honorable discharge from the police force by reason of sickness, age, or other 
disability, and who are, in consequence of such disability, in necessitous cir- 
cumstances; and with the approval of the Mayor, for the relief of widows and 
orphans in necessitous circumstances, of police officers who have died while 
in the service of the city, or from the effects of injuries received in the exe- 
cution of their duty.

BOSTON FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


By Chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880, the Mayor of the City of Boston for the 
time being (and his successors in office), the Board of Fire Commissioners of 
the City of Boston for the time being (and their successors in office), were 
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constituted a body corporate for the purpose of receiving and holding all sums 
of money, and real and personal estate, not exceeding in the aggregate two 
hundred thousand dollars, which may be given, granted, bequeathed, or de- 
vised to it for the benefit of members of the Boston Fire Department, or their 
families, requiring assistance, or for the benefit of any persons, or the fami- 
lies of any persons, who have been such members, requiring assistance. The 
property so held shall be known as the Boston Firemen’s Relief Fund. The 
said body corporate shall have authority to manage and dispose of the same 
and the income thereof according to their best discretion, subject to the pro- 
visions of any and all trusts which may be created for the purposes aforesaid. 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act, the following-named 
persons, viz.: the Mayor, Nathan Matthews, Jr.; Fire Commissioners Rob- 
ert G. Fitch, John R. Murphy, and George H. Innis,— now constitute the 
Board of. Trustees. Nathan Matthews, Jr., Mayor, President; John R. 
Murphy, Treasurer; Michael J. Lafferty, Clerk.

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This is a fund for the encouragement of young married mechanics. Dr. 
BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, in his will, gave the inhabitants of Boston, in 1791, 
£1,000 sterling, which he directed to be loaned in sums of not more than £60 
nor less than £15 to one applicant five per cent. interest; to be repaid in an- 
nual instalments of ten per cent. each. These loans are restricted to ‘*‘ Young 
Married Artificers,” under the age of twenty-five, who have faithfully served 
an apprenticeship in Boston, so as to obtain a certificate of good moral char- 
acter from at least two respectable citizens, who are willing to become their 
sureties in a bond for their payment of the money. 

It was the estimate of Dr. Franklin that the £1,000 would increase in 100 
years to £131,000, and then the managers of the fund were to lay out in pub- 
lic works £100,000, and the balance to continue on interest for another hun- 
dred years, which he estimated would then amount to £4,600,000; of this 
amount the sum of £1,610,000 was to be at the disposal of the inhabitants 
of the town of Boston, and the balance to be paid the Government of the 
State. 

As the first loan was made in May, 1791, the one hundred years expired in 
May, 1891. But the amount of the fund on July 1, 1891, owing to some early 
losses, did not reach the sum estimated by Dr. Franklin. It was, however, 
determined by the Trustees that in the distribution of the proceeds the same 
proportions should be observed as were fixed in his estimate. 

The total amount of the Fund on July 1, 1891, was $391,168.68. But before 
the proper division of the fund could be made, the City was enjoined by the 
heirs of Benjamin Franklin, at Philadelphia, from making any division un- 
til the termination of judicial proceedings in Philadelphia by said heirs to 
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recover the present value of the fund for their own benefit. The judgment 
of the lowest court was adverse to the heirs, who appealed the case, through 
additional adverse opinions, to the highest court of Pennsylvania, which 
finally decided in May, 1893, against the heirs. And the injunction was 
removed. 

At a meeting of the Trustees held on October 20, 1893, it was adjudged and 
determined that the City’s portion of the Franklin Fund on July 1, 1893, 
was $322,490.20, and at a meeting held November 9, 1893, the Trustees 
voted unanimously to devote the above sum for the establishment of a Trades 
School, to be known as the ‘‘ Franklin Trades School’? — which should also 
be a memorial of its illustrious benefactor. 

At a meeting of the Trustees of the Fund held on December 28, 1893, it 
was unanimously Voted: That the sum set apart from the general Franklin 
Fund as due to the City of Boston on July 1, 1893, viz., $322,490.20 with its 
accumulations be paid by the Treasurer of the Fund in January next to the 
City Treasurer to constitute a special fund for the purchase of land, and for 
the erection thereon of the Franklin Trades School and the equipment of the 
same; said expenditures to be made under the direction of such depart- 
ment as may for the time being be charged by the statutes and ordinances 
with the duty of erecting and furnishing public buildings in the City of Boston. 
The location of and plans for said school to be approved by the Board of 
Managers of said Fund. 

On January 15, 1894, a committee of the Board of Aldermen (being a 
majority of the Trustees of the Franklin Fund) reported that the condition 
of said Fund on January 1, 1894, was as follows:

The trustees under the will are the Selectmen (now Board of Aldermen), 
united with the ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational, and 
Presbyterian Churches in the Town of Boston.!

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SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS. 


CHARLESTOWN ScHoot Trust Funps.— The Legislature of Massachu- 
setts, on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an Act to incorporate Richard 
Devens, Nath’! Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph Hurd, 
Nath’l Hawkins, Seth Wyman, and their successors, Trustees of the Charles- 
town Free Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it was ‘* Voted 
that the Town Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treasurer of the 
Trustees of the Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, bonds, notes of 
hand, etc. (being the property of said free schools), that now are, or may 
come into his, the Town Treasurer’s hands.”’ 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner of 
electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus chosen shall 
have ‘‘ all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all the liabilities, set 
forth ” in the Act to incorporate certain persons by the name of the Trustees 
of Charlestown Free Schools; the act of annexation to Boston provided for 
the continuance of this corporation in the members of the School Committee 
of the City of Boston from the Charlestown Jistrict. 

By an Act approved March 13, 1877, the School Committee were incorpo- 
rated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust Fund, to 
‘¢ manage said Fund and disburse the income thereof within the limits of the 
former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of the instruments creating 
said trust.”

At the end of twenty-five years the income of the said sum is to be 
expended annually in the purchase of books of permanent value, either in 
the Spanish or Portuguese languages, or in such other languages as may be 
deemed expedient by those having charge of the library. The books be- 
queathed or purchased are always to be freely accessible for reference or 
study, but are not to be loaned for use outside of the library building If 
these bequests are not accepted by the city, and the trusts and conditions 
faithfully executed, the books, manuscripts, and money are to be given to 
the President and Fellows of Harvard College. 

In order that the city might receive the immediate benefit of this contribu- 
tion, Anna Ticknor, widow of the donor, relinquished her right to retain dur- 
ing her life the books and manuscripts, and placed them under the control of 
the city, the City Council having previously accepted the bequests in accord- 
ance with the terms and conditions of said will, and the Trustees of the Pub- 
lic Library received said bequests on behalf of the city, and made suitable 
arrangements for the care and custody of the books and manuscripts.

APPROPRIATION ORDERS FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1894. 


Ordered, That to meet the expenses of the city of Boston and the county of 
Suffolk, payable during the year which will commence with the first day of 
February, 1893, and end with the last day of January, 1894, the following 
sums of money be and the same are hereby respectively appropriated for the 
several departments, and for the objects and purposes hereinafter specified. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which may be subscribed or contributed 
to promote the objects of any of the said appropriations, and which form no 
part of the estimated income of the city, shall be credited to such appropria- 
tions accordingly, and be strictly applied according to the intention of the 
contributors. 

Ordered, That the several officers and boards of the city in charge of de- 
partments, under the general supervision and control of His Honor the 
Mayor, expend the said appropriations made for their several departments, 
and the persons or boards authorized by law to expend the other appropria- 
tions expend the same all in accordance with the laws and ordinances. 

Ordered, That to meet the appropriations herein made, the moneys received 
from the income and taxes of the past year not otherwise disposed of, the 
balances of: the appropriations in excess of expenditures remaining in the 
treasury at the close of the last day of January, 1893, taxes to the amount of 
$10,709,037, and the income of the current year, other than the income from 
the water supplies, be used; that the expenses and charges of distribution of 
the water supplies, the interest and sinking-funds of the debts incurred for 
said supplies, and the purchase and laying of water-pipes, be met with the 
income received from said supplies; and that all expenses of the Board of 
Survey shall be met with the proceeds of the loans issued for that purpose. 

Ordered, That at any time or times between December 1, 1893, and Feb- 
ruary 1, 1894, the City Auditor may, with the approval of the Mayor, make 
such transfers as may be necessary in closing the accounts of the financial 
year, and may with such approval use the proceeds of any lands sold during 
the year as part of the general income or revenue of the city for the year, or 
pay the same to the Board of Commissioners of Sinking-Funds. 

Ordered, That the Board of Street Commissioners may, with the approval 
of the Mayor, sell, inthe manner provided by the ordinances, any land or 
building not in use by any department, or held for any special purpose under 
the requirements of any statute, and the proceeds of any and all such sales 
shall be applied as provided in the preceding order.

ORDERS 


Laying a Specific Tax to defray the expenses of the City of Boston and the 
County of Suffolk for the financial year 1893, and providing for interest 
on non-payment of same. 


Ordered, 'Vhat the sum of ten million and seven hundred and nine thou- 
sand and thirty-seven dollars ($10,709,087) be raised on the polls and estates 
taxable in this city, according to law, to pay the current expenses of the City 
of Boston and the County of Suffolk during the financial year which will 
commence with the first day of February, 1893, and end with the last day of 
January, 1894. 

Ordered, That in pursuance of the authority of Chapter 11, Section 67, of 
the Public Statutes, all taxes assessed for the purpose of providing for the 
expenditures of the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk for the financial 
year 1893, and for paying the city’s proportion of the State tax of 1893, shall 
be due and payable on the first day of October, 1893, and, if the same shall ' 
remain unpaid November 1], interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum 
shall be charged upon all such taxes as shall not be paid at that date; and 
upon all taxes that shall remain unpaid on the first day of January, 1894, 
there shall be charged interest at the rate of seven per cent. per annum; and 
all the interest that shall have become due from and after the above-named 
dates shall be added to and be a part of such taxes ; provided, however, that the 
taxes assessed, by authority of Chapter 13 of the Public Statutes, upon the 
shares of National Banks, and of other corporations, shall be due and pay- 
able on the first day of November, 1893, and interest shall be charged, as 
provided in said chapter, upon all such taxes as remain unpaid after that 
date, at the rate of twelve per cent. per annum.

APPROPRIATION ORDERS FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1895. 


Ordered, That to meet the expenses of the city of Boston and the county 
of Suffolk, payable during the year which will commence with the first day 
of February, 1894, and end with the last day of January, 1895, the follow- 
ing sums of money be and the same are hereby respectively appropriated 
for the several departments, and for the objects and purposes hereinafter 
specified. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which may be subscribed or contributed 
to promote the objects of any of the said appropriations, and which form no 
part of the estimated income of the city, shall be credited to such appropri- 
ations accordingly, and be strictly applied according to the intention of the 
contributors. 

Ordered, That the several officers and boards of the city in charge of de- 
partments, under the general supervision and control of His Honor the 
Mayor, expend the said appropriations made for their several departments, 
and the persons or boards authorized by law to expend the other appropria- 
tions, expend the same all in accordance with the laws and ordinances. 

Ordered, That, to meet the appropriations herein made, the moneys 
received from the income and taxes of the past year not otherwise disposed 
of, the balances of the appropriations in excess of expenditures remaining in 
the treasury at the close of the last day of January, 1894, taxes to the amount 
of $10,901,754, and the income of the current year, other than the income 
from the water supplies, be used; that the expenses and charges of distribu- 
tion of the water supplies, the interest and sinking-funds of the debts in- 
curred for said supplies, and the purchase and laying of water-pipes, be met 
with the income received from said supplies; and that all expenses of the 
Board of Survey shall be met with the proceeds of the loans issued for that 
purpose. 

Ordered, That at any time or times between December 1, 1894, and Febru- 
ary 1, 1895, the City Auditor may, with the approval of the Mayor, make 
such transfers from appropriations or surplus income as may be necessary in 
closing the accounts of the financial year, and may with such approval use 
such income or the proceeds of any lands sold during the year as part of the 
general income or revenue of the city for the year, or pay the same to the 
Board of Commissioners of Sinking-Funds. 

Ordered, That the Board of Street Commissioners may, with the approval 
of the Mayor, sell, in the manner provided by the ordinances, any land or 
building not in use by any department, or held for any special purpose under 
the requirements of any statute, and the proceeds of any and all such sales 
shall be applied as provided in the preceding order.

TAX-BILL, 1894. 


ORDERS. 


Laying a Specific Tax to defray the expenses of the City of Boston 
and the County of Suffolk for the financial year 1894, and provid- 
ing for interest on non-payment of same. 


Ordered, That the sum of ten million nine hundred and one thousand 
seven hundred and fifty-four dollars ($10,901,754) be raised on the polls 
and estates taxable in this city, according to law, to pay the current expenses 
of the city of Boston and the county of Suffolk during the financial year 
which will commence with the first day of February, 1894, and end with the 
last day of January, 1895. 

Ordered, That in pursuance of the authority of Chapter 11, Section 67, of 
the Public Statutes, all taxes assessed for the purpose of providing for the 
expenditures of the city of Boston and the county of Suffolk for the financial 
year 1894, and for paying the city’s proportion of the State tax of 1894, shall 
be due and payable on the first day of October, 1894, and, if the same shall 
remain unpaid November 1, interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum 
shall be charged upon all such taxes as shall not be paid at that date; and 
upon all taxes that shall remain unpaid on the first day of January, 1895, 
there shall be charged interest at the rate of seven per cent. per annum; 
and all the interest that shall have become due from and after the above- 
named dates shall be added to and be a part of such taxes ; provided, however, 
that the taxes assessed, by authority of Chapter 13 of the Public Statutes, 
upon the shares of National Banks and of other corporations, shall be due 
and payable on the first day of November, 1894, and interest shall be charged, 
as provided in said chapter, upon all such taxes as remain unpaid after that 
date, at the rate of twelve per cent. per annum.

Said orders were 
passed by the City Council February 5, 1894, and all the items in said appro-

Hon. NatHan MatTTHews, JR., 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


. In presenting for your consideration a statement of the 
work accomplished by the Board of Survey, a brief statement 
of the history of the Board and of the causes which led to a 
demand for its creation may not be amiss. The city of 
Boston, perhaps more than any other city in the country, 
has suffered from the many evils attending the want of a com- 
prehensive system of streets and the lack of suitable regula- 
tions governing the laying out of streets and ways. Starting 
as a town, with a few narrow and winding streets, the 
wuthorities to within a comparatively short time have been 
content to add to and extend the existing streets as the city 
expanded, with reference solely to local and individual needs 
and with an utter disregard of system and of future require- 
ments. This lack of method caused a constant demand for 
street improvements and changes, and the large and con- 
stantly increasing outlay for street extensions and widenings, 
caused by the attempt to meet the ever-increasing demands 
of travel and to evolve some kind of system from the con- 
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fused network of existing streets, became a source of anxiety 
to the tax-payers and caused a univeisal demand for reform 
in the methods of laying out streets. The cost of tmprove- 
ments of this character in the City Proper has been enormous ; 
and it was evident that unless radical measures were at once 
adopted, the experience of the City Proper in this respect 
would be repeated in the outlying districts, which were being 
rapidly developed with the same disregard of system and 
of the public interests which characterized the laying out of 
streets within the original city limits. Although much of 
the outlying territory is still in a primitive state, as may be 
seen by reference to the various photographs accompanying 
this report, large tracts of land are being constantly put on 
the market in the wildest and most remote sections, and 
buildings are in process of erection at intervals throughout 
the entire territory, often in the midst of dense woods. It 
is evident that the interests of the public demand that the 
development of these large tracts, which practically deter- 
mine the character of the ultimate development of the whole 
territory, should be controlled by the city, and that action 
looking to that end has been taken none too soon. It is ob- 
vious that so long as streets continue to be laid out solely 
with reference to local and individual interests without due 

regard to the interests of the travelling public and to probable 
future requirements, the demand for widenings and exten- 
sions will never cease, and that the longer such improvements 
are delayed the greater the expense to the city will be, owing 
to the natural increase in valuations consequent on the growth 
of the city. 

The remedy for the unsatisfactory state of affairs which 
has heretofore obtained consists in laying down a compre- 
hensive system of streets covering the entire city, and taking 
into account not only present needs, but providing us far as 
may be for the growth and requirements of the future. 
When the vast amount of work necessary for the preparation 
of a suitable plan for the proper development of a city is 
taken into account, it is evident that the work cannot be prop- 
erly carried out incidental to the work of any department, 
but requires the undivided attention of a board whose sole 
duty shall consist in the careful consideration and settlement 
of the innumerable questions which arise affecting both 
public and private interests. The first practical step looking 
to a solution of the problem was taken in the year 1891, hy 
the Hon. Nathan Matthews, Jr., Mayor of the City of 
Boston, through whose efforts a bill was drafted and pre- 
sented to the Legislature, providing for the appointment of 
a Board of Survey for the City of Boston, with authority to 
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devise a scheme of streets for the entire city, to be adopted 
asa basis for all future street improvements. The bill met 
with the approval of the Legislature, and on the eleventh day 
of May, 1891, became a law, with the title of “An Act re- 
lating to the location, laying out, and construction of high- 
ways in the city of Boston.” [Chap. 323 of the Acts and 
Resolves of 1891.] The provisions of the bill have attracted 
the attention of city authorities throughout the country, and 
since the work of the Board has been in progress much interest 
has been manifested in the subject and in the methods adopted 
by the Board in the prosecution of the work. Inquiries 
have been frequent, and the engineers of different cities have 
been sent at the instance of the authorities to investigate the 
workings of the Board, with a view to securing similar legis- 
lation, their experience having demonstrated the nevessity 
forsome such action. The neighboring cities of Quincy and 
Newton have already taken steps to secure the necessary 
authority for the appointment of Boards of Survey for their 
respective cities. 


DUTIES OF THE BOARD. 


The duties of the Board of Survey as defined by the Act 
are as follows, viz.: “The Board of Survey shall, with all 
reasonable despatch, cause to be made under its direction 
plans of such territory or section of land in said city as said 
Board may deem necessary, showing thereon the location of 
such highway or the location of such highways, whether 
already laid out or not, as said Board shall be of the opinion 
the present or future interests of the public will require in 

each territory, showing clearly the directions, widths, and 
grades of each highway.” It will be seen that the work of 
the Board is of a very complicated and exacting nature, 
involving the consideration and application of all the prac- 
tical principles of the laying out of cities. The application 
of these principles to a city like Boston is rendered exceed- 
ingly difficult by reason of the character of the existing 
streets, which do not lend themselves readily to an ideal 
scheme, but which must necessarily be incorporated in any 
laying out on account of the great expense and many com- 
plications attending any material change from the existing 
lines. 

LAYING OUT OF CITIES. 


There are two ways of laying out cities. One is by 
adding to and extending existing streets and establishing 
local streets as the demands of building require. The other 
is by providing a general plan as a basis for further develop- 
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ment — to the end that all new streets when laid out shall 
form parts of a comprehensive scheme which shall subserve 
the public as well as private interests. ‘The first method 
has been tried by the city of Boston with most unsatisfactory 
results. The second method has been adopted and is now 
in practical operation through the work of the Board of 
Survey. Sufficient progress has already been made to 
demonstrate its superiority over the old method, and the 
wisdom of the change is now generally conceded. 


GENERAL PRINCIPLES. 


The application of the second or idea] method involves the 
consideration of innumerable questions affecting not only 
the business interests of the community and the health and 
general welfare of the inhabitants, but the whole future char- 
acter of the city. The lines of traffic not only of the 
present but of the future must be determined as far as may 
be, and thoroughfares of sufficient width and of proper grades 
to provide direct and easy means of communication between 
the city and the outlying districts and between the principal 
business centres within the city must be provided. The 
probable future development of the different sections must 
also be considered. While all projected streets must con- 
form to and form a part of the general scheme, the character 
of the particular streets in any given district must be such 
as to meet the requirements of that particular district. In 
nu section devoted to business interests, wide streets and 
easy grades giving the most direct means of communication 
will prevail. In a section given over to residential purposes 
more latitude is allowable and more attention should be 
given to esthetic principles. Too much stress cannot be 
laid on the importance of the recognition of wsthetic princi- 
ples even in so eminently practical a subject as the laying 
out of streets. The growing taste and appreciation of the 
beautiful in the people demands an opportunity for expres- 
sion in the erection of artistic and attractive dwellings, and a 
recognition of this demand by the exercise of the skill and 
taste of the landscape architect in the laying out of streets 
in such a manner as to preserve and emphasize the natural 
beauty of our suburban districts will encourage the erection 
of ahigh class of dwellings, thereby increasing their desira- 
bility as places of residence and fostering a spirit which will 
make our suburbs an important and attr: wctive feature of the 
city, and result in an enhancement of values which will add 
materially to the city’s income. In this connection provi- 
sion should also be made for open areas and public squares 
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at frequent intervals for the benefit of the public health and 
to increase the attractiveness of the locality. The drainage 
of the different districts must also be considered and streets 
so laid down as to accommodate trunk sewers. Due atten- 
tion should be given to the interests of property owners, and 
the streets so laid out with reference to each other as to 
allow of a practical and economical cutting up of the inter- 
vening land. 


REQUIREMENTS. 


The requirements of the Act necessitate the preparation of 
large district plans, showing the territory under immediate 
consideration, on which the proposed schemes of the Board 
can he outlined and submitted to the public for the purpose 
of receiving suggestions and criticisms and for the proper 
consideration of the interests of property owners. In the 
preparation of these plans all the available material in the 
possession of the different city departments has been utilized, 
supplemented by actual surveys by the engineers of the 
Board of Survey. It is further required that all plans to be 
filed shall show the location of all existing and projected 
streets, with their directions, widths, and gr ades. An accu- 
rate topographical survey of the city is absolutely indispen- 
sable to the proper consideration of the various points to be 
determined in meeting these requirements. The possession 
of an accurate plan of the city as a basis for the operations of 
the Board would have materially advanced the work; but it 
was found that, although much time and money had heen ex- 
pended on surveys by the different city departments, no ac- 
curate survey of the city asa whole or of any considerable 
portion thereof had ever been made; the results of former 
surveys consisting mainly of individual streets and isolated 
districts having no relation to or connection with each otber, 
the principal value of which was in the preparation of the 
district plans before referred tc. It was also found that the 
only plan of the city in existence was one published by 
private parties, which was the result of compilations of such 
data as could be obtained without resorting to a survey. 
This plan is on a very small seale and is of little value in the 
work of the Board. In consideration of these facts it became 
necessary to enter at once upon an accurate survey of the 
city. In view of the importance of the work and its perma- 
nent value to the city, and to avoid the necessity for any ex- 
tended surveys on the part of the city in the future, it was 
decided to conduct the survey on scientific principles accord- 
ing to the most approved methods, and to adopt a system of 
location which should answer for all time. The experience

of foreign countries and of the States and cities of this country 
in which surveys of this character have been made, is that 
they are many times more valuable than their cost in the 
consideration of public improvements, the assessment of taxes, 
nnd in all matters in which an accurate and reliable means of 
location and description are required. 

Although the importance of such work appeals at once to 
the scientific mind and to all who are conversant with the many 
difficulties and complications arising from inaccurate surveys 
and methods of location, the general public is slow to appre- 
ciate the value of work of this character and disposed to 
become impatient at the apparently slow progress necessary 
to obtain accurate results; but when once completed its 
practical value in matters relating to both public and private 
interests in property will be apparent to all. The importance 
of accurate surveys as a means of locating streets and prop- 
erty lines and as a basis for the accurate description of 
property in conveyances is best appreciated by lawyers, con- 
veyancers, and surveyors, on whom devolve the duty of recon- 
viling as best they can the conflict of interests caused by faulty 
descriptions, based on inaccurate surveys. The proposed 
legislation in regard to land registration now pending before 
the Legislature of this State, and known as the Australian 
or Torrens system, is due to the dissatisfaction of convey- 
ancers and others immediately concerned, with the unsatisfac- 
tory and unreliable methods of location and description now 
in use. The method of location adopted by this Board will 
furnish a basis for the description and absolute location of 
property beyond dispute. Its use will greatly facilitate the 
work of conveyancers by entirely eliminating the factor of 
uncertainty caused by the duplication of street names and by 
changes in the ownership of abutting estates, and it is prob- 
able that in the proposed levislation referred to, an effort 
will be made to secure its adoption as a basis for all descrip- 
tions in deeds of conveyance. 


DEFECTS OF ORDINARY METHODS OF LOGATION. 


Should the fences, walls, and buildings which serve as the 
initial points of reference in the description in a large pro- 
portion of deeds of conveyance be obliterated, a contingency 
which may at any time arise, it would be impossible in a 
great many cases to reéstablish the boundary lines with any 
degree of accuracy. This would be equally true of the 
streets of 2 city, especially i in the suburban districts, under 
the prevailing methods of location by reference to buildings, 
trees, stone walls, and other perishable monuments. ‘The ex- 
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perience of the city of Detroit, which was practically de- 
stroyed by fire in the early part of the century, demonstrates 
the truth of this statement. The landmarks and points of 
reference were destroyed by the fire, and it was found to be 
impossible to restore the street lines and boundaries of 
estates. The solution of the difficulty was intrusted to a 
commission, who were obliged to devise an entirely new plan 
of laying out for the city, dividing the lots among former 
owners as equitably as possible. Litigation caused by these 
changes is still of frequent occurrence. ‘The great fires in 
London, Chicago, and Boston furnish more recent exam- 
ples of similar difficulties arising from the same cause, and 
emphasize the importance of adopting suitable methods of 
location to prevent their recurrence in the future. ‘The com- 
pletion of the surveys instituted by the Board of Survey 
under the method of location adopted by them would render 
such a contingency an impossibility in the city of Boston. 


MetHops ADOPTED. 


After a careful consideration of the advantages and dis- 
advantages of the different methods of location as shown by 
the experience of this and other cities, it was decided to 
adopt a system of location by rectangular codrdinate posi- 
tions, determined with reference to two imaginary meridian 
lines at right angles to each other, running north and south, 
and east and w est, and passing through the centre of the 
State House dome as an initial point, the geographical posi- 
tion of which had already been determined by the United 
States Coast and Geodetic Survey. The surveys of the 
Board were thus directly connected with the Government 
Surveys. By a series of lines parallel with these meridians, 
the entire city has been blocked out into squares of 10,000 
feet on a side, which are designated by letters. These 
squares are subdivided into squares of 1,000 feet on a side, 
which are numbered from 1 to 100 inclusive, as shown on 
plan accompanying this report. Each official plan filed 
embraces the territory included in one of the smaller squares 
of 1,000 feet on a side, and is designated and known by its 
proper letter and number as A 1, B 2, etc. (See plan.) By 
reference to the general plan the situation of any particular 
square and its relation to and distance from any given point 
is apparent at a glance. The final plans which are filed in 
the office of the City Surveyor are on a scale of 1 in 250, and 
show the existing streets and the new streets projected by 
the Board of Survey with their location, widths, and grades. 
The property lines of all estates affected by the projected 
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streets and by proposed changes in existing streets are also 
shown, together with the amount of land taken from indi- 
vidual estates by the proposed changes. The preparation of 
this information required the survey of all estates through 
which new streets are located or on which widenings are 
shown. It also necessitated an examination of the title to, 
and the adjustment of the boundary lines of, all estates 
affected. Up to the present time nearly 4,000 titles have 
been examined in this connection. The section lines enclos- 
ing each plan correspond to the parallel meridians before 
referred to, and their distance from the initial meridians 
passing through the State Honse is given on each plan, thus 
defining the geographical position of the section at once. 
The azimuths of all street lines from the State House meridian 
are shown on the plans and the codrdinate positions of 
the street corners; tangent points of curves, etc., are also 
given. By this method of location the position of any point 
is absolutely fixed entirely independent of local objects, and 
an at any time be reéstablished with mathematical accuracy. 
The distance between any two points in the same square or 
between any two points within the limits of the survey, and 
the bearing of the connecting line, can be determined at once 
by the solution of a right-angled triangle, the sides of which 
are obtained from the ordinates of the points, the hypothe- 
nuse of the triangle being the required distance. For con- 
venience in establishing “the points on the ground, stone 
bounds, firmly set in concrete, have been located at fr equent 
intervals. These monuments vith their coordinate positions 
are shown on the plans, and by their use the street lines can 
be accurately established by any competent surveyor beyond 
possibility of dispute. 

The adoption of a plan of the city, divided according to 
the above-described method, to be used as a common basis 
of reference and description in all matters relating to the 
location of streets and estates, the assessment of taxes, ete., 
would result in a uniformity of description which would be 
of material advantage to the interests of the city. 


SURVEYS. 


The surveys of the Board have been conducted with great 
accuracy, the most approved methods being adopted and every 
precaution taken to avoid error. The survey is based on an 
observed and computed triangulation, which is essential to 
preserving distances and directions over extended areas. 
Positions established by the United States Coast and Geodetic 
Survey were taken for the primary points in the triangula- 
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tion, from which a system of triangles was projected cover- 
ing the entire city. (See plan.) Secondary stations have 
been established on prominent points throughout the city, 
from which other points have been transferred to the ground at 
frequent intervals, with which the local surveys have been 
connected and from which the coérdinates have been com- 
puted. A statement of the methods employed in the triangu- 
lation, the primary points used, and tables showing the 
positions of all points established may be found under the 
heading Triangulation. 

Good progress has been made on the survey of the city 
considering the difficulties encountered. The southern por- 
tion of the city, lying between Dorchester bay and the Ne- 
ponset river on the east and Brookline and Newton on the 
west is exceedingly rough and diversified in character, 
eminences rising often to the height of nearly 200 feet above 
the level of the sea, alternating with swamps and rocky 
ravines throughout almost the entire territory, while much 
of the country is covered with a thick growth of woods, 
requiring the constant employment of axemen in clearing the 
lines of survey. The uneven character of the country and the 
abrupt and frequent changes in elevation rendered an accu- 
rate survey of the topographical features indispensable for 
the proper determination of the grade of projected streets, 
and much time has been spent in establishing the necessary 
contours. The prosecution of this work over the rocks and 
hills and through dense woods has been necessarily slow and 
tedious. Some idea of the general character of the territory 
referred to may be obtained from the photographs of the 
different localities inserted in this report. In order that 
contemplated improvements might be delayed as little as 
possible by the work of the Board, preference has heen given 
to those sections of the city in which improvements were in 
progress. The different districts already considered are 
fully described under their respective headings. These dis- 
tricts are in many instances widely separated, but in their 
consideration due attention has been paid to the general lay 
out of the whole city, that each may form a component part 
of a comprehensive scheme. ‘The plans proposed by the 
Board have met with general approval, and although criticism 
on the part of individuals may be expected and efforts 
made to secure changes for the furtherance of private inter- 
ests, the interests of the public imperatively demand that no 
interference with the plans, when once udopted, should be 
permitted. Any such interference will inevitably unsettle 
confidence and retard the development of the land. In 
the preparation of the plans, the fullest criticism has been 
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invited, and every opportunity has been afforded to the 
public and to individuals to express their opinions; and the 
plans as adopted represent the best judgment of the Board 
in reconciling public and private interests. With the assur- 
ance that no change will be made in the lines as finally 
determined, individual interests will speedily adjust them- 
selves and the proper development of the city be assured. 

The work accomplished on the survey may be summed up 
as follows: Territory covered by preliminary surveys, 
16,384 acres, as shown on the twelve large district plans in 
the office of the Board of Survey ; completed surveys, 3,974 
acres, including 162 miles of streets. The force engaged 
on the survey is now thoroughly organized and the work is 
progressing rapidly and systematically, and with the large 
amount of preliminary work already accomplished, can be 
carried to completion much more expeditiously in the future. 
It has taken years to educate the public to the necessity for 
the survey now in progress, and the Board is deeply im- 
pressed with the importance of the work and its permanent 
value to the city, and deem it of the utmost importance that 
the work now so far advanced should be carried to com- 
pletion. 

The following is a statement of the progress and condition 
of the work of the Board of Survey. The territory so far 
treated by the Board, on the Back Bay and at Roxbury, 
Dorchester, Brighton, and West Roxbury, is shown first 
upon large plans of the sections of the localities that are 
taken up, and the work that has been done upon each is 
hereinafter given in detail, as follows:

BOARD OF SURVEY. 11 


PLAN 1. 


This plan covers the territory bounded by the Boston & 
Albany Railroad (main line), the Brookline branch of the 
same, and the Back Bay Fens. It is a peculiarly situated 
tract of 105 acres of uninviting marsh land, separated from 
the city on the east by the Back Bay Fens, a barrier 
through which no mercantile traffic can penetrate; and on 
the other hand hemmed in and prevented from expansion 
into the growth of the city beyond by the surrounding rail- 
roads. ‘This tract is divided into two sections by Boylston 
street. 

The portion of this territory lying adjacent to the Back 
Bay Fens would naturally develop into a very desirable 
quarter for dwellings; in fact, it can scarcely be of value 
for any other purpose, the Park prohibiting all through 
mercantile traffic, the only public entrance for it to this 
entire territory being Brookline avenue. But while the 
lower half of this territory might establish and maintain for 
itself a high standard of values, unless extreme measures 
are adopted to redeem the upper half, it may ever remain 
inferior to the other owing to its proximity to the railroads. 
Considering its future, then, it is evident that if this dis- 
trict is left to shape itself, the result is sure to be disastrous 
for it, and eventually for the Fens also. To develop this 
territory properly, the sections on either side of Boylston 
street should not be treated separately, but the interest of 
the whole tract considered, and a plan designed to treat it 
asaunit. No better system for such a purpose could be 
considered than a radial one with streets diverging from a 
common centre. Boylston street, being practically deter- 
mined upon and traversing the tract near its centre, offers 

the most appropriate situation for the location of this diver- 
gent point, at a spot in it midway between the Fens and 
Brookline avenue. ‘The position being determined, a circle 
was selected as the most desirable figure for the divergent 
streets to radiate from. 

Ordinarily, a circle from which streets diverge would 
form a very important feature for such a territory fronting 
on Boylston street. But more than this was desired, and it 
was considered especially important to make the location 
unusually attractive, to balance by the architectural features 
that would naturally seek display upon such a circle, and in 
the diverging streets with their vistas of the park, the ac- 
knowledged advantage of the park frontages in the other 
part of the territory. 
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The Board believe it has made a proper distribution of 
streets, that its plan is one that will meet the approval of 
a majority of the owners, and, when carried out, receive the 
approbation of them all, and the general public as well. 

The streets in this locality the Board have made, almost 
invariably, — Boylston street, of course excepted, — 60 feet 
wide, believing this width to be most desirable, — consider- 
ing the heights to which buildings are now carried, — and no 
more than sufficient, even with the addition of the space 
afforded by the usual restriction line in building, for a 
proper allowance of air and sunlight, as well as for greater 
protection in case of fire. The streets are broken into 
short blocks with distances between streets varying from 
200 to 250 feet. The percentage of land contained in all 
the streets, old and new, exclusive of passageways, is 
comparatively small, being but 30%.

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PLAN 2. 


A portion of the Back Bay, containing 133 acres. It is 
bounded by Charles river, Charlesgate West, the Boston & 
Albany Railroad (main line), the Brookline branch of same, 
and the town of Brookline. The three great avenues, Com- 
monwealth avenue, Beacon street, and Brookline avenue, 
pass through it in such a manner as to virtually determine 
the location of the subordinate streets. On the north of 
Commonwealth avenue, between it and the river, from the 
termination of Bay State road to Essex street; a fine oppor- 
tunity presented itself for the arrangement of streets with 
lots fronting on the river. 

It would have been well perhaps, as far as tae river-front 
was concerned, to have deflected at Deerfield street that por- 
tion of Bay State road ending here, making a river-way 
alone the banks of the Charles river for the entire distance ; 
but such a course would have resulted in too great a sacri- 
fice of valuable land, and a compromise treatment was 
decided on. Bay State road, 60 feet wide, was extended 
directly to the centre of the tract, and here deflected to 
border upon the river. 

Here is offered in a locality overlooking the Charles 
river, and destined with the boulevard along the embank- 
ment of the latter to be one of the most desirable in the 
city, an opportunity for the erection of high-class dwellings. 

As in Plan 1, the streets have been made 60 feet wide, with 
about the same depths and lengths to the blocks. A feature 
of the studies in this territory was the extending of Audubon 
road from Audubon Circle at Beacon street by a 100-foot 
street which, deflecting from a straight line at Mountfort 
street and joining St. Mary’s street at this point, continues 
parallel with and adjoining it to Commonwealth avenue, 
making a fine way to the Back Bay Fens from Brighton, and 
providing a suitable point for another bridge across the 
Charles river to Cambridge. The area of land in the streets 
is rather large, 44 per cent., which can be accounted for 
by the unusual widths of Commonwealth avenue and Beacon 
street.

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PUAN 3: 


This territory of about 1,551 acres is situated in Ward 24, 
and includes all the lands lying east of Dorchester avenue, 
from Park street to the Lower Mills, and extending along 
Neponset river to Dorchester bay. 

Its natural features are somewhat varied, and were it not 
for an existing indiscriminate arrangement of streets, and too 
compact a settlement, thus localizing the studies for new 
streets in certain sections, it would offer an excellent field for 
ideal treatment. 

A glance at the plan of the territory shows that this section, 
and in fact the whole ward, is lacking in main intersecting 
thoroughfares, not only for the traffic of the future, but for 
that of the present. 


THOROUGHFARES. 


The first consideration here was that of thoroughfares. 
Commencing at a point where Geneva avenue when extended 
will intersect Dorchester avenue, a street 70 feet in width, 
was projected in a straight line toa point near the junction 
of King and Adams streets. This will give a needed broad 
thoroughfare direct from Washington Erect at the “ Four 
Corners,” down through the valley and across Dorchester 
avenue, providing a direct outlet for the section between the 
latter and the river, and also by connecting with another 
cross thoroughfare at a point near Adams and Ashmont 
streets, diverting the cross travel from Neponset and Quincy. 

This street is one of a system of streets radiating from a 


circle 250 feet in diameter, having its centre at Minot street 
and the centre of Plain street extended, and is designed to 


be 70 feet wide, supplying a long-needed means of communi- 
cation with Washington street. 

Talbot avenue, intersecting Washington street at its junc- 
tion with Centre street, offers a direct way to Franklin 
Field and to Franklin Park, and thence through the whole 
Park system. 

The circle previously spoken of, located in the centres of 
Minot street and Plain street extended, was designed to pro- 
mote the standard and elevate the growth of this section. 
As before stated, the diameter of the circle was made 250 
feet. Minot street widened to 70 feet and passing through 
the centre of it provides a very desirable way from Neponset 
to Mattapan. From it diverge the 70-feet wide thorough- 
fare to Washington street and the parks ; a street 60 feet 
wide, being an extension of Freeport street, the latter being 
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widened to the same width to its junction with Pope’s Hill 
street ; a 60-foot street leading to and providing an outlet for 
the developed territory on the hill and its vicinity near Marsh 
street, and, lastly, an 80-foot thoroughfare running directly 
to the Neponset river, allowing an opportunity for co- 
operation with the city of Quincy i in bridging the river and 
connecting with a new thoroughfare designed ‘by Quincy and 
ending on : the (Quincy side of the stream. 

In addition to the thoroughfares above enumerated there 
has been located a boulevard 80 feet wide skirting the 
Neponset river from the Lower Mills to Neponset-avenue 
bridge. It is to be hoped that legislation will soon be 
enacted to improve the banks of the river and keep them 
forever open to this boulevard, making the latter most 
desirable for residences and for driving. 

A street 60 feet wide, having its starting point opposite the 
Neponset station, continuing parallel with the Old Colony 
Division of the New York, New Haven, & Hartford Railroad 
to Park street opposite Clayton street, has been projected, 
with the intention of diverting from Neponset. avenue the 
teaming from the Quincy stone quarries, giving it a street 
with a perfectly level grade and at the same time materially 
shortening the distance to the city. Adams street is to be 
widened to 70 feet its entire e length i in the district. 


STREETS AND LOTS. 


The lines of the thoroughfares having been determined, a 


system of streets providing for lotting the land in the vicinity 


co) 
of the circle was next considered. Any radical rearrange- 


ment here was likely to entail so much trouble upon the 
owners of small estates that but little could be done beyond 
devising a system to fit the existing one, — which has been 
accomplished with reasonably good effect. 

The future use of the flats between the Milton Branch Rail- 
road and the river appears so uncertain, it is almost impossible 
to surmise its character. A proper system has been arranged 
so that by the construction of some and the elimination of 
other streets, if not needed, it can be made to adjust itself 
to the possible different conditions. The hill beyond Marsh 
street is a fine elevation about 65 feet above the surrounding 
territory and the river, giving a very beautiful outlook 
towards Milton, Quincy, and the Blue Hills. The land on 
this hill affords a good opportunity for high-class develop- 
ment, and, if properly treated, cannot fail to give satis- 
faction to interested parties, as well as benefiting the 
adjoining territory. A system of streets has been designed 
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considering the lotting of the land, grades, ete., which fits it 
admirably. 

From the hill south of Codman street, around Cedar Grove 
cemetery and to the river, the system adopted has been 
fitted as much as possible to existing conditions in streets 
there. 

Of the section known as “ Pope’s Hill,” quite an abrupt 
elevation, several studies were made with a view of the 
adoption of some of them. From the foot of this hill on the 
west, between Adams street and Dorchester avenue, and from 
King street to Ashmont street, a rectangular system of 
streets with not immoderate grades has been created which 
appropriately fits the location and is satisfactory to the 
owners and to the public. Studies of the balance of the ter- 
ritory in this plan are still in progress. 

In fixing the widths of the streets in this district, it must 
be borne in mind that the Board had a somewhat different 
territory with different requirements from others that had 
been treated. This district is suburban, and its streets are 
not destined for many years to come to be lined with brick 
blocks. The present custom, when building, of restrictions 
keeping structures back of the street line, provides an oppor- 
tunity, as the place becomes more thickly settled, to widen 
the streets, if necessary, at a comparatively small cost, as 
no buildings are then found within the lines of widening.

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It covers 666 acres of land, a large proportion of which 
is built upon. The streets in some sections of it have for 
their entire lengths solid brick blocks. The undeveloped 
portion of this territory is comparatively small. It is 
bounded, practically, by the Back Bay Fens, the Boston & 
Albany Railroad, West Chester park, Huntington avenue, 
and the Tremont entrance to the Fens. In this territory the 
lines of the present streets are so laid down as to practically 
demand their extension, with but little variation, into the 
undeveloped part of the locality, and this, with the provision 
of proper intersecting streets, with the regulation widths of 
50 and 60 feet, bas been all that it has been found necessary 
to do. Some streets here the Board have made but 40 
feet wide. Some of the existing streets and some of the new 
ones practically border on the park ; others pierce the park 
lines and so obtain the advantages of park views. But little 
attention had to be paid here to the location of thorough- 
fares, as they exist in sufficient numbers, but their widths 
are scarcely adequate to the demands of the future ; indeed, 
even for the present, encumbered as they are with two lines 
of electric car tracks. A notable instance is Huntington 
avenue, which should unquestionably be 100 feet wide. 

Ruggles-street extension, entering the Tremont entrance 
near its junction with the Fens, will have an important in- 
fluence on the future character of the entire street, and make 
it an important thoroughfare to Washington street, and 
thence to Warren street and Grove Hall beyond. It is 
deemed expedient, therefore, to give this street the width of 
80 feet. Parker street being practically on the easterly 
border of the Back Bay Fens, and two of the Parkways en- 
tering it, will be much used, and should be 60 feet wide. 

Columbus avenue lies in this district. This avenue should 
be extended.

This plan comprises the part of the city known as 
Mattapan and the Lower Mills, and except in the villages 
named is quite sparsely settled. A small portion of the un- 
developed section is low and swampy, but generally the 
territory is of good elevation, a large proportion of it being 
extremely rugged and well wooded, making the progress of 
locating streets and establishing building sites very difficult 
and extremely slow. 

A portion, and a most difficult one, of this territory lying 
between the New York & New England Railroad, Morton, 
Washington, and Codman streets, Dorchester avenue, Nepon- 
set river and Blue Hill avenue, was first selected for treat- 
ment. Within these boundaries are located two hills, rocky, 
rugged and precipitous, rising to the height of nearly 200 
feet above the sea-level. Like the * Marsh Street Hill” in 
Plan 3, these hills command another and even more extensive 
view of the surrounding country. Everything depends upon 
the proper treatment of such a-region when the matter of 
providing it with streets is under consideration, a poor 
arrangement of them, with ugly and heavy gradients, being 
fatal to a legitimate and proper growth of the territory. 
Connected with the part to which the Board gave its first 
attention much field work had to be done, and innumerable 
studies made before a proper determination could be reached 
for streets with practicable grades; and afterwards a large 
amount of work was found in properly adjusting them on 
the ground. 


THOROUGHFARES. 


In considering thoroughfares for this section, Morton 
street first demands attention, leading directly to Franklin 
park and West Roxbury, and destined to be of ereat 
importance, as a connection of the Lower Mills village 
and the entire south-eastern section of Dorchester with the 
first-named section. It should, therefore, be made of liberal 
width, and the Board have placed it at 80 feet; an extension 
of the street at the same width is made in a straight line to 
Washington street at a point nearly opposite Richmond 
street. 

Codman street, though having a rather heavy grade, is a 
street of considerable importance, leading into the section 
east of Dorchester avenue and connecting it with this dis- 
trict; it has been made 50 feet wide west of Dorchester 
avenue.

From Blue Hill avenue, between Morton street and the 
river, there is no cross-road to Washington street and Dor- 
chester avenue — no way of reaching the Lower Mills except 
by Morton and River streets. The necessity for such a 
thoroughfare between these points is apparent. <A feasible 
location was found, and a 60-foot street has been projected 
from Blue Hill avenue, at Mattapan station, on the New 
York and New England Railroad, in almost a straight line, 
with a maximum grade of 8 feet per 100 feet, and an average 
grade of 4 feet per 100 feet, to Dorchester avenue, at a point 
thereon opposite the new Dorchester park. 

River street is widened to 60 feet for its entire length in 
this section. 

From a point where River street leaves the bank of the 
Neponset river, a street 60 feet wide is projected, which, 
skirting the river, connects with River street at a point 
where the latter again touches the river-bank and becomes, 
from here to Mattapan, itself the marginal street. 

Blue Hill avenue enters this territory and, as far as Boston 
is concerned, ends at the river. The Board repeat what 
has been said of it before, that it should be made 120 feet 
wide. 

STREETS. 


In creating a system of streets for this district, no attempt 
has been made to establish parallel streets in rectangular 
blocks. Under such conditions as these it would be imprac- 
ticable, even if desirable, which it is not. The plan of streets 
made, averaging 50 feet in width, will, the Board think, 
prove both beautiful and useful in the practical working out 
upon the ground. 

A comparison of a system of streets for one section of this 
territory, with a portion of the City Proper of equal area, is 
presented elsewhere in this report. 

The percentage of territory under consideration, absorbed 
by all streets old and new, is 25 per cent.

SoutrH Bay. 


This district, consisting of 1,332 acres of land and water, 
is bounded, approximately, by Dover street, West Fourth 
street, the Old Colony Division of the New York, New 
Haven, & Hartford Railroad, Old Harbor, Dudley, Hampden, 
and Albany streets. Of this area about 271 acres are flats, 
covered at flood tide with 10 feet of water, and at ebb tide 
left exposed. It is not an agreeable or very healthy locality 
at present, and will, for sanitary reasons alone, probably soon 
have to be filled in whole or in part. The redemption of 
this land may be accomplished very slowly, due to the 
natural reluctance of the owners and occupants of the 
wharves on the westerly side of the bay to leave their 
places of business; still, in time it may be filled solid to 
Dover-street bridge, and possibly to Federal street. 

The Board has, therefore, with the approval of the 
largest owners in the territory, who have been shown the 
plan proposed, fitted it with a street system, part of which 
can be called into use for the occupation of buildings on the 
now filled portion and for wharves on the shore of whatever 
tide water may be left there, and a part consisting of such 
additional streets as would be needed, and which could be 
laid out and constructed when, if it shall be decided to fill 
the basin down to Dover-street bridge, either railroad ter- 
minals, manufacturing interests, or a residential population 
should seek to establish themselves on the territory. 

This system is composed of the following thoroughtares 
and streets : 


THOROUGHFARES. 


For thoroughfares intersecting the district there are East 
‘Chester park, 75 feet wide ; Swett street, 60 feet wide ; and, 
for light pleasure travel, a parkway, 100 feet wide, projected 
by the Park Commissioners from East Chester park near its 
junction with Swett street, connecting the former with the 
boulevard along the Old Hackor front and the Marine park. 
Other thoroughfares are needed, however, and one 70 feet 
in width is projected, beginning at West Fourth street, 
where Foundry street now “exists, running parallel with and 
400 feet from the New York & New England Railroad, and 
uniting with Magazine street, making a fine, broad way 
through the middle of the territory. ‘From Malden street, 
extended across the bay to the New York & New England 
Railroad, a street 60 feet wide running parallel with and 125 
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feet from the railroad connects with Clifton street at Dudley- 
street station, forming a most desirable thoroughfare. Dor- 
chester avenue will be widened. Norfolk avenue is widened 
to 50 feet. Boston street will be made wider, as it is 
destined to be utilized for light driving to and from the 
parks. D street is an important street, fast becoming a 
thoroughfare, now ending at. Dorchester avenue. Connect- 
ing with it here, a street of equal width is projected parallel 
with the New York & New England Railroad to East Chester 
park, thence, by an easy combination of straight lines and 
curves, continuing to Upham’s Corner. 

East Newton street is extended 60 feet in width to Swett 
street, opposite Magazine street, forming from this point a 
thoroughfare in almost a direct line across the city to Hunt- 
Ington avenue. 


STREETS. 


On the east or South Boston side of the railroad, B street 
is extended at its present width, and on a line parallel with 
the railroad, to Kast Chester park. With this as a base, a 
parallel rectangular block system of streets has been ar- 
ranged to Swett street, with cross streets parallel with the 
latter ; providing the proper allowance of land for lots. 
From East Chester park, south, an adaptation to and an 
enlargement of the existing arrangements, with a few modi- 
fications, has been carried out with good effect to Dudley 
street and to Hampden street. Between Albany street and 
the railroad there is another rectangular block system of 
parallel streets, the South End streets having been extended 
to meet a street parallel with Albany street, while another 
set of streets, commencing at the street which is parallel with 
the railroad, extends from it, parallel with Swett street, 
with widths varying from 50 feet to 60 feet. 

The blocks are, with few exceptions, of good lengths, 
broken at intervals of, as nearly as possible, 600 feet.

BRIGHTON. 


This plan includes the whole of that part of Boston known 
as Brighton, and contains about 2,800 acres. 

This district has the advantage of Chestnut Hill Reservoir 
at its western end, with Commonwealth avenue leading up 
to it from the city. With a diversified surface and many 
natural advantages, it will be even more favored as a place 
of residence than at present, as it is fitted with proper sys- 
tems of streets to develop and connect the various localities 
with the highways passing through the territory. 


THOROUGHFARES. 


North Beacon street, being the direct thoroughfare to 
Watertown, will be widened from Union square to the 
bridge. Washington and Cambridge streets, being the 
trunk lines of the district, encumbered as they are with elec- 
tric car tracks, will be widened. Harvard avenue will also 
be widened. Faneuil street wiil be widened. 


New THOROUGHFARES. 


Sparhawk street it is intended to widen and extend 
through Arlington street to Faneuil street. Parsons street 
from its bend at Harriet street will be extended at its present 
width, north and nearly parallel with Market street, to North 
Beacon street.

This is a comparatively small area containing 237 acres, 
and is enclosed on two sides by the Back Bay Fens and the 
Muddy River Improvement, while on its other borders are 
Huntington avenue and Tremont street. Being small, 
almost the entire territory has been considered in detail, 
and surveys and plans of it completed. There appears no 
necessity for more than the existing thoroughfares. Hunt- 
ington avenue will be widened; 100 feet is thought the 
proper width for this street. Longwood avenue is a 
thoroughfare, and one of importance, as it is a cross-town 
street, connecting Roxbury with Brookline and Brighton via 
Longwood. It is widened to 60 feet. Francis street is 
widened. The portion of Brookline avenue included in 
this plan has been widened to 75 feet, to conform to the 
width of that portion of the avenue lying in the town of 
Brookline.

This territory is bounded by the towns of Hyde Park and 
Dedham, the West Roxbury Branch Railroad, and Ashland 
street, and contains 2,373 acres.

The operation of “filling the circle” has been strictly 
adhered to; for instance, if an angle of 90° was read from A 
to B, the angle B to A, or 270°, was read with equal care. 
In a circle comprising several pointings, as A, B, C, and D, 
the angles A to C and B to D were also read for the pur- 
pose of eliminating possible error. 

The transit used was a Buff and Berger, with horizontal 
plate seven inches in diameter, graduated to 20’, with ver- 
niers reading to 10”. The cross hairs in the telescope were 
placed at an angle of about 60°, with the horizontal, in the 
form of an X, dispensing with the vertical hair. The weight 
of the instrument and tripod together is 263 pounds. 

Refraction was the most potent factor in delaying the 
progress of the work; the numerous chimneys, ventilating- 
shafts, etc., in the City Proper gave a great amount of 
trouble to the observer, and required extreme care and 
patience in manipulating an instrument. Observations were 
taken at different hours of the day, and under different con- 
ditions of atmosphere, for the purpose of eliminating errors 
of refraction. In the suburban districts the refraction did 
not exist to the same extent, and the work progressed much 


more rapidly. 
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Heliotropes were used on the long and difficult sights and 
the stations occupied several times. 

The signals were of the tripod form: the centre pole 10 
feet long, 2} inches in diameter, and painted alternately black 
and white each foot in length; the tripod or braces were 9 
feet long by 1% inches by 2% inches, and secured by 4-inch 
bolts to the centre pole and to heavy stakes driven into the 
ground for the purpose. 

This form of signal was found to be the most convenient, 
as no nails were required to put itin place. A small wrench 
was all that was required to remove a signal from over a 
station. 

A description of stations, with sketches and measurements 
for the location of same, has been compiled.

Sir: In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, 
Section 22, of the Revised Ordinances of 1892, I have the 
honor to transmit a report of the receipts, expenditures, and 
general transactions of this department, for the financial 
year ending January 31, 1894. 

The business of this department is constantly increasing, 
both in the regular office work and in election matters. 

I regret that the present financial depression has prevented 
consideration of the subject of the erection of a new City 
Hall, because I cannot let the occasion pass without calling 
your Honor’s attention to the insecurity of the records and 
original papers of the City Council and Board of Aldermen 
in case of fire. 

The department wishes to thank the City Messenger and 
Police departments for their valuable assistance rendered on 
the occasions of the annual State and City elections; and it 
is but due them to say that the general correctness in carry- 
ing out the numerous details connected with and pertaining 
to elections was in a measure due to the diligence and effi- 
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ciency with which all duties intrusted to them were per- 


formed.

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There were the usual number of petitions for recounts 
filed during the periods allowed for presenting the same, 
and the recommendations made in my last report may be 
presented with equal force this year, in which I showed the 
necessity for some legislation to regulate the whole matter. ~ 
Experience has clearly shown that very many of the peti- 
tioners for recounts are actuated more by a desire to see 
the complexion of the ballots after they have been voted 
than by any hope or expectation of changing the result as 
announced on election day, and it seems to me that the 
sooner a radical change is made in the law regulating the 
recounting of ballots the better will it be for all concerned. 

The work of the department is progressing very favorably ; 
just at this period there is a marked increase in the busi- 
ness transacted in the mortgage department, brought about, 
I presume, by the present business depression. 

I cannot see the wisdom of the present law regarding the 
erection of stables, and the statutes, as they exist, place a 
great burden upon many citizens in the large advertising 
bills which they are compelled to contract in connection 
therewith. This advertising should, in my opinion, be dis- 
continued, and some other law should be framed which would 
not entail upon the petitioners such a large expense, which 
many of them cannot afford.

During the year just closed, the general work performed 
has been the care and cleaning of the City Hall; attendance 
at the meetings of both branches of the City Council, the 
committees, and the School Board; the care, custody, 
delivery, and filing of all city documents, minutes, books, 
maps, and pamphlets of the City Council; the care of 
the city flag-staffs, flags, ropes, and stakes; also special 
work performed at the request of the Mayor, both branches 
of the City Council, and a number of the city departments.

CARRIAGE AND REFRESHMENT BILLs. 


The rules of the City Council require the ordering of all 
carriages for the Common Council or for joint conmittees, 
through this department, after a vote has been furnished by 
the Clerk of the Common Council or Clerk of Committees, 
authorizing the same, and a large number were used the 
past year; all bills for carriages and refreshments incurred 
by members of the City Council have been audited by this 
department in accordance with the rules of the City Council. 


Fuacs, Ropes, AND STAKES. 


The flags, ropes, and stakes were used many times last 
year, the flags being used fifteen and the ropes and stakes 
fourteen times. In June last all ftlag-statfs were repainted, 
and a new lower mast was placed on the Thomas-park staff, 
and the same thoroughly repaired at an expense of $439.25. 
In May last a fence was erected around the Wilson-square 
staff, in order to protect it from being cut and disfigured 
by boys, at an expense of $75. On August 6 the staff on 
the Common was struck by lightning, the top mast being 
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entirely demolished, and in November last a new one was 
erected and same thoroughly repaired at an expense of $375. 
On account of the many wires crossing Sullivan square and 
interfering with the raising of the flag, it was deemed advis- 
able to remove the staff from the square to the park en- 
closure; this was done in November last, at an expense of 
$125. At the present time the entire eighteen flag-statts

are in good condition, located as follows: 


Belmont square. Maverick square. 
Boston Common. Meeting-House Hill. 
Central square. Orchard park. 
Chester square. Public Garden. 

City Hall. Sullivan square. 
City square. Thomas park. 
Independence square. Union park. 
Jamaica Plain. Washington park. 
Lewis park. Wilson square. 


The ropes and stakes were used to great advantage at the 
Kingston-street fire of March 10th last, and also at the Tre- 
mont Temple fire of March 19th; the ropes and stakes were 
used on June 17 in the Charlestown District, by order of the 
Board of Aldermen, for the purpose of closing to public 
travel a large number of streets for the convenience of the 
military and other processions; on July 4 they were in use 
on Boston Common, for restraining the crowds at the several 
games and displays ; also at the Marine park, for the athletic 
games ; at Franklin park, for the bicycle races. On June 28 
the ropes and stakes were used for roping off the entire 
area of the Marine park, on account of the dedication of 
the Farragut statue. 

On Labor day, September 4, they were used on Boston 
Common and Commonwealth park, for athletic games and 
races, and also for closing certain streets, and in front of 
City Hall for the Labor-day parade. 

In addition to the above, the ropes and stakes were used 
nine times at the request of the Mayor, for military or other 
organizations, on Boston Common, Commonwealth park, and 
other localities. 


DISTINGUISHED GUESTS. 


The care of the city’s guests — aduty that this department 
is frequently called upon to perform — required attention the 
past year for the comfort and convenience of distinguished 
persons or delegations from Russia and the cities of Detroit, 
Richmond, San Francisco, Quebec, Kansas City, Charleston, 
Salt Lake City, Los Angeles, Chicago, Baltimore, Philadel- 
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phia, Lowell, Washington, and Berlin. A large number of 


visitors were shown through the City Hall during the year. 


Pupiic CELEBRATIONS. 


The Seventeenth of June, Fourth of July, Labor day, and 
Farragut day called for the usual amount of extra services 
by the department at Charlestown, Boston Common, Boston 
Theatre, Boston harbor, and Gharles river ; Marie: Frank- 
lin, and Commonw ealth parks, Sullivan and Independence 
squares. 

FREE CONCERTS. 


The details for the customary series of free concerts on 
the Common and public squares the past summer were car- 
ried out by the department ; an appropriation of $4,000 was 
made for this purpose by the City Council, and the contract 
for furnishing the music for fifty concerts, and defraying 
the entire expenses in connection with same, was awarded 
Baldwin’s Cadet Band. 

Kleven concerts were given on Boston Common on Sunday 
afternoons, there being from five to ten thousand people in 
attendance ; and thirty-nine concerts were given in different 
sections of the city on week-day evenings, which were en- 
joyed by hundreds of people at each concert. 

By order of the City Council the Roma Band were allowed 
the use of «a music-stand and lanterns for complimentary 
concerts in North square, on Sunday evenings, May 14, June 
4, and October 1, and an immense number of people were in 
attendance. 

VISITS. 


Arrangements were made the past year for a visit of the 
City Council Committee on disposing of city offal, to the 
cities of Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati, Pittsburg, Washing- 
ton, Richmond, Philadelphia, New Vane and Providence. 

Arrangements were made for a visit of the City Council 
to the House of Correction, at the request of the Commis- 


sioners for Public Institutions. 


REVIEWS. 


The department was called upon last year to arrange for 
four reviews of military and other organizations by the 
Mayor, in front of City Hall. 


ELEcTION Days. 


An unusual amount of service was rendered in connection 
with the recent State and city elections, and at the recount- 
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ing of the ballots cast at these elections, by the Board of 
Aldermen, the entire corps of assistants being required. 
This department, together with the police officers, were 
obliged to remain on duty all night preceding the election 
days, to guard the ballot-boxes and voting-lists. 

The department was called upon by the Board of Regis- 
trars of Voters to take charge and deliver to the police offi- 
cers the two hundred and five sets of voting-lists for both 
elections. 

The department was called upon by the City Clerk to 
arrange for the necessary number of carriages to convey the 
police officers to and from City Hall, both morning and even- 
ing; was also intrusted with the care and delivery of the two 
hundred and five registering ballot-boxes to said police of- 
ficers, and receiving and storing said boxes at the close of 
the polls at both elections. Arrangements were made to 
furnish a lunch for the police officers as they reported at 
City Hall in the morning, at both the State and City elec- 
tions, and was highly appreciated by the officers 

In accordance with a vote of the Common Council, ar- 
rangements were made to open the Council Chamber for the 
announcements of the State and City election returns to the 
members of the city government and press. To perform this 
duty required the services of twenty-two extra clerks and 
messengers and six extra telephones; about twenty police 
officers were needed to preserve order in the building on ac- 
count of the large number of persons who always congregate 
in and about the building on election nights. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would recommend that the west elevator, which is very 
slow, be speeded up as soon as it can be conveniently done. 
I would again recommend that the dome of City Hall be 
made as near fireproof as possible, for if a fire should gain 
much headway the entire upper floors of the building would be 
destroyed, causing much damage and inconvenience thereby. 


REMARKS. 


I wish to hereby tender thanks to the Board of Police for 
the very valuable assistance rendered in furnishing details of 
police during the past year, on ordinary and many special 
occasions. 

I would also tender thanks to the Superintendent of Streets 
for the prompt removal of snow and ice from the yard and 
sidewalks around City: Hall during the winter months.

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EMPLOYEES. 


The total number of persons employed and paid from the 
department appropriation, including the City Messenger and 
two police officers, was twenty. 

There are seven police officers assigned to City Hall, 
under the direction of this department, to protect the build- 
ing and preserve order therein, who receive a salary from 
the Police Department; they are required to patrol the 
building each hour of the night and on Sundays and holidays, 
in order to discover any fires or any leaks in the water and 
gas pipes, and are obliged to visit forty signal stations in 
different parts of the building during their tour of duty, the 
same being recorded on a watchman’s clock located in this 
office. 

The standpipes used for fire purposes in City Hall were 
tested twice during the past year and found to be in good 
order and the hose in good condition, and the signals in 
connection therewith have been tested once every week. 

Rules and regulations are prescribed for the police officers, 
as well as for the janitors, who are obliged to be on hand at 
an early hour in the morning, and their duties keep them 
until very late hours at night.

Str: In accordance with the requirements of the ordi- 
nances, I hereby present the following report of the work, 
etc., of this department for the financial year ending Janu- 
ary 31, 1894. | 

The whole number of committees appointed for the period 
was 118, classified as follows

The number of meetings of these committees called during 
the year has been 1,258. There have been upwards of 3 000 
petitions and papers of various kinds referred to the commit- 
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tees, and about four-fifths of this number have been consid- 
ered and reported upon. 

Among the special matters of importance carried on under 
the direction of different committees were the public cele- 
brations of June seventeenth, July Fourth, and , Labor’s 
holiday on September 4. 

The joint special committee appointed to inquire into the 
causes of fires in Boston gave a large number of hearings 
on the subject, and presented in May a lengthy report in 
print. 

The joint special committee on disposal of city offal gave 
much attention to the subject, and visited other cities for the 
purpose of examining the processes in use for disposing of 
offal, and presented an interesting printed report upon the 
subject they were called upon to consider. 

Joint special committees were appointed to make arrange- 
ments for eulogies of three distinguished men who died in the 

early part of the year; namely, Gen. Benjamin F. Butler, 

Bishop Phillips Brooks, and Hon. James G. Blaine. The 
Butler memorial services took place at Tremont Temple on 
the 15th of March; and the other services took place at 
Music Hall, on April 11th and May 2d, respectively. 

An imposing and interesting event, which took place in the 

early summer, was the unveiling : and dedication of the Farra- 

gut statue on Marine park, South Boston, June 28th. The 
event was characterized by a grand military and civic parade 
in South Boston, with an oration and appropriate exercises 
at Marine park. The arrangements were made and success- 
fully carried out by a joint special committee of the city 
council. 

The inspectors of prisons, from the board of aldermen, 
acting as county commissioners, made two examinations, as 
required by law, of the prisons and houses of detention in 
Suffolk County, and submitted a carefully prepared report of 
each inspection. ; 

The committee on claims were specially busy, holding 
weekly meetings, during most of the year, and hearing a 
large number of claims. 

A great deal of work was also performed by the commit- 
tee on the inspection of, buildings department, made neces- 
sary on account of the large number of applications for 
building permits. 

Other joint committees transacting a large amount of busi- 
ness during the year are the committees on finance, ordi- 
nances, public buildings department, printing, laying out 
streets, and street department. 

Of standing committees of the board of aldermen, the 
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committee on streets and sewers, with its various sub-com- 
mittees, have had the greatest amount of routine work to 
perform, as their labors are connected with the work of the 
street department and its several divisions. The committees 
on electric wires, railroads, licenses, and state aid have each 
had a large amount of work assigned them. 

In last year’s report the clerk took occasion to refer to the 
necessity for better accommodations for committees in the 
performance of their duties, and stated that : 


The general work of the office is constantly increasing, as a natural 
result of the multiplication of committees and the inc reased volume of 
matter referred to them-for consideration. Under this condition of 
affairs the necessity is becoming more and more apparent for additional 
accommodations and better facilities for the transaction of committee 
work. The only specially available rooms at present are the two apart- 
ments of a busy public office, and the meetings of the committees are 
constantly disturbed by the noise and interruptions of various callers 
having business to transact, or desiring information from the depart- 
ment. It does not appear that any relief can be afforded or improve- 
ment attained in the present City Hall; the fact, however, may be 
referred to as another indication of the insufficient accommodations 
which it furnishes. 


The necessity for better accommodations is more strongly 
felt at the present time, owing to the fact that the work of 
the department is still on the increase. 

The special publications which were compiled by the clerk 
and published during the year were the “Columbus Memo- 
rial,” containing an account of the Columbus celebration 
in October: 1892, and the Butler, Brooks, and Blaine 
memorials. 


LIcENSED MINORS. 


The number of licenses issued to minors during the year 
was 1,075, classified as follows: Newsboys, 938 ; boot- blacks, 
137. There have been fewer complaints during the past vear 
than heretofore, and most of those received have been in re- 
gard to unlicensed boys whose accountability has not been 
definitely determined. The work of the inspector has been 
satisfactory on the whole, and, so far as known, the rights 
of the citizens have not been seriously interfered with by the 
boys, whether licensed or unlicensed.

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AGASSIZ—ROAD BripGe (in Back Bay Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1887, of brick and stone masonry. 
It is maintained by the Park Department, and is in good 
condition. The settlement of the surrounding filled territory 
leaves the bridge high, and causes cracks to open in the 
joints of the edgestone and parapet. These do not in any 
way affect the strength of the bridge. 


ALBANY-STREET BRIDGE (OVER THE Boston & ALBANY 
R.R.) 


The original structure was built in 1856-57; was rebuilt 
in 1867-68, and again in 1886-87. It is maintained in part 
by the city of Boston and in part by the Boston & Albany 
R.R._ It is in good condition. 


ALLSTON BripGE (OVER THE Boston & ALBANY 
R.R., Warp 25.) 


This is an iron bridge on stone abutments, built in 1892. 
It is maintained by the city of Boston, and is in good con- 
dition. 


ASHLAND-STREET BRIDGE (OVER THE PROVIDENCE Division,

This is an iron bridge; the present structure was built in 
1891.

BERKELEY-STREET BRIDGE (OVER PROVIDENCE Division, 
N ae NEL s, & H. Ra): 


Parts of this bridge are in poor condition. The under 
floor is old and decayed; the concrete sidewalks are poor; 
it was long since necessary to strengthen the span over main 
tracks with wooden beams, and it should be taken up and 
renewed. Nothing has been done toward rebuilding this 
part of the bridge for the benefit of the railroad, as was pro- 
posed at one time, the railroad:to bear a proportion of the 
expense. The southerly sidewalk has been rebuilt, and the 
ironwork underneath it has been painted. The under floor 
is not in good condition, but will last a year or two longer. 


BLAKEMORE-STREET BRIDGE (OVER PROVIDENCE DIVISION 
NY NSH HR}: 


This is an iron bridge; it was built in 1881-82. It has 
been painted, and is in good condition. 


BoLTON-STREET BripGE (OVER NEw York & NEw Enc- 
LAND R.R.). 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1889. It is in good 
condition. 


BoyLsTON-STREET ARCH BripGe (in Back Bay Ferns). 


This is a stone arch bridge, built in 1881. It is in good 
condition. There are open jointsin the parapet caused by 
the settlement of the adjoining filled land. 
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BoyYLston-STREET BripGe (over Bosron & AuBAny R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge on stone abutments. It was built 
in 1886-88. Plans and estimates have been made for a 
permanent railing for this bridge, but it has not vet been 
erected. 

The floor-beams and all ironwork under the floor is very 
rasty. It has never been painted since the bridge was 
erected. The bridge should be stripped of woodwork, and 
the ironwork thoroughly cleaned and painted. 


Broapway BripGe (OvER Fort Port CHANNEL). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1869-71, and 
the draw and its foundation were rebuilt in 1874-75. The 
bridge has been temporarily strengthened so as to allow 
electric cars to use it. For details of this work see page 
100. The changes have made it an unsightly structure not 
creditable to the city in appearance; the two 100-ft. spans 
should be rebuilt at least. The draw and draw founda- 
tions are in good condition and present a creditable appear- 
ance ; the remaining parts of the bridge are old and patched, . 
and should be replaced by a more modern structure. I 
understand that the New York, New Haven, & Hartford 
Railroad Company are anxious to have that portion of the 
bridge over their tracks rebuilt at their expense. 

I would recommend, when this is done, that the whole 
bridge be reconstructed, with a paved roadway, and that the 
entire cost of doing that part of the work desired by the 
railroad company be contributed by them ‘towards the re- 
building of the whole structure. 


Broapway Bripce (over Boston & Arpany R.R.). 


This bridge is of iron, and was built in 1880-81. The 
fence is in bad condition and the ironwork of the bridge is 
rusty. It is a low bridge, and many engines pass under it 
daily, in consequence the ironwork underneath is always in 
_bad condition. 


BROOKLINE-AVENUE BriIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY R.R.). 
This bridge is of iron, and was built in 1884. It is in 


good condition. 


BYRON-STREET BripGE (OVER Boston, REVERE Beacn, & 
Lynn R.R.). 
This is a wooden bridge; it was built m 1889. It is in 
good condition.

CAMBRIDGE-STREET BRIDGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO 
CAMBRIDGE). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf-draw. 
The city maintains the part within its limits. It was rebuilt 
in 1884; the draw was rebuilt and the passageway for vessels 
widened to thirty-six feet in 1891. The bridge is in good 
condition; the draw-pier has been repaired, but it is too 
short to accommodate the larger class of vessels that the 
widening of the draw-way allows to pass through the 
bridge. 

CANAL OR CRAIGIE’S BRIDGE. 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with wooden turn-table 
draw. The city pays one-half of the cost of maintenance. 
The bridge was originally built in 1808, was rebuilt in 1852, 
and again rebuilt and widened in 1874. The bridge is in 
the care of a commission, consisting of one commissioner 
‘from Boston and one from Cambridge. The up-stream 
fender on the Cambridge side has been rebuilt in a substan- 
tial manner; the sides of the waterway through the draw 
have been securely fastened in place. <A new boiler has 
been provided for the engine used for turning the draw. 
The draw is old for a wooden structure, and should be 
thoroughly overhauled and kept in the best condition in 
order to safely carry electric cars. 


CASTLE-ISLAND BripGE (FROM Marine Park TO CASTLE 
ISLAND). 


This is a temporary wooden foot-bridge, built in 1892. 
It connects the Marine Park with Castle Island, and is 
furnished with a draw, so that, if desired by the United States 
authorities, the island can be cut off fromthe shore. It is in 
good condition. 


CENTRAL-AVENUE BripGE (OVER NeEponseT River, Dor- 
CHESTER Lower MILLs). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1876. The city 
maintains the part within its limits. No repairs of importance 
have been made. The bridge should be stripped and painted, 
and the woodwork renewed. 


CHARLES-RIVER BripGE (FROM Boston TO CHARLESTOWN). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron draw. The 
original bridge was built in 1785-86; the present structure 
was built in 1854-55.

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The bad condition of this bridge was set forth in the re- 
port for 1892.

This is a pile bridge, with an iron draw.* The original 
bridge was built in 1802-3, and the present structure in 
1876-7. The work of rebuilding this bridge, and raising 
the grade for the purpose of abolishing the grade crossings 
on the tracks of the Boston & Maine Railroad, has been 
commenced. The work is inicharge of the railroad. 


CHELSEA-STREET BripGe (FroM East Bosron To 
CHELSEA). 

This is a wooden pile bridge; was originally built in 
1834; was rebuilt in 1848, and again in 1873, and the 
present draw was built in 1868. This bridge has been 
closed to travel since March, 1894. Plans have been made 
for rebuilding, and contracts for doing the work will shortly 
be made.

CONGRESS-STREET BriIDGE (OVER Forr Pornt CHANNEL). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron turn-table draw 
on a stone masonry foundation. It was built in 1874-75. 
The engines, boilers, shafting, and gearing are worn from 
long service, and require extensive repair. The under floor 
of the bridge should be thoroughly repaired. It should be 
uncovered so that its condition can be ascertained, and it is 
probable that it will require an entirely new floor under the 
roadway and sidewalk. ‘There is a large number of piles 
that from the grade of the bridge are above the highest tide, 
these are rotten, and require repairs. 


CORNWALL-STREET BRIDGE (OVER STONY Brook, 
Warp 23).

FRANKLIN-STREET FOOTBRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY

This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1883. This 
bridge will be taken down preparatory to building a subway 
under the railroad on its site. (See page 29. ) 


GoLD—STREET BRIDGE (OVER New York & NEw ENGLAND 
R.R.). 


This is a wooden footbridge, built in 1890. An appropri- 
ation has been made to replace this footbridge with an ordi- 
nary highway bridge. No work has yet been done upon it. 


GRANITE BripGe (FRom Warp 24 To Mitton). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This bridge 
was originally built in 1837. It is a wooden pile bridge, 
with a wooden leaf-draw. The draw-piers are maintained by 
the town of Milton. The floor of the draw has been planked 
with hard-pine plank of the same thickness as the spruce 
ae it replaced. The additional and unnecessary weight 

a great disadvantage in working the draw. — All such draws 
are carefully balanced when built, and worn-out parts should 
be simply replaced by new ones of the same material. 


Harvarp BripGe (From Boston TO CAMBRIDGE). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1887-91, with an 


ivon turn-table draw. The city pays one-half of the cost of 


maintenance. The bridge is in the care of a commission, con- 
sisting of one commissioner from Boston and one froin Cam- 
bridge. The bridge is in good condition, and has required 
only ordinary repairs of maintenance and some few changes 
in the electrical apparatus for moving the draw. This appa- 
ratus gives entire satisfaction, and electricity has proved to 
he the hest motive e power that could be found for the service 
required. 
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HuUNTINGTON—AVENUE BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
By. dys}: 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1872, and the 
abutments were rebuilt in 1876-77. The abutments have 
been painted, and the bridge painted. The bridge is in good 
condition, but the surface should be regulated so as to conform 
to a proper grade of the approaches. 


IRVINGTON-STREET BRIDGE (OVER THE Boston & ALBANY 
eR) 


This is an iron footbridge,: built in 1892. It has been 
painted, and is in good condition. 


L-sTREET BripGE (OVER RESERVED CHANNEL, SOUTH 
Boston ). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron sliding draw. 
Congress street, which forms one approach to it, has not yet 
been put in order, and the bridge is open only to foot 
travel. It is in good condition. 


LEYDEN-STREET BripGE (OVER Boston, Revere Beacnu, & 
Lynn R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1889. It has been painted, 
and is in good condition. 


Linpen Park-stTREBT BripGe (OVER Stony Brook). 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1887. It is in fair con- 
dition. A new retaining-wall has been built on one side of 
the brook, and a new bearing is given to the truss, one 
panel from the end, at the corner of the bridge. 


LONGWOOD-AVENUE BrIDGE (FROM WaArD 22 TO 
BROOKLINE). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The pres- 
ent structure was built in 1877. . This is a wooden bridge, 
on wooden posts set in the ground. The posts which carry 
the bridge are decaying near the surface of the ground. 
They should be put in order. The bridge is in poor con- 
dition. The construction of Riverdale park, which the 
bridge crosses, will hasten the removal of this bridge, which 
is only a temporary structure. 
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MaLpEN BRIDGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO EVERETT). 


The original bridge was built in 1787. The present 
structure was built in 1875, and the draw built in 1892. 
The draw-piers are old, weak, and entirely too short; the 
fender is in ruinous condition. The fences are old and 
rotten. The paving is poor in places; only the most 
necessary maintenance repairs have been made. 


Matrapan BripGe (FROM Warp 24 To Mitton). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This is an 
old iron bridge. It is in a dangerous condition, and should 
be replaced by a stone bridge. Nothing has been done to 
this bridge, and the report of last year is repeated. 


MERIDIAN-STREET BripGE (FRoM E. Boston TO CHELSEA). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden turn-table 
draw on a pile foundation. The original structure was 
built in 1858. It was rebuilt soon afterward. It was 
widened and rebuilt as at present, in 1864, excepting the 
draw, which was built in 1875-76. The draw is old for a 
wooden structure, and requires constant care. The draw- 
piers are in bad condition and should be thoroughly repaired. 


Mitton Bripeck (FROM Warp 24 To Mitton). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The original 
structure is very old. It was widened in 1871-72; the 
older part of this bridge was built of stone, and the widening 


is an iron structure on stone columns. ‘The bridge is in fair 
condition. 


Mr. WaASHINGTON-AVENUE BrIDGE (OVER Fort Font 
CHANNEL). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron draw. It was 
built in 1854, and was rebuilt in 1870-71. The draw-pier 
is in poor condition, and is so low that it is covered with 
water at every high course of tides. This is the only draw 
of importance in the city that is moved by hand power. 
The paving is in poor condition; the bridge as a whole is in 
only passable condition, and it requires extensive repairs. 


NeponsET BrinGe (FROM Warp 24 To Quincy). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The origi- 
nal structure was built in 1802; the present in 1877. The 
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draw is too heavy to be handled by hand, and it should be 
replaced by a turn-table draw. The bridge is in fair con- 
dition. 


NEPTUNE-ROAD Brip@E (OVER Boston, REVERE Beacu, & 
Lynn R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1887-88. It is 
maintained by the Park Department. It needs painting, 
otherwise it is in good condition. 


NEWTON-STREET BriIDGE (OVER PROVIDENCE Drvisron, 
Ns Nell oo tie RR.) 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1872. No repairs 
have been made, and it is in good condition. 


Nortu Beracon-stREET BripGe (FROM BRIGHTON TO 
WATERTOWN). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This is a 
wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf-draw. The original 
structure was built in 1822; the present structure in 1884. 
No progress has been made toward rebuilding the draw, so 
aus to allow room for larger vessels to pass, for which pur- 
pose an appropriation has been made. It. is in fair con- 
dition. 


NorrtrnH Harvarbd-sTREET BriIpGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO 
CAMBRIDGE). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This bridge 
was originally built in 1662, and was rebuilt in 1879. The 
draw was'rebuilt in 1891. The bridge is in good condition 
with the exception of the abutment, to which attention has 


been called in previous reports. 


Prison—Point BRIDGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO CAMBRIDGE). 


The city pays one-half of the cost of maintenance. This 
bridge was originally built in 1833, and the present structure 
was built in 1876-77. It is a wooden pile bridge, with an 
iron leaf-draw. This bridge is in the care of a commission, 
consisting of one commissioner from Boston and one from 
Cambridge. The bridge is in passable condition. The draw- 
bridge is not convenient either for the passage of vessels 
or for land travel. It is raised with difficulty, works very 
slowly, and is not in line with the centre of the channel. 
It will be necessary to rebuild it on a different plan before 
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many years, in case the effort to close the river to vessels 
is not successful. 


Pupitic GARDEN FOOTBRIDGE. 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1867, and was 
thoroughly repaired in “1887. The floor is worn and needs 
renewal ; otherwise it is in good condition. y 


SHAWMUT—AVENUE BrinGE (OvER Bosron & ALBANY R.R.). 


This is an ironr bidge, and was built in 1871. The bridge 
needs painting, and the concrete sidewalks require repairs. 
Attention has been called in several previous reports to the 
fact that the electric-wire poles of the West End Street Rail- 
road are so placed as to make an unsightly bend in the orna- 
mental parapet; nothing has been done to remedy this 
defect. 


_ SPRING-STREET BripGE (FROM Warp 23 TO DEDHAM). 


This is a stone bridge. The city maintains the part within 
its limits. The bridge i is in good condition. 


Stony—Brook BripGe (Back Bay FEns). 


This is an ornamental brick, arched bridge, with stone 
facings, built in 1891-92. It is in good condition. 


SWETT-STREET BripGES (OVER SoutTH Bay SLUICEs). 


These are wooden bridges, and were built in 1875. They 
are temporary structures and in poor condition. The bulk- 
heads that support the adjoining sluices are very ‘much out 
of shape, and may require repairs at any time. The road- 
ways of these bridges have been kept in safe condition, but 
as bridges they are of but little account or value. 


WarrEN BripGe (FROM Boston TO CHARLESTOWN). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double iron draw. It 
was originally built in 1828, and the present structure was 
built in 1883-84. The sidewalk on the down-stream side 
and the draw-piers are in poor condition. Only ordinary 
repairs have been made; the bridge is generally in fair 
condition. 


WESTERN—AVENUE BRIDGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO CAMBRIDGE). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The original 


halls ial 
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structure was built in 1824, the present structure was built 
in 1879-80, the draw was rebuilt in 1891. The roadway, 
draw, and draw-pier are in good condition; the draw-pier 
is too short. 


WESTERN-AVENUE BripGe (FROM BRIGHTON TO 
WATERTOWN). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This is a 
wooden pile bridge, and was built in 1824, the abutment was 
rebuilt in 1886, and the bridge was rebuilt in 1892 and 1893. 
The new bridge was opened for travel May 4, 1893. It is 
in good condition. 


West Boston BripGk (FROM Boston TO CAMBRIDGE). 


The city pays one-half of the cost of maintenance. This 

is a wooden pile bridge with wooden turn-table draw. The 
bridge was originally built in 1792-93, was rebuilt in 1854, 
and repaired in 1871. This bridge is in care of a commission, : 
consisting of one commissioner “from Boston and one from 
Cambridge. This is a poor and weak old bridge, but is 
kept in as good condition as is possible. If it were not for 
good care, it could easily become a very dangerous structure ; 


no extensive repairs or renewals have been made. 


West CHESTER-PARK BripGe (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1876. The fences 
and ironwork require painting. For the past ten years 
recommendations have been made that the surface of this 
bridge and its approaches be regraded, so as to remove the 
very awkward grades which have existed since the construc- 
tion of the bridge and the grading of the street. The recent 
consolidation of several city departments into the present 
Street Department so far simplified matters, that the change. 
has been accomplished. 

The bridge was stripped of its woodwork, and the iron- 
work was cleaned and painted, such old hard-pine stringers 
us were sound were replaced, and the surface of the bridge 
moulded to the required form by additional woodwork, and 
replanked. The sidewalks were rebuilt of the full width of 
the sidewalks on the street, or 15 feet in width in place of 
12 feet. The stone parapet was taken up and reset in cement 
mortar to the new grade, and the new stone required by the 
change in sidewalk furnished. The sidewalks are laid with 
coal-tar concrete. 
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The street railroad was relaid mostly with new material to 
the new grade, and the street was regraded and macadam- 
ized, the edgestones reset, and the brick sidewalks relaid, 
from Newbury street to Boylston street and beyond. 

The grades adopted were such as to cause no damage to 
adjoining real estate. The bridge was in such condition as 
to require stripping and painting, and the special work of 
the railroad at the corner of Boylston street was worn out. 
This intersection was in bad condition from settlement, and 
was about one foot below the established grade. 

The cost of the work on the bridge and parapet was 
$5,118.71, and the cost of resurfacing West Chester park 


nd the adjoining streets was $4,081.95. 


West CHESTER—PARK BRIDGE (OVER N.Y., N.H., & H. 
R.R., Providence Division). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1876. It has 
been stripped of woodwork, the ironwork painted, the 


woodwork renewed, and the bridge put in good condition. 


West RUTLAND-SQUARE FOOTBRIDGE (OVER PROVIDENCE

This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1882, and is in 
good condition. 


Ww INTHROP BRIDGE (FROM BREED’S ISLAND TO 
WINTHROP). 


This is a pile bridge, without a draw. It was originally 
built in 1839, was rebuilt in 1851, and extensively repaired 
in 1870. The bridge is old, and is in only fair condition. 


EVERETT-STREET, East Boston, AND CEDAR GROVE 
CEMETERY BRIDGES. 


Of the bridges wholly supported by railroad corpora- 
tions, Everett-street bridge, over the Boston, Revere Beach, 
& Lynn Railroad, is in process of rebuilding, on account of 
double- -tracking the road, and the bridge in Cedar Grove 
Cemetery has been replaced by an entirely new structure. 


The remaining bridges require no special mention.

Plans and specifications for extension of the present 
northerly and southerly abutments, and for a retaining-wall 
on the northerly line of Commonwealth avenue, between 
the northerly abutment and Essex street, have been pre- 
pared and bids invited for doing the work. Bids are to be 
opened February 8, 1894. 


DOVER-STREET BRIDGE. 


In accordance with the provisions of a decree of the 
special commission for the alteration of the grade crossing 
of the old Colony Railroad and West Fourth street, the city 
of Boston was directed to rebuild Dover-street bridge. 

Plans and specifications for four masonry piers were pre- 
pared, and the contract for building them, and for removing 
the greater part of the old bridge, awarded to Boynton Bros. 
The work has been completed. A contract for building a 
fender-guard has been awarded to Alex. McInnis. Since 
the closing of the street to travel, a temporary footbridge 
has been maintained and passages for foot-travel provided 
on either side of the channel. 

Plans for the draw foundation and fender pier, and for 
the steel superstructure of the bridge are being prepared 
and it is expected that all the work to be done by the city 
in connection with the abolition of the grade crossing will 
be completed early in the coming fall. . 
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East Boston FERRIES. 


In accordance with an order from the City Council, this 
department has made an examination of all the drops of the 
East Boston Ferry, and found that the southerly drop on 
the Boston side at the North Ferry and the drops at the 
East Boston side of the North Ferry were in a dangerous 
condition, and should be replaced at once ; and others should 
be gradually replaced with new drops. 

Plans and specifications were made late in the year of 
1892 for changing the location of the head-house, and re- 
building two ferry piers at the Boston landing of the North 
Ferry, as stated in the last annual report. 

A contract for doing the work was made with Benj. 
Young, of Chelsea, May 1, 1893, and was completed Octo- 
ber’25, 1893, at.a.cost ‘for contract work of $18,421.86. 


FARRAGUT STATUE. 


The foundation for this statue at Marine Park, South 
Boston, was built under the direction of this department, by 
Perkins & White, at a cost of $700. 


GRADE CROSSINGS.

In compliance with your directions, studies and estimates 
were made for a route for an elevated railroad through the 
city and the following report was made October 9, 1898, of 
the assessed valuation of property affected along routes for 
an elevated railroad in accordance with an Act entitled, “An 
Act to provide for Rapid Transit in Boston and Vicinity,” 
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passed by the Legislature of 1893, with a subway below the 
proposed railroad and a bridge to Charlestown. 

The estimates for the elevated railroad have been made. on 
two different rqutes, one (Route No. 1) as far as possible 
through private property, and the other (Route No. 2) as 


far as possible through existing streets, — the estimates for

Rospert G. SHaw MONUMENT. 


All the work on this monument has been completed in 
place with the exception of the marble and bronze tablets. 
It is expected that the latter will be received from the de- 
signer during the coming summer or fall. 


TrErREDO NAVALIS. 


During this season the Teredo Navalis or ship-worm has 
been found in the waters of Boston Harbor, in one place 
doing extensive damage. 

Heretofore it has been taken for granted that these waters 
were too cold for this very destructive animal, although it 
has always been abundant on the southern coast of ‘New 
England. 

The Eastern Dredging Company had two large scows 
built last season in Bath, Me. The hard-pine timber was 
cut somewhere up on the Altamaha river, Ga., where it was 
sawed, and whence it was floated down the river and 
shipped to Bath. 

In the spring the scows were brought to Boston, where 
they were measured. They were taken down to the mouth 
of the harbor, beyond Boston Light, on or about the 27th 
of May, 1893, for dredging, and were used there during the 
summer. 
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In October, or early November, they began to leak; but 
by that time the owners suspected that something serious 
was the matter, and the one in the worst condition was 
brought up the harbor. It was found pretty thoroughly 
bored through by the Yeredo Navalis, and had to be re- 
planked. 

Another scow was then brought up, and was found rid- 
dled through, though not so badly, by the Teredo. 

Samples" taken from the planking of the second scow may 
be seen in this office. 

It has also been reported in smaller numbers in two other 
places, but the damage done was not very great. It has 
not been discovered in any structure belonging to the city. 

Its active season is the latter part of the warm weather, 
and it is proposed to make further search for it during 
1894.

TREMONT STREET SUBWAY. 


Quite a large amount of preliminary work has been done 
in connection with the proposed subway. The subject has 
been carefully considered, and details have been sufficiently 
worked out to determine its practicability. Plans and pro- 
files of different routes have been made, together with a 
number of sketches of stations, entrances, etc. An approxi- 
mate estimate of cost of construction has been prepared in 
considerable detail, involving a consideration of existing 
sewers, water pipes, foundations, ete. An estimate of land 
to be taken and buildings interfered with was also made. In 
connection with this work 32 plans and sketches were made.

[FROM THE CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT TO THE BOSTON 
WATER BOARD.] 


CORROSION OF Pipes BY ELECTROLYSIS. 


During the year 1892 a number of leaks in lead service- 
pipes were found which were caused by electrolytic action 
due to underground currents of electricity induced by the 
street-railway system. 

The pipes were decomposed on the exterior surface and 
presented a pitted appearance. Most of the cases were dis- 
covered in the immediate vicinity of the power-station of the 
West End Railroad Company, where the quantity of current 
is naturally largest. 

As the use of electricity for motor power is constantly 
increasing, and as the destruction of our water mains and 
services would be of incalculable injury to our city, an 
investigation has been begun into the causes and extent of 
the difficulty, with the view of taking the necessary measures 
to preserve the pipes, both lead and iron, from further 
injury. This investigation has been placed in the hands of 
Messrs. Stone & Webster, electrical engineers,’ and the 
results of their preliminary study indicate that decomposi- 
tion of the pipes is going on, but that, generally, it may not 
be apparent for some years. 

The cases which have so far been discovered have been 
where the quantity of electricity in the ground was large ; but 
we have no proof that the same action is not taking place 
more slowly all over the city. The investigations show that 
there is a constant current of electricity flowing through the 
earth toward the power-station, and that the intensity of the 
current varies continually with the amount of power used. 
As these currents must unavoidably pass into and out of the 
water-pipes by way of the earth, and as electrolytic action 
follows in a greater or less degree, it is more than probable 
that the oradual decomposition of our pipes is taking place. 

Whether this corrosion of decomposition is sufficient to 
seriously affect the pipe system has not yet been determined, 
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and I recommend that the investigations be continued during 
the present year. I would also recommend that test-pits be 
dug for the examination of the pipes in different parts of the 
city, particularly in the immediate vicinity of the West End 
power-station, and if evidence of corrosion of the pipes is 
discovered I would recommend that the pipes be drained by 
means of heavy copper conductors connected with the power- 
station. 

The following is a preliminary report from Messrs. Stone 


& Webster:

Str: In accordance with your request we have entered upon a care- 
ful investigation of the subject of the corrosion of water pipes and 
mains by electrolysis, and beg to submit the following preliminary 
report: 

A longer time for experimental work, and a season of the year at 
which the pipes are more freely accessible, are necessary to place us in 
a position to report fully on the extent of the difficulty, and to make 
definite recommendations as to its remedy. 

This report presents briefly to your consideration the following 
points, and contains an appendix which includes various data obtained 
by us, together with a somewhat detailed discussion of the same 

The points considered in this report are as follows: 

First. The evidence showing injury by corrosive electrolysis to 
underground iron and lead piping for water, gas, and telephone cables 
in Boston and elsewhere. 

Second. ‘The nature of this injury to pipes as developed by experi- 
mental tests in the laboratory. 

Third. 'The existence of the necessary conditions, electric and other- 
wise, in the soil of Boston, to produce electrolysis in pipes laid therein. 

Fourth. The proof that these electric conditions are due to the 
return currents by way of the earth, arising from the electric service of 
the West End Street Railway Company. 

From these we shall show that the inference that serious corrosion 
may be proceeding from this cause is almost unavoidable, while, how- 
ever, distinctly pointing out that the evidence is still insufficient for 
decisive judgment. 

Finally, while we are not yet prepared to suggest a practicable and 
complete remedy, we shall point out methods by which the trouble has 
been somewhat lessened in certain instances. 


The Evidence of Injury. 


The action of electrolysis is to corrode the pipes, chiefly at the sur- 
faces where the electric current leaves them. This corrosion is not 
uniformly distributed over the surface, but is quite irregular, usually 
producing deep pits. Its tendency is, therefore, to accelerate the nat- 
ural rate of decay of the pipes, the rate of corrosion being greater as 
the current flowing out of the pipe is greater. 

The evidence of injury to water and gas mains by electric action 
would, therefore, naturally be expected to take two forms: one, the 
very premature giving out of pipes in localities where the conditions 
were such that especially large currents flowed out from the surface of 
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the pipes; the other, the increase of rate of renewals and repairs in 
the entire system, so far as exposed to the electric currents. 

Evidence of the first sort would presumably be the earliest to develop 
itself, and we shall quote some instances. Evidence of the second sort 
would appear only in the course of years, and the evil might have as- 
sumed serious proportions before this class of evidence became convinc- 
ing. We have been able to secure very little such evidence. 

Tt should be clearly apprehended that the injury to the pipes, if going 
on at all, is of a very insidious character, consisting, as stated, merely 
in an acceleration of the natural decay of the pipes. This acceleration 
might be seriously large and yet not become apparent for a term of 
some years, when the trouble would suddenly begin to assume very 
large proportions. The absence of extensive direct evidence of de- 
struction must not, therefore, be interpreted as proving the absence of 
the action. The amount of direct evidence, although not yet large, is 
sufficiently disquieting. 

Of actual giving out of water-pipes in Boston, apparently through 
electrolysis, the only instances which we are able to cite are those of 
lead service-pipes in the vicinity of the power-station of the West End 
Street Railway Company on Albany street. At the time that these » 
pipes were discovered, the subject was not under careful investigation, 
and the reasonable supposition that electric currents played a consider- 
able part in their destruction was not put to test by critical inspections. 

Of the destruction of lead piping in general by electrolytic action 
underground, we have abundant and indisputable evidence in the cor- 
rosion of the lead sheaths of telephone cables. In one case, the sheath 
of a new cable was destroyed within six weeks of laying. The amount 
of the injury, its nature, and the methods successfully, adopted for its 
partial removal, show conclusively that it was due to electric currents 
traversing and escaping from the lead covering on their way between 
the electric cars and the power-station of the West End Street Rail- 
way Company, in the same way that they presumably do from water- 
pipes. 

From several cities other than Boston, owing possibly to more 
favorable conditions for the development of trouble, injury of a serious 
nature has been reported respecting water and gas mains. We have 
information, reliable in character, showing electrolytic i injury of water- 
pipes in Peori ia, Ill., and Cambridge, Mass. , and of iron mains in Nor- 
walk, Conn., — the trouble being serious in all cases. 


Pipe- Tests. 


In order to get an idea of the probable character of the electrolytic 
action upon the water-pipes and the rapidity with which it might be 
taking place, a number of tests were made at our laboratory upon com- 
mercial specimens of pipe, under conditions similar to those to which the 
city piping is exposed. 

The pipes were grouped in pairs as shown by the table of pipe-tests, 
and each pair in a separate box of moist sand sprinkled with a small 
quantity of common salt. 

In this respect they were practically under the conditions of pipes 
buried in the streets, since the moist earth usually contains common 
salt and other salts either from the tide water or from the surface 
drainage. 

Measured currents of electricity at constant pressure were then caused 
to flow for noted times from one pipe to the other of a pair.. Thus one 
pipe would. show the action when the current flowed out of the pipe 
into the earth (7.e , when the pipe was electrically positive with respect to 
the earth around it) ; the other would show the effects when the current 
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flowed from the earth into the pipe (¢.e., when the pipe was negative 
relatively to its surroundings). 

The common salt in the water by its electrolysis yields chlorine at the 
surface where the current of electricity leaves the pipe. This corrodes 
the pipe rapidly. At the surface where the current enters the pipe the 
product formed by the electrolysis has but little corrosive action. 

This well-known fact was borne out by these experiments, which 
developed, moreover, a point of great practical importance; namely, 
that the corrosion took place largely in a localized manner. That 1s, 
the pipes became deeply pitted in spots instead of corroding uniformly 
over the surface 

Although the difference of potential between every pair was the same, 
the currents were of various magnitudes corresponding to the degree of 
moisture and quantity of salt in solution. 

Consequently, this must be taken into consideration, in comparing the 
effect of electrolysis on pipes in different boxes; for with pipes of the 
same material, the losses are directly proportional to the magnitudes of 
the currents. After reweighing at the end of 100 hours, the tests were 
continued for 50 hours more on all the specimens except Nos. 13 and 14. 

The positive pipes were all badly pitted, so that the amount lost as 
determined by weighing before and after the run is not a true measure 
of their deterioration. 

To make this more evident, pipe No. 18, which had lost but 7.6 per 
cent. in weight, was turned down for half its length, to the bottom of 
the deepest pit, and the loss in weight was then found to be, for the 
whole pipe, 63 per cent. This shows, of course, that owing to the for- 
mation of pits the corrosion has gone in spots to about eight times 
the depth that it would have gone if it had been uniform over the 
surface. - 

This is a true measure of the electrolytic action, for the strength of a 
pipe is determined by the strength at its thinnest part, which leaves the 
pipe but 37 per cent. of its original value.

After running one hundred and fifty hours, four other iron pipes, Nos. 
1, 5, 9, and 11, were similarly treated, and the results tabulated below. 
The positive lead pipes were all so deeply pitted that it was impossible 
to turn them down. They showed even more marked deterioration, 
however, than the wrought-iron pipes.

In these tests data have been accumulated which may prove of further 
value later in a discussion of the relative merits of different kinds of 
piping, but which we are not now prepared to enter upon. 

In the experiments, in order to save time, it was necessary to use cur- 
rents of electricity larger than could be expected to- occur, except under 
unusual conditions, in practice. This, however, does not affect the gen- 
eral character of the electrolytic action, but only its rate, the amount of 
electrolysis being proportional to the current. 

The corrosion and disintegration of the sheaths of the telephone cables 
by electrolysis underground was of the same general character as that 
in the lead pipes tested in the laboratory. 


Kaxistence of Necessary Condition for Electrolysis. 


If we could ascertain by direct means whether currents of electricity 
were flowing from the earth into the pipes or from pipes to earth, how 
large these currents were, and how they were distributed over the pipe 
surface, we should then have a direct means of estimating the injury 
done to the pipes; but these three points are from the nature of the 
case very difficult, if not impossible, of even rough determination. It 
is essential, therefore, to proceed indirectly by showing that the under- 
ground electrical conditions in the city are such as either to render 
destructive electrolysis likely, or to render it unlikely. We have done 
so as follows: 

By extended tests we have shown that the distribution of electrical 
pressure in the earth in Boston is such that there must be a continual 
and at times strong flow of electricity through the earth from nearly all 
parts of the city toward the West End Power-Station on Albany street. 

Inasmuch as iron water and gas mains are imbedded broadcast in 
the soil, and are relatively much better conductors than the soil, bulk 
for bulk, a portion of these currents must traverse the pipes; and since 
there is no metallic connection between the pipes and the railway 
returns, the current must enter and leave the pipes by way of the earth. 
Wherever the current thus enters or leaves a pipe it is accompanied by 
electrolysis at that point, the amount of the electrolysis being propor- 
tional to the current. This produces corrosion, but chiefly where the 
current leaves the pipe. 

Admitting, then, the conclusion just drawn that currents must enter 
and leave the pipes, and since this process is nearly continuous 
throughout the day, the inference is unavoidable that corrosion is con- 
tinually going on, and in the same measure as the current. This infer- 
ence is confirmed by multiplied tests, which show that the piping is 
almost everywhere at a potential different from the earth around it, and 
from the nearest railway tracks. 

Under such conditions currents must be flowing either to or from the 
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pipes. These differences are, moreover, not constant, but subject to 
continual momentary fluctuation, which add to the certainty of the flow 
of currents. 

The demonstration of the continual flow of current through the earth 
to the power-station was made by measuring the difference between the 
electrical pressure in the water-piping at a point near the station, and 
at other distributed points. These outlying points showed always 
higher pressures than the one near the station. The difference amounted 
in one case to more than 15 volts in 4,000 feet. Similar measurements 
were made between the outlying points themselves. 

It is evident that by taking a sufficient number of points and of 
pressure observations between them, an equipotential map — that is, 
a map showing lines of equal pressure difference relatively to the 
power-station — might be drawn; but while such a map would possess 
some value, we have not yet thought ourselves justified in incurring 
the expense of running the necessary number of overhead lines in the 
city. 

It is, perhaps, not superfluous to add that the substances which give 
the soil its conductivity are chiefly the various salts which are in solu- 
tion in the water of the soil. Earth itself, when perfectly dry, is a very 
poor conductor; water when pure is also an exceedingly bad conductor. 
Moist earth is usually a comparatively good conductor, not, however, 
because of the conductivity of the water itself, but because the water 
holds in solution common salt and other salts which make it a conductor, 
these being derived either from the soil, from surface drainage, or from 
the sea, much of the soil beneath Boston being moistened by tide water. 

There are, therefore, present in the soil of Boston not only the elec- 
tric current necessary to produce electrolysis, but the materials which 
will upon electrolysis produce corrosion of iron and lead. 


Cause of the Underground Electric Current. 


The above-mentioned measurements of pressure-difference between 
various points afford convincing proof that these pressures are due al- 
most exclusively to the return currents of the West End Street Railway. 
For not only are the pressures found to be distributed about the power- 
station in the way which would be anticipated, but they show fluctua- 
tions from hour to hour, and even minute to minute throughout the day, 
which, when plotted as curves, show the char acteristic form of the 
power load at the station, being nearly zero in the early morning hours, 
and having four maxima; namely, at about 8 A.M., 6, 8, and - 11 P.M. 
This point. is very clearly illustrated by tests made on January 3d and 
4th, 1894, to show the difference of potential between the water-pipes at 
different points in the city. By means of rubber-covered copper wires 
the water-pipes at Foster’s wharf and Summer street were connected 
with the water-pipes at the corner of Harrison avenue and Bristol 
street, near the power-station of the West End Street Railway. 

Continuous readiness of the difference in potentials were taken for 24 
hours, and the results show admirably the periodic fluctuations corre- 
sponding to the amount of travel on the railroad. (See plates | and 2.) 

If any evidence of the source of these currents and pressures were 
necessary, this would be incontestible. 


Summary. 


It seems from the limi" discussion that the direct evidence is 
good, although not yet ample; that injury has been wrought upon iron 
and lead pipes buried in the earth ; this injury being the direct result of 
corrosion arising from the passage of the return currents of an electric 
street-railway into or out of the pipes. 
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It seems further to be almost incontestably shown that the under- 
ground conditions in Boston are such that electric currents, presumably 
of considerable magnitude, pass into and out of the pipes by way of the 
earth, and with the “unavoidable accompaniment of electrolysis and cor- 
rosion. 

It remains to be shown whether this corrosion is or is not, under ex- 
isting conditions, a serious factor in lessening the life of the piping 
sy stem as a whole or of any part of it in particular. 

Upon this most important subject we feel that the points previously 
made in this report would certainly not warrant a hopeful view. They 
would rather incline one toward the opinion that serious corrosion may 
be now proceeding ; but we must strongly call attention to the fact that 
it has been impossible, thus far, to acquire sufficient reliable informa- 
tion to warrant a decision. 

The matter is under further investigation. 


Remedy. 


As to remedy it is clear, of course, that were the return railway cir- 
cuit to be confined to channels provided for it, the trouble would cease. 
This it is impossible to do with a railway system in which the cars give 
up their return current to the uninsulated rails as now. However good 
the conductivity of the copper return lines provided, the current will 
divide between them and the earth, the fraction going back by earth 
being to that going back by the copper lines as the earth conductivity is 
to that of the lines. Now, the earth conductivity is at least fairly good, 
so that the amount of copper required in returns becomes enormous to 
reduce the earth currents to small amounts. Railway systems which do 
not ground the return have not proved successful for various reasons. 

To remove the difficulty with telephone cables, the New England 
Telephone & Telegraph Company has laid a special copper return along 
the affected part of the cable, and thence by a heavy overhead line back 
to the power-house. This, together with the practice by the West End 
Street Railway Company of making the trolley-wire positive, has 
proved largely successful. 

It is feasible because the number of these cases to be dealt with is 
comparatively small, so that the expense is not intolerable. 

A similar suggestion respecting certain portions of the water-main 
system was offered by us in February, 1893. 

The larger and better distributed such a system of special copper re- 
turn from the water- -pipes is, the less danger from electrolysis; but the 
great outlay for copper involved is prohibitive beyond a certain limit. 
Whether within this limit the electrolysis can be reduced to an unimpor- 
tant amount is by no means yet demonstrated. The data is still so 
incomplete as not to warrant a positive inference.

SOURCES OF SUPPLY. 


The rainfall during the year 1893 was above the average 
of the last twenty years, but on account of the unequal dis- 
tribution of the rainfall the amount of water in store in the 
reservoirs was reduced to a smaller amount than during any 
year since the Sudbury-river works have been in use. 
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The rainfall and quantities collected on the several water- 
sheds were as follows:

The quality of the water has continued to be good, the 
only noticeable change being in an increase in color of the 
water of the Sudbury and Cochituate supply. This has been 
caused by the use of a larger proportion of Sudbury-river 
water. 

Reservoir No. 1.— With the exception of a few days dur- 
ing the first week of January, no water was wasted over the 
dam until February 8. 

Water flowed over the crest of the dam continuously from 
this time until June 6, when waste ceased and the amount 
passing the dam from the latter date to January 1, 1894, has 
been only the daily flow of one and one-half million gallons 
required by law. 

The lowest point reached by the reservoir was 155.11, or 
4.18 feet below the top of the flash-boards on November 27, 
1893. 

Reservoir No. 2. —The water in this reservoir remained 
at or near high-water mark until the first of July. During 
the month of July the water surface was lowered nearly 
seven feet, and in the months of August and September it 
was from five to six feet below high-water mark. In Octo- 
ber and November the quantity in store was still furth r re- 
duced, and on December 1 the water was 12.7 feet below 
high water, the lowest point reached during the year. 

Reservoir No. 3.— This reservoir was drawn down to 8 
feet below the crest of the dam during the month of January, 
but on February 13 water began to waste over the dam and | 
continued until the first of June. 

Water was taken from this reservoir for the supply of the 
city from May 24 to August 3, and at the latter date the sur- 
face of the reservoir was 17.89 feet below the crest of the 
dam. . 

It was again drawn upon on September 26, and on October 
23 the reservoir was practically empty. It remained empty 
until December 1, when it began to fill, and on February 1 
the water-surface was 2.68 feet below the crest of the dam. 
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Reservoir No. £.— On January 1, 1893, the water in Res- 
ervoir No. 4 was 20.99 feet below high-water mark. On 
March 23 the reservoir was full and water began to waste 
at the overflow. 

The reservoir was kept full until August 3, when the 
gates were opened, and during August and September 
@ 293,800,000 gallons were drawn from the reservoir for 
the supply of the city, lowering the water in the reservoir 
35 feet. The outlet gates were closed from September 26 
to October 27, when they were again opened, and on 
November 17 the reservoir was emptied. 

The outlet gates have been closed since December 6, and 
at the present time, February 1, the water surface is 29.45 
feet below high-water mark. 

Farm Pond. —The aver: ige height of the water in this 
pond has been 148.82 feet above tide-marsh level, and the 
surface has not varied more than 11 inches from that 
height during the year. 

The Framingham Water Company has drawn from the 
pond 103,000, (00 gallons. 

Lake Cochituate. — Lake Cochituate was about six feet 
below high-water mark on January 1, 1893, and did not fill 
until April 22. 

A small quantity of water was wasted at the outlet dam in 
May, and about June 1 the lake began to fall. There was a 
gradual lowering of the water surface from June 1 to Octo- 
ber 27, when it was 6.6 feet below high-water mark, and it 
remained at about the same level during the months of No- 
vember and December. 

In October the water in the lake was but little above the 
top of the aqueduct, and for the purpose of maintaining the 
supply to the city in case of a continued drought, a temporary 
pumping plant was erected at the gate-house capable of 
pumping 20,000,000 gallons per day into the aqueduct. 
The engines and pumps were placed in position, housed, 
and put in readiness for use, but the lake did not fall so as 
to require their use. 

For the purpose of purifying the water of Pegan brook 
before it enters the lake, three filter-beds have been built 
near the mouth of the brook, into which the water of the 
brook is pumped and allowed to percolate through the sand 
into the lake. The beds have a combined area of about 4 
acres, and are from 6 to 12 feet above the surface of the 
lake. They are surrounded by banks 5 feet high, and the 
two upper beds have underdrains of 8-inch vitrified pipe, 
laid about 100 feet apart, at a depth of 8 feet below the 
surface of the beds. 
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For the purpose of retaining the water of the brook, a dam 
8 feet in height was built, having a centre of 4-inch tongued 
and grooved sheet piling, upon which a centre wall of concrete 
was built. 

The embankment is of gravel 10 feet wide on top, with 
slopes of two horizontal to one vertical. The water is 
pumped on to the beds by means of a 25-horse power 
Hoadly engine, and two 6-inch centrifugal pumps delivering 
the water through about 1,000 feet of 12, 8, and 6 inch pipe. 
The cost of construction exclusive of land damages was 
$12,585.11. The works have been in operation since 
June 25, but from September 11 to November 3 no water 
was pumped, as the flow of the brook was so small that it 
percolated through the dam or evaporated. 

Dudley pond was drawn off to reinforce the lake during the 
month of November. 

No water has been received in the lake from the Sudbury 
river during the year.

AQUEDUCTS AND DISTRIBUTING RESERVOIRS. 


The Sudbury-river aqueduct has been used 361 days, and 
has delivered 11,737,900,000 gallons into the Chestnut Hill 
and Brookline reservoirs. The Cochituate aqueduct has 
been used 356 days, and delivered 5,623,532,500 gallons. 

The distributing reservoirs are in good order. The over- 
flow at the East Boston reservoir, which was constructed of 
flagging and brick, and was badly cracked by settlement or 
frost, has been replaced by a 12-inch pipe thoroughly em- 
bedded in Portland cement concrete. 


REsErRvorir No. 6. 


This reservoir, which has been in process of construction 
during the past four years, has been practically completed, 
and is now being filled. It is situated on Indian brook in 
the towns of Ashland and Hopkinton, and has a capacity of 
about 1,500,000,000 gallons. 

The dam across the valley is about 1,500 feet in length, 
and consists of an earth embankment with a centre core wall 
of concrete extending to the bed rock. This core wall is 8 
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feet in thickness at the base, and 3 feet at the top, and is plas- 
tered on its upstream side with a very carefully applied coat- 
ing of Portland cement one-half inch in thickness. A thick 
coating of Portland cement mortar, mixed in the proportion 
of one part cement to one part of sand, was put on to the 
concrete, rubbed to a uniform thickness and left rough. 
Over this was smoothly spread with trowels a coat of neat 
Portland cement, which was thoroughly worked in order to 
make a perfectly water-tight surface. 

The embankment is 20 feet wide on top. The inner or 
reservoir slope is two horizontal to one vertical, with a berme 
6 feet in width 13 feet below the top of the embankment. 
This slope is riprapped below the berme, and from the berme 
to the top of the embankment is paved. The outer slope is 
covered with loam, and has a gutter running longitudinally 
about. half-way down its face to prevent washing of the banks 
by rain. Above this gutter the slope is 2 to 1, and below 
CeO | 

The body of the embankment is composed of sand and 
gravel, deposited in thin layers, watered, and well compacted 
by rolling. Next the core wall, on the upstream side, the 
material was selected so as to aid in securing a water-tight 
dam. 

Two gate-houses have been constructed in the dam in 
which the delivery pipes are so arranged that the water can 
be drawn from different levels, and if desired discharged into 
filter beds. | 

For further information concerning work on this reservoir 
and other work in connection with additional supply, see the 
following report of Desmond FitzGerald, Resident Engineer :

DEAR Sir: I submit herewith a brief report of engineering work ac- 
complished during the past year by the Additional Supply force. 

At Basin No. 6 the building of the core wall was resumed on May 1, 
and on May 10 the first gravel was delivered. The dam was built up 
from grade 270 to the top, by the end of the year, and is practically 
completed, although the paving is not yet done. The riprap extending 
from the berme to tbe inner toe is in place, and the broken stone above 
the berme, forming the footing-course for the paving, has been placed 
so that the basin can now be filled. The contract for laying the riprap 
and paving was awarded to John Berryon September 19. ‘The removal 
of the loam from the basin and the treatment for shallow flowage were 
completed before the end of the season. October 2 a small section of 
stripping, remaining near the dam, was let to A. Saucier. 

The loam for the Boston Park Department was all removed, and the 
tracks taken out of the basin. 

Mr. N.S. Brock, Assistant Engineer, has had charge of Basin 6.

Gravel for the embankment was taken this year from a new gravel 
pit on the westerly side of the basin. 

Surveys in connection with Basin No. 5 have been continued. Prop- 
‘ erty and seizure lines have been run out, and plans have been made in 
connection with changes in the roads. Early in the year plans and 
specifications were completed for the dam, andon July 17 a contract was 
awarded to Moulton & O’Mahoney for building the dam for $454,729.90. 
Since that time the plans have been modified to harmonize with the 
work contemplated by the State for a metropolitan system. Owing to 
delays caused by negotiating with Southboro’, in regard to changes in 
roads, no work has yet been done. 

Early in January, 1893, some studies and surveys were made in con- 
nection with the proposed Natick Sewerage plans. In February a filter 
scheme for Pegan brook, Natick, was devised, which was carried out in 
June, and is now in successful operation. The water of the brook is 
pumped onto shallow beds, and is filtered before passing into the lake. 

Studies have been continued during the year on many matters con- 
nected with the Sudbury supply, such as drainage of the swamps, and 
the possible construction of other basins. 

Plans and specifications have been prepared for constructing filter 
beds on the brooks draining Marlborough.

HicH—SERvIcE PumMPING—STATIONS. 


The engines and boilers at the Chestnut Hill station are 
in good condition. The daily average quantity pumped was 
15.4 per cent. more than in 1892. During the month of 
July Engine No. 1 pumped 10,451,500 gallons per day, and 
for the entire year the pumps delivered about 21 per cent. 
above their rated capacity. 

The foundations for Engine No. 3 were completed in 
April. The engine is now being shipped from the works in 
New York and will soon be erected by the contractor. <A 
contract was made on April 18 with the Atlantic Works to 
furnish a Belpaire fire-box boiler for use with the new engine. 
The table on page 128 shows in detail the work done by the 
pumping-engines and boilers during the year.

On account of the large increase in the quantity pumped 
one boiler was not sufficient to easily supply steam for 
pumping, lighting, and heating the buildings, and a tempo- 
rary boiler has been placed in the boiler-house for use in 
connection with the two old boilers.

At the West Roxbury pumping-station the daily average 
quantity pumped was 96,900 gallons, an increase of 5.5 per 
cent. over the amount pumped in 1892. 

At the East Boston station 402,400 gallons per day have 
been pumped for the supply of the high-service district, and 
24,000 gallons per day for the Breed’s island high service. 

The pump used for the Breed’s island service is in poor 
condition, and should be replaced by a new pump. 


Mystic LAKE. 


On January 1, 1893, the surface of the lake was 1.50 feet 
below high-water mark. During the month of January the 
water-surface gradually fell, and on February 7 was 4.15 feet 
below high water. Copious rain and melting snow quickly 
filled the lake, and from February 9 to June 7 water was 
wasted over the dam. During the summer and fall the lake 
surface fell, and on October 23 it was 8.90 feet below high 
water. The temporary pumps were used at the lake to raise 
the water into the conduit from October 19 to November 4. 

During November and December the lake filled slowly, and 
on January 1, 1894, was 3.15 feet below high water. 
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Advantage was taken of the low water in the lake to remove 
about 14,000 cubic yards of loam from the section of the 
lake near the mouth of the Abbajona river, and depositing it 
in the shallow coves. 


MystTic—VALLEY SEWER. 


The quantity of sewage pumped and chemically treated 
during the year was 126,226,000 gallons, an average of 
361,700 gallons per day. 

The table on page 130 gives the monthly quantities of sew- 
age pumped, aluminum used, coal burned, etc. 


Mystic ConpvuIT AND RESERVOIR. 


The conduit has been cleaned and is now in good condition. 

Recommendations made in previous reports in regard to 
repairs at conduit screen chamber and at reservoir have not 
been carried out and are now renewed.

There has been a large increase during the past year in the 
quantity pumped, and it has been necessary to run all of the 
pumps at times to maintain the supply.

Engine No. 1, which was the first of the well-known type 
of Worthington compound duplex pumping-engine ever built, 
has been thoroughly overhauled and put in repair during the 
year. 

The steam cylinders were rebored and the pistons fitted 
with St. John’s packing. The United States metallic pack- 
ing, which had been in use on the piston-rods for nineteen 
years, was after some small repairs replaced as good as new. 
New piston-rods were placed in the low-pressure cylinders, 
the steam-valves reset, and other repairs made, for details of 
which see report of Superintendent. 

A 250-light dynamo and 18-horse power Armington and 
Sims engine have been placed in the engine-house. 

On December 30 a contract was made with the Blake 
Manufacturing Company for an additional engine to be 
placed in this station. 

It is to be built from designs of Mr. E. D. Leavitt, and isa 
compound beam and fly-wheel engine operating two differen- 
tial plunger-pumps. The capacity of the pumps will be 
about 10,500,000 gallons per 24 hours. It is expected that 
this engine will be ready for service before the end of the 
present year.

On June 29 a small section of the Charlestown district, 
containing a population of about 2,400, was connected with 
the Cochituate high service. 

The consumption per capita was larger than in any year 
since the works were built. 


Loss oF HEap. 


In order to have a continuous record of the water pres- 
sures in the mains at different points throughout the city, six 
recording pressure gauges have been placed in fire-engine 
houses. 

These, with four gauges previously established, furnish a 
record which is of great value in determining the necessity 
for larger mains, and in case of excessive draft upon the 
supply ‘for fires or other causes the available pressure at all 
times is accurately recorded. 

The table on page 144 gives the results shown by these 
gauges. 5 

DISTRIBUTION. 


On the Cochituate works 15.96 miles of pipe were laid, and 
10 miles purchased of the Jamaica Pond Aqueduct Company 
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were connected with our system. About two miles of pipe 
have been abandoned, and the total pow connected with the 
system is 560 miles. 

No large mains have been laid during the year, and noth- 

ing has been done in the improvement of the supply for fire- 
~ service by the replacing of old mains with new ones of larger 
size. 

Seventeen hundred feet of the 6-inch flexible pipe crossing 
the channel between Moon and Long islands has _ been 
relaid, it having been frozen and burst during the winter. 
Pipes have been laid from Long island to Rainsford island, 
3,600 feet of 4-inch pipe on the islands, and 2,200 feet of 
3-inch wrought-iron pipe across the channel. 

The distribution system of the Mystic works has been ex- 
tended 4.3 miles and 5.36 miles have been relaid, generally 
with pipe of larger size. The length of mains now con- 
nected with these works is 164.8 miles, of which 39.1 miles 
are maintained by the city of Boston, the remainder being 
under the control of other municipalities. 

Two hundred and forty-nine hydrants have been estab- 
lished in the Cochituate and 83 in the Mystic works, making 
the total number now in use on the combined supplies 7,348. 

Contracts have been made for pipes for an additional 30- 
inch main in Dorchester avenue and D street from Swett 
street to Congress street for the improvement of the supply 
in South Boston, and for an additional main to reinforce the 
present supply for the Brighton district. 

Pipes for an additional force main, 36 inches in diameter, 
between the Chestnut Hill Pumping-station and Fisher Hill 
reservoir, and for the extension of the 24-inch low service 
main in Dorchester are on hand and the mains will be laid 
during the coming season. 

Twenty-five contracts for rock excavation were made dur- 
ing the year. Two hundred and sixteen petitions for main 
pipe extensions were reported upon in regard to grade of 
street, size of main, and cost of laying. 

The pipe laid during the year has been measured, the 
gates and hydrants located and plotted on the plans. 

The records from the four pumping-stations, the lakes, 
reservoirs, the Mystic sewer, and the returns from the pipe 
foundries, etc., have been carefully recorded. 

Appended to this report will be found the usual tables of 
rainfall, consumption, yield of water-sheds, ete. 
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Diagram showing the rainfall ancl daily average Consumption 
foi each month.

IMPROVED SEWERAGE. 


The work of extending the Improved Sewerage System 
has been continued as fast as the limited appropriation would 
admit, and the following is a brief review of the work done 
during the past year. 

The condition of the appropriation on Feb. 1, 1894 was 
as follows:

DorcHESTER Districr SEWER. 


Excellent progress has been made on the Dorchester In- 
tercepting Sewer, 2,650 linear feet having been completed 
during the year. The work has been done entirely by day 
labor and embraced parts of Sections 6, 7, and 8. During 
the summer months construction bas been carried on in the 
low marsh land, while in cold weather the sewer was built 
in a deep cutting. The sewer is of brick, 4 feet 6 inches in 
diameter, laid on an inclination of 1 in 2,500. The work in 
general presented no features of particular interest. 

To complete the Dorchester Intercepting Sewer to Granite 
avenue, 800 linear feet of sewer, a siphon, etc., at Davenport 
brook, and the connections at Granite avenue remain to be 
built. This work will cost $20,000 in a few months. When 
it is completed the Intercepting Sewer can be utilized as far 
as Granite avenue, and the very offensive common sewer, 
now entering the Neponset river at that point will be inter- 
cepted, and its sewage carried to Moon Island. 

Above Granite avenue, it will be necessary to build 3,600 
linear feet of sewer, at a cost of $45,000, to connect with 
Section 10, Dorchester (already built in Adams street, from 
Baker’s court to Butler street). The sewage of Milton 
Lower Mills can then be carried down the intercepting 
sewer. There will still remain 1,400 linear feet of sewer 
to be constructed to reach Central avenue; this latter work 
is almost entirely in rock and will cost $25,000. This work 
is all very necessary, the pollution of the Neponset river 
at Granite avenue is evident to all, and the need of better 
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sewerage facilities for the thickly-settled districts about 
Milton Lower Mills and Central avenue is unquestionable. 


OuTFALL SEWER. 


Since the date of the last annual report Section 3 C, Outfall, 
has been entirely completed by the contractors, Messrs. 
Perkins & White. The work done in 1893 comprised trim- 
ming up the slopes of the embankment, grading, surfacing 
the street, and building the fence. 

In March 1894, the contractor, Hugh Farrel finished the 
work of removing the temporary wooden flume which has 
carried the sewage from Squantum to Moon Island from the 
opening of the present Improved Sewerage System until 
November, 1892, when the sewer in the embankment was 
completed. 

The flume at its easterly end, had served as a protection 
to the embankment, from the action of the waters of Quincy 
bay, and upon its removal it was found necessary to lay rip- 
rap for a distance of 900 feet along the foot of the slope of 
the embankment. This work was done by Messrs. Perkins 
& White, at a cost of $1,875. 

The contractors for building the embankment from the 
Squantum shore to the east slope of the tunnel have made 
fair progress and but little work remains to be done. 6,300 
yards earth filling have been deposited in place, 953 cubic 
yards rip-rap and 730 cubic yards ballast have been laid.

THe Fens. 


Filling. — 'The land needed for widening Tremont en- 
trance on its easterly side has been acquired; filling was 
purchased from various parties and the land graded. The 
amount of filling was 5,937 cubic yards. 

The completion of the new Administration building on 
Audubon road having made the use of the temporary yard 
and buildings at Westland entrance unnecessary, these 
buildings were removed and the grounds graded and 
planted. 

Roadway and Walks. — Austin Ford & Son, under a 
contract dated January 9, 1893, delivered 2,262 lin. feet of 
curbstone at $1.53 per_lin. foot. This has all been set ex- 
cept the portion on the easterly side of Tremont entrance, 
where the filling has recently been done. The roadway 
from Huntington avenue, through Tremont entrance and 
along the Fenway to Brookline avenue, has been surfaced. 
There remains to be done a short section of roadway on the 
easterly side of Tremont entrance and the walk from Tre- 
mont entrance to Fen bridge to complete the Fens, with 
the exception of the part north of Beacon street, and the 
buildings at the yard near Audubon road. 

Electric Lighting. -- On October 7, a contract was made 
with the Boston Electric Light Company for lighting the 
Fens. Under this contract the company is to furnish 45 
are lights of 2,000-candle power each, and is to lay under- 
ground cables for the same, and furnish and erect the 
lamp-posts. The work was begun on December 1, but is 
not yet finished. 

Miscellaneous. — The floor of the Charlesgate bridge has 
been renewed and the gates in the Stony brook gate-chamber 
repaired. 


Stony Brook AND Muppy River CovERED CHANNELS. 


These channels remain in the same condition as they were 
a year ago, except that a portion of the Muddy-river conduit 
has been cleaned of deposit. The damaged section of this 
conduit should be rebuilt at once. The brook channels in 
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the town of Brookline have been improved recently, and the 
amount of water liable to be discharged into this conduit is 
much greater than formerly. 


THE RIVERWAY. 


Filling, Grading, and Loam. — The work of filling and 
grading is substantially completed, with the exception of the 
section north of the channel. The Boston & Albany Rail- 
road Company delivered 58,730 cubic yards of gravel at 70 
cents per cubic yard. On December 5, a contract was made 
with James Killian for doing the filling required north of the 
channel, and on Audubon road between Brookline avenue 
and Beacon street. This work is now in progress. 

The work of transporting loam from Basin 6, of the Boston 
Water Works, under the contract with the Boston G Albany 
Railroad Company, has been completed. The total amount 
of loam delivered was 24,945 cubic yards, at a cost of 
$23,963.94. 

In addition to the above, 1,778 cubic yards of loam were 
purchased from other parties, at a cost of $1,500. 

A contract was made on March 24, with Moulton & 
O’Mahoney for distributing the loam delivered by the rail- 
road company. The work has been finished, and the amount 
of loam moved by them was 22,480 cubic yards, at the price 
of 25 cents per cubic yard. 

Bridges. — The Bellevue-street bridge has been com- 
pleted. This is a masonry arch carrying the driveway and 
walks over the water-way. The foundation is of concrete, 
the face-walls of seam-faced granite, and the coping of red 
granite; the arch is of brick above, and of granite below the 
surface of the water. The width of the bridge at a right 
angle to the line of the drive is 47 feet, and the span 44 feet. 
The arch is segmental in form, the radius being 23 feet and 
the rise 15 feet. The springing line is at grade 2.5 above 
city base, or 8.5 feet below the surface of the water. The 
cost of the bridge was $14,460.89, one-half of which was 
paid by the city of Boston and one-half by the town of 
Brookline. 

The bridge on Tremont street has also been finished. It 
has a length on the line of the channel of 170 feet, and a 
span of 15 feet, the arch having a radius of 7.5 feet. The 
character of the work is the same as that of the Bellevue- 
street bridge. Cost, $23,755.50; one-half paid by Boston. 

Foot-bridges near Bernier Street. —' Two bridges connect 
the Parkway near Bernier street with the walk on the Brook- 
line bank of the river near the railroad station. One of

these bridges is over the bridle-path andi: is entirely in 
Boston; it is a semicircular arch of 38 feet 4 inches span 
and 14 feet width to outside of parapets. The foundations 
are of concrete and the exposed face-walls of seam-faced 
granite; the arch is of brick, the face brick being buff 
colored; the coping is of red granite. The grade of the 
easterly approach to the bridge is about 9 feet higher than 
the westerly approach, and the connection is made by steps 
leading from the top of the bridge to the lower walk. 

The bridge over the channel has a span 52 feet, the radius 
of the curve of the arch. being 31 feet 9 inches. The 
masonry is of the same character as that of the bridge over 
the bridle-path, except that the face-brick work is of red 
brick, and there is to be an iron railing instead of a masonry 
parapet. Both of these bridges were built under a contract 
with Leavitt, Dailey, & Crockett, dated March 20, 1893. 
One-half of the cost of the bridge over the channel was paid 
by the town of Brookline; the balance of this, and the whole 
of the cost of the bridge over the bridle-path, was paid by 
the city of Boston. 

These bridges were built under the direction of Mr. A. H. 
French, C.E., engineer for the Brookline Park Commis- 
sioners. The working plans were prepared by Mr. French, 
in consultation with this Department, from designs furnished 
by Messrs Olmstead, Olmstead, & Eliot, and Shepley, 
Rutan, & Coolidge. 

Bridle-path Bridge. —On October 23, a contract was 
made with Johnson Brothers for the erection of a bridge 
over the channel to connect the bridle-path on the easterly 
side with Audubon road. Work on this bridge is now in 
progress. 

Audubon-road , Bridge. —This bridge is over the Brook- 
line branch of the Boston & Albany Railroad. It is'a plate 
girder deck bridge, of a span of 87 feet and a width of 100 
feet. It is ona slight skew. The abutments are of granite 
ashlar masonry with foundations of concrete; they were 
built under a contract with Jones & Meehan, dated January 
13. The work is nearly finished. 

The ironwork of the superstructure was erected by the 
Boston Bridge Works, at a cost of $8,636.40. 

A wooden floor has been laid on the roadway, under a 
contract with Josiah Shaw, at a cost of $1,352.60. 

The sidewalk floors and the railing have not been buile: 

Retaining-walls. — Walls four feet in height and of a 
combined length of 543 feet have been built on outer line 
of the Parkway in front of four estates, between Long- 
wood avenue and Francis street. These walls were built by 
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James Killian, under a contract dated June 26, at a cost of 
$4,771.63. 

Drainage. — Drains and catch-basins have been built for 
collecting the surface-water from the drives, walks, and 
slopes. The water is discharged into the channel. There 
have been built 49 catch- basins and 3,750 lin. feet of drains. 

Surfacing Drives, Ride, and Walks. — Owing to delay in 
completing the filling and grading, work was not begun on 
the surfacing until August, when a large force was transferred 
from the Street Department to this wor k. Before winter 
set in, the gutters were paved and the drive and ride sur- 
faced from the Fens to Tremont street. But little has been 
done on the walks. The area of gutters paved was 5,800 
sq. yards; of drive surfaced, 23,948 sq. yards; and of ride 
surfaced, 16,000 sq. yards. There were purchased from 
various parties 6,710 cubic yards of stone for Telford found- 
ation, and a large amount of stone found on the ground was 
also used for this purpose. There were also purchased 
4,025 tons of crushed stone. 

Ten thousand two hundred and twelve tons of stone were 
purchased during the year and delivered at the crusher at 
the Fens. About 6,000 tons of this stone was used, after 
being crushed, at Muddy river, and the balance used at the 
Fens or stored in piles for future use. The prices paid have 
been $1.00 to $1.25 for stone for foundations; $1.80 and 
$1.90 per ton for crushed stone; and 60 cents to 894 cents 
per ton for stone delivered at the crusher. 

The driveway was open to travel, as far as Tremont street, 
on November 26, and about the same time the driveway on 
the Brookline side, between Tremont street and Chestnut 
street, was opened, thus giving a continuous park drive from 
Beacon street nearly to Jamaica pond. 

Administration Building. — This building was completed 
early in the season, and is now occupied as the headquarters 
for the Fens, Muddy river, and Leverett park. 


LEVERETT PARK. 


Grading. — Work under the contract with Moulton & 
O’Mahoney is still in progress. The chain of ponds in the 
ground to be occupied by the Natural History Society have 
been completed, also Willow pond and Ward’s pond. A 
large amount of work has been done by the park force along 
thes line of the brook, but much remains to be done. 

There is also some heavy grading work to be done in con- 
nection with the changing of the location and grade of 
Perkins and Chestnut streets. — 
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Bridges. —'Three small bridges of masonry and: one cul- 
vert on the line of the brook have been built under the con- 
tract with Kelly & Q’Hearn, dated Aug. 27, 1892. These 
are small structures, and serve to carry walks and a drive 
over the brook. They were built under the direction of 
Mr. A. H. French, C.E., engineer for the Brookline Park 
Commissioners, they being on the boundary line between 
the city and town. One-half of the cost was paid by the 
city, its payment amounting to $5,587.23. 

Drainage. — Two thousand three hundred and four lin. 
feet of drains and twenty-nine catch-basins have been built 
for collecting surface- water, and dischar ging it into the chan- 
nel or upon the surface of the ground, where it can be done 
without injury. 

One thousand one hundred and fifty lin. feet of drains, 
with nine gates and three manholes, have been built for con- 
trolling the flow of water in the small ponds. 

Surfacing Roads, Walks, and Ride. — The gutters have 
been paved, the roadway ballasted and covered with crushed 
stone for a distance of about 1,800 feet southerly from 
Tremont street, but owing to the coming on of winter the 
work was not finished. A crusher has been set up at the 
ledge on the line of the drive, about 2,000 feet southerly 
from Tremont street, and the work of quarrying and crush- 
ing the stone is now in progress. It is intended to use this 
stone on the Parkway, between Tremont and South streets. 

Miscellaneous. — A considerable area has been planted. 
About 1,000 lin. feet of 6-in. water-pipe have been laid con- 
necting with the main pipe of the Jamaica Pond Aqueduct 
Company, and two stand-pipes erected for supplying water 
for road-sprinkling. 


JAMAICA PARK. 


Grading. — Work under the contract with Saucier Bros. 
is still in progress, but is very near completion. The old 
buildings on the line of the Parkway, on the easterly side of 
of the pond, with the exception of two, have been removed. 
The unoccupied grounds on the westerly side of the pond 
have been cleared, the cellars filled, ete. 

Water-pipes.— Water-pipes have been laid along the 
Parkway by the Water Department, for supplying abutting 
estates with city water; also pipes have been laid for utiliz- 
ing the water of Jamaica, pond for road-sprinkling and for 
supplying the ponds in Franklin Park. The latter pipes 
have been laid at the expense of the Park Department, and 
the length laid is 700 lin. feet. 
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ARBORWAY. 


Grading. — The section between Pond street and Centre 
street is being graded by Saucier Bros., in connection with 
the grading at Jamaica park. 

On February 27 a contract was made with Audrew Car- 
berry for grading the park drive and ride on the easterly side 
ofthe Arboretum. The work was completed, but as additional 
filling was necessary, another contract was made with him, 
on November 1, for excavating the traffic road on the same 
section of Arborway. This work is now in progress. 

On December 12, 1892, a contract was made with Newell 
& Snowling for doing the earth grading required on the sec- 
tion between Washington and Forest Hills streets. This 
work has been completed, the amount paid the contractors 
being $7,907.64. A ledge on this section is now being 
removed by the Department force. 

Drainage. —'The contract for building the drain to carry 
the water of the brook which comes from west of Pond street 
to the Arboretum having been abandoned, a new contract 
for completing the work was made on June 19, with H. P. 
Nawn. The work has been finished at a cost, including the 
amount paid the first contractor, of $13,961.44. 

Bridge over Stony Brook. —On April 10, a contract was 
made with William L. Miller for building a temporary bridge 
to carry the Arborway over Stony brook. The bridge is of 
wood. The abutments are of vulcanized spruce piles, 
spaced three feet apart, and covered on the back with 3-in. 
vulcanized hard-pine plank. 

Anchor piles were driven 15 feet back from the abut- 
ments, with which they were connected by j-in. iron 
rods. 

The floor of the bridge is of 8 x 16 in. vuleanized hard- 
pine stringers, covered with 4-in. vulcanized hard-pine and 
2.in. spruce plank. ‘The span of the bridge is 26 feet, and 
the length on the line of the brook 222 feet. The work was 
completed at a cost of $4,284. 

Water-pipes. — Water-pipes, both for city water and for 
Jamaica Pond water, have been laid between Pond and 
Centre streets and between Washington and Forest Hills 
streets. The length of pipe laid for the Park Department 
was 1,425 feet of 8-in. pipe and 1,400 feet of 10-in. pipe. 

Surfacing Drive, Ride, and Walks. — A small amount of 
surfacing has been done near the Centre-street entrance to 
the Arboretum, in addition to the portion done in 1892. | 
The ground at this point has been graded by the Depart-. 
ment force. . 
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DORCHESTERWAY. 


Grading. — A contract was made on February 20 with 
John Cavanagh & Co. for grading a portion of the Dor- 
chesterway. A small amount of work remains to be done 
under this contract. 

On the same date a contract was made with Collins & 
Ham for filling the remaining portion as far as the Old 
Colony Railroad. This work is still in progress. 

Surfacing Drive and Walks. — Work was begun late in 
the fall near Five Corners, but nothing was brought to 
a finish before work was stopped on account of cold 
weather. 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


The work of construction at the Arboretum during the 
year has been the excavation of the channel for the brook 
from the outlet of the covered drain near Centre street, and 
the completion of the culvert under the drive on the line of 
this brook, the excavation for the brook near the foot of 
the northerly slope of Bussey hill, the completing of the 
grading of the top of Bussey hill, and the grading of the 
slopes adjoining the line of Arborway. 


FRANKLIN Park. 
Drives, ides, and Walks. — The roadway of the Circuit 


drive and of the Morton-street entrance have been finished 
and were opened to travel on November 12. The walks in 
the vicinity of Circuit drive are nearly finished. The length 
of this drive is 2, miles. 

Schoolmaster fill. —The roof of the Shelter has been 
covered with tiles, under the direction of the City Architect, 
and granolithic walks have been constructed in the Shelter, 
arbors, and bowers. 

Scarboro’ Pond. —~ The excavation of this pond has been 
completed, except such as may be needed at the connection 
between it and the pond near. Abbotswood. The total 
amount paid the eontraetors for this work was $24,067.44. 
When filled to the summer level, this pond will have an area 
of 7 acres and a depth of 8 feet, but provision is made for 
maintaining the depth at 4 feet in the winter, when the pond 
is used for skating ; at the outlet near Morton street there is 
a chamber provided with stop-plank for regulating the height 
of the water; there is also a gate, by the opening of which 
the pond can be entirely emptied. 

bLridges. — There are two bridges across Searboro’ pond. 
The one supporting the Circuit drive has been finished. — It 
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was built by Johnson Bros., under a contract dated June 5, 
and cost $10,864. This bridge is an elliptical arch of 30 
feet span and 6 feet three inches rise. The width of the 
bridge at right angles to the line of the drive is 57 feet. 
The abutments consist of a faci ‘ing of granite ashlar backed by 
American cement concrete. The face-walls above the water 
level. and the voussoirs of the arch, are of seam-faced 
granite; the interior of the arch is of brick; the coping is 
of Braintree red granite. 

The other bridge supports a footpath, and is also an ellip- 
tical arch, the span being 40 feet, the rise 8 feet 3 inches, 
and the width between parapets 10 feet. On each corner 
there are bays, semi-octagonal in plan. The face-work is of 
quarry-faced Roxbury stone, and the coping is to be of red 
granite. The arches are to be of brick. The bridge has 
been built by the employees of the Park Department. 

Ellicott Cottage. — This building is located just west of 
Ellicott Arch, and is intended for the accommodation of 
those using the Ellicottdale playground. It contains toilet, 
dressing, Nits bath rooms, and a room for checking clothe 
ing and other articles. It is being built by Charles H. 
Dodge under the direction of Messrs. Rotch & Tilden, archi- 
tects. 

A water-pipe has been laid by the Water Department 
from Forest Hill street to this building. It will be necessary 
to build a sewer from the building to the Washington-street 
sewer before it can be used. 

Propagating-house and Nursery. — As the temporary 
propaugating-bouse was located on the line of Circuit drive, it 
was necessary to remove it. A new house was therefore built 
on a portion of the proposed Nursery ground. It consists 
of a head-house 53 x 24 feet, containing heating-apparatus, 
potting-floor, storage-rooms, etc. Adjoining this, on the 
southerly side, are two glass houses, each 45 & 20 feet. A 
4-in. water-pipe has been laid from Morton street to this 
building. 

A small force has been employed during the winter in 
clearing the Nursery grounds of boulders. 

Seaver Street. — Work was begun early in the season on 
the section of Seaver street between Blue Hill avenue and 
Maple street, and on September 1, a contract was made 
with H. P. Nawn for the grading of the remaining portion 
of the improvement of the street. The work is now in 
progress. 

Miscellaneous. — The number of sheep is now 150. In 
the fall 90 were sold. 

The following table shows some of the principal items of 
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work completed at Franklin park. It is not a complete 
statement, as much of the work done cannot be classified.

FRANKLIN FIELD. 


The contract for excavating the drainage ditch around the 
northerly and easterly sides of the field was abandoned by 
the contractor and the work was completed by a force em- 


ployed by the day. The same force has also finished the 
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construction of the under-drains and catch-basins in the 
meadow land. The meadow has been cleared of trees,- 
stumps, and boulders, and the old ditches filled. The stone 
removed has been broken and piled on a portion of the up- 
land, to be used for constructing drives and walks. The 
meadow has been ploughed, and it is intended that the 
ground shall be cultivated during the coming summer and 
seeded to grass in the fall. 

A small area of the upland was prepared for cricket-play- 
ing by the Boston Cricket Club, at its own expense, and 
was considerably used during the season. 

The following table is a statement of the work done for 
the purpose of draining the meadow, the area of which is 
about forty-three acres:

DORCHESTER PARK. 


No work has been done at this park during the year. 
A topographical survey is now being made for the use of 
the Landscape Architects in preparing plans for laying out 
the park. 

Marine Park. 


Filling and Grading. — The filling done under the con- 
tract with Perkins & White, dated September 10, 1890, has 
been completed. The total amount deposited was 404,691 
cubic yards, at 538 cents per cubic yard. The regrading of 
the shore south of Broadway, under the contract with Per- 
kins & White, dated April 27, 1892, has been finished, at a 
cost of $10,246.95. 

Surfacing Drive and Walks. —On April 24, a contract 
was made with Perkins & White for furnishing paving-blocks 
for the drive along the shore between Broadway and Sixth 
street. Under this contract 60,256 were delivered, at 
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~ $41.25 per thousand. Another contract was made with the 
same parties on May 17 for furnishing crushed stone. This 
work is nearly completed. 

One thousand four hundred and ninety-two square yards 
of gutters have been paved, 1,148 linear feet of drains laid, 
and nine catch-basins built for draining this section. The 
portion of the wooden pier crossing the drive is now being 
removed, and the drive will be finished early in the coming 
season. 

In June the Farragut statue was erected opposite the foot 
of Broadway, and the ground around it put in order. 

A plank-walk fifteen feet wide has been built from Broad- 
way to the Castle-island bridge, and the electric lamps which 
were along the shore from the end of First street have been: 
relocated along this walk. 

The painting of the iron pier has been finished. 


CASTLE ISLAND. 


All of the old buildings on the island, except the hospital 
and the building formerly occupied by the commander of the 
garrison, have been removed. 

A water-pipe has been laid from Q street across the upland 
and flats to the island and a drinking-fountain erected. 
Provision is also made for another fountain. 

A shelter tent was purchased, and, during the warm 
weather, was pitched on the sloping gr ound east of the fort. 


Woop IsuAnp PARK. 


Drainage. — On July 3, a contract was made with Burnett 
Bros. for constructing drains and catch-basins for carrying 
off the surface-water from the playground. The work was 
completed October 18, at a cost of $3,045.18. 

Another contract was made with Edward F. Brigham on 
December 5, for building drains, to convey the sewage from 
the buildings. This work is nearly finished. 

Grading. —- On October 2, a contract was made with 
O’Connor & White for doing all the excavation required for 
grading on the upland. This work is now in progress. 

Buildings. — Contracts were made on October 30, with 
Charles H. Dodge for building the Athletic Field House at 
the boys’ playground and with Joseph Ross for building a 
section of the bath-house. These buildings will be com- 
pleted early in the season. They are being erected under 
the direction of the architects, Messrs. Sturgis & Cabot. 
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CHARLESBANK. 


Men's Gymnasium. — The use of the grounds for skating 
was continued until February 15, 1893, when the weather 
became so warm that ice could not be maintained. The 
total attendance to that date, during the skating season, was 
17,143, an average of 745 per day; of this number, 5,118 
attended during February. 

The gymnasium remained closed from February 15, to 


April 21, and during this*time the grounds and apparatus. 


were put in thorough repair. Some slight changes were 
made in the erounds, and a hydrant was placed by the Water 
Department for use in sprinkling the cinder track and for 
flooding the grounds in winter. 

The gymnasium was opened for the season on April 21, 
and from May 22, to November 1, it was open evenings 
until 9 o’clock. From April 21, to December 2, the gym- 
nasium was open for gymnastic and athletic exercises 180 
days, with a total attendance of 154,907, an average of 861 
per day. 

The grounds were not used from December 2, to January. 
13, when they were opened for skating. The attendance 
during 7 days in January, the only days when ice was avail- 
able for skating, was 15,540, an average of 2,270. The 
largest attendance on one day was on January 14, when 
5,166 were admitted. This is the largest number ever ad- 
mitted to the grounds in one day. 

There were four accidents during the year, but none of a 
serious nature. 

Women’s Gymnasium and Girls’ Playground. — These 
were opened on May 15, and closed on October 31. They 
were in charge, as heretofore, of the Massachusetts Emer- 
gency and Hygiene Association. The report of this associa- 
tion gives all matters of interest concerning the work here. 
During the warm weather an awning was stretched over the 


framework which supports the gymnastic apparatus. 


CHARLESTOWN HEIGHTS. 


The grading of the grounds has been finished, and they 
have been planted or seeded ; granite steps have been built 
where required on the hillside and the walks have been 
surfaced. 

A building for the accommodation of the public is now 
being erected, under the direction of the architects, Messrs. 
Walker & Kimball. With the completion of this building 
this park will be entirely finished.

CHARLESTOWN PLAYGROUND. 


Nothing has been done at this ground during the year 
except to supervise the dumping of ashes and earth, a large 
amount of which has been delivered without charge to the 
department. 

At the present rate of filling it is probable that the entire 
area will be filled by the spring of 1895. 

The drains which formerly discharged into the old mill- 
pond have been connected with a new sewer in Alford street, 
thus abating a very great nuisance. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Surveys have been made of the land taken fora park at 
the North End, and a plan, showing lines and grades of the 
present surface, has been prepared for the use of the Land- 
scape Architects. 

Surveys have been made of three alternative lines fora 
proposed parkway to connect the Arboretum and Franklin 
park with the proposed reservation at Muddy pond woods.

[FROM THE CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT TO THE STREET 
DEPARTMENT. | 


Str: I herewith submit the following report of the work 
done under my direction for the Street Department during 
the year 1893: 

The following are the principal items of work done: 

Block stone paving on a concrete base laid with pitch 
joints, 569.5 square yards, at an average cost of about $4.75 
per square yard. 

Block stone paving on a gravel Gate laid with pitch joints, 
1,816.5 square yards, at an average cost of about $3.50 per 
square yard. 

Block stone paving on a oravel base with gravel joints, 
24,583.8 square yards, at an average cost of about $3 per 
square yard. 

Trinidad sheet asphalt on a concrete base, 7,361.3 square 

yards, at an average cost of about $3.75 per square yard. 

Sicilian rock asphalt on a concrete base, 2,734.5 square 
yards, at an average cost of about $3.75 per square yard. 

Edgestones set, 15,765 linear feet. Brick sidewalks laid, 
11,124 square yards. Flagging crosswalks laid, 847 square 
yards. | 

The following is a statement of the streets paved, for 
which plans were made, lines and grades given, and the 
work supervised : 

Arch Street. — From Milk street to Franklin street was 
resurfaced above the old concrete base, with ‘Trinidad 
asphalt, by the Barber Asphalt Company. The surface re- 
moved was asphalt. 

Beacon Street. — From Tremont to Bowdoin street was 
paved with granite blocks, with pitch joints, on a gravel 
base. The surface removed was macadam. The edgestones 
were reset and brick sidewalks put in order; contractor, 
F. H. Cowin & Co. Two new eatch-basins were built, one 
on Somerset street and one on Beacon street. 

Beacon Street. — From Gloucester street to Massachusetts 
avenue was paved with Trinidad asphalt by the Barber As- 
phalt Company. The concrete base was laid by the Metro- 
politan Construction Company, and edgestones and sidewalks 
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put in order by F. H. Cowin & Co. The surface removed 
was macadam. 

Bennington Street, Fast Boston. — From Marion to Chel- 
sea street was paved with granite blocks on a gravel base. 
The edgestones were reset and brick sidewalks put in order. 


The surface removed was macadam. Contractors, Doherty 
& O’Leary. The street railroad was relocated, anc the 
edgestones set on new lines. Three new catch-basins were 
built. 

Carver Street. — From Eliot to Pleasant street was paved 
with granite blocks on a gravel base. The edgestones and 
sidewalks were put in order. The surface removed was 
cobble pavement. Contractors, F. H. Cowin & Co. 

Condor Street, Hast Boston. — From Border to Meridian 
street was paved with granite blocks on a gravel base. The 
edgestones and sidewalks were put in order. The surface 
removed was macadam. Contractors, Doherty & O'Leary 

Cove Street. — From South to Kneeland street was paved 
with granite blocks on a gravel base and the edgestones and 
brick sidewalk put in order. The old cobble-stones were 
removed by J. J. Sullivan, and the remainder of the work 
was done by the Street Department. The surface removed 
was cobble pavement. 

Dwight Street. —From Tremont to Shawmut avenue was 
paved with natural rock sheet asphalt by H. Gore & Co. 
The concrete base was laid by the Metropolitan Construc- 
tion Company. The surface removed was macadam. One 
new catch-basin was built. 

Kast Sixth Street, South Boston. — From K to L street 
was paved with granite blocks on a gravel base, and the 
edgestones and sidewalks were put in order. The surface 
removed was macadam. Contractors, H. Gore & Co. 

Hechange Street. — From State street to Dock square was 
paved with granite blocks with pitch joints on a concrete 
base. The old granite paving blocks were removed by J. 
J. Sullivan. The concrete base was laid by the Metropoli- 
tan Construction Company, and the paving and brick side- 
walks were laid by F. H. Cowin & Co. 

Fay Street. — From Dover street to Harrison avenue was 
put in order for paving with natural rock asphalt on cobble- 
stones. On account of the lateness of the season, before the 
sewer and gas pipes were put in condition, the asphalt was 
not laid. Contractors, H. Gore & Co. The edgestones : and 
brick sidewalks were put in order. 

Fulton Place. — From Fulton to North street was paved 
with granite blocks on a gravel base, and the edgestones

— From Gerard street westerly 318 feet 
was paved with granite blocks on a gravel base; edgestones 
were set and gravel sidewalks built. The surface removed 
was gravel, Contractors, Doherty & O’Leary 

Market Street. — From Merrimac street to Portland 
street was paved with granite blocks on a gravel base; and 
the edgestones and brick sidewalks were put in order. The 
surface removed was macadam. Contr: actors, H. Gore & Co. 

Maverick Street. — From New street to Border street was 
paved with granite blocks on a gravel base, and the edge- 
stones and brick sidewalks were put in order. The surface 
removed was cobble pavement. Contractors, Doherty & 
O’Leary. 

Mystic Avenue. — From Main street to Boston & Maine 
Railroad bridge was paved with granite blocks on a gravel 
base. The edgestones and brick sidewalks were put in 
order. The surface removed was macadam. Contractor, 
P. Brennan. 

New Street, Hast Boston. — From Maverick street south- 
erly 281 feet was paved with granite blocks on a gravel 
hase, and the edgestones and_ brick sidewalks were put 
in order. The surface removed was cobble-stone paving. 
Contractors, Doherty & O’Leary. 

North Hudson Street. — From Hull street to Snow Hill 
street was macadamized. The gutters were paved, edgestones 
were set, and the sidewalks were paved with brick. The 
surface removed was gravel. Contractor, D. N. Payson. 

Park Street, Charlestown. — From City square to Warren 
street was paved with granite blocks on a gravel base. The 
street was widened, and the work of paving is not quite com- 
plete on account of the unfinished. condition of new build- 
ings. The street railroad was regraded. The edgestones 
were reset and brick sidewalks were put in order. Surface 
removed was granite-block paving. Contractor, P. Bren- 
nan. 

Parmenter Street. — From Hanover street to Salem street 
was paved with Trinidad asphalt by the Barber Asphalt 
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Company. The concrete base was laid by the Metropoli- 
tan Construction Company. The former surface was a so- 
called asphalt pavement. The sidewalks were in good 
condition. 

Rutherford Avenue, Charlestown. — From Allen street to 
Cambridge street was paved with granite blocks on a gravel 
base, and the edgestones and brick sidewalks were put in 
order. The surface removed was macadam. One new catch- 
basin was built. The contractor was John Turner & Co. 

South Eden Street, Charlestown. — From Hancock square 
to Rutherford avenue was paved with granite blocks on a 
gravel base; the edgestones and brick sidewalks were put 
in order. The surface removed was cobble-stone pavement. 
Contractors, John Turner & Co. 

South Margin Street. — From Pitts street to Prospect 
street was paved with granite blocks on a gravel base. The 
old cobble stones were removed by J. J. Sullivan and 
the work of paving was done by the Street Department. 
The edgestones and brick sidewalks were put inorder. Two 
new catch-basins were built. 

Spring Lane. — From Washington street to Devonshire 
street. ‘This lane has been discontinued as a w ay for teams, 
and is used for foot travel only. It was regraded and paved 
with Hastings’ compressed asphalt blocks, laid on a con- 
crete base. The base was laid by the Metropolitan Con- 
struction Company, and the paving was done by J. ‘Turner 
& Co. The surface removed was a granite paved roadway 
with brick sidewalks. One new catch-basin and one drop 
inlet were built. 

Wesley Street, Charlestown. — From Sullivan street to 
Pearl street was paved with granite blocks on a gravel base. 
Edgestones were set and the brick sidewalks were put in 
order. The surface removed was cobble pavement. Con- 
tractor, P. Brennan. 

W. Broadway, South Boston. — From Gardner place 150 
feet easterly was paved with natural rock asphalt on a con- 
crete base, by H. Gore & Co. The surface removed was 
granite block pavement. Edgestones were reset and the 
brick sidewalks were put in order. 


The work of properly adapting the grades of street rail- 
roads to the surface of the street has taken much time and 
labor. The success of new pavements depends upon this 
being carefully done, and it cannot be properly done with- 
out also arranging the grades for paving, even if the paving 
is not done at the same time. Grade plans have been pre- 
pared and given to the railroads in the following cases :

Washington Street, West Itoxbury.— Plans for a retain- 
ing-wall, with two sets of entrance steps were made, and 
the construction supervised. 

West Chester Park.— Bridge over Boston & Albany 
Railroad, and approaches were regraded. (See special re- 
Hort, p.275) 

Bushnell-Street Hxtension. — Plan for construction made. 

LS and bridge. A plan for 
a wooden fence on the bulkhead was made, and the work 
supervised. The work was done by the Street Department ; 
also, plans were made for iron fences on two retaining-walls 
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on the same street. The iron fence was built by George W. 


McLauthlin & Co., at a cost of $276. 

Congress Street. — From A street to L-street bridge. A 
plan for a plank sidewalk and fence was made. The work 
was begun by the Bridge Division of the Street Department, 
and was unfinished at the close of the working season. 

Athens Street and I Street. — Plans showing condition of 
old so-called asphalt pavement have been made.

Surveys, 
plan, and estimate for plank sidewalk and fence were made. 

Dorchester Avenue. — Near Washington street (Dorches- 
ter Lower Mills). Estimates were made of the cost of build- 
ing two retaining-walls. 

A very large number of preliminary estimates have been 
made for paving and improving streets. 


New STREETS. 


In September four contracts were made by the Street 
Department for building streets, under the provisions of 
chapter 323 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1891, as 
amended by chapter 418 of the Acts of 1892, by which the 
entire expense of construction is borne by the abutters. In 
these streets, sewer, gas, and water pipes, with house connec- 
tions to the sidewalk, are laid in advance of the street con- 
struction. 

Batavia Street. — About 936 feet long; this street was 
built by James Grant & Co., at a total cost of $7,809.39. 

Miner Street. — About 319 feet long; is still incomplete, 
the construction of two retaining-walls delaying the work 
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until the winter prevented its completion. The work is sub- 
stantially completed with the exception of rolling and finish- 
ing the roadway. A retaining-wall was built ext to the 
Brookline branch of the Boston & Albany Railroad, at the 
end of the street, and another against the back-yard of a 
house, where the right to slope the filling could not be ob- 
tained. These walls were built by John Sutherland, and 
cost $1,298.35 and $875.90, respectively. 

Bay State Load. — From Raleigh street to Sherborn 
street, 1,389 feet long, and 

Deerfield Street. — From Commonwealth avenue to 
Charles river, 572 feet long, are still incomplete. The con- 
tractor is James Killian. These two streets have a macadam 
roadway with gravel sidewalks. Batavia and Miner streets 
have a Telford base with brick sidewalks. 

Commonwealth Avenue. — Work has been carried on 
during the entire year, on the construction of Common- 
wealth avenue. The contract for filling one roadway be- 
tween Brookline and Brighton avenues, by the Boston Con- 
tracting Company, was completed i in September, 1893. 

The total amount of filling deposited, under the contract, 
was 161,119 cubic yards. For 46,640 cubic yards of this 
amount, AY} cents per cubic yard was paid, amounting to 
$23,086.80. Under the modification of the contract, dated 
October 1, 1892, 114,832 cubic yards of filling was delivered 
at 37 cents per cubic yard, for transportation, loading, and 
unloading, amounting to $42,487.84, the city buying the 
filling directly from the owners of the gravel bank. InJuly 
the contract was extended to include about 30,000 cubic 
yards of material to be deposited near Cottage Farm bridge, 
on space that had been acquired by the city since the date of 
the original contract. Including the sum of $7,000 paid the 
contractors, by order of the City Government, to reimburse 
them for extraordinary losses on account of displacement of 
material in the hollow near Cottage Farm bridge, the whole 
amount paid to the contractors was $72,444.03. 

In April a contract was made with Robert A. Davis for 
building a section of the Telford foundation of the northerly 
roadway, about 1,500 ft. long, between Brookline avenue 
and Granby street. This is a heavy Telford road. The 
city furnished edgestones and granite blocks for gutters. 
The contract did not include furnishing broken stone for the 
surface, or the labour upon it. The amount paid under this 
contract was $15,010.37. 

In July a similar contract was made with F. H. Cowin 
& Co., for building the continuation of the same roadway 
for 1,700 feet, and within about 300 feet of Cottage. 
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Farm bridge. The amount paid under this contract was 
$16,207.07. 

The broken stone for the completion of this road was fur- 
nished by the Massachusetts Broken Stone Company, and 
delivered on the road. Including the construction of the 
very large intersection at the crossing of Commonwealth 
avenue and Beacon street, which was built by the Paving 
Division, the total quantity of stone delivered by the Massa- 
chusetts Broken Stone Company was 9,330 tons. The 
price paid was $1.90 per ton, amounting to $17,728.80. 

Placing and rolling this stone was done by the men and 
steam-rollers of the Paving Division. 

A contract was made in July with John T. Scully, for 
building a wooden bulkhead on the northerly side of the 
avenue near Cottage Farm bridge, for the purpose of re- 
taining the filling and in place of an expensive retaining- 
wall. The cost of this work was $850. 

In November a further contract was made with the Boston 
Contracting Company, after public advertisement, for fur- 
nishing and delivering about 65,000 cubic yards of filling on 
the remaining width ofthe avenue between Brookline avenue 
and St. Paul street. Work was not commenced on this con- 
tract until January 15, 1894, and but a small quantity of 
filling was deposited before February 1. The contract price 
is 41 cents per cubic yard, measured in the bank. 

The work done on the avenue during the year may be 
summarized as follows: 

The northerly roadway between Brookline avenue and St. 
Paul street has been filled and the road built as far as Cot- 
tage Farm bridge, and the filling has been commenced for 
the southerly roadway. ‘The design of the avenue provides 
for two roadways, — the northerly. one 45 feet wide, the 
southerly one 35 feet wide, with a central loamed space 33 
feet wide. The northerly sidewalk is to be 15 feet wide, 
with a planting space 10 feet wide between the sidewalk and 
the roadway. ‘The southerly sidewalk is 10 feet wide with 
a planting space 12 feet wide. (Gas, water, house sewer, 
surface-water drain, and telegraph-poles are all placed in the 
side planting spaces and under the sidewalks. 

When houses are built, they can be connected to any of 
these without breaking up the street. 

During the winter, material for Telford base has been ac- _ 
cumulated on the ground in readiness for work in 1894, and 
soundings have been made for the construction of the bridge 
over the Boston & Albany Railroad at Cottage Farm station. 
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Broapway BripGe (OVER Fort Point CHANNEL. ) 


All of the floor-beams of the fixed spans on this bridge 
have been strengthened by the addition of hard-pine timber. 
In each of the spans adjoining the draw a hard-pine truss 
has been erected, to which the floor system has been attached, 
and the spans over Lehigh and Foundry streets have been 
strengthened by hard-pine stringers resting on timber trestles 
in the street below. This work was done by William L. 
Miller, under a contract dated September 30, 1893. 

The table showing the total length of public streets in 
Boston, and the areas of the various classes of pavement, 
has been corrected to February 1, 1894.

City of Boston, Revised Ordinances, 1892. 


CHAPTER 12. 


ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The engineering department shall be under the 
charge of the city engineer, who shall be consulted on all matters 
relating to public improvements of every kind where the advice 
of a civil engineer would be of service; shall, unless otherwise 
specially provided, take charge of the construction of all public 
works of the city which properly come under the direction of a 
civil engineer; shall, except as to sewers, perform all engineering 
services, and make all examinations and prepare all statements, 
plans, specifications, and contracts which any department may 
need in the discharge of its duties; shall, upon being notified 
by the superintendent of streets, supervise all repairs on the 


bridges of the city used as highways which affect the safety of 


the structures, and shall, when required by the mayor or by any 
officer or board in charge of a department, measure the work 
done by contract for the city, and certify to the result of such 
measurement. 

Sect. 2. Said engineer shall in his annual report include a 
report of the safety and completeness of all ponds, basins, and 
reservoirs under the charge of the water-supply department, and 
of all bridges within the city limits used as highways.

Hon. Naruan MATTHEWS, JR., 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir: In compliance with Chapter 13 of the City Ordi- 
nances, I respectfully present this report of the Ferry 
Department, which covers a period of twelve months ending 
January 31, 1894. There are seven ferry-boats in this 
department, — five are used each week-day, three at the South 
Ferry, two at the North Ferry ; three are used on Sunday, — 
two at the North Ferry, and one at the South Ferry. 

By reference to the travel tables it will be seen that less 
foot-passengers and teams have been carried than during the 
previous year, yet the present condition of travel is such as 
to require a third boat at North Ferry during the busy 
hours of the morning and evening. The improvements now 
completed at the North Ferry, city side, are such as to 
admit of the operation of three or four boats at said ferry. 

All the boats are in fair condition and in working order ; 
they undergo general repairs once in each year. 

The piers, twelve in number, have recently been exam- 
ined by the City Engineer, who reports as follows: Middle 
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pier, North Ferry, East Boston side, should be rebuilt and 
lengthened. North Ferry, Boston side, the south pier 
should be replanked and some girders and wales removed. 
South Ferry, East Boston side, should be replanked and 
some girders and wales removed. South Ferry, Boston 
side, the middle pier-head is coming up and should be re- 
driven with some new piles. 

The drops, eight in number, are all old, being in use from 
18 to 26 years. ‘They have been examined by the City Engi- 
neer, who condemned three of them; the City Council has 
provided for the building of one new drop; when completed 
it will take the place of one of those condemned at North 
Ferry. 

The several buildings are in good condition, except the 
head-house at South Ferry, East Boston side. This building 
is old, and much inferior in all other respects to the other 
head-houses. The coal-shed at South Ferry is also an old 
building, requiring extensive repairs each year. Once more 
I respectfully suggest that widening Battery street on the 
Lincoln’s Wharf side, between Commercial street and the 
Ferry gates, would greatly facilitate travel at the North 
Ferry. 

In the annexed detailed account, prepared by the clerk of 
this department, will be found all the business and financial 
transactions of the department for the past year, and for the 
time the city has owned the ferry property; also a table 
showing the number of passengers and teams carried.

Hon. NatHan MatTtTuews, JR., 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir: The Fire Commissioners herewith respectfully sub- 
mit their twenty-first annual report of the work done by this 
department for the year ending January 31, together with 
certain recommendations looking to the extension and larger 
efficiency of the service. 


ALARMS AND LOSSES. 


The department year has beena very busy one. The re- 
sources available for the extinguishment of fires have been 
severely taxed, and the necessity of substantially strength- 
ening them has been emphasized. There have been 1,718 
alarms, an increase of 306 over the year previous, and con- 
siderably more than double the annual average eight and 
nine years ago. This means more than a twofold increase 
in actual fire duty as compared with a few years ago, and a 
corresponding increase in the work of administering the eco- 
nomic and disciplinary affuirs of the departiment. The losses 
on buildings and contents amount to $4,348,902, the lion’s 
share of which is due to the conflagration of March 10, on 
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Lincoln street and vicinity, whose sudden and sweeping 
character and large proportions are vividly remembered, as 
should also be the lessons and warnings as to building con- 
struction and arrangement that were written in such glowing 
characters by that event. 


STANDING OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The story of department enlargement is a very short one. 
There is little to add in this respect to what was stated in 
last year’s report. The new headquarters are very near 
completion, and will soon be ready for occupancy by the 
Commissioners and Chief at least, and in the course of a few 
months it is hoped to install therein a new fire-alarm plant 
that shall embody the latest and best features in this im- 
portant branch of fire-service. Quite a handsome house at 
Ashmont will soon be ready for apparatus, and help to fill a 
gap in the fire protection of that section that is now alto- 
gether too latge. No advance has been made toward the 
location and construction of a horse sanitarium, and the city 
is still paying rent for quarters that are far from satisfactory 
for this particular purpose. An appropriation of $50,000 
has been made for a new fire-boat, and the commissioners 
have set about securing the necessary plans and_ specifi- 

cations to give this sum ~ practical utility as soon as possible. 
This piece of apparatus will constitute, when completed, a 
very valuable reénforcement. 

There is a great deal that needs to be done at the present 
time for the better protection of the city. The Boston and 
Maine system of railroads has already added sufficient hazard 
in Charlestown to make necessary another engine company 
somewhere in the vicinity of Prison Point, and the risk 
there is constantly increasing. An engine is needed some- 
where near Day street, in Roxbury. At Grove Hall the city 
has for several years owned a site for a ladder and chemical 
engine house, but there is no money to proceed with the 
work. Chemical engines are needed in West Roxbury, Dor- 
chester, and East Boston. A beginning has been made tow- 
ard rebuilding the house of Ladder 1, but there is the same 
need for replacing the house of Ladder 13 with a new one. 
The sum of $300,000 could be expended at the present time 
for new houses and apparatus without exceeding in the 
slightest the legitimate needs of the department. 

There are two matters of a very practical nature now be- 
fore the City Council, of which the Board would ask very 
careful consideration. One is a request to petition the Leg- 
islature for authority to cause buildings of a certain class to

be equipped with metallic ladders and stand-pipes, the same 
as in certain Western cities, where their value has been de- 
monstrated many times over. The other is the proposition 
to run 12-inch pipes into the conflagration district from 
the harbor, for which the fire boat or boats will supply the 
power. The Board has made no suggestions that promise 
more protection for less money than these, and the sooner 
these systems are established the better it will be for all 
most deeply interested. Boston is behind even some of her 
smaller sister cities in these important. respects. 

Since the reorganization of the department, twenty years 
ago, there has been no rearrangement of the fire districts 
except in some slight details. The number has not been in- 
creased, and it must be evident to all that with the great 
erowth of Boston during that time, the old system has be- 
come unwieldy in some of its parts, and not as convenient 
as it should be in its operations. For instance, District 10 
includes half the territory of the city, and District 8 is not 

well arranged for the best service of a single chief. This 
matter has been the subject. of frequent discussion by the 
Commissioners, and only lack of means has prevented ‘them 
from making the changes which their judgment has so 
strongly urged. 


APPARATUS, EQUIPMENT, ETC. 


The department is not relatively as strong in apparatus as 
it was a year and a half ago. It is sound policy on the part 
of business concerns employing machinery to charge a cer- 
tain considerable percentage each year to depreciation ; ; and, 
certainly, a fire department, which has at times to give its 
machinery exceptionally hard usage, cannot be exempt from 
this rule. No apparatus, in the striet sense of the ter m, has 
been purchased for about a year and a half; and, although 
the repair-shop has kept the present supply in good 
working condition, a yearly addition is necessary to prevent 
the department from falling behind. There are needed at 
the present time three new first-size steam-engines, an aerial 
ladder truck, a chemical engine, etc. | What could be done 
at comparatively small expense to help the material part of 
the service has been done. More three-horse hitches have 
been put in, and, where practicable, two-horse hitches have 
been placed on the down-town hose wagons, thus enabling 
the companies to carry a larger amount of hose. A water- 
tower attachment has been made to each of the aerial lad- 
ders, and a few coal and hose wagons have been purchased. 
A wrecking wagon has been ordered, which will be a unique 
but valuable feature of the service. 
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CONSTITUTION OF THE FORCE. 


The men employed in various capacities to run the depart- 
ment number a trifle over 800. Of these, about 600 are 
permanent firemen and 120 call men, ‘The complaints that 
come from some sections of weakness in the companies ap- 
pointed to protect their property can never be measurably 
satisfied until we have permanency throughout. The Com- 
missioners dislike to renew their annual protest against a 
continuance of the call system, but they consider it their 
duty to do so, knowing that it is out of place and an element 
of weakness in a large city department. As has been said 
before, the call men are all right, but the call system is all 
wrong, at least for Boston. The drill and engine schools 


have done good work, and a high degree of discipline and. 


= 
efficiency prevails throughout the force. 


INSPECTION OF WIRES. 


The work of this bureau is given in detail elsewhere, and 
shows a busy record for the year. Legislation is now in 


process which promises to relieve the city in a few years of 


the incubus of the overhead system of wires; and, certainly, 
nothing can be done that will be more welcome to this de- 
partment. The wires have been among the most serious ob- 
stacles aguinst which it has had to contend, and, to a greater 
extent than is known, the cause of many of the battles it has 
had to wage. 


Horses. 


The city owns 237 horses, and has in extra service, for 
winter use, 60 more. During the year, 37 new horses were 
purchased, 23 sold or exchanged, 5 died, of which 2 were 
killed. The number of horses receiving treatment was 185, 
resulting in 350 cases, of which 150 were treated at the Horse 
Infirmary, and 15 were horses received for extra service. 
The borses of the department have been, and are, in gen- 
erally excellent condition. During the year a horse-shoeing 
shop has been established at the Infirmary, and considerable 
work has been and is being done there. 


THE DEPARTMENT ALLIES. 


The Board desires to thank the police for their cordial and 
efficient assistance. It has been the policy the past year to 
extend the fire-lines more than formerly, thus making their

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duties somewhat more exacting; but they have acted well 
up to the measure of their responsibility. The Fire Mar- 
shal’s office has made a good record, and proved again its 
value as a codperative bureau; and the Protective Depart- 
ment has shown its usual promptness and efficiency.

Districr 1. — Comprises all that part of Boston known as 
Kast Boston. 


District 2.— All that part of Boston formerly known as 
Charlestown. 


District 3.— All that part east of a line beginning at the 
Charles-river drawbridge, and running 
through the centre of Charlestown street, 
Haymarket square, and Washington to 
Summer street, and north of Summer street 
and the N.Y. & N.E. R.R. passenger 
depot to the water. 
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District 4. — All that part west of District 3, and north of 
a line running through the centre of Winter 
and Park streets, and west of Beacon, to 
Arlington street, west side of Common- 
wealth avenue, to Chester Park, to water. 


District 5.— All that part south of Districts 3 and 4 to the 
centre of Dover-street drawbridge, and a 
line running through the centre of Dover, 
Berkeley, Boylston, east side of Common- 
wealth avenue, to Arlington, to Boylston 
street. 


District 6.— All that part of Boston known as South 
Boston, and divided from District No. 9 by 
Locust and Dorset streets. 


Districr 7.— All that part of Boston south of District 4, 
through the centre of Dover street, to the 
drawbridge ; thence by water to the centre 
of East Chester park; thence through the 
centre of Albany and Northampton streets, 
Columbus avenue, West Chester park to 
east side of Commonwealth avenue to 
centre of Berkeley and Dover streets to the 
point of starting. 


Districr 8.— All that part south and west of District 7 to 
the boundary line of West Roxbury, and 
west of Washington street to the Brookline 
boundary line, and including all of Ward 
25, formerly Brighton. 


District 9.— All that part south of Districts 6 and 7 to 
West Roxbury line, running through the 
centre of Seaver street, Blue Hill avenue, 
Columbia, Geneva avenue, Olney, Bow- 
doin, Hancock, Freeport streets, to corner 
of Dorchester avenue, thence due east to 
the water.

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REPORT OF COMMISSIONER JOHN R. MURPHY 
ON FOREIGN FIRE-SERVICE. 


JULY 30, 1893. 


To the Board of Fire Commissioners: 

GENTLEMEN : In accordance with a vote passed by you, I 
submit the following report in reference to the fire depart- 
ments and fire methods of the cities of London and Paris: 

I spent two weeks inspecting London’s fire department, 
most of the time, with the exception of one day, unofficially. 

London has a population of about 4,250,000, and an area 
of 120 square miles. The Thames river, flowing through the 
city, although subject to considerable tide, makes a very 
-valuable aid in case of fire. The streets are broad in the 
newer parts of the city. In the old city they are narrow. 
The buildings are so low and small in area that they do not 
present great difficulties in case of fire. 

The water-service is supplied by some eight private com- 
panies which, by act of Parliament, furnish water for fire 
purposes. 

The government of the city is complex. The old city of 
London, which comprises about a mile of territory, has a 
government of its own, with authority fixed by Parliament. 
The County Council, so called, governs the whole city (120 
square miles) on certain questions of a metropolitan nature, 
under a special act of Parliament. In addition they have 
governing boards, which they call vestries, some forty in 
number, that look after the local affairs of sections which 
would correspond to wards in an American city. Questions 
such as streets, lights, local sewers, and such matters come 
under their care. The fire department being a general rather 
than a local question, comes under the London County Coun- 
cil, and is governed by that body through a committee in the 
sume way as the American fire departments were managed 
twenty years ago. 

The department consists of over 800 men, about 50 land 
steam fire-engines, 9 steam fire-engines on barges, used in 
river service, 9 large ladders, quite a number of hand-en- 
gines and hose-carts, most of which are in the same stations 
as the steam fire-engines, and 179 single ladders at fire-escape 
stations. The above includes men and apparatus in active ser- 
vice. These facts I obtained from one of the principal officers 
of the department, except that he said there were 155 fire- 
escape stations, while their annual report calls for 179. 
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The ladder service consists of the 179 ladders which are 
at the fire-eseape stations, some 7 fire ladders, each of which 
has one end on two wheels and the other end tied on ordi- 
nary four-wheeled carts, and 2 extension American ladders. 
Some, if not all, of these ladders are placed in sheds in the 
rear of the stations, and are not equipped for immediate ser- 
vice. The houses in which the men and apparatus are 
quartered are in excellent condition, and compare more than 
favorably with the houses of an American department. 
Glazed brick, which costs with us from $120 to $130 per 
thousand, is used on the interior, and most of the houses 
that I personally inspected could be justly entitled luxuri- 
ous in their appointments and appearance. The cost of their 
new fire stations alone averages about $40,000. As the price 
of building is low in London, that would be equal to from 
$60,000 to $80,000 with us. 

The number of men attached to a company is 12. The 
fire-escape stations are covered by details from the nearest 
company. Most, if not all, of these fire-escape stations have 

each a detail at night of from one to three men. In the day- 

time the greater part of them have no firemen present, and 
the ladder is whecled to one side in the nearest convenient 
place where it can be stored, generally the yard of some 
public building. The ladders are mounted on two wheels 
and stand upright from them. They appear to be about 
forty feet in length when extended, and are wheeled to the 
fire by hand. The public are supposed to assist if needed, 
and an allowance of ls. is made to each of two citizens aiding, 
and of 1s. 6d. to a third citizen, provided he also gave the 
alarm. Most of these fire-escape stations have no connec- 
tion with headquarters either by telephone or telegraph. In 
order to reach them a special messenger has to be sent. 

In each engine-house they receive alarms from what they 
call 8 to 11“ points,” or what we would call fire-boxes. 
The boxes are small, with a glass front. In most eases they 
are without any sign or any way of alarming the public, to 
prevent a false alarm being sent in. You break the glass, 
and a knob with “pull” on it is there for you to vive the 
alarm. Pulling the knob drops a disk similar to an annun- 
clator In the nearest eugine-house. 

The modus operandi ‘at the station is as follows: Officer 
in charge is notified of an alarm by man on patrol, and he 
rings for the men. If at night, they are sleeping (in the 
houses that I examined) on the third and fourth stories, a 
hundred feet or more in the rear. They jump out of bed, 
pull on their trousers, and in their stocking feet run down 
long corridors, come down the long flights of stairs to the 
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floor (in some cases going to separate buildings for the 
horses from that where the engine is stationed), take off 
the halters, take down the harnesses, put them on, place the 
bits in the horses’ mouths, run out holding them by the heads 
and hitch them up. 

The water in the boiler of the engine is kept warm by gas 
conveyed to the fire-box by rubber hose. They unhitch the 
hose from the door of the fire-box, put in the shavings and 
wood, take a match and light it. The men go to racks 
upon ‘the walls where their clothing is hanging, take their 
leather boots and pull them on, then put on their coats, 
buckle their belts, containing a small hatchet and other imple- 
ments, round their bodies, place their helmets on their 
heads, and then take their positions on the apparatus. The 
engine is a hose-wagon and engine combined, so that when 
the engine comes to a fire it is in the form of one piece of 
apparatus. The time of hitching up in the house at night, I 
was Informed, was from three to four minutes. I saw in the 
headquarters of the service a hitch-up made, with the men 
on the floor dressed, boots, helmets, all complete, with a hand- 
engine, where they had no trouble in the way of firing the 
boiler and harnessing the horses. This was practically what 
Americans would eall a floor hitch, and the time was over 35 
seconds. A floor bitch in an American house can be made 
under far less favorable circumstances in from 2 to 6 
seconds; a night hitch, with the men in bed, in less than 20 
seconds. 

English methods of getting apparatus to work at a fire are 
so slow that one does not ask how many minutes it takes 
before a company is at work, but what portion of an hour. 
American departments can best understand their slowness 
when they call to mind the fact that in every American city 
that claims to have a first-class department, an alarm from 
its dangerous boxes means that a company will arrive there 
with its engine in working order, and get its men inside the 
building, playing water on the fire, in less time than a 
London engine takes to hitch up. After the apparatus 
leaves the house it goes with considerable speed to the fire. 
Before leaving the house, however, the officer telephones the 
superintendent of the district, corresponding to the district 
chief with us, where he is going, and the superintendent 
telephones to have a second engine from his district follow 
the first. When the engines arrive at the fire, if more are 
wanted, a man is sent on horseback to the nearest fire 
station, which may be a mile away, and he telephones to the 
district superintendent how many more engines are wanted, 
and more engines are sent from time to time, as called for 
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by telephone, each time the man going back on horseback to 
convey the order of his superior officer. If the fire is of such 
magnitude as to exhaust the engines of one district, then head- 
quarters, when telephoned, sends more from the next district, 
and so on until the engines of the whole city are at the fire. 

Some of the engines have the doors of the fire-boxes in 
the front part of the boiler, so that the engineman cannot 
reach them when responding to an alarm. Fully one-half, 
I should judge, of the entire London service is this way. 
The result is that, after they leave the house, it is impossible 
to feed the fire and get up steam on the way, and the engine, 
if going any distance, would, under these circumstances, 
arrive frequently at the fire without being in a condition to 
get to work immediately. 

The hand-engines are sent to alarms of fire from the 
nearest boxes to the engine station. To boxes at a distance, 
or when it is known that there is a fire in progress, steam- 
engines are sent. 

When the engine arrives at a fire it is attached to a 
hydrant in the following way: a pipe about two inches in 
diameter is screwed on to the hydrant, a piece of hose is 
screwed on to that and run into what they call a fire-dam or 
canvas box, which has to be set up. The water is let into the 
canvas box, and ‘from this the engine runs its suction and 
draws its supply of water. At the fires I attended, one 
hydrant and one canvas box supplied one engine. In the 
meantime some of the men take the hose, which is in sepa- 
rate lengths and rolled up like a coil of ribbon. One man 
couples a length to the engine and runs with the end, then 
another man runs with a coil and couples it on to that and 


‘runs with it toward the fire, then the first comes with another 


coil and couples it on. This peculiar way of running a line 
is kept up until the requisite length of hose to reach ‘the tire 
is obtained. The pipe is then screwed on, and, if the engine 
has sufficient steam, the company is ready for action. 

The hose couplings are two inches, the streams played 
from hydrants a half-inch, and the streams played by engines 
on land three-quarter inch. I was informed that they also 
used inch streams, but I did not see any nozzles of that size 
on the engines, neither did I see any in use at any of the 
fires I attended. Before an engine can get its supply of 
water it very often has to be turned on by an employee of the 
water service. If he is not there, he is either sent for or the 
firemen have appliances with which to turn it on. 

The smallness of the engines especially struck me. All 
their engines are single pump with small boilers, and a very 
few of them, about six, deliver a gallon and a half per 
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stroke. The balance is divided between engines that deliver 
about a gallon and a gallon and a quarter. They are tested 
when purchased on the basis of 150 revolutions per minute, 
and their maximum and minimum according to the condition 
and age of the steamer is 120 and 90 revolutions. On the 
basis of 120 revolutions the maximum capacity of their 
engines is 120, 150, and 180 gallons per minute respec- 
tively. 

If Jadders are needed at a fire they have to depend upon 
the small ladder carried by the steamer, which would not 
reach some of our second stories, or the ladder which comes 
from the fire-patrol station if the alarm was given from there. 
If more are needed they have to send to ite nearest station 
a special messenger and have them come by hand. If the 
Jonger ladders are wanted they are brought by horses. 

In one of the engine stations I saw the method of convey- 
ing one of their long ladders. One end of the ladder is on 
two wheels, the other end is tied on a four-wheeled team 
which they calla van. If needed at a fire it is called by 
telephone, and the engine-horses are hitched to the van and 
they draw it there. I said to the man on duty, “If your 
horses draw this ladder to a fire, and the engine is wanted, 
what do you dot”. He said, “ We can’t take it; we would 
have to fall back on a hand-hose cart.” In other words, 
the ladders are brought to fires by hand, except the nine 
large ones, which are brought by horses when specially sent 
for by messenger. 

What they call a large ladder is about equal to one of our 
Bangor ladders, which we carry on our ladder trucks. Their 
way of carrying large ladders, while not quite so difficult as 
the carrying of ship-masts through the streets, is almost as 
cumbersome. It is impossible to convey the London ladders 
with that celerity which is essential in case of fire. 

The men of the London brigade are recruited from sailors. 
Twenty or thirty years ago, before the ocean steamship 
developed to such an extent, there might have been more’ 
grounds for this than there are to-day. Sailors on steam- 
ships are not sailors of the generations that have passed, and 
while it may be good judgment to have a proportion of the 
service sailors, it is not, in my opinion, good policy to have 
it so exclusively. The fireman in a modern city should not 
only have ability to climb, to handle ropes, as the old-time 
sailor, but should combine with that a mechanical ability 
which would make him familiar with buildings and their 
construction, and, as a climax, he should be possessed of 
the requisite daring and judgment to make of him what 
may be justly called a modern fireman. The men of the 
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London service struck me as being strong, rugged, and pos- 
sessed of most of the requisites which make a fireman, but, 
by training, they have no knowledge of building construc- 
tion. This is an essential weakness. The physical and 
mental examinations which they go through are not so 
stringent as in Boston; neither is their drill-school so well 
developed in its methods. 

The pay is 24s. ($5.76) a week when they first enter, 
with slight increases for the first few years. After that, in 
order to reach the maximum of pay, 37s. 6d. ($9) a week, 
they have to await vacancies and take the raise of pay in 
the order of seniority. It takes about fourteen years to reach 
the highest grade, and a fireman must serve twenty-eight years 
before he is entitled toa pension. Out of bis salary the fire- 
man pays a small sum for his quarters in the engine-house. 

A curious fact connected with the service is the large 
number of changes that take place yearly. In the last year 
96 men out of a total of 825 left the service, and of this 
number 53 resigned. There is but one deduction from this 
extraordinary state of affairs, and it 1s that it comes either 
because of the peculiar roving disposition of the sailors that 
compose the service, or the small pay and the long service 
necessary in order to obtain the high pay. <A service which 
changes like this cannot get the best results. It must be 
lacking i in well-trained and experienced men. 

The : engines of the service are too small in their capacity. 
While they meet the ordinary demands, when an extraordi- 
nary demand comes they are not sufficiently large in water- 
throwing capacity. It is pretty much the same as though 
an army had all light guns and none of heavy calibre. The 
reason given for the use of such engines is a desire to get 
quickly to a fire. Yet in their hitching and going to a fire 
they lose many minutes. In their methods after getting to 
a fire there is so much time wasted that it strikes an Amer- 
ican very unfavorably. 

This extreme smallness of engines is all the more remark- 
able when I saw engines of English make, of double the 
capacity, and even more, of the London engine, on exhibi- 
tion by makers and in service in other English cities, the 
weight of which was not much greater than that of the Lon- 
don brigade engines. London should send most of the 
engines that she has now to the outskirts, and in the five or 
six congested centres of that great city use engines of large 
water-throwing capacity and light in weight. 

The horses of the service are splendid animals. This is to 
be expected in a horse country like England. They are 


hired, not owned, by the service. 
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The water service seemed to me to be sadly lacking in 
many respects. It should be owned by the people for the 
public benefit, not by private corporations for private gain. 
The system, to-say the least, is peculiar. In many parts of 
London they have what they call “intermittent supplies ;” 
that is, the water is let on at a certain hour in the morning. 
For domestic purposes people fill the tanks in their houses, and 
then the water is shut off. The same rule of shutting off, 
except when needed, applies to water for fire service, and cases 
have occurred where engines have responded to fires and 
have been unable to get water, owing to the fact that the 
man to turn on the water was not present. A system of 
this kind means, even if the water is turned on either by a 
representative of the water department or a fireman, delays 
of a dangerous nature. The hydrants are used also by men 
who are not connected with the water department. The use 
of them should be restricted under the supervision of the 
fire service and the water companies. The smallness of the 
hydrants, which furnish only about a two-inch water supply, 
struck me unfavorably. The number of hydrants, when we 
consider the area of the city and its population and the fact 
that one engine alone can connect to a hydrant, is extraordi- 
narily small, and the result is that the engines cannot be 
massed sufficiently close to a fire to render full and efficient 
service. Their hydrants should be more numerous, and, like 
ours, post hydrants or their equivalent, so that four engines 
could be supplied from a hydrant instead of one. The can- 
vas box should be done away with, and the engine suction 
connected direct to hydrant. 

The hose is without jacket and lined with white rubber, 
which rubber dealers tel] us is the weakest kind. The coup- 
lings are fastened by anold process long obsolete in America. 
Instead of using 2-inch couplings they should use at least 
24-inch, if not larger, and increase the size of their hose. 
Their method of running off a line of hose at a fire by coup- 
ling each piece after they arrive there, is behind the times. 
They should have their line all ready to pull off at a 
moment’s notice, and all coupled, just as it is in an Ameri- 
can service. Their system of combining hose and engine in 
one piece of apparatus could be, perhaps, economic: ally used 
in the suburban parts of an American city, but in the heart 
of their city, as well as in Boston, the correct system is the 
engine and hose to be carried on separate pieces of appara- 
tus. The size of their streams is too small for large fires. 
Their hand-engines are relics of barbarism. They do not 
use chemical engines as in America, yet they need them far 
more than we do. 
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Their fire-alarm boxes should all have signs telling how to 
work them, and when the glass is broken a bell should ring, 
as on our keyless doors. I think that would prevent many 
false alarms. Out of about 4,164 alarms of fire in one year, 
1,029 were false —an extraordinary record, which can only 
be accounted for in part by the fact that in giving an alarm 
there is no way of notifying the police or public when a citi- 
zen is sending it in. 

Their system of sending apparatus to the fire is slow and 
complex. It is impossible for them to mass their service 
quickly in case of great need, either wholly or in part. The 
American system, which makes it possible to notify the 
whole service within a few minutes, if necessary, is as su- 
perior to theirs as day is to night. 

Their fire-escape stations with the men on duty at night 
should be covered in the day also, and so situated that all 
could be communicated with at once and notified other than 
by messenger if they are wanted. Hither this should be done 
or the peculiar system as it now exists, which fritters away 
the strength of the department on unconnected bodies of 
men, should be abolished. If this is ar my discipline, it 
is a violation of the rules of warfare, which never allow, 
where it is possible to prevent, any portion of the army to 
have its communication cut off from the main body, its base 
of supplies. 

Fires sometimes are large and travel fast in London, and 
the oceasion has arisen, ana will arise again, when the ser- 
vices of all her men will be needed quickly ; ; yet it is impos- 
sible, under the present system, to obtain the whole service 
at once if wanted. 

The average number of boxes per square mile in London 
is about four, so that, in order to give an alarm, it is neces- 
sary, In many cases, to run alone distance. Boston, with 
one-ninth the population, and -a little over one-fourth the 
area, has as many fire-alarm boxes in service as has London. 
The boxes should be thicker in London, owing to the density 
of its population, and people should not be compelled to run 
so far in order to send in an alarm, and thus lose valuable 
time. 

I investigated the question of patrolling the streets, and I 
found that the London brigade do no such thing. Statements 
have been publicly made in Boston that in “London every 
fireman would be required to be familiar with every building 
in his district. This is not the fact. The firemen know 
nothing about the buildings; neither do their officers. In 
this respect the London service could take pattern from an 
American department, where, in accordance with rules which

they reduce to practice, the officers do understand, as far as 
in a human being lies, the construction of the buildings in 
their city. It is only fair, however, to say of the London 
service that their building construction is, in the main, of 
such a nature that the enforcement of a rule of that kind is 
not so necessary as it is in Boston. 

The ladder service of the London brigade is not abreast of 
their steamer service. It is true that ‘their fires, owing to 
good construction, in many cases do not travel fast. This 
gives many chances to put them out by inside fighting. Yet 
they have plenty of fires where it is necessary to eet at the 
fire by ladders from the outside, and as their fire ladders are 
not run by horses, valuable time is frequently lost in scien- 
tifically attacking the fire. In conversation with fire authori- 
ties in London, I was informed that they could accomplish 
all they desired from the ground. A statement of this kind 
shows the utter lack of knowledge of ladder service pos- 
sessed by foreign fire departments. London needs a first- 
class ladder service. Because of the lowness of its buildings 
there is not so much necessity for the heavy service of an 
American city ; yet one modelled on the American principle, 
which embraces separate companies with ladders and appa- 
ratus for ladder duty only, and with the men and apparatus 
drawn by horses to fires, would increase to a wonderful ex- 
tent the efficiency of the London brigade. 

One hears a great deal more about saving life than about 
the amount of property lost in foreign fire services. A life 
saved receives more attention in the columns of the press 
than a fire that involves large loss. It is a feeling that is to 
be admired. I gave special attention to this branch of the 
service. I found in London 179 ladder fire-escape stations 
to 120 square miles of territory, or over one ladder to the 
square mile. In case a ladder was needed, that would make 
it necessary at times to run a mile or over to notify the fire- 
escape station, and then to have the ladder run back by hand 
all that distance. This is a vital error. The ladders should 
be situated so as to be called electrically, and thus save an 
enormous waste of time. Many of the ladders are equipped 
with a chute, down which the people to be saved are sup- 
posed to be sent. I question the usefulness of these chutes. 
It requires more men to handle them quickly than are at- 
tached to the ladders. I noticed that some of the Jatest 
ladders placed in service were without these chutes, and, on 
inquiry, was informed that none of the new ladders were 
equipped with them. Possibly the service of chutes is being 
done away with. If they are, it is good judgment. 

For jumping-nets they have some made of canvas, such 
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as the American fire departments have discarded. The 
pompier ladder service.and the use of ropes in connection 
with life-belts, for saving life, as practised in our Boston 
service, is unknown, although very essential in case of 
emergency. I saw no guns for shooting life-lines; neither 
are the men drilled after the American life-saving system. [ 
have no hesitation in saying that the American ladder service, 
both for fire and for life-saving, is immeasurably superior to 
the system in vogue in London. 

I was present at some fires in London and saw the depart- 
ment at work. The crowds congregate around the engines 
close to the fire more so than in an American city. I watched 
the methods of the department and failed to see, either in 
discipline or so-called scientific fire-fighting, where they 
equal the fire department of a large American city. 

Siamesing is not practised to any extent. They have 
some simple two-way siamese, but I did not see them in 
actual work. They try to reach the inside of a building at 
a fire, the same as our firemen. ‘They also attack from the 
street at various points ; but, unlike our firemen, they are not 
able, by means of an excellent ladder service, water-towers, 
engines with large streams and three-way and four-way 
siamese, to direct their streams of water so as to go straight 
in in heavy volumes through the windows and openings, and 
strike at the heart of the fire. Streams directed from the 
street must necessarily lose much of their efficiency when 
they enter in a slanting direction. 

It would appear that the London department does not 
bother itself very much about science, for I was informed 
that they had lately tried hose unlined, which, for actual fire 
duty, is little better than no hose at all. All the fire 
departments from other cities outside of London that I met, 


without an exception, use hose unlined, which shows that 


scientific fire-fighting does not enter largely into the English 
fire departments. 

Regarding the discipline of the London service, there is 
nothing to make it superior in this respect to an American 
service. It may compare favorably, and no more. As in 
any large body of men, whether a fire service or an army, 
black sheep can be found, and men will take their chances of 
being caught in violation of the rules. <A soldier on guard 
in the face of an enemy will desert his post for a short time, 
even when he knows the penalty is death. London has her 
share of delinquents. 

I saw many things which, accustomed to the strictness of 
an American service, surprised me in London. I suppose 
they are allowable according to their rules. In some of the 
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houses I saw the captain standing at the door on the main 
floor of the house, partly in uniform, smoking a pipe, with 
the men in groups lounging around doing the same. Some- 
times little children of two or three years of age would be 
seen playing around the engine. A happy family picture, 
yet hardly in accordance with strict discipline. I spoke to 
one of the members of the service in regard to this particular 
fact, and he seemed to take it asa Peattar of course. His 
reply was, “ Why shouldn’t we do it? The engine-house is 
our home.” I believe that, in the matter of discipline, more 
is demanded and received in an American department than 
in an English service. 

The system of utilizing the Thames river for fire-fighting 
purposes is by having engines on barges, and towing the 
barges with steam-tugs. It is not so xood as the American 
system of having steamer and tug combined in what we call 
a fireboat. Such good results are not obtainable either in 
quick manceuvring or general efficiency at a fire. 

London needs sliding-poles for its engine-houses, hanging 
harnesses, horses educated to run out at an alarm, an elec- 
trical system of sending in alarms which notify the whole 
service, two ways of sending them out, as in America, so 
that if one misses the second will not; an increased number 
of men in her companies, as, owing to details, » company 
frequently goes to a fire with only a few men. In short, she 
should adopt American fire-department methods more fully 
than she has. 

From England we can learn much in the way of preven- 
tion of fires. In London, Liverpool, and in other large 
English cities which I visited, I saw no poles or electric 
wires of any kind in the streets. Hverything was under- 
eround, and this is a remarkable evidence of the common- 
sense of the people, when we consider that in London alone 
over 40 different local governments have charge of the streets 
in matters of this kind. Their reasons for not allowing wires 
or poles on the streets are: First, danger from fire; next, 
because it spoiled the beauty of the streets. Quite a number 
of wires are run over the house-tops, not as with us on heavy, 
wooden, inflammable structures, but on small iron posts with 
cross-arms of the same metal, some of them carrying more 
than a hundred wires. The wires underground are in many 
cases laid in shallow iron trenches, placed under the side- 
walk about a foot below the Since and the results from 
having the wires underground have been successful in the 

extreme. Seven years ago, during a storm, the wires of the 
whole London fire service were blown down, and they were 
without any fire alarm for some time. Immediately after 
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that the post-office authorities allowed the fire department the 
use of their underground wires, and the result has been little 
or no expense in their maintenance and far better results in 
service. Before the London County Council the question of 
subways for the general use of underground wires of all 
kinds is under consideration, and subways are partly in use, 
from which the city receives rent. 

The number of police on duty in London as compared 
with Boston is very large, and is an excellent provision, not 
only from a police, but from a fire, standpoint. In old‘Lon- 
don, about a square mile in territory, there are a thousand 
police; that is, more on duty in one mile than in the 
whole of Boston — 374 square miles. The balance of the 
city, together with portions of the country, including ter- 
ritory 15 miles each side of Ch: aring Cross as a centre, is 
covered by the metropolitan police, 15,000 to 16,000 in 
number. They come under the jurisdiction of the Home 
Secretary. A small portion of the metropolitan police look 
after the dockyards at Chatham and elsewhere. 

The benefit to be derived from their system of a numerous 
police service is that the streets are thoroughly patrolled, 
and if the police do their duty the chances of a fire being 
discovered in its earlier stages are greater with a large num- 
ber of police than with a small number. Of course, a fire 

may be burning in a building at night for a considerable 
length of time, “and the smoke be drawn up by way of the 
roof through elevator shafts or other openings, and not be 
discovered even by the utmost vigilance of the police service 
until the building is all afire. These conditions exist in 
London, but in a modified form as compared with an Ameti- 
can city. There is no doubt that the thorough patrolling of 
a city, especially at night, prevents large fires by giving 
early alarms. Boston, which, like every other American 
city, needs to have its fires discovered and the department 
notified at once, is behind London in this respect. 

One never ceases admiring the building construction of 
London from a fire standpoint. Wooden buildings are un- 
known, and wood enters into the interior construction to a 
small degree as compared with our American buildings. 
The roofs are of tile, slate, or metal, and are so constructed 
as to be easy of access from one building to another. 
Shingle and inflammable roofs such as we have would be a 
curiosity. 

Elevators are not used largely, neither are boilers for the 
purpose of giving steam-heat. The result is that the build- 
ings are not cut up with elevator-shafts and openings for 
running steam-pipes ; neither are the insides of the buildings 
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in winter, by the use of steam, dried in such a way by ex- 
cessive heat as to make them easy food for fire. How differ- 
ent is it in all these particulars in America! High buildings 
make elevators necessary; the excessive cold of winter 
necessitates the use of steam-heat and fire of all kinds to 
such a degree that the interior of the buildings, being mostly 
of wood, are dried; and as we lack that moisture and even- 
ness of climate which seem to be a feature of London, our 
liabilities to fire are greater than theirs, even if we were on 
equal terms with them in building construction. 

I talked with insurance men, and, in speaking of the 
merits of an American city and London from a fire stand- 
point, they said it was a mere matter of construction. The 
buildings are low and small in area, and the monumental 
effects which we get in some of our buildings are unknown. 
The only criticism I heard of the London buildings was from 
a member of the fire department, who, speaking of some late 
construction, — steel beams, tiling, and brick, it 
dangerous. Buildings of that kind pass with us for fire- 
proof. 

During the last fifty years London has increased in popu- 
lation and size in a way that reminds one very much of an 
American city. Authorities ascribe this to the fact that, in- 
stead of land being leased, many holders have been selling it 
outright. The result is that people desirous of owning their 
land and houses have come in large numbers and settled in 
London. 

Even if London had a building law only for the last fifty 
years, it would be to-day a city. of excellent construction ; 
but the building law runs back to the days of King Charles, 
and the result is a perfect city so far as buildings are con- 
cerned. 

The causes of large fires in American cities are high build- 
ings on narrow str eets with large floor areas, built partially of 
wood. London is not troubled with buildings of this kind, 
even of a fire-proof construction, because as far back as 1855, 
and probably even earlier, the building act passed by Par- 
liament had this clause : 

“ Every warehouse or other building used either wholly 
or in part for the purposes of trade or manufacture, contain- 
ing more than 216,000 cubic feet, shall be divided by party 
walls in such manner that the contents of each division thereof 
shall not exceed the above-mentioned number of cubic 
feet.” 

1 The building law as amended in 1890, however, somewhat changed the provisions 
of this clause, and allowed 450,000 cubic feet to a building, by special vote of the 


county council, provided it is used for one business not of an inflammable nature. 
Openings are allowed in the party walls also under certain restrictions. 
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This would allow a building to be built 60 feet front, 60 feet 

deep, and 60 feet high. In other words, a building of this 
kind would contain three floors of only 3,600 square feet to 
a floor, provided each story was 20 feet high. If a person 
desired a building of larger floor area than this, he would be 
compelled to build a less number of stories, or if he wanted 
more stories he would have to build them less than 20 feet 
high. . 
With 3,600 square feet to a floor, buildings perfect in con- 
struction, no wood to speak of, the Cranes of large fires are 
small in the extreme. Contrast this with the large inflam- 
mable buildings which we have, many of them running over 
50,000 square feet to the floor, with six or seven stories of 
equal area loaded with inflammable goods, and you have the 
easy task which lies before the London fireman, and the 
herculean task which faces the American fireman. 

The largest store of its kind in London is Whiteley’s, a 
large retail dry-goods house. Instead of having large open 
floors, acres in area, it is divided into numerous low and 
small buildings, averaging less than 1,000 feet in area to 
a floor, each building divided by brick walls of great thick- 
ness, and with double iron doors where openings are made 
from one store to another. Its lowness (a characteristic of 
the London building), the thick brick walls dividing it, the 
small areas of floor, and the sample-like appearance of its 
stock, would make it an easy building to handle in case of 
fire by an American department; yet it has had numerous 
costly fires, even from an American standpoint. 

I noticed one other thing which shows the good business 
judgment of the mercantile community of London. This is 
a tendency to divide a large business into separate depart- 
ments, using one building for storage purposes, another for 
manufacturing purposes, and a third for showing the stock 
for sale. The tendency in an American city for using a 
building not only for sale purposes, but for storage and 
manufacturing, is not general in London. The result is a 
decrease in the fire ata | 

Another important practice of theirs is that of not having 
large windows in their buildings. Their buildings do not 
present so much glass area in the front and sides as with us. 
When a fire occurs it is easier to confine it within the build- 
ing, as the small windows do not present such opportunities for 
large volumes of flame escaping and setting fire to buildings 
on the other side of the street. 

I have been at some pains to look into the question of the 
extension of fires in London from one building to another. 


Of the fires occurring while I was there, quite a proportion 
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were large, and extended to buildings other than that where 
the fire originated. Three days after I sailed, on July 18, a 
fire occurred which involved 50 buildings, 40 of which were 
destroyed and 10 partially so. The loss according to the 
newspapers was $7,500,000 — an enormous amount from a 
London standpoint. The section where this fire occurred I 
had been through several times. It is in the heart of the 
city, close to the Mansion House and to the Bank of England. 
The buildings were low, well constructed, and small in area, 
and the only difficulty that they presented was the fact that 
they were partially stored with goods of an inflammable 

nature. The only way that I can account for such a disas- 
trous and extensive fire occurring in the heart of London 
among such small buildings is the fact that it was allowed to 
get great headway, owing to un-American methods of the 
London service. They are apt to place too much reliance on 
their building construction, and the slow burning of their 
fires. The fire service of London, excellent though it may 
be in many ways, is modelled with the idea of putting out 
most of the fires that occur, but it is not able to cope with 
large fires. What we want is their building construction, 
and what they want is our fire-department methods. There 
is some excuse for us because of the newness of our country, 
the rapid g orowth of our cities, and the fact that our age of 
wood is not a thing of the past. For London, the capital ot 
a great country, the mechanical ability of whose people is 
unquestioned, whose common sense is shown in many ways 
that go to prevent fires, there is no excuse for its not adopt- 
ing American fire- fighting methods. 

It might not be out of place for me to say that Iam on 
record while in London as giving my opinion of the London 
brigade to a prominent officer of a large insurance company. 
It was as follows: “That the departm ent bad not enough 
men, its apparatus was not heavy enough to cope with large 
fires, and that, although they had been more or less for 
tunate for some time past, yet, even in London, admirably 
though it was built, there were opportunities which might 
arise at any moment, and the service would not be able to 
cope with the crisis.” I am free to admit that I do not be- 
lieve my opinion had much weight at that time, for it is to 
the credit of London citizens that their service stands high 
in their estimation ; yet my judgment was borne out in fact 
after my departure by the results of the fire which I have 
quoted above. The chances for large fires are not so numer- 
ous in London, because of construction, as they are with us; 
yet, because of their service, which is modelled for fighting 
small fires, there are many opportunities. The changes in 
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business methods in America have increased our fire risk 
enormously in twenty years, and even in conservative London 
they have made the conditions different from what they were 
twenty and thirty years ago. It seems to me as if the au- 
thorities there had not realized this fact. 


I was at a considerable disadvantage in Paris owing to my 
sinall knowledge of French, and at times it was necessary to 
pursue my inquiries through an interpreter. 

The area of the city is about 30 square miles and the 
population 2,500,000. It has beautiful squares and streets 
of more than average width. This is owing mainly to the 
relaying out of the city some years ago. The water service 
is good for a continental city, the engines connecting directly 
with the hydrants. The buildings, although tall, are small 
in area. : 

The fire department consists of over 1,700 men of the French 
army under the usual officers, — colorel, majors, captains, 
etc. The men are young, but not as powerful-looking as 
those in an American service. Every three years the rank 
and file practically change, owing to the expiration of the 
army service term. They have a system, I was informed, 
which allows men to serve longer if they desire, and in this 
way, as the service is considered easy, they manage to keep 
many men of experience. 

I inspected their drill school. In a modified form it re- 
sembles an American school, yet it is not of so high a grade 
or so far-reaching in results as one of ours. 

They have about 12 fire stations or barracks in the whole 
of Paris. Connected with these or close by are the fire- 
houses, some of which are modelled on the American plan, 
with sliding poles, hanging harnesses, all complete, as intro- 
duced by them some few years since. 

The engines have double pumps some 12 or 14 in number, 
with a capacity of from 300 to 400 gallons a minute. They 
are excellent in their construction. 

The hose is carried on reels attached to wagons, and in 
the barracks, in addition, they have ladders stored which are 
drawn to fires by horses. They use hand-pumps and other 
small appliances to a great extent. Their large ladders are 
about fifty feet in length when extended ; some of them may 
be a little longer. A few men can handle them, but their 
methods are slow and complicated. The construction of the 
ladders, and the method of throwing them, render it impos- 
sible to place them in position at a fire with celerity. 

I looked in vain for pompier ladders. It is a popular 
belief on our side of the Atlantic that the American pompier 
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ladder had its origin in France. If such is the fact, strange 
to say, the French people know nothing about them. They 
have a short ladder of the regular style, with a long hook on 
each side, which they use to scale with from one balcony to 
another. Their buildings are constructed in that way. This 
may have given the idea to America; but America has so 
improved upon it that even its originators would not rec- 
ognize it. 

The use of ropes, life-belts, etc., as practised in American 
departments, is unknown in Paris. Speaking of the Ameri- 
can method of using ropes in saving life, as shown at the 
congress of firemen in London, a captain of the Paris depart- 
ment expressed to me the greatest surprise at the ability 
shown by the American fireman. The rope drill, as prac- 
tised by us, is utterly unknown either in England or France. 

Siamese streams are not used in Paris. Once they had 
the appliances, but they claim they found no use for them. 

The American system of shut-off nozzles, and all those 
modern ideas of fire-fighting, which, in the aggregate, do so 
much to make a service efficient, I failed to find in either 
London or Paris. 

The hose used principally in Paris — and in this respect it 
is behind London — looks like a linen fabric unlined. They 
use some small lined hose, but I saw very little of it. 

Paris, like London, has no wires or poles on its streets to 
interfere with the proper working of its department at fires. 
There are some overhead wires, but these are carried in the 
least objectionable way to the firemen — on structures over 
the roofs of the buildings. 

There are but few fire-alarm boxes in Paris. These are 
small, with glass fronts, placed in a way that makes them 
hard to find. In addition, they have over a hundred stations 
scattered over the city, where they have small appliances and 
afew men. No outsider is allowed to enter the barracks of 
the Paris department without the consent of the commanding 
officer. After getting a written permit from the colonel in 
charge, I was shown the operations of the department by a 
captain in the service. I asked to be taken to one of these 
small outlying stations, and he said that there was nothing 
to see there, that they were doing away with them. 

They are putting in a new fire-alarm system which con- 
sists of short posts, each about four feet high, on top of 
which is a square iron box with a glass front. The idea con- 
veyed by the sign attached to it is that the citizen giving the 
alarm must wait until the apparatus responds. 

In these boxes are telephones which, on breaking the 
glass, allow citizens to send in an alarm of fire. The sup- 
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position is that by this means they are able to get more de- 
tailed information of what is wanted. As far as I could find 
out, it was a peculiar kind of telephone, which wouJd not 
allow the fire headquarters to talk back to the party giving 
the alarm. They could make a signal which would notify 
that an alarm had been received all right, and that is all. If 
such is the case, it seems to me that if this telephone system 
is to be used at all, it should be of such a nature as to admit 
of conversation backward and forward between the party 
giving the alarm and the party receiving it. As fast as these 
boxes are placed in service, the stations, whose places they 
take, are abolished. The eventual result of this system, 
if carried out, will be that Paris will have a large num- 
ber of telephone stations from which to send ia alarms of 
fire. The system, though not perfect, is yet worthy of con- 
sideration. In my supplementary report I shall give a more 
detailed account of it. 

A difficulty in all great cities, which we have felt first in 
America, is that of numerous fires occurring at one and the 
same time. London and Paris have been trying to cope with 
this difficulty, but the methods which they follow are not 
such as meet the case. The time is not far distant when 
London and Paris will be compelled to follow our example. 

When an alarm is received in a Paris station it is sent 
out in a manner somewhat similar to that of the London de- 
partment. They have the same circumlocution in receiving 
the alarm and notifying the various district headquarters and 
in sending back for more help by messengers. The same 
criticism can also be made of their service as of the London, 
viz., the impossibility of centralizing it at a moment’s notice 
and using all the men and apparatus if needed. It is a 
peculiar fact, yet true, that, although the French have many 
American appliances for quick hitching and getting their 
apparatus toa fire, while they connect directly with the hy- 
drant and have their hose joined together ready for use, they 
fail in many ways. Their horses are not trained to run out 
to the harnesses, the halters have to be unhitched, and the 
men lead the horses out by hand. The engines have no 
method of keeping on steam while in quarters, and they do 
not make ready for use until after they arrive at a fire. 
There is an absence of that snap.and vigor which character- 
ize an American service. It strikes me that the men are in 
the same position that we would be in if new and strange 
machinery was imported into one of our large mills and we 
had no men who were familiar with its operation. It would 
be necessary for us to import skilled labor from the country 
whence the machine came or wait until the intelligence of 
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the American mechanic found out the secret. What they 
need in Paris, in addition to copying our ways and methods, 
is the ability to utilize them to the best advantage. 

When the Paris apparatus goes to a fire, it is in no great 
hurry. On arriving the men run off a line of unlined 
hose which looks to be 85} to 4 inches in diameter. At 
the end of this large hose they have a brass cap which 
they screw on, and from this run small lines of hose, 
a trifle larger than ordinary garden hose. They can use 
two lines, possibly more, in this way from one _ large 
line of hose. Some of the small hose is rubber and some of 
it linen unlined, and with this kind of hose they fight a 
fire. The size of their engine streams varies from five- 
elghths of an inch to one inch. As they use unlined hose, 
with its faulty delivery and tendency to leak, and as the 
couplings are somewhat on the key-clutch principle, they 
cannot get efficient water-streams. In America we are par- 
ticular in the extreme not to allow hose to leak when carried 
through buildings, yet in Paris they seem to think nothing 
of this particular point. 

Fires very seldom extend beyond the room in which they 
originate, and the cases are rare in which it gets from one 
building to another. I was present at a small fire which 
took place in the basement of a hotel, with small stores in 
the lower story, and on the stories above were suites for 
tenants. It was curious to see the people looking down 
from the windows above at the firemen at work in the base- 
ment, apparently not in the least disturbed. They could do 
it with impunity, for the buildings are not built to burn. 
The firemen had an arrangement similar to an air-pump 
which supplies a diver with air, and were working it to fur- 
nish air to those who were in the cellar below. The smoke 
that came out from the cellar did not amount to anything in 
volume, and for about half an hour the apparatus and the 
men stood around there, and finally, when the fire seemed to 
be all out, a man came out who had over his head a diver’s 
helmet made out of light metal. He evidently was the one 
who was in the thick of the smoke and to whom the air was 
being pumped. After him came more firemen, and in their 
hands they had the cause of the fire, about a bushel-basketful 
of excelsior, part of which was burned. 

My stay in Paris was a little over a week, and during that 
time I saw considerable of the fire service. The arrange- 
ment for furnishing air to those in cellars, such as they had 
on their apparatus, struck me as being too heavy for a 
man, especially in some cellars such as we have. The 
idea impressed me as excellent, and. possibly might be 
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used in American cities in cellar fires which did not travel 
fast. 

On all their apparatus the French carry oxygen for the 
purpose of reviving those who may have been affected by 
smoke. Here again is an excellent idea, but of its practica- 
bility a medical man would be best able to express an 
opinion. 

In their methods and as scientific fire-fighters, the French 
are somewhat like the English. Neither London nor Paris 
has had the daily practical experience that the American 
fireman has. We have learned the trade scientifically from 
daily combat with fires, unequalled in their fierceness and 
danger the world over, because of the construction of our 
cities. It is not science to use the hose they do, and it is 
not science to have a body of supposed trained men looking 
after the fire interests of a great city like Paris change so 
constantly. The trained, scientific fireman comes only with 
long years of practical experience. In this, both London 
and Paris seem to be sadly wanting. 

The buildings of Paris are better “than those of London. 
Although higher, they are so arranged that all the rooms 
appear ‘to have windows opening out of doors, and they are 
erected around interior courtyards. These courtyards, to- 
gether with many open spaces and broad streets, allow the 
tire department to reach fires easily and quickly. 

The officers and men of the Paris department, like those 
of London, know nothing about the construction of build- 
ings, neither do they make inspection of them, nor are they 
by rule compelled to have a knowledge of their interior or 
exterior construction. The London service is under civil- 
ians, and some people may give that as a reason for its 
action, but the Paris service is military, and so much is 
claimed for the military, that it is a strange comment that 
this most essential thing in fire-fighting, viz., that the offi- 
cers at least should inspect and know their buildings, is com- 
pletely ignored in Paris. They have plans on file at the 
headquarters of the public buildings and of theatres, and 
this is the nearest they come to paying any attention to 
building construction. I asked an officer how they found 
their way in a building on fire, and he replied that the 
owner or somebody round there showed them. 

Paris uses the army for a fire department, in my opinion, 
first, because of its cheapness ; lastly, in order that so large 
a body of men may come under the jurisdiction of the na- 
tional government, not the municipality of Paris. The 
police come under the national government for the same 
reason.

The life-saving appliances in Paris, from my limited ex- 
amination, can bear no comparison with those of an Ameri- 
can city. They are not even abreast of the London service ; 
in fact, the engine and fire appliances of Paris would hardly 
be large enough i in number for an American city of 100,000 
population, and would not be for Paris, were it not for the 
wonderful building construction. 

In my opinion, it would be well for us to consider the 
question of a heavier system of policing and patrolling on 
the part of the fire department in the extreme hazardous 
sections of Boston. If foreign cities find it beneficial, why 
not Boston? 

In the engines which I saw in England, outside of 
London, the idea of having three pumps seemed to me to 
be an improvement on the average two-pump engines. In 
Paris, they have in service boilers on their engines of a 
water tubular pattern. Attached to the boilers is a light 
condenser to exhaust the steam back into the boiler, or they 
can exhaust into the air. 

It might be possible for an engine to be built with three 
pumps instead of two, and by adopting the system of water 
tubular boilers, get better results than we receive from our 
engines. The gain from an engine of this kind would be 
economy in the use of fuel, lightness in weight, and large 

water-throwing capacity. 

Water eibular boilers, I understand, have been tried in 
England in connection with fire-engines, and it is claimed 
that they are a success. We might submit the question ¢s 
to the feasibility of this proposition to the engineer of the 
city of Boston. In this connection it would be advisable 
also to have a scientific test made by him of the number of 
gallons per minute the engines of the Boston fire department 
are able to throw on a fire, not alone in theory, but in actual, 
practical work. The result of this test would best show the 
wisdom of trying this new system of engine. In connection 
with this test, the principles of getting the best results from 
two-way, three- -way, and four-way siamese streams could be 
obtained ; in fact, the whole question of water delivery could 
be investigated, especially the subject of a lighter substitute 
for the present heavy suction used in connecting an engine 
to the hydrant. 

There is no doubt that the great danger of Boston in the 
future is from the faulty construction of the past. It is 
essential that not only the officers, as is now the case, should 
have a thorough knowledge of construction of buildings, but 
that as far as possible it should extend to the men. Our 
‘patrol system makes it possible for a man to know the con- 
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ditions that surround buildings on the outside. By allow- 
ing them access to maps it is possible for them, in theory, 
to obtain a knowledge of their inside construction. It seems 
to me that when promotions occur hereafter, it would be 
advisable to embody as part of the subjects in which the men 
should be examined, their knowledge of the results obtained 
from water, as developed by the tests which I have sug- 
gested, and also their knowledge of the outside and inside 
construction of buildings in the district where they have 
done duty. 

[I noticed in Paris, in some of the large buildings which I 
personally examined, there were men attached to the store, 
who were formerly members of the Paris brigade. Their 
duty, I was informed, was to patrol all the floors of the 
building, and see that the goods were so placed, and every- 
thing carried on in such a manner, that the danger from fire 
was minimized., This is an idea that can be enlarged upon 
here in Boston. In each of our large establishments that are 
considered hazardous, a fire department can be formed out 
of the employees, and the organization be made under the 
supervision of an officer of our fire service. To get the best 
results from such an organization, it should be inspected at 
stated intervals by a fire official. This inspection should ex- 
tend to the fire appliances of the building. 

I have examined the building laws of Paris and London, 
as well as the laws governing explosives and petroleum, 
also their system of inspection, and other matters of im- 
portance, and will submit, as soon as possible, a separate 
report upon those subjects. 
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SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT. 


There is no way of ascertaining the actual fire losses on 
property in London. The fire brigade keeps no record. 
They say that it is not their business to do so. Unlike us, 
they give no attention to this point. | 

It is also absolutely impossible to obtain exact figures of 
the losses of insurance companies, for any year or series of 
years. It is the custom of every company (with some ex- 
ceptions) to publish full particulars of its receipts and loss 
payments as a whole, at home and abroad. But no company 
thinks to make public its experiences in any London district. 
The reason for this is, that if the experience be an adverse 
one, the company can quietly curtail its operations in that 
district; and if favorable, it can continue to make a profit 
without attracting too much attention. The correct figures, 
doubtless, are in the hands of some insurance managers, 
but they do not make them public. 

London is divided for insurance purposes by each company 
into practically three sections: the West End, for good resi- 
dential property; the city, for large wholesale and retail 
warehouses, and storage risks; and tye East End, for manu- 
facturing and residential risks. 

The residential insurances are on a good paying basis. 
Although the rates vary from 4 per cent. “to 2 per cent., the 
loss ratio of the larger companies fluctuate between 5 and 15 
per cent. of the gross premium income of these West End 
branches. This statement applies to three of the principal 
insurance companies of London. Separate figures for the 
East End and city cannot be obtained, but the combined 
percentage for London is estimated as follows: 

During the last ten years the percentage of losses has fluc- 
tuated between 40 and 60 per cent. of the premiums. The 
loss for last year is estimated as not exceeding 50 per cent., 
and it varies from about 25 per cent. in one company to 
about 70 per cent. in two other prominent companies. ‘This 
is based on the judgment of authorities. It is not too much 
to estimate 50 per cent. of the premiums as the loss. 

This is about the same showing on insurance profits as 
that made by the Boston insurance companies during the 
last ten years, with this difference, that the insurance rates 
are at least twice as high in Boston as they are in London. 
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The yearly premium receipts for the London district in 
detail it was impossible for me to obtain, but it may be cal- 
culated on a basis of 2 per cent. un the total insurance of the 
companies, based upon their contribution to the support of 
the London brigade. This would he about £1,432,000. 
The insurance companies are desirous of making as large a 
profit us possible in London, because the business there is 
usually reckoned to cover deficits in what they call the prov- 
inces and abroad. The business of the fire offices for the 
country and abroad shows a total loss of 13,000,000 ona 
premium income of 19,000,000. 

The insurance commissions paid to agents are reckoned at 
about 16 per cent. The expenses of management, it is 
claimed, are 18 per cent. 

According to the annual report of the London Salvage 
Corps, which is supported by the insurance companies to look 
after their property, it is estimated that 25 per cent. of the 
total number of fires in the metropolitan area have no in- 
surance. This is an extraordinarily large proportion, but 
the statement, coming from such an authority, cannot be 
questioned. Many small householders and business firms 
do not insure at all. 

The salvage corps’ report draws attention to several pecu- 
liarities in fire risks. In 11 years the number of fires has 
increased 60 per cent., and the serious fires have fallen from 
14 to 6 per cent. The claim is made that this result is 
caused by the special attention given to the isolation of por- 
tions of large warehouses and storage premises, and also to 
a lately introduced system of patrolling and inspecting under 
the directions of the fire-insurance managers. The best re- 
sults have been shown in wharf and warehouse business. 

As near as I could ascertain, what they call warehouse 
business means a business carried on in any building occu- 
pied by a firm in the dry goods, furniture business, ete. 

They seem to have had a somewhat similar experience in 
London to what we have recently had in our American cities, 
doubtless coming from the changes in business methods, to 
which I have heretofore alluded. 

About two years ago, the centre mile in London, around 
the Mansion House, was yielding large fire losses in what 
they called “ warehouses,” dealing in Manchester goods of 2 
nature similar to dry goods. The insurance was raised 5:) 
per cent., the results showing a loss even then; and while 
I was stuying in London the companies were considering the 
question of making a still further increase of 20 per cent. on 
insurance rates. Their method of increasing the rate was 
to take every warehouse dealing in Manchester goods, and 
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raise the premiums in the proportion that I have mentioned. 
But they did not apply this increase to every business build- 
ing in the district. 

I found it impossible to obtain definitely the number of 
fires in London causing a loss of over $25,000, but doubt- 
less those marked “serious” in the brigade report are 
above that amount. In regard to notable fires, the reports 
of 1892 will show the cases of extension from one building 
to another. The construction of their buildings is of such 
a nature that the losses are confined generally to the build- 
ing in which the fire originates, although during my short 
stay there were a number of extension fires fully as large as 
would have occurred during the same time in any American 
city. 

For many years London has been singularly free from 
disastrous fires. Recently, however, she has had a different 
experience. The history of fires in great cities is more or 
less similar. They may have years free from conflagrations, 
and then they come with a vengeance. London has been no 
exception to the rule. * 

It has been said again and again that conflagrations were 
limited to American ities owing to the wooden and careless 
construction. London has been held up for our edification. 
Yet a week or so ago they had a large conflagration, and a 
few days later they had another. Of the latter one it has 
been impossible for me to obtain the exact losses, owing to 
the peculiar methods that characterize the fire brigade’s 
records. . In this fire, the newspapers claim that the losses 
are between seven and eight millions. (See Plate No. 1.) 

The accompanying plan of the fire was sketched and 
afterwards verified by a competent engineer. The amount 
of territory burned over was large. Forty buildings 
were destroyed, and 20 partially so. The _ buildings 
were all very small in area. The heights of the build- 
ings ran from 3} to 5 stories, very few of them the latter 
height. The buildings were well constructed, in many 
cases occupied by offices, and presented no great diffi- 
culties in case of fire from the construction standpoint. 
The fire started in the corner of the building, at the 
point marked by a star, in the stationery shop of William 
Brown & Co. Owing to the slowness of the methods char- 
acterizing the fire departments on the other side, and the 
inflammable contents of the building, the fire, Aonnilens cot 
great headway. Even under these drawbacks it would 
seem, however, that, with so many partition walls, the fire 
should have been confined to its point of origin. If in such 
buildings as these in London, which are built not to burn, a 
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disastrous fire of this kind can occur, the wonder is that in 
American cities, with their large-area buildings and wooden 
construction, we have not had ‘greater conflagrations. 

The history of fires in New York, Chicago, and Boston 
shows somewhat similar results. <A few days avo New York 
Gf you will remember) had a large fire, the loss upon 
which, according to reports, was over $2,000, OOOT we bisay, 
according to reports, beeause the final results, doubtless, 
will curtail that figure. (See Plate No. 2.) 

I submit a plan of that fire. The star paiee the place 
where the fire started in Campbell & Co.’s paper-hanging 
establishment. The unbroken floor area of the building 
where the fire began was large. The result was inevitable, 
with such a large area filled with inflammable material. A 
great volume of flame was produced, and although 46 pieces 
of apparatus were on duty, the flames jumped a street 55 
feet wide, and burned over 20 buildings. 

If at this fire there had been other large-area buildings 
adjoining the territory burned over, it w ould have required 
all the efforts of the excellent New York service to have 
prevented further spread, and it is a question whether they 
would have succeeded in so doing. 

I submit a plan of a fire in Chicago that occurred some 
time ago, which still further illustrates the dangers from 
large floor areas and ill-constructed bnildings. The star 
shows where the fire started. It began in a one-story frame 
shed in the rear of a block of five buildings full of windows, 
and from this block the flames jumped a street 80 feet wide 
and burned the low buildings on the other side, three and 
four stories high; also the low buildings in the rear, on the 
other side of School street. The number of buildings 
affected in this fire was about 20. (See Plate No. 3.) 

Here, again, was a case that, owing to the fact that in the 
neighborhood there were only low three-story brick build- 
ings, the fire did not extend farther. The number of engines 
at this fire was thirty-four. It required the united efforts of 
a large part of the Chicago service to stop this conflagration. 

We have, as you well know, the same trouble in Boston 
that they have had in New York and Chicago; but our large 
floor area buildings appear to be more poorly constructed 
than in the latter cities, and we are unfortunate in the sense 
that they are in the neighborhood of other large-area build- 
ings, and are surrounded by narrow streets. I submit 
a plan of the Hecht building fire. (See Plate No. 4.) 

The point where the fire was supposed to have started is 
shown by the star. It jumped across the small passageway 
(over the skylight), 8 feet in width, into the Summer-street 
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building, which had no shutters. By the falling of the walls 
the fire went into the building next the one without the shut- 
ters, also into the annex buildings on the Federal-street side, 
connected with the main building by iron doors. The con- 
struction of this building was the usual American construc- 
tion which characterized buildings fifteen years ago, — plenty 
of wood, some iron and brick. 

These three fires owe their spread to the vast volume of 
flame generated in a large floor area. In view of the con- 
struction of the buildings, and of the result of these fires, 2 
great deal of credit should be given to the respective fire 
departments, especially so when we compare the fires with 
the plan of the fire in London, which spread as far and 
destroyed more buildings. With us they would be con- 
sidered, from their small size, numerous brick partitions and 
good construction, extremely easy to handle in case of fire. 

I personally inspected six of the most difficult “ warehouse ” 
risks in London. The business is similar to our large retail 
houses. The following are the risks. 

The Army and Navy stores pay an insurance of thirteen 
shillings to a hundred pounds

The plans of these buildings show the benefit accruing 
from the building laws, which limit not only areas, but the 
heights of the buildings, by the clause which says, “ the 
cubical contents of any building shall not be over 216,000 
feet.” This law also compels the use of fire-proof material, 
und limits the style of doors that shall be cut through walls. 

My personal inspection of these buildings showed that the 
floors were generally of concrete, the roofs of slate or metal, 
the ceilings concrete, arched bricking used everywhere, 
openings made in the walls protected by double steel doors, 
party walls of great thickness, subways from one building to 
another rather than passages overground, ——in short, every- 
thing was done to produce perfect construction. The reason 
for this action of the occupants was that they might obtain 
low rates of insurance. Yet with all this excellence of 
construction in London, there are many large houses, as in 
Boston, who have to go abroad to obtain all the insurance 
they want. 

The buildings of Maple & Co., upholsterers, cabinet- 
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makers, and general house furnishers, are divided into three 
divisions. I found the construction well-nigh perfect from 
a fire standpoint. In addition they seemed to have provided 
every appliance in the way of hose, night watchmen, etc., for 
meeting any possible emergency. (See Plate No. 5.) 

The average area of each building in division 1 is 1,256 
square feet; the heights of the buildings vary from 3 to 
4 stories, and in some instances they are 5 stories high. 
The stories are excessively low studded, and the 5- -story 
building in this case, as in most London buildings, appears 
to be not higher than an average 3-story building in America. 
The total number of buildings occupied by Maple & Co. 
is 75 in one division, 12 in another, and 5 in a third. The 
result of having so many buildings divided by brick walls, 
with double iron doors covering the openings (and the size 
of these doors limited), is the general prevention of the 
spread of fire beyond the building where it originates. 

The theory of the construction “of all large buildings in 
London is to be praised. It is the same principle which 
makes, the modern ocean steamer well-nigh unsinkable. A 
series of water-tight compartments, with all connections 
provided with doors, has robbed the sea of many of its 
dangers, The same principle, with fire-proof construction, 
applied in buildings in London, has prevented the disastrous 
fires from large floor area buildings by which American cities 
have suffered. 

A few of the marked characteristics of Maple & Co.’s are 
concrete ceilings, 1 in many cases stone stairs, windows pro- 
tected by iron shutters, and the isolation of the dangerous 
portions of the business in specially constructed buildings, 
so that in case of fire that particular portion of the business 
would be injured and no other. 

What is true of the construction of Maple & Co.’s is equally 
true, to a greater or less extent, of the plans of five other 
buildings. 

The Army and Navy Codéperative Society curries on gen- 
eral stores somewhat similar to one of our large retail dry- 
goods houses. One portion of their business is in stores 
between Victoria street, Howick place, and Artillery row ; 
the other portion between Francis street, Howick place, 
Spencer place, Greencoat row, and St. Margaret’s place. 
The average area of the buildings in the first division is 1,090 
square feet ; the total number of the buildings is 49 in the 
first aaa 23 in the second, and 10 in the third. The 
heights of the buildings are 3 stories, 4 stories, and in a few 
cases 5 stories. (See Plate No. 6.) 

In the examination that I made of these stores, it struck 
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me that their construction was a little better than the aver- 
age London building. They were provided with brick 
arches, stone stairs, numerous thick brick partition walls, 
and an isolation in separate buildings, with brick arched 
floors of the departments where danger was to be expected 
from fire. The streets were fairly wide, especially so when 
the heights of the buildings are considered. In the immedi- 
ate neighborhood there appeared to be no other large build- 
ings. ‘This reduces the danger. 

In William Whiteley’s stores there have been many costly 
fires in times past, involving large losses, yet, owing to the 
method of subdivision into numerous small buildings by 
partition walls, the fires have never completely destroyed 
the whole property. It is divided into two distinct parts by 
Douglass place, under which subways are run. The total 
area of one part is 70,400 square feet, and it is divided into 
109 buildings. The area of part 2 1s 72,000 square feet, 
divided into 40 buildings. Owing to the fact that the rate 
of insurance paid upon these buildings is 21 shillings, and 
the reputation they have enjoyed for large fires, my examina- 
tion was very thorough. The portion of the stores facing on 
Queen’s row are of first-class construction, — concrete, stone 
floors, walls of great thickness, double doors protecting 
openings in the wall, and brick arches in the basement. In 
short, everything seemed to have been done to prevent the 
spread of fire. (See Plate No. 7.) 

Whiteley’s stores are considered the most extensive of 
their kind in London. ‘This business is like that of Jordan, 
Marsh, & Co, or R. H. White & Co., or even a little more 
extensive, as he deals in oils, paints, provisions, and flour, 
and has a book-bindery; a butcher shop, and other things 
that seem a little out of place in a dry-goods store. 

If the same buildings were in Boston they would be con- 
sidered a cheap fire risk. The owner, however, I am in- 
formed, has been unable to get all the insurance he wanted. 
The height of the buildings is so low (in some cases they 
hardly average as high as an ordinary American dwelling- 
house), and their construction is so good, that the tire 
department, either in Boston, New York, or Chicago, 
would have no trouble in preventing much damage in cise 
of fire. 

The business quarters of Shoolbred & Co., drapers and 
house furnishers, face on Tottenham-court road, 82 feet 
wide ; Grafton street, 49 feet wide; Huntley street. 45 feet 
wide ; and University street, 44 feet wide. Four stories is 
the average height of all the buildings, and very low stories 
at that. Measured by the eye, they appear to be about 50 
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feet high, or even less. Here I found concrete ceilings in 
many parts, slate and metal roofs, thick brick walls with double 
fire doors protecting the openings, and a_ well-constructed 
building. The total area which the external walls of the 
building enclose is 72,000 square feet. The number of build- 
ings into which this area is divided is 56. (See Plate No. 8.) 

‘The buildings of Hitchcock, Williams, & Co., facing on 
Paternoster row, Paul’s alley, and St. Paul’s churchy: id, are 
situated in a section where some disastrous fires have oc- 
curred. The total area of the buildings is 24,000 square 
feet. This area is divided into 30 buildings. The height 
runs from 34 stories to 4, and in a few cases 5. The same 
good construction and the use of thick brick partition walls 
is to be found bere. In fact, you find it everywhere in 
London. (See Plate No. 9.) 

Messrs. I. & R. Morley, situated on Gresham street, Mill 
street, and Wood street, is divided into twenty-eight differ- 
ent buildings. The total area within the external walls is 
35,100 square feet. The number of buildings into which 
this area is divided is twenty-eight; average area of sub- 
divisions, 1,243 square feet. (See Plate No. 10.) 

My reasons for referring to these buildings are: first, to 
give an idea of their excellent. construction : ; next, to Sete 
the common-sense methods which characterize the business 
men of London in isolating the dangerous portions of their 
business, and in the use of brick partition walls, which is the 
greatest safeguard for the prevention of the spread of fire. 

Again, I desire to contrast the easy task which the London 
buildings present to the English fireman with the problem 
which faces the American fireman from poorly constructed, 
large-area buildings. 

To illustrate, and for comparison, I submit the following 
plans of American buildings : 

No. 11 represents a seven-story and basement, composition 
roof, iron shutters, mill construction, well-built building in 
Chicago. The fact that it is divided into four parts and is 
surrounded by broad thoroughfares, and its general good 
construction, makes it a very raeoallent fire- Gales 

No. 12 represents a second square or building in Chicago. 
It is divided into eleven different buildings, separated in the 
most part one from the other. It has the same good points 
that mark the first building. In addition to the excellent 
construction and the broad streets upon which the buildings 
face, which are marked characteristics in Chicago, the law re- 
garding the erection of standpipes is to be commended. 
Buildings of a certain number of stories and over a certain 
floor area are required to have permanently fixed on the out- 
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side pipes of. the requisite diameter with connections at each 
story, and iron ladders with balconies. It places the Chicago 
Fire Department in such a position that when they arrive at 
a fire they have, by means of this law, water-towers all ready 
for use and ladders fixed in position with which they can 
reach the top of any building. The good point of this per- 
manent pipe, with its connections for hose, is the fact that it 
means no extra expense for water to owners or occupants. 
The engines make connections from the bottom and supply 
the water from the public mains. 

Nos. 138 and 14 are representative buildings in New York 
City. The widths of the streets on plan No. 13 are 100, 75, 
and 60 feet respectively. The building in question is large, 
situated on a corner and divided into three parts with double 
iron doors, which help wonderfully to protect from the exten- 
sion of fire. The general construction is good; the height, 
7 stories in two of the parts and 8 stories in the third 
division. 

No. 14 represents one business facing on two streets of 100 
feet in width and one of 60. It varies in stories from one 
to five, as shown by the marginal figures. One portion 
divided from the main building by brick walls is 9 stories 
high. General construction fair. 

The New York and Chicago buildings represent the busi- 
ness of one firm. 

Plans Nos. 15 and 16 take in squares of property in Boston 
and represent the business of different firms; yet in single 
instances they show larger unbroken areas and that lack of 
division brick walls which characterize Plans 11, 12, 13, and 
14. The narrowness of the streets with us is remarkable. 

In No. 15 the numbers round the edge designate the stories. 
The large floor areas which characterize some of the build- 
ings are extremely noticeable. 

Plan No. 16 takes in a little more than one block or square, 
and has all the points that handicap a fire department that 
you find in plan No. 15. 

The scale of all these plans being drawn 70 feet to the 
inch, it is comparatively easy, by actual measurement, to 
estimate the areas of the respective buildings; and it does 
not require any expert knowledge to see the advantages of 
one city over the other. 

The following table gives the largest areas of the buildings 
in the plans submitted :

New York has buildings of larger area than those of which 
plans are submitted, but in many cases they are of fire-proof 
construction, and the same is true of Chicago. 

‘The laws governing explosives, petroleum, etc., in London 
are very exhaustive, and contain points which I recommend 
to the Boston commission’s consideration. 

I gave some attention, as instructed by the Board, to the 
Metropolitan Buildings Act and the variots laws governing 
buildings in London. I have also made a comparison be- 
tween them and the New York and Boston building acts. 

There are 550,000 to 600,000 buildings in London, none 
of which are of wood, and of this great number previous to 
1890 there were only two or three that violate the law and 
exceed a greater dimension than 216,000 cubic feet, or an 
area of about 3,600 feet to a floor if there are three stories 
60 X 60 X 20. One of these buildings is a large gas retort 
and one an electric-light company station, for the building 
of which special parliamentary sanction had to be obtained. 

Fancy in Boston our being obliged to go to Washington 
in order to obtain permission to build a large- area building ! 
The twenty-ninth section of the London C ounty Council Aci 
of 1890, which allows buildings used for one business of a 
non-inflammable nature (by special permission of the county 
council) to be built containing 450,000 cubic feet (this is a 
building of about 77 feet front by 77 feet deep by 77 feet 
high), has only permitted the erection of 15 warehouses. 
In other words, there are in London only three buildings, built 
by special permission of the English Parliament, larger than 
216,000 cubic feet, and only 15 which reach the maximum of 
450,000 feet. If under the’ London law a larger floor area 
than about 3,000 square feet is to be obtained, the building 
must he two stories or one story in height according to the 
area of the floor desired. 

If our American cities were built on this plan, what 
wonderful improvement there would be in our fire records ! 

London’s advantage at present is that she has been reaping 
the benefit of excellent laws for years, while in New York 
and Boston they are in their infancy. 

It would be well to look into the portions of the law which 
cover fire-escapes, theatres, protection of light wires used in 
electricity, of which Boston takes no notice, and the legal 
portion, especially that which refers to the court decisions. 
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The area of light wells is not allowed to go below 100 
square feet in London, and must be built of fire- -proof ma- 
terial. In Boston and New York they are not limited, and 
as a result we have reached a very poor state of things in 
this direction. Many of our so-called light wells are so small 
that they are like flues of a chimney. 

The building laws of Boston at the present time resemble 
in many particular points those of London. They are to be 
commended in the main. Doubtless, during the next year 
or two, experience will show necessary changes that should 
be made, if it has not already done so, and our laws will 
be the perfect ones that a city of Boston’s wealth and popu- 
Jation demands. 


New Frre-ALARM SYSTEM IN PARIS. 


Paris is divided into 24 districts. Each district has a 
central station equipped with the necessary fire apparatus 
and a number of men, some of whom are qualified to operate 
the electrical apparatus. 

These central stations vary somewhat in the extent+of their 
equipment, the more important of them being denominated 

‘easernes,” and the others “post centrals,” the latter being 
located in the less important districts, and only having elec- 
trical connection with the fire-alarm boxes in their district 
and the caserne most convenient to them. 

There is one central station, which is the headquarters of 
the entire system. 

Each caserne is connected not only with its dependent 
post central station and some fire-boxes, but to the main 
central station. The system is operated by two methods. 
By the use of a double wire cable, connections are made 
between the several stations, and so arranged that when 
standing at rest a ground circuit is formed through a set of 
electro-magnetic apparatus located in the central stations, 
termed in this system the “ Morse Special.” 

This apparatus is controlled by mechanical devices in the 
fire-alarm boxes, which are set in motion by the person 
giving the alarm. An inscription on the outside of each box 
says ‘that he is simply to break the glass inserted in the 
centre of the door to ensure the desired result. The act of 
breaking the glass produces three results, viz.: The door is 
thrown open and a mechanical gong on the inside of it is set 
ringing in the same manner ¢ and for the same purpose as those 
of the keyless doors used in the Boston system. A bell in 
the central station is also set ringing, indicating to the men 
in charge that a call has been made for some box in their 
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district. The mechanism of the box is also started automati- 
eally, a part of which consists of a wheel somewhat like that 
in the old district box abandoned in Boston years ago. 

The revolution of this wheel transmits to the central 
station a series of arbitrary signals, which are recorded on 
paper by a Morse register, and when translated by code, in- 
dicate the box from which they were sent. By a further 
action of the signal wheel the “Special Morse” circuit is 
opened, and a metallic circuit established through the tele- 
phones, which also form a part of the equipment of each fire- 
alarm box. 

On the inside of each fire-alarm box are displayed further 
instructions to the senders of alarms, to the effect that they 
shall immediately communicate to the central station, by 
means of the telephone, the location and character of the fire 
or other cause for which the call was given. The boxes con- 
tain no receivers, consequently the person sending a message 
has no means of knowing whether he has been correctly un- 
derstood. He is only informed by an inductive sound in his 
transmitter, made by the person at the central station, that a 
message has been received. In addition the central stations 
are equipped with a telephonic system, and are able to talk 
with any other central, or with the grand central, as occasion 
requires, 

On the receipt of an alarm, the party receiving it at the 
central makes such a disposition of the apparatus as the size 
of the fire may require, by calling upon the posts de ville or 
apparatus houses within his district. If in his judgment 
there should be additional apparatus sent, he calls on the 
main central for further instructions. The whole matter of 
moving the apparatus is performed with the telephones, no 
use being made of the special Morse service except that of 
indicating the signal-box from which the call was sent. If, 
however, the telephone service should fail, they then use 
their Morse apparatus to transmit their messages between 
the central stations. — 

Notwithstanding the fact that their wires are so placed 
beneath the streets as to secure almost absolute safety to 
them (chiefly on account of the subways for sewers through 
which they pass being so admirably constructed, and be- 
cause no high-tension currents from other service are being 
discharged into the earth, as in the city of Boston), they 
take every precaution to avert or correct any faults that 
might occasionally become manifest. 

Their lines and stations are tested every day during the 
stormy periods of the winter season, and once a week at 
other times. 
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This system, as here described, appears to be well 
contrived, carefully constructed, and is, no doubt, success- 
fully operated. While it is probably everything that a city 
like Paris requires, with its practically incombustible build- 
ings and broad avenues, it is evident that the tinder-boxes 
of Boston would have little chance for safety should a fire in 
any of them be allowed to have its way while the apparatus 
was being instructed to’ proceed to the spot by any such 
elaborate process. 

The system which we have inaugurated of hi ving a tele- 
phone in connection with the fire- alarm boxes in Boston on 
special circuits, independent of those now in use, should be 
extended, and the idea vf using telephones for sending in 
alurms of fire after the box has been operated should be 
thoroughly investigated. To have telephones in all boxes 
would be at least a useful auxiliary to the present Morse 
key, and it seems to me as if it could be made as reliable, if 
not more so. It would serve one purpose, that of minimiz- 
ing the danger of losing an alarm when more than one box 
is pulled at the same time for the same fire. 

The idea which is embodied in the Paris service of auto- 
matically sending in an alarm by the mere breaking of the 
glass should be adopted in the American fire-alarm box. 
Considerable time would be saved over the present system, 
which necessitates opening the box and then pulling down 
the hook before an alarm is sent. 

The time has come for using a telephonic system as an 
auxiliary, or even more than an auxiliary, to the present 
system in use in American fire-alarm departments. It is 
true that we use it in our covering system between our 

various houses, but we should go one step further and see 
if there is not an advantage to be gained from embodying it 
in our public fire-alarm sy ystem. 

All the above statements I have endeavored personally to 
verify. The plans of the fires and of the buildings in Lon- 
don are veritied by competent men. The information re- 
garding London insurance has been obtained from managers 
in the business of high standing. I have every reason to 
believe that it is reliable. London is a great centre for the 
insurance business, not only of Engl: ind, but of other coun- 
tries. The methods of carrying it on are admirable, and the 
desire on the part of the managers appears to be to obtain a 
fair profit on their investments. 

In Boston our heaviest losses —and we are no exception 
to the rule—have been from dangerous _ fire-risks, well 
known to insurance and fire men. It will be years before 
we will reap the benefit of good building laws. In the 
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mean time, buildings of bad construction, which have been 
built in years past, should be specially marked, and every- 
thing done to minimize the danger from them in case of fire. 
They should be patrolled, together with the dangerous sec- 
tions of the city. 

The plan of the Board to strengthen the service, both in 

water-supply and apparatus, in the heart of the city should 
be carried out, and the suburbs of the city receive just what 
they require at the present time, and not what their possible 
needs will demand some years from now. 

The plan of fixed pipes with water connections, and iron 
ladders and balconies on dangerous buildings, should be con- 
sidered, and, if found advisable, their adoption compelled by 
law. 

Wires running near dangerous risks should be put under- 
ground, or where that cannot be done, run over the tops of 
the buildings. 

Cooperation on the part of our citizens with the authorities 
to bring about the same favorable conditions as exist in 
other orent cities will aid materially to reduce the fire-risks 
of Boston.

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REPORT OF THE CITY ENGINEER ON TESTS 
OF ENGINES. 


ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT, 50 Crty HALL. 


Mr. Ropert G. Fitcu, 
Chairman Board of Fire Commissioners : 


Dear Sir: In compliance with your request of Septem- 
ber 21, 1893, a series of tests have been made of the differ- 
ent types and sizes of the steam fire-engines in use in your 
department, for the purpose of determining, as nearly as 
practicable, their capacity and efficiency under the conditions 
actually occurring at fires. 

Incidentally, tests were made of the comparative efficiency 
of 24-inch and 3-inch fire-hose, of the discharging capacity of 
the fire. hydrants, and of the efficiency of the water-tower. 
The tests were made under the immediate supervision of 
Assist.-Eng. Dexter Brackett, and the method of conducting 
the tests was as follows: 

All of the tests were made at the Water Department yard 
on Albany street. The engines tested were connected with 
and drew their supply from a Post hydrant located in the 
vard, and connected with the 12-inch main in Albany street 
by an 8-inch main 240 feet in length. 

The water-pressure at the hydrant was about 42 Ibs. when 
the engines were not drawing. 

The hydrant has an inside diameter of 6% inches, with three 
outlets for hose connection, two of 44-inch diameter and one of 
24-inch diameter, each outlet having an independent valve. 

“The steamers were connected with one of the 44-inch out- 
lets by means of the ordinary 4-inch suction-hose, and with 
one or two exceptions, of which special mention is made 
hereafter, all valves on the supply-main and hydrant were 
kept wide open during the trials. 

Frequent pressures were taken by means of a gauge con- 
nected with a piezometer which was coupled to the hydrant 
nozzle and to which the suction-hose was connected. 

All water used in the boilers was carefully weighed and 
the quantity checked by meter measurement. All coal used 
by each engine was weighed, but no attempt was made to 
obtain the amount of ashes or unbur nt coal. All gauges used 
were carefully tested by means of a Crosby gauge tester and 
the readings corrected when necessary. The hose used was 
new Callahan jacket hose having nominal diameters of 2} 
and 3 inches, but the actual inside diameters were 2.65 and 

3.30 inches. 
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The length of hose used during the tests was usually 500 
feet for each line except when using the large siamese nozzle, 
in which case lines 200 feet in length were used. During 
some of the first tests made the lengths of the lines were 400 
feet. 

At the Lincoln-street fire the average length of the 71 
lines of hose used was 530 feet and at the Tremont Temple 
fire it was 500 feet. 

Standard smooth nozzles were used in all tests, with a 
single exception, when a test was made to show the compara- 
tive efficiency of smooth and ring nozzles. The quantity of 
water discharged by the steamers was calculated from ob- 
servations of the pressure, made by means of gauges at- 
tached to piezometers at the base of the play pipes using the 
well-established formula deduced from the experiments of 
Mr. J. R. Freeman. The experiments of Mr. Freeman, 
which were made with great care and covering a great variety 
of patterns of nozzles as well as a large range of pressures, 
proved that by carefully conducted observations the dis- 
charge from any of the standard nozzles can be determined 
within one-half of one per cent. 

Careful measurements were made of the diameters of the 
nozzles, and in nozzles of the same nominal diameter there 
was found a variation of .014 of an inch. 

The engine tests were conducted in the following manner : 

Steam was first raised in the boiler to a pressure at which 
the engine could do practical service; the fire was then 
drawn and a new fire started with weighed fuel. As soon as 
the steam pressure began to rise the engine was started, and 
run with, as nearly as possible, a uniform steam and water 
pressure. 

Changes in the conditions were made at periods of from 
fifteen to thirty minutes, either by changing the sizes of the 
nozzles, the steam pressure, or the length or size of the lines 
of hose, the object of the tests being to ascertain the quantity 
of water which each engine was capable of throwing upon a 
fire in continuous service, and not the quantity which might 
possibly be discharged through a short line of hose or an 
open butt for one or two minutes. 

Observations of the steam and water pressures at the en- 
gine were made every minute, and of the water pressure at 
the nozzles every thirty seconds. In the tables giving the 
results of the trials averages of these observations are given. 

All coal used under the boilers and all water fed to the 
boilers were carefully weighed. Pressures were taken on the 
supply-main at the base of the hydrant, on the 23-inch out- 
let of the hydrant and at a piezometer attached to the 44-inch 
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outlet with which the suction-pipe from the engine was con- 
nected. 

These pressures were taken to show the loss of pressure by 
friction in the hydrant and the available. pressure in the 
steamer suction. In the tests of Engines Nos. 27, D, 36, 
and 15 pressures were also taken at the suction chamber of 
the engine. 

Calorimetric measurements of the amount of moisture in 
the steam furnished by the different types of boilers were 
made on Engines No. 27, No. 15, and No. 23. 

Indicator cards were taken from the steam cylinders of 
Engine D and Engine No. 15. 

The number of revolutions made by the engines were 
electrically recorded by an instrument made by an employee 
of the Fire Department. 

Each revolution of the engine closed a circuit and was 
recorded on a paper tape. By the use of a stop watch the 
number of revolutions per minute was easily and accurately 
determined. 

In order to obtain information in regard to the effect of a 
hydrant supply as compared with drafting, tests were made 
of Engines No. 43 and No. 36 taking water from a large 
box which was floated in the dock alongside of the Water 
Department wharf. The box was supplied with fresh water 
from a hydrant in the yard. 

Tests have been made of Amoskeag engines of four sizes, 
three sizes of Clapp and Jones engines, and two sizes of en- 
gines of the Silsby pattern. These comprise the patterns 
and sizes of engines which are now in general use by the 
department. 

Table No. 1 gives the general dimensions of these engines, 
and the statements and tables appended to this report give 
- In detail the results of all the trials.

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ENGINE No. 36. 


Calculated capacity at 300 revolutions per minute £498 
gallons. Tested November 8, 1893. 


The engine was started at 1.14-40 P.M., with steam at 
60 lbs. 

From 1.14-40 P.M. until 2.29-30 P.M., or 74 minutes 50 
seconds, water was forced through two 500-foot lines of hose 
and discharged through two 14-inch nozzles. The steam 
pressure during the creater portion of this time was from 
60 to 80 Ibs. and the + average water pressure at the engine 
130.9 lbs., with a discharge of 562 gallons per minute. The 
engine was shut down for 4 minutes 35 seconds for the pur- 
pose of changing the size of nozzles and removing the 
strainer in the suction- -pipe, as there was a loss of from 3 to 
4 lbs. pressure between the hydrant and the suction chamber 
of the pumps. The engine was then run for 42 minutes 35 
seconds with a steam pressure of 106.3 lbs., water pressure 
at the engine 128 Ibs. with a discharge of 579 gallons per 
minute through nozzles 14-inch and 1}-inch diameters. 

After the removal of the suction strainer the pressure in 
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the suction chamber of the engine was practically the same 
as at the hydrant. A run of 8 minutes 20 seconds was then 
made using 500 feet of 24-inch hose with a 11-inch discharge 
nozzle, followed by a run “Of 16 minutes using ane same length 
of 3- inch hose with a 14-inch nozzle. 

During the first run with a water pressure of 244.5 Ibs. at 
the engine the average water pressure at the nozzle was 
82.5 lbs., while during the second run the water pressure at 
the engine was about “L0 lbs. less, but 14 Ibs. more at the 
nozzle. 

The engine was then stopped, the fire drawn, and the size 
of the two exhaust pipes reduced from 14 -inch to }-inch 
diameters by plugging with wedges. The engine was again 
started at 3.58 P.M., pumping through two lines 500 feet of 
24-inch hose connected by a siamese coupling with a 15-inch 
rae te! 

Under these conditions a water pressure of 147 lbs. at the 
engine was maintained for 9 minutes 15 seconds discharging 
564 gallons per minute. The 14-inch nozzle was then re- 
placed by two nozzles, 14-inch and 11-inch diameters, and 
the engine run for 17 minutes 30 seconds with a water pres- 
sure of 136.4 lbs. at the engine discharging 596 gallons per 
minute. 

On November 14th a second trial of this engine was made, 
drafting the water, with a lift of from 10 to 12.5 feet instead 
of taking the supply from the hydrant under a pressure of 
35 |bs. 

For 62 minutes 20 seconds water was thrown from two 11- 
inch nozzles through 500-foot lines of hose, with an average 
steam pressure of 90 Ibs., water pressure at the engine 111.4 
Ibs., at the nozzles 46.2 lbs., with a discharge of 512 gallons 
per minute. 

A 14-inch nozzle was then substituted for one of the 1}- 
inch erclan and the engine run for 28 winutes, giving e 
average steam pressure of 78.5 lbs., water pressure at the 
engine 110.8 Ibs., and at the nozzles 35 and 46 lbs., with a 
discharge of 512 gallons per minute. With two _ lines 
siamesed using a 1 -Inch nozzle a discharge of 575 gallons 
per minute was maintained for 9 minutes with a nozzle 
pressure of 65.7 Ibs. 

A comparison of the two tests of this engine seems to in- 
dicate that with the same steam pressure the water pressure 
at the engine will vary directly as the hydrant or supply 
pressure is increased or diminished. 

On the first trial the openings through the grate were so 
large that a large quantity of coal was wasted and grates 
with smaller spaces between the bars were substituted before 
the second trial. 
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ENGINE RELIEF D. 


Calculated capacity at 300 revolutions per minule 562 gal- 
lons. Tested November 6, 1893. 


The engine was started at 1.23-40 P.M., and after running 
4 minutes with one 500-foot line of 24-inch hose with a 
14-inch nozzle a second 500-foot line with a 11 t-inch nozzle 
was added, and with the exception of one minute when one 
line was shut off to stop a leak at a coupling these conditions 
were continued for 89 minutes 20 seconds with an average 
steam pressure of 77.5 lbs., water pressure at engine 118.3 
lbs., and water pressures at nozzles 39 and 51.2 lbs., with a 
discharge of 561 gallons per minute. 

Three-inch hose was then substituted for 2$-inch hose on 
one of the lines and a run of 185 minutes was made, using 
a 14-inch nozzle on the 3-inch line anda 14-inch nozzle on 
the "21-inch line. 

The 3-inch hose with the larger size nozzle gave the larger 
nozzle pressure and a discharge about 30 per cent greater 
than the same length of 24-inch hose. From 3.16 to 3.26 
P.M. the nozzle on the 25 -inch hose gave the larger pressure, 
probably caused by the partial closing of a valve on the dis- 
charge of the 3-inch line. Witha 13 tinch nozzle connected 
with 2 single line of 3-inch hose 500 va in length the dis- 
charge was about 478 gallons, while the same nozzle siamesed 
from two 500-foot lines of 21-inch hose gave a discharge of 
533 gallons per minute. 

With two 200-foot lines siamesed into a 13-inch nozzle a 
discharge of 674 gallons per minute, with a nozale pressure 
of 51.7 Ibs. , was ceca for 8 minutes 5 seconds. 

Indicator cards showing the pressure in the steam cylin- 
ders were taken at intervals of about 10 minutes, and from 
these observations the following results have been deduced.

Calculated capacity at-8OO revolutions per minute 594 gal- 
lons. Tested October 25, 1898. 


From 1.15 to 1.52-30 P.M., or for 387 minutes 10 seconds, 
two lines of 24-inch hose each 400 feet in length, with 1}- 
inch nozzles, were used, with an average steam pressure of 
79.2 lbs., average water pressure at the engine 108.5 Ibs., 
and at the nozzles 46.5 lbs., giving a discharge of 512 gallons 
per minute. By closing a gate on the supply main the press- 
ure at the hydrant was reduced from 38 to 18 lbs. for 12 
minutes with a reduction of 5 lbs. in the boiler pressure, and 
the water pressure at the engine was reduced 16 lbs. 

A run of 52 minutes was then made vsing two 400-foot 
lines of hose, with nozzles 14 and 14 inches in diameter. 

Under these conditions the average steam pressure was 
78.3 lbs., water pressure at the engine 104.8 lbs., and the 
discharge 528 gallons per minute. Witha single line of 
hose 600 feet in “length, with a 11-inch nozzle, 325 gallons 
per minute were dischar ged. Two 500-foot lines of 2}-inch 
hose with siamese coupling and a l}-inch nozzle gave a 
pressure of 45 to 49 lbs. at the nozzle and a discharge of 
about 490 gallons per minute. 

Using two 200-foot lines of 24-inch hose with a 13-inch 
nozzle, a discharge of between 575 and 600 gallons per min- 
ute was maintained for a short time, but the steam pressure 
could not be maintained while running at this speed. 


ENGINE No. 27. 


Calculated capacity at 300 revolutions per minute 619 gal- 
lons. Tested October 24, 1893. 


The test was commenced at 1.23-30 P.M., using 14 and 
1} inch nozzles with 500-foot lines of 24- joo hose. 

es conditions were maintained for 414 minutes, the 
average steam pressure during this time being 62.7 Ibs., 
the water pressure at the engine 110.3 lbs., and at the nozzles 
34 and 43.2 lbs., with a discharge of 520 gallons per minute. 
A run of 374 minutes was then made with the same lengths 
of hose and two 14-inch nozzles. Trouble was experienced 
in maintaining the steam pressure, and at 2.42—45 P.M. the 
engine was stopped for 6? minutes for the purpose of clean- 
ing the fire. 

"The engine was then run for 55% minutes, pumping 
through a single line of hose with a 1}-inch nozzle. Under 
these conditions the average steam pressute was 79.8 lbs.,

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the water pressure at the engine 187.7 lbs., at the nozzle 
57.7 lbs., with a discharge of 356 gallons per minute. Two 
trials were then made using a 1? inch nozzle siamesed from 
two 200-foot lines of 24- inch hoses 

In both instances a discharge of 600 gallons per minute 
was maintained for a few minutes, but the steam pressure 
could not be maintained. As in the case of Engine No. 23, 
tested October 30, an examination showed that there were 
leaks around the tubes in the upper head of the boiler which 
cut off the draft. 

These were repaired and a second test was made on 
November 3, 1893. 


Second test of Engine 27. 


The engine was started at 1.06 P.M. After pumping for 
193 minutes through two 500-foot lines of 24-inch hose with 
14-inch nozzles discharging during the last 163 minutes 587 
callons per minute, a 1 1-inch nozzle was substituted on one 
of the lines, and tfienes conditions were maintained for an 
hour. 

At 2.12 P.M. a change was made in the fireman, and in 12 
minutes the pressure of steam dropped from 85 lbs. to 30 
lbs., necessitating the shutting off of one of the lines for 4 
minutes. 

Fireman No. 1 took charge of the fire and ran until 2.41 
eM: 

At 2.39-30 P.M. 1}-inch nozzles were placed on both 
lines. 

After 2.41 P.M., Fireman No. 2 being in charge of the 
boiler, the steam pressure dropped from 80 to 20 Ibs. in 9 
minutes and the engine was shut down. <A change was 
again made in the firem: in, and from 2.51-15 to 3.08-50 P.M. 
the average steam pressure was 104.7 lbs., the water pres- 
sure at the engine being 134 lbs., at the nozzles 40.7 lbs., 
with a discharge of 596 callons per minute. 

Three-inch hose was “then substituted for 24-inch in one 
line, and a test was made which well illustrates the benefit 
derived from the use of the larger-sized hose. With hose of 
the same length and nozzles of the same diameter the pres- 
sure at the nozzle of the 3-inch hose was 15.7 Ibs. oreater 
than at the nozzle of the 24-inch line, and the discharge was 
about 20 per cent. greater. 

This test was followed by a run of 164 minutes, using a 1}- 
inch nozzle siamesed from two 500- foot lines of 24-inch 
hose. 

During this time 566 gallons per minute were discharged, 
and an average steam pressure of 75.5 lbs. was maintained. 
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With a nozzle 13 inches in diameter connected with two 
2(0-foot lines of 24-inch hose a discharge of 700 gallons per 
minute was maintained for about 12 minutes, but the boiler 
would not continue to supply steam in sufficient quantity to 
maintain the speed required, which was from 340 to 360 
revolutions per minute. 

Calorimetric tests of the amount of moisture in the steam, 
made during the first trial of this engine, gave an average of 
1.63 per cent. moisture. 


EncinE No. 438. 


Calculated capacity at SOO revolutions per ‘minute 25 
gallons. Tested October 20, 1898. 


The engine was started at 12.54 P.M., using two 400-fvot 
lines of 24- inch hose with 14-inch nozzles. “At 1 P.M. a 
piezometer coupling attached to the discharge outlet on the 
steamer blew off and 4 minutes were lost in reconnecting 
hose. 

The engine was then run for 48 minutes with a steam pres- 
sure of 73.2 lbs., with water pressure at the engine of 115.7 
Ibs., and at the nozzles 54.7 lbs. With the same lengths of 
hose and 14-inch and 14-inch nozzles a run of about an hour 
was then made. 

The lengths of the lines of hose was then increased from 
400 to 500 feet and two 14 x-Inch nozzles used for 26 minutes 
50 seconds, giving an average steam pressure of 75.2 lbs., 
water pressure at “the engine 122.5 Ibs., and at the nozzles 
50.7 lbs., equal to.a discharge of 536 gallons per minute. 
The test was finished with a run of 24 minutes using a 14- 
inch ring nozzle on one line and a 14-inch smooth nozzle on 
the other. In this case the smaller nozzle discharged the 
greater quantity of water, although the nozzle pressure was 
greater at the ring than at the smooth nozzle. 

On November 16th a test was made to determine the 
capacity of this engine when drafting from a tank. The 
water was raised from 12.5 to 13.5 feet and delivered through 
500-foot lines of hose. Nozzles 14 inches in diameter were 
used during the run of 26 minutes 10 seconds, interrupted 
for 2 minutes 10 seconds by the breaking of an oil-cup con- 
nection on the steam-pipe. 

During the first half of the run the steam pressure was 
98.2 lbs., the water pressure at the engine 93.1 lbs., and at 
the nozzles 38.5 lbs., while during the latter portion of the 
run the steam pressure was 87.5 Ibs., the water pressure at 
the engine 87.1 lbs , and at the nozzles 33.5 Ibs. 

During the above tests the engine did not work smoothly 
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nor efficiently, and it was discovered that air was leak- 
ing into the suction through the relief valve. After 
this had been stopped a 16-minute test was made with 
the same nozzles and lengths of hose, and with a steam pres- 
sure of 109.3 Ibs., the water pressure at the engine was 116.5 
lbs., and at the nozzles 47.2 lbs., discharging 517 gallons 
per minute. With nozzles 14 inch and 1} inch in diameter 
the results were as follows: average steam pressure 105.9 
Ibs., water pressure at the engine 112.4 lbs., at the nozzles 
37.5 and 48.2 Ibs., discharging 547 gallons per minute. 
With 1,000 feet of 21.inch hose and a 14 t-inch nozzle 60.2 
Ibs. nozzle pressure was given, with a w: ater pressure of 215.7 
Ibs. at the engine. With the same length of hose and a 11- 
inch nozzle, the nozzle pressure was 43 Ibs. and the discharge 


308 gallons per minute. 


ENGINE No. 21. 


Calculated capacity at 300 revolutions per minute 524 gal- 
lons. Tested November 9, 1893. 


This engine is a duplicate of Engine No. 43. The first 
test was made with two lines of 24-inch hose each 500 feet- 
in length, with nozzles 14 and 1 inches in diameter. For a 
few minutes a steam pressure of 100 Ibs. was maintained, but 
it fell rapidly, and after a run of 141 minutes one line was 
shut off for 3 minutes in order to raise the steam pressure. 
The second line was again let on and for 48 minutes 35 
seconds the average steam pressure was 89.4 Ibs., the water 
pressure at the engine 124.7 lbs., with a discharge of 575 gal- 
lons per minute. Two 1} inch nozzles were then used for 
41 minutes, the average steam pressure being 90.7 lbs., the 

water pressure at the engine 140.2 Ibs., at the nozzles 60 Ibs. ; 
with a discharge of 582 “eallons per minute. A second trial 
of 24 minutes 10 ona using 14-inch and 14-inch nozzles, 

was then made, during which a very uniform steam pressure 
of 112 Ibs. was maintained, giving a water pressure at the 
engine of 138 lbs. and a discharge of 607 gallons per minute. 
Three short runs were made using a 11-inch nozzle; in the 
first case 25-inch hose was used, in the second trial 38-inch 
hose fitted with a bushing of the size of 23-inch couplings, 
in the third test 3-inch hose with 3-inch couplings. 

The tests resulted as follows

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With two 500-foot lines of 24-inch hose siamesed into a 
14-inch nozzle the average steam pressure during a run of 11 
fanttes 25 seconds was 102.3 lbs.. the water pressure at the 
engine being 152.8 lbs., and at the nozzle 68 lbs , with a dis- 
charge of 576 gallons per minute. 


ENGINE No. 7. 


Calculated capacity at 300 revolutions per minute 691 gal- 
lons. Tested October 19, 1893. 


The engine was started at 1.26-20 P.M. and run until 
2 P.M. with a steam pressure of 51 Ibs., water pressure at 
the engine 98.4 Ibs., using two 400-foot lines of hose with 
1}-inch nozzles. 

The steam pressure was then raised to 70 lbs., and with 
the same conditions of hose and nozzles for 19 minutes the 
water pressure at the engine was 124.2 lbs., and at the 
nozzles 57 lbs. 

A 1}-inch nozzle was substituted on one line, and during 
a period of 24 minutes, with steam at 65.2 lbs., the water 
pressure was 119.6 lbs. at the engine and the discharge was 
581 gallons per minute. 

The steam pressure was then raised to 85 lbs., and for 45 
minutes an average water pressure of 147 lbs. was main- 
tained at the engine, giving a discharge of 640 gallons per 
minute. 

With a 14-inch nozzle, using two 200-foot lines of 2}-inch 
hose, a discharge of 725 a allons per minute was maintained 
for 9 minutes, _ and with a 2-inch nozzle the discharge for 
12 minutes was at the rate of 697 gallons per minute. 


Encine No. 15. 


Calculated capacity at 300 revolutions per minule 957 gal- 
lons. Tested November 13, 1893. 


This engine is a type of the largest capacity engines in 
use in the city. During the first test of 64 minutes 10 
seconds’ duration three 500-foot lines of hose were used, two 
of them 24 inches in diameter with 14-inch nozzles, and one 
3 inches in diameter with 11-inch ahealae 

With a steam pressure of 107.4 lbs., pressures of 53.5 Ibs. 
were obtained at the 14-inch nozzles and 55.7 Ibs. at the 
14-inch nozzle, giving a "total discharge of 900 gallons per 
enihute: 

The engine was shut down for 26 minutes to repair a 
broken boiler feed-pipe. Four lines were then attached, and 
with three 1}-inch nozzles and one 14-inch nozzle the dis-

charge was 978 gallons per minute. With three 200-foot 
lines of 25 hose siamesed into a 1#-inch nozzle, and a 500-foot 
line of 3-inch hose supplying a 14-inch nozzle, the average 
steam pressure for 11 minutes 50 seconds was 98.2 Ibs., with 
the water pressure at the engine 96.6 Ibs., giving a dis- 
charge of 1,022 gallons per minute. 

Three 200-foot lines of 25-inch hose and one 450-foot 
line of 83-inch hose siamesed into a 2-inch nozzle gave for 12} 
minutes, with a steam pressure of 95.3 lbs., a discharge of 
989 gallons per minute. Indicator cards showing the pres- 
sure in the steam cylinders were taken at frequent intervals, 
from which the horse power developed has been calculated.

EneinE No. 42. 
Tested October 26, 1898. 


For about one hour water was discharged from two 14-inch 
nozzles, using 400-foot lines of 25-inch hose. 

The averages for 504. minutes were: steam pressure 78.9 
Ibs., water pressure at engine 101.6 Ibs., at the nozzles 46.5 
lbs., with a discharge of 515 gallons per minute. Substitut- 
ing a 14-inch nozzle on one line a run of 37 minutes 50 
seconds, with an average steam pressure of 74.5 lbs., gavea 
water pressure at the engine of 102.2 lbs., at the nozzles 
88.0 and 48.5 lbs., with a discharge of 550 gallons per 
minute. With a 500-foot line of 3-inch hose with a 14-inch 
nozzle the water pressure at the engine for 94 minutes was 
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86.4 lbs., at the nozzle the pressure was 71 lbs., and the dis- 
charge 395 gallons per minute. With 14-inch nozzles, the 
same sizes used during the first test, but ith one 3-inch and 
one 24-inch line of hése, the lines being 100 feet longer than 
before, a 12-minute run gave an average steam pressure of 
71.2 lbs., water pressure at engine 96. 8 Ibs., and a discharge 
of 5U2 gallons per minute. 

Using a 1j-inch nozzle with 500 feet of 3-inch hose 441 
gallons - per minute were discharged with a nozzle pressure 
of 40 lbs. 

With 500 feet of 24-inch hose and a 14-inch nozzle the 
pressure at the nozzle was 48.5 lbs., giving 7 discharge of 327 
gallons per minute for 10 minutes. With the same length 
of 3-inch hose with same pressure at the engine the discharge 
was about 30 per cent. greater and the nozzle pressure 20 
Ibs. more. 

The test concluded with’a run of 11 minutes, using one 500- 
foot line of 23-inch hose with a 14-inch nozzle, and one 500- 
foot line of 3-inch hose with a 14-inch Arie and in this 
case the pressure at the 1}-inch nozzle was 4 5 Ibs. larger 
and the discharge 30 per cent. more than from the 23-inch 
hose. 

Eneine No. 23. 


Tested October 30, 1893. 


The first run was made using 500-foot lines of hose and 
14-inch nozzles. For 27} minutes the average steam pressure 
was 72.8 lbs., water pressure at the engine 104.0 Ibs., and at 
the nozzles 41.5 lbs., with a discharge of 484 gallons per 
minute. 

Run No. 2 with the same lines of hose, but with 14-inch 
and 14-inch nozzles, gave for 37 minutes an average steam 
Hieacnip of 55.2 Ibs., water pressure at engine 86.4 lbs., 
nozzle pressures of 27.5 and 32.75 lbs., and a discharge of 
460 gallons per minute. 

During this run difficulty’ was experienced in maintaining 
the steam pressure, and at 2.26 P.M. one line of hose was 
shut off and for about 30 minutes one 500-foot line of 24- 
inch hose was used with 14-inch nozzle. For 144 minutes 
of this time the average tour pressure was 53.0 lbs., water 
pressure at the engine 124.1 lbs., water pressure at the noz- 
zle 39.75 lbs., and for the last 125 minutes the average steam 
pressure was 65.4 lbs., water pressure at the Eee 157.4 
Ibs., and at the nozzle 51.25 lbs. 

Another attempt was made to use two lines with 14 and 
1} inch nozzles, but in 10 minutes the steam pressite 
dropped from 70 to 35 lbs., and the engine was shut down 
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and the fire drawn from under the boiler. After washing 
out the tubes a new fire was built and another attempt made 
to run the engine under the same conditions, but the steam 
pressure could not be maintained above 60 lbs., and after 
running for 40 minutes the trial was ended. 

An examination and water-pressure test of the boiler made 
after the trial showed that there were leaks around the tubes 
in the upper head of the boiler. These leaks cut off the 
draft so that steam could not be made in sufficient quantity. 

These leaks were repaired and a second trial was made on 
November 1. 


2d Test of Engine 283. 


Two 500-foot lines of 23-inch hose with nozzles 1} inch 
and 14 inch in diameter were used. The engine ran for 49 
minutes, when it was disabled by the bre aking of a small 
tooth in one of the rotary cams in the steam cylinder. 
During a period of 434 minutes the average steam pressure 
was 91. 4 lbs., water pressure at the engine 136.6 lbs., and 
the discharge 590 gallons per minute. With the same con- 
ditions of hose and nozzles the steam pressure was from 35 


to 40 lbs. more than could be obtained at the previous trial. 


Enaine No. 33. 
Tested October 31, 1898. 


This engine was a duplicate of Engine No. 23. For 4 
minutes 40 seconds two 500-foot lines of 24-inch hose with 
14-inch nozzles were used. The average steam pressure be- 
ing 88.4 lbs., water pressure at engine 139.69 lbs., and at 
the nozzles 60 lbs., discharging 582 gallons per minute. A 
11-inch nozzle was then substituted on one line and for 21 
minutes, with the average steam pressure at 79.7 Ibs., the 
water pressure at the engine was 141.1 lbs. and the dis- 
charge 612 gallons per minute. 

With 500-foot lines of hose and two 14-inch nozzles an 
average steam pressure of 70.7 Ibs. was kept up for 41} 
minutes, giving a water pressure of 127.6 lbs. at the engine 
and 42.5 lbs. at the nozzles, with a discharge of 611 callons 
per minute. At 2.27-30 P.M. a coupling on the pump re- 
lief pipe broke and the test was interrupted for 175 minutes 
while temporary repairs were being made. A run of 17 
minutes 20 seconds was then made with hose and nozzles the 
same as before the accident, the average steam pressure being 
78.9 lbs., water pressure at the engine 120.2 lbs., at the 
nozzles 40.2 lbs., with a discharge of 594 gallons per minute. 

Three-inch hose was then substituted for 24-inch on one line 
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and for 19} minutes the average steam pressure was 82.6 
lbs., the water pressure at the engine 124.5 lbs. Although 
the nozzles were of the same size the gauge upon one showed 
a pressure 14.5 Ibs. larger than the other and a discharge of 
14 per cent. greater in favor of the 3-inch hose. 

At 3.27-30 P.M. the engine suddenly stopped while run- 
ning at the rate of about 800 ‘revolutions per minute, and 
on examination two of the teeth of the rotary steam-cam were 


found to be broken in a similar manner to those of Engine 
No. 23. 


TEST OF THE WATER—-IOWER. 


A test of the Hale Water-Tower was made on November 
17, water being supplied to the tower by Engines 15, 43, 
and Relief D. 

Water pressures were taken at the steamers, at piezom- 
eters attached to the hose connections on the tower, at a 
gauge connected with the supply-pipe at the base of the 
tower and at the nozzle. 

In order to make the nozzle gauge accessible for taking 
the pressures, the tower was not raised, and in actual service 
the pressures at the base of the tower and at the steamers 
would be about 25 lbs. more than the figures given in the 
tables in order to obtain the same effective pressures at the 
nozzle. 

The trial developed the fact that there was a great loss of 
pressure due to the friction through the 35-inch hose between 
the base of the tower and the nozzle. With a 2-inch nozzle 
discharging 1,000 gallons per minute with a pressure of 57 
lbs. at the nozzle a pressure of 107 lbs. was required at the 
base of the tower, and in some instances there was a friction 
loss of 80 lbs. between the base of the tower and the nozzle. 

Under these conditions an excessive pressure was required 
at. the engines to give effective pressures at the tower 
nozzle. 

If we assume two engines each connected to the tower by 
two 300-foot lines of 24-inch hose, a water pressure of 100 
lbs. at the engines would give a pressure of but 30 lbs. on the 
2-inch nozzle with the tower raised, and a discharge of 725 
gallons per minute. 

With a 13-inch nozzle the pressure would be about 40 lbs., 
with a discharge of 625 gallons per minute. 

An experiment was made to show the effect of connecting 
one line froma steamer to the tower with a second line 
supplying a 14-inch nozzle. The small differences between 
the pressures at the steamer and the piezometer connections 
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at the tower show that the greater part of the amount 
pumped by the steamer was discharged from the 14-inch 
nozzle. 

Changes are now being made in the tower to increase its 
efficiency, and it is proposed to make a second test atter the 
improvements have been made. 

The accompanying table gives the details of the test made 
on November 17. 


CAPACITY OF HYDRANTS. 


During all the tests, except when drafting, the engines 
were attached to a Post hydrant which was ‘located at the 
end of an 8-inch pipe, 240 feet long, connected with a 12-inch 
main in Albany street. 

The hydrant, as before described, had an inside diameter 
of 6% inches, a 6-inch rubber valve, and three outlets for 
hose connections, each controlled by an independent valve. 
Two of these outlets were 45 inches, the other 2} inches in 
diameter. 

Pressures were taken on the 8-inch pipe at the base of the 
hydrant and on a piezometer attached to the steamer suction, 
in order to determine the loss of pressure in passing through 
the hydrant. 

These experiments show that the friction loss in the hy- 
drant was 4 lbs. for a discharge of 500 gallons per minute 
and 16 lbs. for a discharge of i 000 oallons, also that a large 
proportion of the total loss is in the outlet valve. 

During the trial of the water-tower, all three of the en- 
oines used were for a portion of the time connected with this 
Post hydrant, and the lowest pressure taken at the piezometer 
coupling was 20 lbs., showing that hydrants of this pattern 
will furnish an ample supply for three steamers. Owing to 
the lateness, of the season, the experiments on the capacity 
of hydrants were not completed and no tests were made of 
the friction loss in the 24-inch reducers which are used on 
the engine suctions. 


FRICTION IN HOSE. 


The experiments were not conducted with special reference 
to obtaining information on this point, but in general they 
confirm the more careful experiments made by Mr. John R. 
Freeman and reported in a paper presented by him to the 
American Society of Civil Engineers. 

Experiments were, however, made to show the comparative 
value of 24-inch and 38-inch hose and the effect of using 24- 
inch couplings on the 3-inch hose. 
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Table showing the comparative efhiciency of 24-inch and 
3-inch hose. Lines in all cases 500 feet in length.

In the first three experiments given in the above table, two 
lines of hose each 500 feet in length were attached to a 
steamer, and nozzles of the same diameter attached to each 
line. 

With the same pressure at the steamer, the pressures at 
the nozzles on the 3-inch lines of hose were from 12 to 14 
Ibs. greater than on the 24-inch lines. In the fourth and 
fifth experiments, 14-inch nozzles were used on the 38-inch 
hose and 14-inch nozzles on the 2}-inch. It will be noticed 
that the effective pressure at the 14-inch nozzle on the 3-inch 
hose was as large as at the 14-inch nozzle on the 24-inch hose, 
while the discharge from the nozzles on the 3- inch hose was 
between 20 and 25 per cent. more. 

A comparison of experiments 6 and 8 shows' the effect 
of using 24-inch couplings on 38-inch hose, and it will be 
noticed that with the same pressure at the engine, the nozzle 
pressure is about 5 Ibs. less when using the 23-inch coup- 
lings, or for a 500-foot line of hose about 1 |b. loss at each 
24 “inch coupling when discharging 475 gallons per minute.

' The advantage of using 3-inch hose is illustrated by the 
following example: with a steamer using a line of hose 600 
feet in length, with a 14-inch smooth nozzle discharging 
300 gallons per minute, a quantity none too large for the 
needs of the present fire-service, a water pressure of 150 lbs. 
at the steamer would be required if 23-inch hose were used, 
while with 3-inch hose the same results would be attained 
with a pressure of 105 lbs. at the steamer. 

The advantage of the use of 2}-inch couplings would be 
that no time would be lost in attaching reducing couplings 
or in finding hose of the needed size, while the loss of pres- 
sure due to the 25-inch couplings would be insignificant in 
ordinary use. 

Without doubt the 3-inch hose is not so easily handled on 
ladders or in buildings, but great benetit could be derived 
by using from 300 to 500 feet of 3-inch hose from the 
steamer, with one or two lengths of 23-inch hose attached 
for the hoseman’s use. 


GENERAL RESULTS AND CONCLUSIONS. 


The following tables, condensed from the tables giving 
the details of the tests, show, in a convenient form, the 
results obtainable from the different steamers tested. 

Table No. 2 gives the length of the trials, average steam 
and water pressure at the engine, the quantities pumped, 
coal used, water evaporated, etc. 

Table No. 3 gives the results obtained by each engine 
under different conditions of steam pressure, length of hose, 
diameter of nozzles, etc., with the time during which the 
engine was operated under those conditions. 

It will be seen from an inspection of column 9 of Table 
No. 2 and column 4 of Table No. 3, that engines Nos. 36, D, 
21, 43, and 15 equalled or exceeded their calculated capac- 
ity at 800 revolutions per minute for runs of from 35 to 89 
minutes, and that the average amount pumped per minute 
by Engines 21, 36, and 43, for the whole time while the 
pumps were working, was in excess of their calculated 
capacity. 

The tests also show that the smallest-size engines in use 
in the department are capable of delivering through 500- 
foot lines of hose two good fire streams, and that the large- 
size Clapp & Jones engines will deliver from 900 to 975 
gallons per minute, equal to three good 14-inch streams. 

It must be remembered that in all cases the engines 
tested drew their water-supply from a hydrant under a 
pressure of from 30 to 40 lbs., and that the steamers of the 
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same class would not be able to deliver as powerful streams 
if obliged to draft their supply. 

This statement is verified by the results of tests of En- 
gines 36 and 43. 

I wish to call your attention to the desirability of using 
two lines of hose with siamese connections in cases where 
the steamers are so located that lines more than 500 feet in 
length are required to reach a fire, or where very powerful 
streams are needed. 

Take the case of Engines 36 or 21, the smallest size in 
use by the department, with a single line of 24-inch hose 
800 feet long, a water pressure of 150 Ibs. at the engine 
would give, with a 14-inch nozzle, a pressure of but 30 ‘Ibs. 
at the nozzle, while the same engine pressure, using two 
lines of the same length siamesed into a 50-foot line with a 
18-inch nozzle, a nozzle pressure of 55 lbs. would be ob- 
tained. In the first case, the discharge would be about 250 
gallons per minute, and the stream would: not be effective 
above the third story, while in the latter case a stream dis- 
charging 425 gallons per minute would be available 80 feet 
above the eround. 

The results given in regard to the coal burned and water 
evaporated by “the boilers confirms what was noticed during 
the trials, viz., that steam was more easily made and main- 
tained by the Clapp & Jones boilers than by those of the 
Amoskeag engines. 

The evapor ation per pound of coal from and at 212 degrees 
varied from 2.26 Ibs. in the case of Engine No. 36 to 5.87 
Ibs. for Engine No. 43. 

The slip, or loss through the valves and pistons of the 
pumps, varied from 3 to 8 per cent. of the calculated dis- 
placement of the pump plungers. 

Engines Nos. 36 and 43 showed a loss of about 5 per cent. 
when ‘taking their supply from the he and 8 per cent. 
when drafting. 

The question is sometimes raised as to whether the supply 
of water at the hydrants is sufficient for the supply of the 
steamers. 

It seems to me that the engineers would have more posi- 
tive information on this point, if a combined pressure and 

acuum gauge were attached to the suction chamber of all 
engines. This plan has been adopted in Detroit with good 
results. 

The statements, which have been made on a_ previous 
page, in regard to the advantages of using 3-inch hose, are 
applicable in the consideration of the desirability of placing 
3 or 4 inch iron stand-pipes on the outside of all high build- 
ings tor the use of the Fire Department. 
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A considerable number of these pipes have been placed 
upon buildings by property owners, but they are not under 
the control of the Fire Department, are sometimes not 
furnished with proper hose connections, often are not put 
up in connection with fire-escapes, and are not as efficient 
an aid to the department as they should be. 

These stand-pipes should be erected under the supervision, 
and be placed under the inspection and control, of the Fire 
Department. 

The appended tables give full details of the experiments, 
and, as much care was taken to avoid errors in the obser- 
vations, it is thought that they will have much value for the 
purpose of comparison with future records of a similar 
character. 

I desire to extend my thanks to the members of the Fire 
Department, who have given me many valuable suggestions 
and great assistance during the progress of the trials.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF WIRES. 


To the Board of Fire Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to present to you my 
annual report for the year ending January 31, 1894. In 
addition to the work done by this bureau, I have endeavored 
to obtain for your information an accurate statement from 
the various companies of this city, as to the extent of their 
service, and I am pleased to say that with the exception of 
the Steam and Power Company, all have kindly complied with 
my request. I desire to again call your attention to the laws 
governing this department. While it obliges me to examine 
all wiring for light and power service, and report defects to 
interested parties, it does not provide for their enforcement. 
In view of this fact I would suggest that your Board take 
such action as may be necessary to enable this bureau to 
more fully carry out the requirements for ‘which it was 
created. We have received during the year 2,276 notices of 
installations, which probably is not more than one-half of 
the amount of work done during that time. As I cannot 
compel any one to notify us of. their intentions, I would 
recommend that such action be taken as will oblige an in- 
spection and a certificate of approval issued before current 
is allowed to be used or enter buildings. During the year 
thirty-six fires have been reported at this office as having 
been caused by electricity. An immediate examination 
has been made in each case, and no doubt exists that 
twenty-three of these reports are correct. ‘Twelve of these 
places had been examined previous to the fires being 
reported, and defects noted in eight of them, and the 
proper parties informed of the same. 

Isolated plants have undergone some changes, but most of 
them still remain in an unsatisfactory condition. 

As I have previously reported, overhead wires are run in 
avery careless manner, and consequently must be a great 
hindrance to the Fire Department, in many places crossing 
buildings less than two feet from the roof; and there should 
be definite regulations controlling this class of work, and a 
penalty attached for non-compliance to proper rules and reg- 
ulations. 

As a rule new wiring is being done in a satisfactory manner, 
but the old work is found to be ina very poor condition. This 
class of work should receive more attention than Iam able 


are 
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to give it with the present force of examiners, their time being 
fully occupied in looking after new installations. In view of 
the above fact, I would recommend that your honorable 
Board consider the advisability of increasing the number of 
examiners.

The Edison Electric Illuminating Company had installed, 
January 1, 86,631 incandescent lamps, 710 arc lamps, and 
1,251 motors, with a total horse-power of 8,999. They have 
47 miles of underground conductors. During the past year 
their overhead system has been entirely removed and 
replaced with underground. 

The Brookline Gas Light Company have overhead wires, 
all on poles, 52 miles, but none underground. They have in 
use 2,663 incandescent lamps and 126 arc lamps. 

The Church Green Light and Power Company are fur- 
nishing current for 2,200 incandescent lamps and 21 electric 
motors. 

The Suburban Light and Power Company have about 90 
miles of overhead wire connected with their two stations, and 
are furnishing current for 275 arc, 7,000 incandescent lamps, 
and 60 motors. Their wires are mostly on house-tops. 

The Boston Electric Light Company are operating five 
stations in this city, the total horse-power capacity of which 
is 6,000, with room for extension, as may be needed. They 
have about 625 miles of overhead wires for arc, incandes- 
cent, and power currents. They are engaged at the present 
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time in laying about 8$ miles of underground wire conduits 
for the high tension are current. They have a capacity for 
4,000 10 ampere, 45 volt, 2,000 C. P. lamps, of which the 
city is using about 1,850. They are furnishing some 25,000 
Lor abs alternating incandescent lamps partly to the city and 
partly to commercial customers, and furnish about 1,000 
electrical horse-power to various customers, about 800 of 
which is from the 500-volt current, the balance from the al- 
ternating current. 

The Charlestown Gas and Electric Light Company are 
running one 65-light, one 50-light, nine Aer -light dynamos, 
and one 650- light alternating dy namo, with about 60 miles 
of overhead wire. 

They furnish the city with 140 are lights, and 113 com- 
mercial are lights and 435 incandescent lights. 

West End Street Railw: ay Company have in Boston 
75.2 miles of trolley, 105.3 of feeders, and 46.7 overhead 
returns ; in Charlestown, 5.1 miles of trolley, 11.5 of feeders, 
and 5.5 overhead returns; in Allston and Brighton, 6.4 
miles of trolley, 11.7 of feeders, and 3.5 of overhead returns. 
The Central Power Station capacity in amperes 18,500 — 
12,400 horse-power. Allston Power Station capacity ip 
ampéres 1,800 — 1,200 horse-power. Charlestown is fed in 
pat from the Cambridge station, which will rate 38,750 
electrical horse-power. These are conservative figures and 
are frequently worked over on station loads. 

The New England Telephone and Telegraph Company, the 
total length of conduit is 24.46 miles; the total length of 
duct, 901.35 miles; number of manholes, 508. 

The underground cables of this company vary from 20 to 
200 wires, and the total length of cables is 73.58 miles, 
while the number of miles of wire underground is 8,361.1. 

Western Union Telegraph Company have overhead about 
119 miles of wire, and underground about 700 miles, and 
estimate that 90% of the wires connecting the plus is 
underground. 

Mutual District Messenger Company have Wout 240 
miles of wire on house- -tops, but none underground. ‘They 
have 4,100 call-box connections, and private connections 
with banks, hotels, City Hall, and State House. 

Postal Telegraph Company have 244 miles of overhead 
wire, and about 40 miles in aerial cables, and are preparing at 
the present time to petition for the a to put 90% of their 
Wires underground. 

Boston District Messenger Company have some 150 miles 
of overhead wire, and 2,500 call-boxes in this city. 

Boston Electric Protective Association have about 16

miles of wire overhead, and enter something over a hundred 
buildings. 

Holmes Protective Company have no wires underground, 
but are operating about 70 miles of open wire and 35 miles 
in cables, and enter about 150 buildings. 

Boston Auxiliary Fire-Alarm Company have their system 
installed in 187 buildings in this city and connected with 
124 special boxes; 14 of this number of fire-alarm boxes are 
connected with the central office by two special circuits of 
about eight miles of overhead wire. 

Automatic Fire-Alarm and Extinguisher Company have 
about 53 miles of overhead wire connecting their office with 
232 buildings and 18 engine-houses. One hundred and 
fifteen fires have been reported by their system, and 49 of 
them extinguished without the sounding of the city alarm. 

United States Electric Fire-Signal Company are operat- 
ing about 15 miles of overhead wire, connecting 70 buildings, 
Y engine- houses, and 57,884 thermostats with their central 
station. 

The above figures are taken from statements submitted 
this bureau by the several companies at my request.

New construction in this branch during the past year has 
Leen chiefly confined to Dorchester, all the circuits having 
been rebuilt and two new box circuits and one telephone 
circuit added to the service, for the purpose of providing 
greater protection to the district by placing a less number of 
boxes in each circuit, and altering their connection in accord- 
ance with the custom hitherto followed in the construction 
of all new work in recent years. 

The reconstruction of circuits 9, 10, 24, and 38 has been 
done with new wire throughout, including all loops and 
drops, and the covered pipe wires used in making connec- 
tions with the boxes. 

The new box circuits are numbered 30 and 31. The tele- 
phone circuit bas been run to the house of Engine Company 
No. 19, and is so constructed as to admit of a multiple connec- 
tion of the instruments which are at present placed in series. 

Telephone circuits 5, 6, and 24, running respectively to 
South Boston, Roxbury, and the South End, and 27, connect- 
ing with houses of the Inspector and Deputy Inspector of 
Wires and chief of the department, have been changed from 
series to multiple connection, as experience has demonstrated 
that the efficiency of the service is greatly increased thereby, 
the interference caused by induction in the lines being 
almost entirely eliminated. 
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Telephone circuits 7, 9, 13, 14, 15, 17, 18, and 25 have 
also been reconstructed and made metallic, and are ready to 
be connected in multiple as soon as the work can be taken 
up. 

Twenty-one high-resistance generators (one thousand 
ohms) have thus far been used in the multiple connections. 

A new telephone has been placed in the house of Commis- 
sioner Murphy and connected with No. 11 circuit. 

Circuits 4, 14, 20, 21, 22, 39, and 41 have been recon- 
structed from City Hall to Pemberton square. 

The wires running along the line of Fourth street, from 
Dorchester to I street, comprising a part of circuits 1, 11, 
and 42, and telephone circuits 5, 9, and 14, have been renewed 
and transferred from roof structures to new poles. 

Cireuits 1, 11, and 42 have also been rebuilt from the 
corner of Dorchester avenue and Sixth street, to a point at 
the corner of Eighth and Mercer streets. Circuits 3 and 25 
have been extended from Dover to Northampton street on 
account of rebuilding of Dover-street bridge, and the sub- 
marine cable and old wires have been removed from the 
bridge for the same cause. 


Circuits 1, 11, and 42 have been removed from roof 


fixtures and transferred to a line of poles along Kighth street, 
from H to L street, new wire being minepicated for the old. 

New wires have been run on Bunker Hill street, between 
Lexington and Quincy streets, and connected into circuits 
12, 16, 39, and telephone circuit 1. Special circuits have 
been run from houses of Engines 7 and 15, connecting with 

call bells at Federal-st. bridge, for the purpose of facilitat- 
ing their passage over the draw when responding to alarms. 
The box gong service has been extended to the house of 
Ladder No. 16, and new mechanical spring-gongs have been 
substituted for the direct-acting apparatus in the Dorchester 
houses connected with No. 38 cireuit. 

A cable containing thirty conductors has been run from 
the basement of City Hall to the head-room in the dome, 
connecting with the underground cable and circuits 7, 8, 9, 
10, 18, 19, 28, 24, 80, 31, 38, and 44, and telephone cir- 
cuits 6 and 19 are now working through the same from head- 
quarters to Waltham street. A conduit containing four 
ducts for underground service has been constructed from 
Harrison avenue through Bristol street to the new head- 
quarters building, with two manholes for ranning the cables 
when desired. 

The underground service in the above-named circuits has 
been successfully carried on during the past year, and ar- 


a] 
rangements are being made for considerable extension in this 
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direction in the coming season. Box 54 has been placed on 
an ornamental street Jamp-post on Oxford, near Beach street, 
and connected into the underground cable at that point. 
Work is now in progress for establishing several more posts 
with signal-boxes attached along this line, and it is expected 
that they will be in service at an early day. 

It is intended to further increase the efficiency of the ser- 
vice by making use of telephones in addition to the boxes 
connected with the underground wires. This will be accom- 
plished by placing the telephones in.the lower part of the 
outside shells and operating them by an independent wire, 
which will form a circuit entirely distinct from those of the 
fire alarm, notwithstanding that it will run through the same 
conduit with them. : 

The boxes throughout the city have been repainted. 

One hundred and one new poles have been set, one hun- 
dred and twenty-five old ones painted, and sixty taken down, 
during the year. 

Eleven hundred and ninety-five cross-arms and two hun- 
dred and fifty extensions have been placed on poles belong- 
ing to this branch and those of other companies doing 
business in the city. 

Forty old structures have been removed from buildings, 
and twenty-five new ones constructed at such points as were 
necessary to complete the new construction and repair work 
herein referred to. 

Seven new boxes have been added to the service by this 
branch, and three have been put in by the Auxiliary Com- 
pany since my last report. 

A nineteen-conductor aerial cable was run from City Hall 
to Horticultural Hall to connect the circuits destroyed by the 
Tremont Temple fire. Twenty-five hundred feet of ten- 
conductor cable have been used in short lengths in various 
places, chiefly for connecting apparatus in the department 
houses. 

A submarine cable with seven conductors has been laid 
across the draw at Federal-st. bridge. 

One hundred and thirty miles of galvanized, nineteen 
miles of covered iron, and fifty-five hundred feet of Clark wire 
have been used during the year. 

A two-horse team has been added to the construction 
division and located in Charlestown, stalls for the accommo- 
dation of the same having been constructed in the house of 
Hose Company No. 3. 

A storeroom and workshop has been established at 256 
Dover street, and the work of the branch has been greatly 
facilitated thereby. Much work has been done here on 
stormy days, and the shop has been thoroughly equipped 
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with many appliances necessary for the comfort and conven- 
ience of the employees. 

The dynamo service referred to as an experimeat in my 
previous report has continued in successful operation dur-— 
ing the year, and bas now thoroughly demonstrated that. its 
use ERNOUNEE the entire system at the new headquarters 
will be of the greatest benefit to the service. I have 
recently put in two additional motor-dynamos, connecting 
the two new Dorchester circuits, 30 and 31, with one of them, 
and making use of the other for supplying current for oper- 
ating the group of box-gong circuits. The full capacity of 
these three dynamos is in excess of the requirements of all 
the circuits now in service, as far as current Is concerned ; 
but Ido not consider it advisable to go much further in this 
direction until facilities have been provided for obtaining 
power to run them from additional sources, and the transfer 
of circuits from one dynamo to anotber when desired. . The 
matter is now under consideration, and it is intended that the 
new headquarters will be fully equipped with all the neces- 
sary appliances to accomplish this purpose. 

A new combination four-dial transmitter has been put in 
service at the central office for operating the box-gong cir- 
cuits. 

It is of the most elaborate design and beautiful finish, and 
is capable of giving four successive combinations of four 
numbers each when desired. In appearance and operation 
it is unsurpassed by any apparatus of its kind in the country. 

A set of apparatus, consisting of receiving relays, auto- 

matic repeater, testing appliances ae ; has ‘been placed in 
the house of Engine Company No. 9, in East Boston, and is 
now ready to be connected for service. ‘This is intended to 
serve as an isolated fire-alarm plant to be operated independ- 
ently for the protection of the district in the event of the 
destruction of the lines of communication between it and the 
central office. 
The service has been unexceptionably free from damage 
caused by storms during the past year, there being at no 
time any considerable number of the circuits affected suffi- 
ciently to interfere with their successful operation. 

This result may be attributed not only to the fact that 
severe storms have been less prevalent in this vicinity than 
in some previous years, bat to the improved methods em- 
ployed, and thorough manner of doing the work in the con- 
struction and maintenance of the system.

No operator is permitted to 
sleep during his watch, unless expressly relieved by some

Hon. NatuHan MATTHEWS, JR., 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir: The Board of Health respectfully submits its twenty- 
second annual report, covering the work of the Health De- 
partment for the past year, together with a statement of the 
receipts and expenditures of the department from February 
1, 1893, to February 1, 1894. 

The total number of deaths during the year was 11,710, 
an increase of 474 over the preceding year. Estimating the 
population according to Dr. Farr’s formula, which is a 
logical and conservative method, based on the geometrical 
rate of increase between the two census years 1885-1890, at 
487,397, the death-rate per 1,000 inhabitants for the year 
is found to be 24.02. Since the advent of the epidemic of 
influenza in 1889, and its more or less continued prevalence 
since, it may be held responsible in a great measure for the 
large increase in respiratory diseases. The prevalence of 
pneumonia during the year assumed a character unequalled 
in the registration of vital statistics in this city. In 1851 its 
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percentage to the total mortality was 7.75; in 1893 it was 
13.15 per cent., or a total of 1,540 deaths from this cause 
alone. It is gratifying, however, to be able to state that the 
percentage of the total mortality from zymotic causes is less 
by .49 per cent. than for the year 1892, or 17.43 per cent. 
of the total number of deaths. The deaths from diphtheria 
increased 62, while the deaths from scarlatina decreased 14 
as compared with the preceding year. 

In the latter part of the year a number of cases of small- 
pox occurred at different locations in the city, but of the 
number recorded only eight cases proved fatal, prior to the 
date of this report. It is with the diseases over which con- 
trol cannot be exercised that death claims the largest number 
of victims. The diseases of a constitutional character 
numbered 2,469, or 21.08 per cent. of the total mortality, 
and those of a local character, as pneumonia, bronchitis, and 
heart disease, and the like, amounted to 5,712 deaths, or 
48.77 per cent. of the whole number of deaths. There were 
also 572 deaths due to violent causes. 

The number of children who died under five years of age 
was 8,987, or .80 per cent. higher than in 1892, but 1.15 
per cent. less than the average for the previous ten years. 

There was no epidemic during the year, and the health of 
the city may be considered in a fair condition.

INFLUENZA. 


Although influenza cannot be considered in a sense 
epidemic, there have been no less than 68 deaths directly 
caused by this disease during the year. Its influence on 
pulmonary diseases tends to largely increase the mortality, 
especially in the acute, as distinguished from the chronic 
form. 

From the commencement of the year 1890 it has been, with 
the exception of a few months, endemic in the city. 

Its prevalence during the past year is less by 29 deaths 
than the preceding year, but its influence on pneumonia has 
been unprecedented. The following table shows the deaths 
and percentages to the total mortality for four years ;

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SMALL-Pox. 


On October 30, 1893, after an interval of fourteen months, 
a case of small-pox occurred in Ward 6. The patient, a 
boy eleven years old, who arrived in Boston, October 15, 
on the “ Catalonia,” must have contracted the disease on that 
steamer. The patient, with his mother and sister, was 
removed to the hospital on Canterbury street, where he 
recovered. He was seriously ill for a very long time, as he 
had never been vaccinated. No other cases could be traced 
to this one. On November 6, a second case occurred. 
The case was found in Ward 22, and was directly traceable 
to the “ Catalonia.” This patient was removed. to the hos- 
pital, and as he was unvaccinated, he had a severe attack of 
the disease. This case gave rise to two others occurring in 
this man’s family. As the two last patients had been vacci- 
nated, they were not very ill, and remained at the hospital 
only a short time. On November 13, in Ward 13, three 
cases occurred in one family, which were directly traced to 
a mild attack of the disease, which must have been con- 
tracted on the “ Catalonia.” These three patients, together 
with the person who arrived on the “Catalonia,” were 
removed to the hospital, where they all recovered. The 
unvaccinated were quite ill, the vaccinated were not seri- 
ously ill. On November 18, a case occurred in Ward 14. 
The patient. a little girl about three years old, contracted 
the disease from a mild case in a person who arrived in Bos- 
ton on the “Catalonia.” On December 7, 8, and 9, eight 
cases occurred in Ward 19, which were contracted from an 
unrecognized and mild attack of the disease. A case 
occurred on December 8, in Ward 18, the origin of which 
could not be traced. This patient, a woman, had not been 
vaccinated, and was very ill. She was removed to the 
hospital, where she recovered. From December 10, 1893, 
to January 5, 1894, eleven cases occurred which could be 
directly traced to the mild case in the family living in Ward 
19, which has been previously mentioned. On December 
13, a case occurred in Ward 14, which could be directly 
traced to a previous case. The patient, a baby one month 
old, was removed, with her mother, to the hospital. The child 
had not been vaccinated, and it did not recover. On Jan- 
uary 4, 1894, a case occurred in Ward 23, in which the 
source of contagion could not be discovered. The patient, 
a man, who had never been vaccinated, had a confluent form 
of the disease, and was extremely ill, but recovered. His 
wife, who was vaccinated at the time of the exposure, had a 
mild attack of the disease, while their infant child, who was 
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vaccinated at the same time, and who was exposed during 
the whole course of the mother’s illness, did not eontract the 
disease. On January 5, two cases were reported in Ward 12. 
The origin of these cases was directly traced from exposure to 
one of the cases just mentioned. These two patients, men, 
had never been vaccinated, and therefore they had serious 
uttacks of the disease, to which they succumbed. On Janu- 
ary 8, a case was reported in Ward 14. The patient, a 
man, had been vaccinated in infancy. He had a mild attack 
of the disease, and was discharged well at the end of four 
weeks. The origin of this case could not be traced. On 
January 21, a case was reported in Ward 16. The patient, 
a boy, about eight years old, who had never been vaccinated, 
had an exceptionally mild attack of the disease. No other 
cases could be traced to this one. On January 22, in Ward 
23, a case was reported which was directly traced to a 
previous case. The patient, a woman, was said to have 
been vaccinated in infancy, but there was no evidence of this 
fact so far as the scar was concerned. She was extremely 
ill, and died after being at the hospital one week. At about 
the same time, in this family, a second case occurred, of an 
exceptionally mild type, in a person who had been vacci- 
nated in infancy. 

From October 30, 1893, to January 31, 1894, there were 
in all 36 cases. The percentage of deaths among the un- 
vaccinated has been 29.62. No vaccinated person has died, 
and no vaccinated person has been seriously ill. A mother 
nursed her infant, who had the disease, during the whole 
course of the attack, but as the mother had two perfectly 
characteristic sears, she did not contract the disease. Two 
vaccinated children, relatives of a patient, were constantly 
exposed from three to four weeks, to the disease, and did not 
become ill. Of the 19 cases occurring in Ward 19, which 
were traced to an unrecognized attack of the disease, only 
one vaccinated person contracted it, and this patient, who 
had been vaccinated 45 years ago, had such an extremely 
mild attack that if it had not been for the existence of the 
other cases the disease would probably not have been recog- 
nized. A table is appended, showing the wards in which 
the cases have occurred. All of the cases have been treated 
in the hospital. In every instance an attempt has been made 
to vaccinate every one who had been exposed to the disease. 
Every locality where cases have occurred has been under 
careful medical supervision for at least two weeks after 
removal of the cases. By this means many cases have 
been recognized early, the patients removed to the hospital, 
the houses disinfected, and vaccination and revaccination 
carefully conducted.

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VACCINATION. 


The number of cases of small-pox having increased in 
November, it was thought best to offer free vaccination in 
those sections of the city where cases of this disease were 
most frequently found. This was done by opening school- 
houses in the evening as vaccination stations, first in South 
Boston, and subsequently in all parts of the city, and physi- 
cians were employed to do the work. In this way there 
were in round numbers 100,000 persons vaccinated. 

The vaccine lymph used was obtained from the New Eng- 
land Vaccine Company, of Chelsea, at a cost of $75 per 
thousand points. The total expense of this work was met 
by an extra appropriation of $25,000, first authorized by His 
Honor the Mayor, and subsequently ratified by the City 
Council. This extra appropriation has not been exhausted 
up to the date of this report, but the full sum will have been 
required to meet the total expenses of free vaccination, 
together with the extra expenses incident to the outbreak of 
small-pox. 

It may be mentioned that early in November, while vac- 
einating among school children in South Boston, the Board 
personally discovered the fact that many children were 
attending the public schools without ever having been vacci- 
nated, and these facts were subsequently communicated to 
the School Committee, under date of November 28, 1893. 

In January, on request of the Superintendent of Schools, 
an examination of all pupils in the public schools was made, 
vaccination given to those who permitted it, and the following 
report was made to the School Committee :

The Board of Health respectfully transmits herewith a summary of 
the work of vaccination in the public schools of the city of Boston, 
undertaken at the request of Superintendent Seaver. 

The summary includes a record of the work in all the schools except- 
ing the Adams and Lyman in East Boston, the figures from these two 
schools not yet having been received at this office. 

It will be seen from the summary that 59,488 pupils have been exam- 
ined; that there have been 4,120 primary vaccinations; 10,152 revacci- 

nations; and that the number of pupils refusing vaccination, and 
presenting insufficient evidence of having been vaccinated, is 1,678; 
3,400 pupils were absent from school at the time of the visits of the 
physicians, and were not examined. 

Accompanying this summary are the names of the pupils refusing 
vaccination, and of the absentees in each of the schools.

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CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


The number of cases of contagious diseases reported to the 
Board of Health for the year 1893 was 8,594, against 6,619 
in 1892. The number of deaths from the same disease in 
1893 was 903, against 832 in 1892. 

There were 1,465 cases and 476 deaths reported from 
diphtheria, 2,580 cases and 248 deaths reported from scarlet 
fever, 3,699 cases and 27 deaths reported from measles, 824 
cases and 148 deaths reported from typhoid fever, and there 
were 26 cases and 4 deaths reported from small-pox. 

If we take two periods of twenty years each—1854 to 
1874, and 1874 to 1894 — we shall find that small-pox in the 
latter period has diminished to almost nothing, while diph- 
theria, scarlet fever, and typhoid fever have continued prac- 
tically endemic through both periods. The explanation of 
this strange difference between the prevalence of one disease 
and the others is easy, and has been often repeated. The 
presence of a few cases of small-pox in the city awakens a 
lively interest among the citizens, and everything the Board 
of Health needs in the way of funds for the suppression of 
this disease is immediately forthcoming from the City Council, 
and as a-result we have had in the last twenty years from 
small-pox only 34 deaths. In contrast with this, we have had 
during the same twenty years 8,245 deaths from diphtheria, 
3,281 deaths from scarlet fever, and 3,376 deaths from typhoid 
fever ; and as far as we are aware very little has been said or 
thought concerning this large mortality by any portion of the 
community. For these three diseases there is no prophylactic 
treatment such as we have in vaccination against small-pox, 
and the remaining means by which these diseases may be con- 
trolled are, early recognition and report of cases, isolation 
until all power to impart the disease is past, and timely disin- 
fection. The Board of Health has not the facilities with which 
to fulfil all of these requirements. In a very large number of 
cases diphtheria is not readily recognized, and sometimes not 
at all. It frequently requires the expense of an expert or 
bacteriological examination before any official interference can 
be undertaken. Poor people cannot afford the necessary 
expense of such examinations, and the Board of Health has 
neither the physicians nor the money with which to offer aid. 

When cases are finally reported to the Board of Health, 
such of the patients as are disposed to go are sent to the City 
Hospital (until it is full), where they are well cared for. 
The others remuin in their homes, scattered over the entire 
city, without any official surveillance during the existence or 
the disease, with no one to secure the necessary isolation, of 
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to give any official notification of the termination of the 
cases, at which time disinfection can properly be done by 
this department. Disinfection performed before the patient 
ceases to be infective is as good as not done, and the patient 
prematurely released from isolation is a common source of 
infection to the schools and the community. 

The Board of Health has repeatedly asked for an appro- 
priation with which to increase its care for the uncontrolled 
cases of diphtheria and scarlet fever, and it has as often been 
refused. The Board would like to have all cases seen by its 
own physicians or agents, held under proper surveillance 
while at home, and released from isolation only on the cer- 
tificates from the same physicians or agents. We would like 
to aid in having all doubtful cases of sore throat decided by 
expert bacteriological examinations, and have all cases of 
diphtheria discharged from isolation by means of the same 
tests, or after a prolonged isolation when all local and general 
symptoms of the disease have disappeared. To do this the 
department must have more medical agents, and have its 
present medical officers relieved from duties now performed 
for other departments of the city. 

We have long since been satisfied that the welfare of the 
schools and the community at large demands better protection 
against the spread of contagious diseases, and that through 
additional medical agency alone can we hope to give such 
protection. 

In November, 1893, the following communication was re- 
ceived from the School Committee : 


City OF BOosTON, 
In ScHOOL COMMITTEE, November 14, 1893. 


Ordered, That the Board of Health be requested to submit to this 
Board such a regulation, to take the place of the present Section 233 of 
the Regulations, as will best carry out the laws, and guard against the 
spread of contagious diseases.

On November 28, 1893, the following answer was com- 
municated to the School Committee : 


NOVEMBER 28, 1893. 
To the Honorable School Committee: 


Your communication of the 14th inst., requesting the Board of 
Health to submit a regulation to take the place of the present Sect. 233 
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of your Regulations, has been received. In reply we have to say that 
your present regulations for preventing the introduction of contagious 
and infectious diseases into our schools, which have been in force for 
some years, seem to us to have been very judiciously drawn to meet the 
existing conditions and the language of the statute laws. 

It seems to us that any errors or omissions which we may point out in 
these regulations cannot justly be charged to the lack of wisdom on 
the part of the School Committee, but rather to the enforced limitations 
under which the Committee finds itself. 

First: the law which calls for the vaccination of children before 
entering school, although wise in spirit, is a failure in practice. No 
physician’s certificate will cover the requirements, and the law of Mas- 
sachusetts recognizes and the courts hold any person to be a physician, 
whether qualified or not, who professes to be a physician and practises 
for a fee. On recent personal observation we find many pupils in our 
public schools who have never been vaccinated, although most of them 
entered school on the required certificate of vaccination ; and some will 
be found who have passed through all the grades, and graduated from 
the grammar school at the age of sixteen years, before being vaccinated. 
Pupils of all ages are thus found to be unprotected by vaccination and 
deceived by false certificates. 

Second: The law and regulations which seek to prevent pupils from 
bringing small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, and measles into schools 
are equally wise in spirit, but fail in practice; and for the same reason 
as that given for the failure of the law to secure the vaccination of 
school children. 

As a matter of experience we find that no credit can be given to a 
large number of the certificates which are given for the recovery and the 
return of the pupils to school after suffering from a contagious disease, 
and the same discredit may belong to certificates for the attendance of 
the pupils in school while in proximity with such disease. ‘To correct 
the two faults mentioned, we would suggest: 

First: That no pupil be admitted to any public schools without a cer- 
tificate from that such pupil bears the physical evidence 
of having had a disease known as vaccinia. 

Second: for the return of any pupil to school after suffering from 
small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, measles, or whooping-cough, a 
certificate should be required from that the pupil has lost 
all power to communicate to others the disease from which he has been 
suffering, and that all infected articles of his household have been disin- 
fected to the satisfaction of the Board of Health. For the continuance 
of any pupil in school in whose family or in whose proximity there is a 
case of small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or measles, or any unde- 
stroyed infection or contagion from said diseases, there should be 
required a certificate from setting forth the fact that the 
patient is safely removed from the danger of contracting and of convey- 
ing the disease. 

When a child is known to have been exposed to the infection ot 
small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or measles, it should return to 
school only on certificate of that the period of incubation 
belonging to the disease to which he has been exposed has passed. 

We do not regard your present regulations as too stringent, but, on 
the contrary, justice to the pupils seems to have been held in view. 
We are aware of the fact that the School Committee is unable to secure 
the facts and the enforcement of the more exacting rules without addi- 
tional facilities. Such additional work and aid to the School Committee 
was fully contemplated in the plan which the Board of Health offered 
two years ago. 

We have left blanks to be filled by the Committee, with an earnest 
suggestion that certificates, for the above-named purposes, should come 
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only from those who shall be appointed for their qualifications for the 
purposes, and who can be held responsible for their acts.

It is evident that the School Committee is without the 
means or authority by which it can protect the schools against 
contagious diseases and many impositions, and it is de- 
sirable that the Board of Health, the proper custodian of the 
public health, should be provided with the means by which 
it may protect the school children, while endeavoring to con- 
trol a common danger in the rest of the community. 


GLANDERS. 


There have been nine cases of glanders and two of farcy, 
all of which were reported to the Cattle Commissioners. 


Housses VACATED. 


During the year one hundred and eighteen houses have 
been ordered vacated for various causes, the chief complaints 
being general unsanitary conditions and want of repair. 
These houses were for the most part tenement-houses lo- 
cated in different sections of the city. 

Of the total number of houses ordered vacated, all but 
twenty-one were subsequently allowed to be reoccupied, the 
owners of the other ninety-seven houses having complied 
with the requirements of the Board to put them in a proper 
condition. Nine of the condemned tenements were de- 
molished by their owners. Complaint was made by the 
representatives of the Better Dwellings Society of a number 
of tenement-houses located on narrow passageways ut the 
North and West Ends. The fault of these houses was con- 
sidered to be lack of adequate light and air by reason of 
their location and construction. The houses complained of 
were as follows: Keith’s alley; 2 Jasper place; 60 and 196 
Endicott street ; Clifford court; 190 North street; Barber’s 
alley; 3 Adams place; houses on Primus avenue; London 
Bridge and Davis court. As a result of these complaints, 
and after a careful investigation by this Board, orders were 
issued vacating the following places: two houses on Bar- 
ber’s alley ; the basement of No. 2 Jasper place; two houses 
in the rear of 190 North street ; 256, and rear, Friend street ; 
and the houses in the rear of 196 Endicott street. Orders 
had previously been given to vacate the houses known as 
“London Bridge.” As a result of these orders extensive 
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alterations were made in the Barber’s-alley houses, one house 
being torn down, thus giving an opportunity for additional 
light and air for the others, and permission was given for 
their reoccupancy. Inthe basement of No. 2 Jasper place 
additional windows were put in, giving the requisite ventila- 
tion, and the order to vacate was accordingly rescinded. 
The houses in the rear of 190 North street were torn down, 
as were also 256, and rear, Friend street. At 196 Endicott 
street, one of the buildings was torn down in order to give 
additional light and air to the others, and permission was 
given for their reoccupancy. Extensive repairs were made 
on the London Bridge houses, and they were allowed to 
be reoccupied. In Keith’s alley no changes have yet been 
made, but the Board has the assurance of the owner that recon- 
struction will be begun at an early day, and meanwhile per- 
mission has been given to occupy the houses. There are still a 
large number of houses at the North End, as well as in other 
thickly settled portions of the city, where complaints similar 
to the above can fairly be made, and there is a growing 
public sentiment in favor of the removal of all these buildings 
which are occupied as tenements, and which, by reason of 
their location, lack adequate light and air. The Board will 
continue its work of correcting these faults as fast as circum- 
stances will warrant. 


TENEMENT AND Lopaina Houses INSPECTION. 


During the night visits of the inspectors the present 
winter, many cases of overcrowding were discovered in tene- 
ment-houses in the poorer sections of the city. 

This the Board has been obliged to remedy by ordering 
the removal of all the occupants of such tenements, as it is 
obviously impossible for the Board to determine which ones 
should be allowed to remain, and which compelled to go. 
This difficulty, however, was in many cases solved by the 
occupants themselves, and as soon as the number of occu- 
pants became reduced to a satisfactory limit the Board re- 
scinded its order to vacate the premises if other sanitary 
requirements were complied with; in a few instances, how- 
ever, the premises had to be entirely vacated before a 
satisfactory condition was reached. 

The cheap lodging-houses have been frequently visited, 
and in most cases all requirements of the Board complied 
with. 

Hovusre to Houser Inspection. 


A study of the work shown in the present report of house 
to house inspection discloses no new feature, and scarcely 
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anything to distinguish the conditions found this year from 
those found during the last five years, except that the num- 
ber of privy-vaults is constantly diminishing. 

It will be seen that the percentage of defective drains and 
defective trapping found in the average dwelling is still very 
large. The conditions presented by these examinations in- 
dicate a general want of substantial repairs in the pipes and 
drains of dwellings, and, in some instances, as in Section 3 of 
this report, a faulty construction as well.

EXAMINATION OF PLUMBERS IN MASSACHUSETTS. 
An act of the Legislature approved June 10, 1893: 


CHAPTER 477. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. No person, firm or corporation not now engaged in or 
working at the business of plumbing shall hereafter engage in or work 
at said business in this Commonwealth, either as a master or employing 
plumber or as a journeyman plumber, unless such person, firm or cor- 
poration first receives a license therefor, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act. 

Srcr. 2. Any person desiring to engage in or work at the business 
of plumbing, either as a master or employing plumber or as a journey- 
man plumber, shall apply to the Board of Health having jurisdiction in 
the locality where he intends to engage in or work at such business, 
except in cities or towns where the Inspector of Buildings has control 
of the regulations regarding plumbing, where such application shall be 
made to the Inspector of Buildings, and shall, at such time and place 
as may be designated by the Board of Examiners hereinafter provided 
for, to whom such application shall be referred, be examined as to his 
qualifications for such business. In the case of the firm or corporation, 
the examination or licensing of any one member of the firm or the 
manager of the corporation shall satisfy the requirements of this act. 

Secr. 3. There shall be in every city and each town of five thousand 
inhabitants or more, and in each town having a system of water-supply 
or sewerage, a Board of Examiners of Plumbers, consisting of the 
Chairman of the Board of Health, or in cities or towns having an 
Inspector of Buildings, the Inspector of Buildings of said city or town, 
who shall be members ex-officio of said board, and serve without com- 
pensation, and the third member, who shall be a practical plumber. 
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Said third member shall be appointed by the Board of Health of said 
city or town within three months from the passage of this act, for the 
term of one year from the first day of May in the year of appointment, 
and, thereafter, annually before the first day of June, and shall be 
allowed a sum not exceeding five dollars for each day of actual service, 
to be paid from the treasury of such city or town; provided, that if in 
any city or town there is no Inspector of Buildings, said Board of Health 
shall appoint a second member of said Board of Examiners, who shall 
be a practical plumber, and whose term of office and compensation shall 
be the same as is provided for said third member. 

Sect. 4. Said Board of Examiners shall, as soon as may be after the 
appointment of said third member, meet and organize by the selection 
of a chairman, and shall then designate the times and places of exami- 
nation of all applicants desiring to engage in or work at the business 
of plumbing within their respective jurisdictions. Said board shall 
examine said applicants as to their practical knowledge of plumbing, 
house drainage and plumbing ventilation, and if satisfied of the com- 
petency of the applicant, shall so certify to the Board of Health or In- 
spector of Buildings in their respective city or town. Said board or 
inspector shall, thereupon, issue a license to such applicant authorizing 
him to engage in or at the business of plumbing, either as master or 
employing plumber, or as a journeyman plumber. The fee for a 
license for a master or employing plumber shall be two dollars, for a 
journeyman plumber, it shall be fifty cents. Said licenses shall be valid 
and have force throughout the Commonwealth, and shall be renewed 
annually upon payment of a fee of fifty cents. In case of removal be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the board or inspector issuing the original 
license, it may be renewed by any board having like authority. 

Sect. 5. The board of health or inspector of buildings of each city 
or town mentioned in Section 3 of this act, shall, within three months 
from the passage of this act, appoint one or more inspectors of 
plumbing, who shall be practical plumbers, and who shall hold office 
until removed by said board or inspector for cause which must be 
shown. The compensation of such inspectors shall be determined by 
the board or inspector appointing them, and be paid from the treasury 
of their respective cities or towns. The said inspectors shall inspect 
all plumbing work for which permits are hereafter granted within their 
respective jurisdictions, in progress of construction, alteration, or re- 
pair, and shall report to said board or inspector all violations of any 
law, ordinance, or by-law relating to plumbing work, and also perform 
such other appropriate duties as may be required. 

Sect. 6. Each city and town of five thousand inhabitants or more in 
this Commonwealth, and every town having a system of water-supply 
or sewerage, shall by ordinance or by-law, within six months from the 
passage of this act, prescribe rules and regulations for the materials, 
construction, alteration, and inspection of all pipes, tanks, faucets, 
valves, and other fixtures by or through which waste water or sewage 
is used and carried, and provide that no such pipes, tanks, faucets or 
valves, or other fixtures shall be placed in any building in such city or 
town except in accordance with plans which shall be approved by the 
board of health of such city or town, or such person or persons as said 
board of health may designate; and shall further provide that no 
plumbing work shall be done, except in the case of repair of leaks, 
without a permit being first issued therefor upon such terms and con- 
ditions as such city and town shall prescribe. The provisions of this 
section shall not apply to the city of Boston or-to any officer or board 
thereof. , 

Sect. 7. Any person violating any provision of this act shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and be subject to a fine not exceeding 
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fifty dollars for each and every violation thereof, and his license may be 
revoked by the examining board provided for in Section 3 of this act. 
Sect. 8. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 
Approved June 10, 1893. 


Under this act the Board of Health appointed, as a third 
member of the Board of Examiners, Mr. William H. Mitchell, 
a well-known practical plumber. The board met October 20, 
1893, and organized by the choice of Samuel H. Durgin 
as Rainer John S. Damrell, treasurer, and A. S. Ward, 
clerk. It was voted that all applicants should be examined 
separately, and be able to answer orally at least sixty-five 
per cent. of practical questions put by members of the exam- 
ining board, and that applicants for master-plumber’s license 
should also be able to point out palpable errors on plans 
placed before them. It was also voted that no unsuccessful 
candidate should be examined again under six months from 
the date of his last examination. 

Meetings were held October 31, November 16, December 
6, January 17, and January 22, at which 23 candidates were 
examined, — 5 for journeyman’s license, and 18 for master- 
plumber’s license,— of which 10 of the candidates, 3 journey- 
men and 7 masters, succeeded, and 13 were rejected. 


PoLLUTION OF CHARLES RIVER. 

In the fall of 1892 a complete inspection and report were 
made by a corps of inspectors from this office of all the 
drainage which was a source of pollution to the Charles 
river. This report includes all that part of the river located 
in Ward 25, and embraces not only the public sewers, but 
also all private drains, the discharges from which, either 
directly or indirectly, eventually find their way into the 
river. Since that report was made the following public 
sewers have been cut off from the river and connected with 
the Metropolitan sewer: Malvern-street sewer, which drains 
the lower part of Allston, and which discharged on to the 
marsh at the Boston & Albany railroad, near Beacon park, 
has been extended and connected with the Metropolitan 
sewer. The Everett-street sewer, which discharged into the 
river at the foot of Everett street, near Western avenue, has 
been connected at the junction of Everett street and Western 
avenue. 

The Market-street sewer, which is the outlet for the drain- 
age of the north end of Brighton, and which discharged into 
the river at the foot of Market street, has been connected at 
the junction of Market street and Western avenue. The 
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North Beacon and Parsons-street sewers, which drain almost 
the entire upper part of Brighton, and discharged into the 
river just beyond the railroad bridge on North Beacon street, 
have been cut off from the river and connected very near the 
point where they formerly entered the river. The sewer at 
Faneuil, which drains about fifty houses, and formerly dis- 
charged into the river above the railroad station, has been 
connected near this point. This includes all the public 
sewers which, at the time of the investigation, discharged 
into the river, so that at the present time there is no public 
sewer discharging into the Charles river on the Boston side 
above the West Boston bridge, and practically the entire 
drainage of Brighton, which formerly discharged into the 
river, has been cut off and connected with the Metropolitan 
sewer. 

At the time of inspection in 1892 there were 232 private 
drains reported as discharging directly or indirectly into the 
river. Since that time the following drains have been cut off 
and connected with sewers: the entire drainage from the 
Brighton Abattoir and from the Boston Tripe Company 
has been connected with the Metropolitan sewer. The 
Brighton Abattoir sewer consists of about 1,200 feet of 15- 
inch pipe, laid practically parallel with the Metropolitan 
sewer, and between said sewer and the Abattoir buildings. 
This pipe forms an intercepting sewer into which all sewage 
from the buildings is received, and through which it is con- 
ducted to large catch-basins, which are so constructed as to 
form traps designed to keep back from the Metropolitan 
sewer any grease or light matter that may by any possibility 
get by the traps in the buildings. These catch-basins are 
three in number, corresponding with the number of entrances 
to the Metropolitan sewer. They are five and a half feet in 
diameter, and about ten feet deep. To form the trap, a 
bridge wall some six feet high is built across each basin, 
between the inlet thereto and the outlet therefrom, to the 
Metropolitan sewer, with an open space of an average width 
of four inches at the bottom of the wall. The inlet to the 
basin, and the outlet from it to the Metropolitan sewer, are 
about four feet above the bottom of the basins, thus pro- 
viding that depth of water through which all sewage must 
pass downwards as it enters the basin, thence under the wall, 
and thence upward through the water on the outlet side of 
the basin until it reaches the pipes forming the entrances to 
the sewer. Over these entrances, which are also 15-inch 
pipes, are placed, by order of the Metropolitan Sewer Com- 
missioners, wire nettings with a half-inch mesh. The cost 
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of the connections made by the Abattoir Association has been 
about $4,000. 

The following estates on Western avenue have been con- 
nected with the sewer in the avenue: 162, 431 to 457, in- 
clusive, 487-489, 495-501, 503-523. These include all the 
private drains on Western avenue where there is a sewer. 
On the river side of the avenue from Waverley street to 
North Harvard street there is no sewer, and we are informed 
by the Sewer Department that there is no prospect of any 
sewer being built in the near future. As the houses on this 
side are close to the marsh, and the land is wet and spongy, it 
would be practically impossible to build cesspools to be of any 
benefit, so that the system of drainage in this locality cannot 
be changed until a sewer is built in Western avenue. About 
the same condition of things exists at the lower end of North 
Harvard street from the junction of Western avenue to the 
Cambridge line, although the drainage in this locality does 
not flow directly into the river as it ‘does in most cases on 
Western avenue. The Albany house and Brighton railroad 
station have been connected with the sewer in North Beacon 
street, and the Boston and Albany car-shops have been con- 
nected with the sewer in Lincoln street. At the present 
time a system of sewers is being built which will drain the 
upper end of Washington street, Oak square, Nonantum, 
Bigelow, Tremont, and Faneuil streets, most of which drain- 
age finds its way into the Charles river. 

In the city proper, in that part of the river at the rear of 
Beacon street, from Otter to Hereford streets, the conditions 
are the same as at the time of examination. The houses on 
the north side of Beacon street within these limits still drain 
directly into the river. On the Charles-street end of the 
river all the drains which formerly discharged into the river 
from Chestnut street. to Cambridge street have been cut off 
and connected with sewers. These drains include those of 
the Eye and Ear Infirmary, 142-144 Charles street, and 11 
and 31 Brimmer street. 


Wet Lanps. 


The Legislature of 1893 passed “An Act for the protec- 
tion of Public Health inthe city of Boston,” as follows : 


Chapter 342. 


SEcTION 1. Whenever the board of health of the city of Boston shall 
adjudge that the public health requires, and shall order that any lands 
in said city not bordering immediately on tide water be filled to the 
grade of eleven feet above mean low water, the owners of said land 
shall forthwith fill the same in accordance with said order, and in a 
manner and material satisfactory to said board. 
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Sect. 2. Any justice of any court having jurisdiction in equity may, 
on the petition of the board of health of said city, enforce the provisions 
of this act by any proper process or decree. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


Approved May 12, 1893. 


June 30, by authority of the foregoing act, the Board of 
Health passed the following orders : 


Voted, That the Board of Health of the city of Boston hereby adjudge 
that the public health requires and do hereby order that certain land in 
said city not bordering immediately on tide water, and bounded and 
described as follows: All land the surface of which is below the grade of 
eleven feet above mean low water lying between Brookline avenue, the 
Boston and Albany Railroad, the Back Bay Fens and the Longwood 
Entrance to said Back Bay Fens in the city of Boston, be filled ‘to the 
grade of eleven feet above mean low water in such a manner as not to 
create a nuisance and with good clean gravel or other suitable material. 

Voted, That the Board of Health of the city of Boston hereby adjudge 
that the public health requires and do hereby order that certain land in 
said city not bordering immediately on tide water, and bounded and 
described as follows: All land the surface of which is below the grade 
of eleven feet above mean low water, lying between Longwood avenue, 
Brookline avenue, Longwood Entrance to the Back Bay Fens, the Back 
Bay Fens and the Tremont Entrance to said Fens, be filled to the grade 
of eleven feet above mean low water, in such a manner as not to create 
a nuisance and with good clean gravel or other suitable material. 


As soon thereafter as was practicable the above orders of 
the Board were served upon all of the owners of the land 
included in the boundaries described in the above orders 
(some fifty or sixty different individuals and corporations). 
Some responded to the extent of calling at the office to make 
Inquiries as to the meaning of such ¢ action; a few expressed a 
willingness to comply with the order, but claimed that it 
was not possible, as their lands were not accessible, while 
two of the owners began at once to comply with the order, 
and have since been diligently prosecuting the work, and 
before the warm weather again arrives will probably have 
fully complied with the requirements of the Board. 

Bills in equity were brought against the owners of the 
larger tracts of land, and those in a marked degree below 
the grade established, and decrees were obtiihed in each 
case. This course was deemed most likely to work out the 
best practicable results, as it would not be good management 
on the part of small owners to delay doing their filling 
beyond the time when a general filling of the larger tracts 
was proceeding, which they could avail themselves of to a 
marked pecuniary advantage. 

The decrees obtained called for the completion of the 
work by July 1. In a few instances it has been necessary 
to apply for supplementary decrees to fix the time of begin- 
ning, and these cases are now pending in the courts.

It is the purpose of the Board of Health to make exten- 
sive repairs and improvements at the L-street bathhouse 
early the coming season. ‘These will include the supplying 
of new water-closet accommodations, a new floating raft, 
and the improvement of the beach by the depositing of sand 
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thereon. These repairs will be of a temporary character, 
however, in view of the fact that in the near future an 
entirely new bathhouse will have to be built on this beach. 
This location is now included within the park system, and the 
establishment will doubtless come within the jurisdiction of 
the Park Commissioners. Until the lines of the parkway are 
definitely fixed, it would be unprofitable to enter upon any 
extensive scheme of improvement here. Ultimately it is hoped 
that the accommodations at this beach will be more in har- 
mony with the reasonable demands of the very large number 
of people who patronize this bathhouse. 


CEMETERIES. 


The cemeteries under the charge of the Board of Health, 
which are seventeen in number, have called for an expendi- 
ture of $5,446.69 during the year. The larger portion of 
this sum represents the expense of superintendence, though 
extraordinary repairs have been undertaken in the Benning- 
ton-street cemetery in East Boston and in the Dorchester 
South grounds. A hedge of California privet was planted 
at the burial ground on Bennington street for the entire dis- 
tance surrounding it, after a thorough and careful prepara- 
tion of the ground devoted to this use, which consisted of 
surface-grading, freeing the soil from stones, tree roots, and 
other objectionable matter, and incorporating therein a suf- 
ficient quantity of rich compost. There were used for this 
purpose about 2,000 of best quality nursery-grown plants, 
two years old. It is expected that in a few years this hedge 
will have made sufficient growth to form an efficient and 
permanent enclosure for this area, taking the place of the 
unsightly board fence which has surrounded it for years. 
The entire cost of this work was $235. 

In the Dorchester South grounds the walks have been 
graded, the fences and walls reconstructed, and some of the 
trees removed.

CREMATION. 


The Massachusetts Cremation Society completed _ its 
crematory at Forest Hills, West Roxbury, and put it into 
operation in the latter part of December, 1893. 

The first body incinerated was that of Lucy Stone, on the 
30th day of the same month. 

Permits were obtained for the cremation of seven bodies 
during the following month of January. In order to have a 
body cremated the undertaker must obtain the usual permit 
from the Board of Health, with duplicate for interment of the 
incinerated remains, if put in a cemetery. If the body has 
been buried, a permit to disinter must be first obtained, 
with the same duplicate as before. 

Following is the act regulating the cremation of bodies: 


ACTS OF 1885, 265, § 4. 


No body of a deceased person shall be cremated within forty-eight 
hours after decease, unless death was occasioned by contagious or in- 
fectious disease ; and no body shall be received or cremated by said cor- 
poration until its officers have received the certificate or burial permit 
required by law before burial, together with a certificate from the med- 
ical examiner of the district within which the death occurred, that he has 
viewed the body and made personal inquiry into the cause and manner 
of death, and is of opinion that no further examination nor judicial 
inquiry concerning the same is necessary. For such view, inquiry and 
certificate he shall receive the fees prescribed by section nine of chapter 
twenty-six of the Public Statutes for a view without an autopsy by 
examiners in counties other than Suffolk county. Medical examiners 
within their respective districts shall make such view and inquiry upon 
application therefor and payment or tender of said fees.

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REPORT OF PHYSICIAN TO THE BOARD OF 
HEALTH. 


Boston, January 1, 1894. 
To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1893: 

There have been 4,332 persons vaccinated, and certificates 
of vaccination have been given to 3,416 children for their 
admission to the public schools. A table is appended showing 
the number vaccinated from the year ending April 30, 1873, 
to December 31, 1893. 

At the request of the Civil Service Commission 388 men 
have been examined for appointment in the Police and in the 
Fire Departments. At the request of the Board of Police 6 
men have been examined for retirement. At the request of 
the Board of Fire Commissioners 14 men have been exam- 
ined for retirement, and 15 cases of supposed injury or 
disease investigated. 

The bodies of 619 persons dying without a physician in 
attendance have been examined. These cases comprise 
principally those who die from chronic diseases, where there 
has been no medical care for months previous to death, and 
those who die suddenly from natural causes. In these cases 
a careful external examination is made, the symptoms learned, 
and a diagnosis, sufficiently accurate for all practical pur- 
poses, reached. The law requires a medical certificate of 
death before a permit for burial is granted, and these exam- 
inations are made to conform to the law, as well as to collect 
statistics for bills of mortality. A tabular statement of the 
cases investigated is appended. 


City PRISON. 


On Sundays visits have been made to this institution. 
The following diseases and injuries have been treated during 
the year: Contusions, delirium tremens, eczema, fractures, 
incised wounds, scalp wounds, ulcers. 


SuFFOLK CouNTY JAIL. 


In this institution 1,088 patients have been treated during 
the year, requiring 3,151 visits. Five deaths have occurred 
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during the year; two were caused by delirium tremens, two 
by heart disease, and one by pneumonia. Five patients 
were sent to the insane asylum, and two to the City Hospital. 
A tabular statement of the cases treated is appended. 


City Temporary Home. 


At this institution 176 visits have been made during the 
year. Fourteen cases of confinement have been attended. 
Two deaths have occurred at the home during the year. 
Ten patients were transferred to the City Hospital. The 
following diseases have been treated: Bright’s disease, bron- 
chitis, delirium tremens, erysipelas, fracture, marasmus, 
measles, scalp wounds, scarlet fever, syphilis, and typhoid 
fever. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


Ninety-six cases of eruptive disease reported as small-pox 
have been examined. Of these, 26 were found to be small- 
pox, and the patients — 5 men, 13 women, and 8 children — 
were removed to the small-pox hospital on Canterbury 
street, where 22 recovered. On December 31, 1893, there 
were in the small-pox hospital 13 patients, —5 men and 8 
women,— all convalescing. The statement of the remaining 
70 reported cases is as follows : Erythema multiforme, 3; 
herpes zoster, 2; impetigo contagiosa, 4; measles, 16; 
pustular dermatitis, 4; scabies, 5; scarlet fever, 4; syphilis, 
2; urticaria, 3; vaccinal urticaria, 6; varicella, 21. 

The outbreak of small-pox has caused a very great increase 
m the amount of work in this department, and it became 
necessary to employ two additional physicians to investigate 
the number of reported cases. The faithful manner in which 
the work has been done by these physicians is worthy of 
special mention. 

The manifest importance of a bacteriological investigation 
as a means of diagnosis in doubtful cases of diphtheria is be- 
coming more and more evident, and of no less importance, 
as far as the well-being of the community is concerned, is 
the bacteriological investigation of cases after apparent 
recovery from diphtheria. It has been considered that in 
a case of diphtheria one week after the disappearance of 
the membrane the patient is no longer a source of danger to 
the community, but experience has shown that this is not the 
case, as the germs continue to exist for a much longer time 
in the throat and in the discharges from the nose. It is 
therefore important that a bacteriological examination should 


be made in all cases of apparent recovery from diphtheria.

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In an endeavor to diminish the prevalence of this disease, the 
two most important factors are: first, the recognition of 
mild and doubtful cases ; second, the actual disappearance of 
the special germs of the disease, which can only be recognized 
by means of a bacteriological investigation. 

I would therefore recommend that a bacteriological exami- 
nation be made in all doubtful cases of sore throat, and also in 
all cases of apparent recovery from diphtheria.

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REPORT OF PORT PHYSICIAN. 


QUARANTINE STATION, 
Boston Harpor, February 1, 1894. 


To the Board of Health: 


_ GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the Quarantine Department for the year ending 
December 31, 1893: 

During the entire year all vessels arriving from the follow- 
ing ports were stopped at this quarantine for imspection: 
from all ports in Europe; from the Western, Madeira, 
Canary, or Cape de Verde islands; from the Mediterranean 
sea or straits thereof; from the west coast of Africa or 
around the Cape of Good Hope, and from Central and South 
America. 

From the first of June, vessels from the West India, 
Bahama, or Bermuda islands, and Mexico were stopped for 
Inspection. 

From the first of June to the first of November, all vessels 
arriving from any port in the United States south of Vir- 
ginia were inspected at this quarantine. 

On December 28, 1892, a child with measles was removed 
from the 8.8. “Catalonia” to Gallop’s Island. She was 
discharged from the hospital January 12, 1893. March 1, 
a child with scarlet fever was removed from the S.S. 
“Peruvian.” The father and a sister were also removed 
for observation. ~All the hospital bedding, as well as the 
personal effects of the family, were taken from the ship and 
disinfected by steam, for thirty minutes, at a temperature of 
220° Fah. After disinfection, the bedding was returned to 
the ship at her dock in Charlestown. 

On April 26, a woman with an eruptive disease was re- 
moved from the 8.8. “Prussian” for observation. The 
disease proved to be variola. 

All the bedding, as well as the ship’s hospital itself, were 
burned on board the vessel, and the quarters where the hos- 
pital stood were well washed with a disinfecting solution. 

Two other women and a baby, a child of the patient, were 
removed from the ship for observation. At the end of two 
weeks, no eruption of a suspicious nature appearing, they 
were discharged from quarantine. At least twenty days 
elapsed from the time these three were in contact with the 
patient to the time they were discharged. 


Bry. 
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There were 546 passengers on board the ship at the time. 
Of this number 196 were vaccinated, and a careful exami- 
nation was made of the remainder, but they were found to be 
sufficiently protected by recent vaccinations. 

Ten days after the discharge of the ship, and while she 
remained at her dock, a steward on board contracted the 
disease, and he was sent to Gallop’s Island for treatment. 

As the steamship was on her way to sea, she was inter- 
cepted and detained in quarantine for three days, during 
which time the crew were examined daily. 

A fireman was removed from the ship to Gallop’s Island 
for observation. His ailment proving to be malaria he was 
discharged. No new cases appearing, the vessel was allowed 
to leave quarantine, and she reached Glasgow without any 
sickness occurring among the crew. A nurse, engaged to 
attend the above cases, contracted the disease while” in the 
performance of his duties. He made an easy recovery, how- 
ever. 

May 4, a case of measles was removed from the S.S. 
“Scythia.” June 4, a child with measles removed from 
S.S. “Bothnia.” The father, mother, and a baby were also 
removed, and on June 6 the baby contracted the disease. 

July 16, a baby with measles removed from §S.S. 
“Pavonia.” The hospitals were fumigated by means of 
burning sulphur, as is usual in such cases. Fumigation is 
carried on by burning 3 lbs. of sulphur to 1,000 cubic feet. 

July 17, two cases of measles removed from S.S. “ Poly- 
nesian.” ‘As the passengers on this vessel were to be 
discharged in Baltimore, and not at this port, the patients 
were returned to the ship the following day as she was 
leaving the harbor. On August 27, a child was removed 
from the 8.S. “Seythia.” The child —a saloon passenger — 
had the scarlet fever. The father, mother, and two other 
children were also removed, but on the 30th the child was 
transferred to the City Hospital, thus relieving the parents 
from detention. 

September 23, a case of measles removed from S.S. 
*“Pavonia.” The mother and one other child were also 
removed. 

The ‘steamship “Merjulio” arrived from Progresso, 
October 18, with two of the crew sick, and the captain 
reported that two had died on the voyage, and he also 
reported that about ten had been sick since the vessel left 
port. As yellow fever existed at Merida, a short distance 
from Progresso, the ship was detained. Four men were 
removed to Gallop’s Island for treatment and for further 
observation. It proved to be a severe form of malarial 
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fever, from which they recovered, and were discharged on 
the 24th. 

A sailor was removed from the S.S. “ Francisco,” with an 
affection of the throat. It proved to be a case of follicular 
tonsillitis, from which a good recovery was made. 

All other vessels that were boarded were free from any 
quarantinable disease. 

Two women servants were sent from a private residence 
in the city to Gallop’s Island. It was thought that they 
might be the means of conveying small-pox from their 
relatives, who had the disease, to the family with whom they 
lived, and they were sent to this quarantine for observation. 

During the year, immigration to this port from Russia 
and other European ports, with the exception of those from 
Norway, Sweden, Denmark, and Finland, practically ceased. 
The few immigrants that entered this port were removed to 
Gallop’s Island for the purpose of bathing and the disin- 
fection of baggage and clothing. 

March 24, twenty-five immigrants were removed from 
S.S. “Carroll,” at her dock in the city, to Gallop’s Island, 
where they were bathed and their clothing was disinfected. 
These passengers were transshipped at Halifax from a Kuro- 
pean steamer.

In addition to the above, a nurse, engaged to attend the 
cases of variola, contracted the disease. Two persons, as 
mentioned above, were sent from the city to Gallop’s Isiand 
for observation. 

During the year a great many improvements have been 
made both at Gallop’s Island and on the steamer “ Vigilant.” 
At Gallop’s Island the main wharf was thoroughly repaired 
and strengthened. The buildings formerly used in the city 
for polling-booths, but now used for isolation wards on the 
island, were shingled and braced inside to withstand the 
severe storms of the winter. Seven booths have been added 
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to the number already there, making in all thirteen on the 
island. 

The two new houses of detention were fitted up with 
steum-pipes, and connections made with the pipe that sup- 
plies the disinfecting cylinder, so that these buildings can be 
readily heated from the “ Vigilant” while she is lying at the 
wharf. 

The new bath-house and disinfecting cylinder were used 
for the first time April 1, and they both worked satisfac- 
torily. 

On board the steamer “ Vigilant” the boiler has been re- 
paired, a new shaft has been fitted, a new smoke-stack built, 
and a number of minor improvements made. 

Early in April telephonic connections were made from 
Gallop’s Island to East Boston by way of Deer Island and 
Winthrop. The line soon became useless, however, owing to 
some defect in the cable, and this condition exists at the 
present time. 

Water from the city mains was turned on April 13, and 
Cochituate water has been used in the bath-house and in the 
main buildings. During the winter the water in the exposed 
portion of the pipes froze and burst the mains so badly that 
sections must be replaced before the island can be supplied. 

Fort Warren has made connections with the main on Gal- 
lop’s Island, so that the two islands, together with Long 
Island, may be supplied with water from the mainland. 

March 20, Dr. Charles H. Cogswell, who had served as 
port physician for nearly six years, resigned to accept the 
position of Superintendent of the Home tor Paupers at Long 
Island, and Dr. Francis A. Lane was appointed to succeed 
him. April 1, Dr. Edward G. Bryant was appointed Assist- 
ant Port Physician, which position he held until September 
10, when he resigned. Dr. David D. Brough was appointed 
to fill the vacancy. 

Edward H. Witham, who served as overseer at Gallop’s 
Island, resigned July 5, and on July 15 F. L. Blanchard 
was appointed to the position.

The above table refers to animals arriving at the different 
stock-yards that from injury during transportation, or from 
what was supposed to be a slight and not dangerous illness, 
were unable to walk to the abattoir; these were shot at the 
yards and carted to the abattoir in the ambulance. The 
greater number of these represent injuries, fractures, bruises, 
and exhaustion from transportation and excessive heat. Of 
those condemned all were found to be affected with one of 
the septic diseases, the meat of which represented a most 
dangerous article of food.

Under the head of cows from Eastern States is understood 
those animals from all of the New England States, including 
Massachusetts. 

In the above table a division is made of the animals from 
Eastern States that were known to be from Massachusetts, 
of which there were 1,350; and considering all tuberculous 
cows, which it was impossible to say arrived from one of the 
other New England States, as belonging to Massachusetts, 
only 44 cases of tuberculosis have been found, giving the low 
percentage of 3.26. 

From a comparison of the foregoing tables with those of 
the last two years, it will be seen that the percentage of 
tuberculosis in Massachusetts cattle, as shown by statistics 
gathered at the Brighton Abattoir, has not varied more than 
one per cent. in the same number of years. 


INSPECTION OF CATTLE. 


The work of inspection of cows, as provided for by the 
Board of Health, and subsequently made compulsory upon 

cattle in general by an Act of the Legislature, has been con- 
fated during the past year. The method pursued in the 
inspection of the cows was given in full in the report of 
last year. In addition to the inspection of the cattle in the 
stables throughout the city, a similar examination has been 
made of cattle offered for sale at the Brighton Stock Yards. 

There are within the city limits about 2,400 cattle, dis- 
tributed in about 690 barns ; all of these have haar visited and 
the cattle in each, whether uew or old, have been examined. 
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Of the above-mentioned animals, seven have been pro- 
nounced suspicious, and the State Board of Cattle Commis- 
sioners notified that the same had been isolated. In making 
the above exuminations, cattle have been found existing in 
all conditions and places. 

There are within the city limits people keeping a few 
cows, from two upwards, who have not the slightest idea of 
cleanliness, and practise little or none in the production of 
milk. Unfortunately a great many of such people are de- 
pendent on the sale of milk for a livelihood. 

The question of the prevention of the spread of tubercu- 
losis is at the present time receiving a great deal of attention, 
and is becoming a very important ‘subject for the considera- 
tion of the health authorities. Although tuberculosis is not 
likely to be stamped out of existence, its prevalence can and 
should be greatly checked. 

This can only be done by a proper disposal of the dis- 
eased animals, and the placing of the healthy animals under 
the best of care and hygienic conditions. 

It is a common practice among the owners of cows 
especially where the production and sale of milk are made a 
business, to do all in their power tO increase the flow of 
milk, without giving the great strain on the vitality of the 
cow the slightest thought. Another fault is committed in 
the milking of cows, and by this is understood the actual 
forcing of the supply to within a few weeks of giving birth 
to a calf. 

The cows of the far West or prairies, in which tuberculosis 
is rarely if ever seen, undergo no such strain while pregnant, 
and are better able to resist the disease. We should expect 
the progeny of the latter animals to be much stronger than 
that of the domesticated cows, which undergo this” forcing 
process for milk, and which, if any hereditary predisposition 
should exist, are less able to successfully ward off tuber- 
culosis. 

The hygienic conditions as required by the regulations of 
the Board of Health are of considerable importance, and can- 
not be too thoroughly insisted upon, as the need of the en- 
forcement of such regulations is seen from year to year. 

The publie should demand of the milk- producer a better 
condition of his barns, and the milkman should be educated 
to improve the health of his entire herd by willingly dis- 
posing of diseased animals and giving those remaining the 
best of care. 

It would seem that the registering of all cows within the 
city limits, and the circulation of the special regulations of 
the Board of Health among the producers of milk, would 
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prompt the individual owners to keep a better grade of ani- 
mals, and more thoroughly study the best means of keeping 
the same in a healthy condition. 

There are within the city limits owners of cows who ap- 
parently never give the health of the animals a thought ; who 
keep and use them as so many milk machines; and who 
bestow no care for the cleanliness of themselves, the cows, or 
the milk. Such people should be considered as unfit for the 
business of producing or handling milk which is intended for 
food. The consumer would then be protected and the care- 
ful producer encouraged.

The entire amount expended for all departments of the 
hospital during the year was $266,703.13. Of this amount 
$250,569.71 was on account of the hospital proper and 
Epidemic Hospital, $5,335.91 on account of the eight out- 
patient departments, $9,095.71 for the Convalescent Home, 
and $1,701.80 on account of determining the settlement of 
patients. 

To the amount expended for the hospital proper, $250,- 
569.71, should be added the difference in the amount of 
stock on hand February 1, 1894, which was $2,503.58 less 
than we possessed on February 1, 1893, making the total 
amount chargeable to the expenditures of the year, $253,- 
073.29. Of the total amount expended, considerable sums 
were for purposes not within the ordinary yearly maintenance 
of the patients. From the itemized table of disbursements 
it will be seen that there were expended for various items 
of new and permanent improvements, $6,526.26 ; furnishing 
and maintaining the Epidemic Hospital, $535.44 ; furnishing 
new stable, $908.02; two new ambulances and one new 
wagonette, $1,498 ; expenses incident to World’s Fair Ex- 
hibit, $1,945.46 ; claims awarded by city council committee, 
$400; expense incurred in card cataloguing medical and 
surgical reports, etc., $675.16, making a otal of $12,488.34, 
which, deducted from the total expenditures of the Hospital 
Department, leaves $240,584.95 properly chargeable to cur- 
rent expenses. This amount, divided among 8,763 patients 
for 23,848 weeks’ board, gives $10.09 as the cost to the city 
of each patient per week. The weekly cost of each patient 
at the Convalescent Home has been $5.60. The trustees 
have collected and paid into the city treasury in cash the sum 
of $56,005.15, this sum having been received principally on 
account of board of patients. No allowance has been made 
for this amount in computing the weekly net cost of each 
patient to the city. 
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The maximum number of patients in the hospital at any 
one time was 549, or 24+ more than last year. The minimum 
number at any one time was 390. The daily average number 
of patients was 457,34, or 24+ more than last year. The 
total number of patients treated in the wards was 8,763, 
which was 527 more than last year, and 853 more than two 
years ago. 

The report of the Superintendent, presented herewith, 
contains, besides other information, a detailed statement of 
the expenditures of the year, and of the number of patients 
admitted, and is accompanied by the medical and surgical 
statistics. These reports give in detail the number of 
patients treated in the hospital, and the number treated 
in the out-patient departments during the year, with clas- 
sified statements of their diseases and results of treatment. 


Payrne PATIENTS. 


The hospital has received during the year the sum of 
$54,309.24, as an income from the board of paying patients 
of all classes. This sum has been received from the follow- 
ing sources: From the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
for the board of patients for whom the Commonwealth is 
responsible, $32,400.52; from other cities and towns for 
patients for whom they were liable, $8,266; from private 
paying patients, collected by the Superintendent, $13,642.72. 
The total income from these sources has been $4,120.88 
more than last year. 

The accommodations for paying patients remain the same 
as last year, and the private rooms have been full the most 
of the time. There have been many applications for private 
rooms from persons living outside of Boston desiring such 
accommodations, particularly as surgical patients, which the 
Trustees have been obliged to reject, as they have not deemed 
it wise to tax unduly the hospital service, already over-bur- 
dened as it has been most of the time during the past year. 
The Trustees have kept in view that the primary object of 
the hospital is the relief of those citizens of Boston who have 
not the means to pay for treatment at their homes. Such 
accommodations as the hospital affords for paying patients 
should be reserved for those of our own citizens, at least 
until the enlargement of the hospital shall afford such accom- 
modations as are not needed by those who have the better 
right. 

“As the hospital is organized at the present time, only a 
limited number of private rooms are furnished for patients 
residing in the city of Boston or for those brought here by 
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accident or emergency, who desire accommodations better 
than those afforded in the public wards and are able to pay 
for them. 

The method pursued in the investigation of the claims of 
various patients in the wards, as to their right to receive 
free treatment, has been fully explained in recent reports. 
The Trustees still believe that patients who are able to pay 
should do so, to meet the actual cost of their support, at 
about ten dollars per week. 


PRESENT CAPACITY OF THE HOSPITAL. 


The capacity of the hospital last year was 468. No 
change was made in the number of available beds, until the 
acquisition of the Epidemic Hospital, which the Trustees 
were kindly permitted to use by the Board of Health. This 
hospital added thirty-two beds, making the entire capacity 
for the latter part of the year 500 beds. The daily average 
number of patients during the year has been 457, and the 
largest number on any one day, 549. So much has been 
said in the reports of the last two or three years that the 
Trustees feel that there is no further demand upon them to 
explain the condition and results of overcrowding. When 
the buildings now under construction, called the Chester 
Park Hospital, shall have been completed, the hospital will 
be entirely relieved of all infectious fever cases. When, in 
addition to this, the new surgical operating building and the 
four new surgical wards shall be available, it is believed that 
the capacity of the hospital will be sufficiently increased so as 
to prevent, for some time to come, the overcrowding of the 
surgical side, which has existed for several years. Addi- 
tional room will still be needed for medical cases and special 
diseases. 


WARDS FOR CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


The two wards for contagious diseases have been full at 
all times, and, during a large part of the year, have been 
excessively crowded. This condition at times was so serious 
that the Trustees were led to believe that on this account the 
recovery of the patients was seriously hindered, and that the 
mortality was increased. It furthermore affected the health 
of the nurses and house-officers who worked in that service, 
and has caused an amount of sickness greatly in excess of 
that of any previous year. Early in the fall, with the scarlet 
fever ward filled to its utmost capacity, it was necessary to 
reject a large number of cases. To relieve this condition of 
things, the Board of Health, on the request of the Trustees, 
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placed under their supervision the Epidemic Hospital, on 
Swett street. This hospital was erected two years ago, at 
the time of the threatened invasion of cholera, and was in- 
tended for the care of an epidemic of cholera or any other 
serious disease that should suddenly come upon the city. 
The building had been unoccupied for more than a year, and 
this seemed to be an emergency which justified its use. 
During the early autumn. all convalescent scarlet fever 
patients were transferred from Ward A to the Epidemic 
Hospital. This plan worked excellently, afforded a great 
relief to the hospital proper, and left an abundance of room 
for acute cases of scarlet fever to be admitted. Later in the 
year many complications arose, especially from the fact that 
avery large number of patients were admitted as having 
diphtheria, but were found to have scarlet fever and diphthe- 
ria. In many other cases there was a complication of 
measles, whooping-cough, and other infectious diseases. It 
was found impossible, owing to the crowded condition, to 
keep the patients separate. It involved a constant and re- 
peated cleaning and sterilizing of the various rooms which 
had to be used for different classes of cases at different times. 
This condition rendered the management of this service 
diffcult.in an extreme degree. The amount of money ex- 
pended in the matter of renovation has been largely in- 
creased over what has been expended on the ordinary wards 
that have not received infectious diseases. 

The Trustees congratulate themselves and the citizens of 
Boston that, before the close of the present year, the new hos- 
pital, exclusively for contagious diseases, will be completed 
and occupied, which will relieve many perplexities incident 
to the management of a hospital for general diseases. 


PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


The new methods of scientific work recently so widely 
introduced throughout the hospitals of the world have de- 
manded that this hospital also should possess every facility 
for doing similar work. Pending the time when the new 
pathological building shall be completed, the Trustees 
have fitted up a bacteriological laboratory for temporary 
use. This laboratory serves the purpose for which it was 
intended fairly well, and has proved a most excellent adjunct 
to the ward work. On the recommendation of the Hospital 
Staff, the Trustees have created the position of Resident 
Assistant Pathologist, with a salary. This officer devotes 
his entire time to laboratory and pathological work. 

The number of house officers was found to be insufficient 
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for properly doing the work of the Clinical Laboratory, in 
urinalysis, blood counting, and similar professional work. 
In order that this work might be systematically accom- 
plished, the Trustees have increased the House Staff, by 
creating the positions of three surgical dressers and three 
clinical clerks. These appointments have been filled by med- 
ical students, who accept the appointment for a six months’ 
term of service. Not only are they enabled to render an 
additional amount of laboratory work, but also to aid in 
etherization, as assistants in the wards and out-patient de- 
partments, according to the service and the requirements 
for the time being. 


NEw BuILpINGcs. 


At the date of the last report, the work had already begun 
upon the new hospital for contagious diseases, designated as 
The Chester Park Hospital. Contracts had been made for 
the erection of four buildings. The original intention of the 
Trustees was that additional isolating buildings for the treat- 
ment of contagious diseases should be placed upon the land 
between the hospital buildings and East Chester Park. 
Later, with the approval of your Honor and the City Council, 
it was decided to build a complete hospital establishment 
on the City Nursery Grounds, bounded by East Chester Park, 
Albany street, and Northampton street. The Trustees were of 
the opinion that this hospital should be practically complete 
in itself. For this purpose, a larger sum of money than origi- 
nally appropriated was necessary, and later in the year the 
City Council made two appropriations from special loans : one 
of $400,000 and another of $300,000. This sum was in- 
tended not only for the construction of a complete hospital 
for contagious diseases, but also for additional wards and 
buildings for the hospital proper. Plans were formulated 
and contracts made later in the year, and there are now 
seven buildings under construction — part of them nearly 
completed. The buildings consist of an administration 
building, a domestic building, a lodge or entrance, two two- 
storied wards, two nurses’ homes, a laundry building, and 
mortuary building. The buildings are progressing as rapidly 
as the season will permit, and it is estimated that they will 
be ready for occupancy by September next. After the com- 
pletion of the buildings, and before occupancy, it will be 
necessary to construct a brick wall around the entire estab- 
lishment, to grade and lay out the grounds, build roads, and 
take care of the surface drainage. The city has been fortu- 
nate in making favorable contracts, and the buildings are 
sufficiently well advanced to give a good idea of what the 
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establishment will be when completed. Allowing that more 
than two-thirds of the patients will be children, the capacity 
of the hospital will accommodate 250 cases of contagious 
diseases. 

No attempt will be made in this report to give plans of this 
new hospital, but a complete description of all the buildings, 
together with plans and special features, will be reserved for 
the next report. The expenditures required for the comple- 
tion of this hospital will be considerable. Much of this ex- 
pense has been compelled by the building laws of Boston, as 
applied to public buildings. Every building is constructed 
upon slow combustion and, in many parts, fire-proof princi- 
ples. Considerable expense has been necessary, in order that, 
as far as possible, the walls, floors, and cross corridors should 
be so constructed as to be non-absorbent. All the cross open- 
air corridors dividing the buildings into sections have been 
built of glazed brick. All the floors in the bath-rooms, 
lavatories, and open corridors are of terrazzo. Notwithstand- 
ing this great expense, the Trustees deem it wise that these 
buildings should be made thoroughly modern and should 
conform with the best ideas now known in hospital construc- 
tion. For a hospital for contagious diseases, located upon a 
restricted site and easily accessible to the crowded portion 
of a city as large as Boston, the Trustees are of the opinion 
that it will be the best hospital for its purpose in this coun- 
try, if not in the world. 

A contract will soon be made for the enlargement of the 
present surgical operating building. The needs of such a 
building have been dwelt upon in previous reports, and the 
Trustees are glad that they have now the means at hand to 
enter upon this work. ) 

The present operating building will be practically doubled 
in size. It will afford an enlarged and reconstructed operat- 
ing amphitheatre built upon modern lines, and special oper- 
ating rooms of sufficient capacity to give the three or more 
surgical services ample room at all times for doing the large 
amount of operative surgery that centres in a large municipal 
hospital. 

The grade about the building will be so changed that the 
lower floor will be entirely above the ground level. There 
will be five accident rooms, with the proper etherizing 
rooms, waiting rooms for friends of patients, sterilizing and 
instrument rooms, and two small wards, one for the ac- 
commodation of six men and the other for four women, 
with service rooms for the proper attendance of this class 
of cases. These rooms are so arranged as to make it 
possible properly and promptly to care for all cases that 
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naturally come to an accident room, both out-patients and 
house-patients. Patients who are moribund on entrance will 
not be taken to the general wards; nor will accident cases, 
until they are in a condition to be transferred to a general 
ward without disturbing it. The building will likewise serve 
as a night ward for the reception of surgical cases. It will 
also contain a hospital museum for the instruction of medical 
students and nurses, the basis of which will be the exhibit 
that was sent to the World’s Fair. The facilities for the 
steward’s department will be largely increased. 

Plans are also nearly completed for two two-storied sur- 
gical wards, to be placed upon the land on the surgical side 
formerly used as a space for tents and laundry clothes yard. 
One of these buildings will contain two wards for isolating 
surgical cases, and the other, two open wards for more severe 
surgical cases. These two buildings will be connected with 
the old corridors, carrying out the pavilion system of the 
hospital. 

Plans are also ready for estimates upon a group of three 
buildings, to embrace the pathological building, mortuary, 
and mortuary chapel. The pathological building will contain 
an autopsy room, with seats for about seventy students and 
physicians. There will be in this building seven labora- 
tories of various sizes for the scientific work of the hospital. 
There will also be accessory rooms for special original work, 
together with toilet rooms, and in the basement, rooms for 
stores and other uses incident to the work of the building. 
The mortuary building will contain increased and most 
approved accommodations for the preservation of the bodies 
of the dead, not only of patients who die in the hospital, but 
also.specially appointed rooms for Medical Examiner’s cases 
for this part of the city. The mortuary chapel will be con- 
structed for the special purpose of allowing the friends of 
patients to have funeral services for the dead. 

The grounds upon which the Chester Park Hospital was 
situated proved too restricted for a new boiler-house, and, 
for reasons of economy, the Trustees decided not to con- 
struct a boiler-house for the Chester Park Hospital alone, 
but to build one on the land already under charge of the 
Trustees, in the rear of the hospital, and on the opposite side 
of Albany street. There is now building upon this location 
a boiler-house large enough to contain the heating plant for 
the entire establishment, both the old and the new buildings, 
and for all probable extensions in the future. In this build- 
ing will also be located the electric-light plant which will 
light the entire establishment. This will require a plant of 
sufficient size to run 5,500 incandescent lamps, besides 
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electric power for propelling fans for ventilation, as well as 
for motors in various parts of the hospital, and electricity 
for the medical and surgical services. The additional build- 
ings will give an increased capacity for 388 patients, making 
850 beds the total number available for patients in the old 
and new buildings. 

The foregoing changes and increase in the capacity of the 
hospital, briefly described, will indicate the great accession to 
the hospital now going on, and which will be available during 
the coming year. ‘This increase has come none too soon. 
The pressure upon the hospital for the accommodation of 
nearly all classes of cases during the past year has been 
largely in excess of its capacity. The hospital is crowded in 
nearly all parts, with a number of patients larger than is 
wise, either for the sick or for those who have to care for 
them. 


HosprraL RENOVATIONS AND ADDITIONS. 


The usual ward renovations have been carried on during 
the last year. Wards F, G, K, L, A, and E have been 
thoroughly painted and repaired, and the hospital buildings 
are now all in a good state of repair. The building known 
as Pavilion 3, containing wards K and L, needs extensive 
alterations and improvements which cannot be entered upon 
except by a special appropriation. The water-closets, lava- 
tories, and bath-rooms should be removed to the opposite 
end of the building, and the present inefficient system of 
ventilation be abandoned. An increased amount of light 
should be let into the corridors by reconstruction of the win- 
dows. The iron tanks in the basement should be removed, 
the old and unsightly bath-rooms should be torn out, and 
radical changes be made upon the building. 

On the completion of the new boiler-house and the pres- 
ent system of heating, the heating-apparatus of the old 
buildings should be rearranged in order to connect with the 
new boiler-house. The building used as the present boiler- 
house should be abandoned for that purpose. The building 
now used as a mortuary and autopsy room, which is old, 
poorly constructed, and much damaged and out of plumb 
by the construction of the Albany-street intercepting sewer, 
and hardly worth reconstructing, should be torn down, and 
the Trustees recommend that it be replaced with a large 
building for increased laundry accommodations, and a ster- 
ilizing house for the hospital proper, with rooms overhead 
for workshops and also for servants’ quarters. -Elevators 
should be constructed so that the roof may be used for dry- 
ing clothes, there being no ground left of sufficient size for 
this purpose. 
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The cool rooms in connection with the centre kitchen were 
so decayed from causes natural to cold-storage rooms, that 
it was necessary to replace them witha new structure. They 
were therefore enlarged and rearranged at an expense of 
$5,833.18. As a storage room for hospital subsistence 
supplies, it can hardly be excelled. 

The alterations at the entrance office, by their eat i 
and means of better despatching the hospital business, have 
proved the judiciousness of the expenditure. 

The new stable has been organized, two new ambulances 
have been added, and also a wagonette for the purpose of 
carrying patients from the hospital to the Convalescent Home. 
The ambulance service was never before so well equipped as 
at the present time, nor has it ever before been called upon 
to do so large an amount of work. The total number of 
patients conveyed during the year was 2,735. The Trustees 
still believe that there should be an increase in the number 
of ambulances located in those parts of the city not now 
having them, for the purpose of taking care of casualties with 
despatch. There should be one or more ambulances in the 
more remote parts of Dorchester, another ambulance in 
Brighton, another in West Roxbury, and an additional one 
for South Boston. These ambulances should be used. for 
emergencies only, the ordinary cases of sickness being cared 
for by the various hospitals in the city which already pos- 
sess ambulances for the transportation of medical cases. 


THE CONVALESCENT Home. 


The Convalescent Home continues its great usefulness. The 
benefits of the Home have been given to 452 patients, which 
is seventy-five more than last year. The home has given to 
patients 987 more weeks’ board than last year. ‘This has 
been done at a decreased cost, the average weekly cost per 
patient being $5.60. There has been no increase in the bed 
capacity of the Home, and there has been no special change 
in that branch of the hospital service. 


THe TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The Training School for Nurses has graduated 341 pupils, 
of whom forty have been graduated during the past year, a 
larger number than in any previous year. There has been 
an increase of four nurses, making a total of ninety-six, as 
against ninety-two last year. While this number of nurses 
is sufficient for the proper requirements of the wards when 
they are at their normal capacity, it was not enough when 


the hospital was crowded during the winter months. This

condition of affairs has undoubtedly been the cause of con- 
siderable sickness among the nurses, which can only be re- 
lieved by the larger and more suitable accommodations. 
Much unavoidable sickness has likewise occurred from the 
fact that the nurses inthe Training School rotate, for instruc- 
tion and practice, in different wards, and on assignment to 
the contagious wards, it has happened that a larger number 
of nurses than usual have been found susceptible to the dis- 
eases of diphtheria and scarlet fever. But as has been before 
alluded to, this is the only hospital in Boston where nurses 
are trained in the care of such diseases, and the infection of 
nurses and the sickness incident thereto is one of the natural 
sequences of such training. 

It has been the endeavor of the Trustees that the nurses 
should have comfortable rooms, and that their means of rec- 
reation and enjoyment should be among the best afforded 
in any hospital. This we believe is true of this hospital 
and Training School, and the amount of sickness is due to 
the causes indicated, and not to a want of proper care of the 
nurses in their daily life during their course of training. 

The Trustees again call attention to the fact that while 
there are ninety-six nurses upon the roll, the Nurses’ Home 
accommodates only sixty-seven nurses. The house on East 
Springfield street, which is leased and is called the “ Night- 
ingale,” provides for twenty-two nurses, and the remainder 
have been placed in rooms in various parts of the hospital 
building. When the new wards shall have been completed, 
there will be required at least 135 (or more) nurses in the 
hospital proper. 

The accommodations for nurses have not kept pace with the 
growth of the hospital. The Trustees renew their recom- 
mendation of the last two years, that the various estates at 
and near the corner of Massachusetts avenue should be taken 
by right of eminent domain; that these houses should be 
pulled down, and in their place the present Nurses’ Home 
for the hospital proper should be extended sufficiently not 
only to meet the wants of the present increased number of 
nurses, but of those necessary when the new buildings are 
completed, and which will be required for anticipated build- 
ings to be constructed upon the present grounds. 

The nurses’ home for the Chester Park Hospital has been 
so constructed that the building for nurses is divided into 
separate houses, having also separate dining-rooms, in order 
that nurses attendant upon one contagious disease shall not 
associate with nurses attendant upon another contagious 
disease. This home for nurses provides for the maximum 
number required at any one time, and it is expected that it 
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will not, in ordinary times, be full. The home is so con- 
structed as to allow various parts of it to remain unoccupied 
for disinfection, in case nurses exposed should infect the 
various rooms. 

The usual course of studies, of lectures, instruction in mas- 
sage, cooking, and operating-room work have been continued 
to a larger degree than during any previous year. 

The Trustees appreciate the increased amount of labor that 
has been demanded of the nursing service, and express their 
gratitude for the devoted and efficient part taken by its mem- 
bers in caring for the sick. 


THe MEDICAL AND SURGICAL STAFF. 


There have been no changes during the past year in the 
classification of services or in the number of physicians and 
surgeons in attendance upon them. 

The following are the changes in the Medical and Surgical 
Staff: E. M. Buckingham, M.D., Assistant Visiting Phy- 
sician, has been promoted to Visiting Physician. H. L. 
Burrell, M.D., has been promoted from Assistant Visiting 
Surgeon to Visiting Surgeon. C. M. Green, M.D., has 
been promoted from Physician for Diseases of Women to 
Out-Patients to Assistant Visiting Physician for Diseases of 
Women. George H. Monks, M.D., has heen promoted 
from Surgeon to : Out-Patients to Assistant Visiting Surgeon. 
Vincent Y. Bowditch, M.D., has been promoted ‘from ‘Phy- 
sician to Out-Patients to Assistant Visiting Physician. John 
C. Munro, M.D., has been appointed Surgeon to Out- 
Patients. Lewis S. Dixon, M.D., Ophthalmic Surgeon to 
Out-Patients, has resigned, and his vacancy has been filled 
by the promotion of Walter B. Lancaster, M.D., Assistant 
to the Ophthalmic Surgeon to Out-Patients. George Haven, 
M.D., has been promoted from Assistant to the Physician 
for Diseases of Women to Out-Patients to Physician for 
Diseases of Women to Out-Patients. George H. Tilden, 
M.D., Physician for Diseases of the Skin to Out-Patients, 
has resigned, and his vacancy has been filled by the appoint- 
ment of James S. Howe, M.D., formerly Assistant to the 
Physician for Diseases of the Skin. 

The following appointments have been made during the 
year: Alexander Quackenboss, M.D., and John C. Bos- 
sidy, M.D., Assistants to the Ophthalmic Surgeons ; Ernest 
E. Doble, M.D., Assistant to the Aural Surgeon; John J. 
Thomas, M.D., Assistant to the Physician for Diseases of 
the Nervous System; Harvey P. Towle, M.D., Assistant 
to the Physician for Diseases of the Skin; Edward Rey- 
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nolds, M.D., Assistant to the Physician for Diseases of 
Women. 

The position of Resident Assistant Pathologist has been 
created during the year, and William R. Stokes, M.D., has 
been appointed to that position. 

The Trustees gratefully acknowledge the gratuitous pro- 
fessional skill rendered by the various gentlemen comprising 
the Medical and Surgical Staff. They appreciate their devo- 
tion to the patients of the hospital, and gladly avail them- 
selves of this opportunity publicly to acknowledge the 
gratitude which is due to them.

- The Trustees take pleasure in making their annual ac- 
knowledgment of the various gifts and personal assistance 
rendered to patients in the hospital during the past year. 
Clergymen, hospital visitors, Bible readers, the King’s 
Daughters, and others, have been more largely attendant 
upon the patients in the hospital than during several previous 
years. The City Missionary Society, under the direction of 
the Rev. D. W. Waldron, and the Episcopal City Mission- 
ary Society, under charge of the Rev. F. B. Allen, have 
rendered a large amount of assistance, not only by entertain- 
ment and kindly encouragement afforded to patients, but also 
by substantial aid in finding the ways and means for assist- 
ing many patients at the time when they were discharged 
from the hospital, and stood much in need of such assistance. 
Carriage drives for patients have been furnished through the 
generosity of the Boston Young Men’s Christian Union. The 
Flower Missions continued their weekly visits to the hospital 
during the summer season, and the quartettes of several 
organizations visited the wards on Sundays during the 
larger part of'the year. Their kindness has been much 
appreciated, and frequently and favorably commented upon 
by the patients. 

The individual contributions of Christmas gifts, of toys 
and games, and of reading matter have been large, and there 
have never before been so many or useful articles of clothing 
given as during the past year. Probably no hospital in 
Boston has such a large number of patients requiring practi- 
cal aid and assistance as much as those in this hospital. 
The Trustees, therefore, in their behalf, desire to make 
special and most grateful mention of this substantial and 
practical aid.

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The foregoing table of disbursements shows that the total 
expenditures by the Hospital Department during the fiscal 
year February 1, 1893, to January 31, 1894, inclusive, were 
$266,703.13. This sum was divided among the three depart- 
ments as follows: For the hospital proper and Epidemic 
Hospital, $252,271.51; for maintaining the out-patient 
departments, $5,335.91; for maintaining the Convalescent 
Home, $9,095.71. | 

The expenditures for the hospital were partly for ordi- 
nary maintenance and partly for permanent improvements. 
There was expended for the alteration and reconstruction 
of the entrance office, $232.03 ; for additions and alterations 
to kitchen, $5,833.18; for furnishing new stable, $908.02 ; 
for two new ambulances and one new wagonette, $1,498 ; 
for expenses incident to our exhibit at World’s Fair, 
$1,945.46 ; for claims awarded by City Council Committee, 
$400; for furnishing Epidemic Hospital, $535.44; for 
erecting fences on East Chester Park and Albany Street, 
$461.05; for expenses incurred in card cataloguing medical 
and surgical records, etc., $675.16. There has also been ex- 
pended for investigating the settlement of patients the sum 
of $1,701.80. None of the above items should be included 
in the cost of the care and treatment of patients in the 
wards. These expenditures make a total of $14,190.14, 
which, deducted from the gross expenditures of the hospital 
proper, leaves $238,081.37 for current expenses. There 
should also be added the difference in the stock at the 
beginning and close of the year, making $240,584.95 as the 
actual cost of maintenance for the year ending January 31, 
1894. This sum was expended upon the care of 8,763 
patients in the wards, for 166,939 days’ board, or 23,848 
weeks, and makes an average weekly cost of $10.09 per 
hospital patient of all classes, against $10.19 for the previous 
year. The total cost of maintenance and the weekly cost 
per patient, $10.09, represent the items of hospital statis- 
tics usually given in the hospital finances. 

There has been collected and paid into the city treasury 
during the year $54,309.24 collected on account of the 
board of all classes of paying patients, as follows:

There has been received $1,550 interest from trust funds 
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for the support of free beds, and $145.91 from the sale of 
old materials. These sums, amounting to $56,005.15, were 
paid in cash to the city treasury, and should be credited to 
the appropriation received. This reduces the net cost to the 
city for the Hospital Department for all purposes during the 
fiscal year to the sum of $184,579.80. 

The expenditure upon 15,592 out-patients has been 
$5,335.91. 

The total expenditures upon the Convalescent Home have 
been, $9,095.71, from which should be deducted $1,730.68 
assessments for sewer and sidewalks, leaving $7,365.03 as 
the cost for maintaining the Home. ‘The benefits of the Home 
have been given to 452 persons, who have received in all 
9,191 days’ board, or 1,313 weeks, at a weekly average cost 
of $5.60 per patient. 

Statistics of the number of out-patients, the number of 
their visits, the rates of mortality, the work of the ambu- 
lances, the occupation, nativity, ages, civil condition, and 
physical condition of patients when discharged, are elsewhere 
tabulated, and may prove of interest in connection with hos- 
pital data. 

The maximum number of patients on any one day was 549 
against 515 last year; the minimum number, 390 against 
349 last year; the daily average during the year was 45734, 
against 433,13, last year, being 24more. ‘The average length 
of stay was 19.05 days against 19.24 last year. The number 
of accident cases received was 1,495, against 1,459 last year. 

The total number of deaths from February 1, 1893, to 
January 31, 1894, was 1,153.

the rate of mortality for the year ending January 31, 1894. 
The percentage of deaths given is for the total number of 
patients treated in the hospital. 

Of all patients admitted, 447 died within forty-eight hours 
after admission, which indicates that they were brought to 
the hospital in a dying condition, and medical aid could 
not change the result. It will further be noticed that this 
number nearly equals those who died from all other causes, 
except diphtheria. 

During the year 8,763 patients have been treated in the 
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wards, 15,592 as out-patients, and 452 at the Convalescent 
Home —a total of 24,807 who have received the benefits 
of the hospital in all departments. 

During the year 10,803 persons applied for admission. 
Of this number 8,292 were admitted and 2,511 were re- 
jected, the latter number being 337 more than last year. 
The number rejected was 23% of all persons applying. Of 
the number rejected, 357 were referred to the various out- 
patient departments; most of these cases were in every way 
suitable to receive relief in these departments, without the 
necessity of admitting them to the wards. Undoubtedly 
some of these could have received better care and attention 
if admitted to the wards, but the crowded condition of the 
hospital at the times when such persons applied made their 
admission impossible. Among the number examined were 
493 who were at the time rejected for want of accommoda- 
tions, but 65 were received within three days, leaving 
428 persons rejected solely for want of proper accommoda- 
tions. There were 235 rejected, who, though proper cases 
to receive treatment in the wards, were not suffering too 
seriously to be denied admission, being either non-residents 
or had no claim upon the city of Boston. There were 118 
cases rejected because they more properly belonged in the 
hospital of an almshouse than in a general hospital. Of the 
number who applied, 409 changed their minds or voluntarily 
withdrew for various reasons. The other causes of rejection 
appear in the table of applicants not admitted during the 
year, on page 20. 

The capacity of the hospital last year was 468 beds. This 
has been increased during the last part of the hospital year, 
by the use of the Epidemic Hospital on Swett street for 
the treatment of scarlet-fever patients. This hospital affords 
thirty-two beds, and has been maintained as an adjunct ward 
to the hospital proper. Therefore the total capacity of the 
hospital for the first part of the year may be considered as 
being 468 beds, and for the last part of the year, 500 beds. 
The daily average has been 457, as against 433 last year. 
The following tabular form is given, showing comparative 
statistics as to the number of applicants for admission, patients 
treated, maximum and minimum numbers, on any one day, 
daily average in the wards, and other statistics relating to the 
hospital, during the past eight years.

This table clearly shows a steady and marked increase not 
only of the work, but of the demands of the public. The 
amount of ambulance work has greatly increased, the number 
of persons conveyed being 2,735, or twice as many as three 
years ago. The number of accident cases received was 
1,495. The daily average in the wards was 457, which is 
an increase of twenty-four in excess of last year, and seventy- 
three more than three years ago. On the contrary, the 
average stay of patients has considerably diminished, being 
now only 19.05 days. ‘This average would have been still 
further reduced, if there had not been included the large 
number of scarlet-fever patients of whom many remained in 
the infectious wards for four, five, and six weeks during con- 
valescence, on account of desquamation incident to this 
disease. 

It will be observed that the maximum number of beds is 
500, and the maximum number of patients on one day was 549. 
This excessively crowded condition of the wards was for a 
brief time only, and was due, in a large measure, to the great 
number of children in the contagious service and walking 
cases in the surgical service. We were compelled to provide 
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for the latter class in dormitories, the same as during the 
previous year. Indeed, it may be said that all parts of the 
hospital were full, and as a rule, nearly all the wards at 
certain times during the year had an excess of patients. 
The excess was so scattered, that with one or two excep- 
tions, the wards did not seem crowded, yet the conditions 
hampered the efficient work of the nursing service. It is 
a question whether this condition does not, in a measure, 
account for the increased mortality in the infectious wards. 
The contagious service has been crowded throughout the 
year, the total number of patients who were under treatment 
being 890. Of this number, 427 had diphtheria, 265 had 
scarlet fever, 103 scarlet fever and diphtheria, and the re- 
maining number various complications, classified in the 
tables of statistics. During the entire year the scarlet-fever 
ward has been full, and during the early fall it was exces- 
sively crowded. We were at times compelled to reject a 
large number of applicants. This emergency was met by 
using the Epidemic Hospital, loaned to us by the Board of 
Health. This hospital has thirty-two beds, and although 
in many ways inconvenient, it has relieved us:+of our 
crowded condition. When this annex was first opened, all 
the convalescent scarlet-fever cases were transferred to it. 
But during the last winter there has been a very large num- 


ber of scarlet-fever cases admitted, which were found to 


have both scarlet fever and diphtheria. This has compelled 
us to use one ward for diphtheria uncomplicated, the 
Epidemic Hospital for scarlet fever uncomplicated, and Ward 
A for cases of scarlet fever and diphtheria. There has been 
an unusual number of cases of diphtheria or scarlet fever 
which had measles, whooping-cough, or some other compli- 
cation of infectious disease. This has rendered the proper 
management and treatment of such complications extremely 
difficult. The administration has been alive to the dangers 
incident to such complications, and has used every endeavor 
to classify cases and to limit the spread of infection, 
but all the contagious wards have been so full that it has 
been difficult to maintain a proper quarantine between the 
cases. ‘The number of nurses and house-oflicers has been 
considerably increased, owing to the excess of work in this 
division. We regret to say that a number of nurses and 
house-officers have contracted either scarlet fever or diph- 
theria. This infection was largely due to the system of rota- 
tion of house staff and nurses doing service in this division. 
The new hospital for contagious diseases, now under con- 
struction, cannot be completed too soon to relieve this hos- 
pital of the dilemma that has existed for some time, and which 


ie ee z 0 jreaape- ee 
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has been so clearly and constantly pointed out in these re- 
ports during the last four or five years; namely, that wards 
for the reception and treatment of infectious diseases from 
without should never be maintained in connection with a 
general hospital. 

The various out-patient departments have cared for an in- 
creased number of patients, the number of visits being 3,100 
in excess of last year. The appointment of an additional 
number of externes has conduced greatly to the convenience 
and greater thoroughness of the work done in these depart- 
ments. All the out-patient departments have treated an in- 
creased number. There is nothing especially deserving of 
comment in these departments except that they have ren- 
dered the most efficient service possible under the circum- 
stances. 

It has been the policy of the administration to keep all 
buildings in the best condition of repair possible with 
the means at command, and it has also endeavored to 
make radical permanent improvements wherever they 
seemed most demanded. Last year the entrance oflice was 
reconstructed, as was indicated in our last report. This has 
been completed during the present year, at a total expense 
of $4,411.95. These alterations have proved very advan- 
tageous, and business has been much more easily despatched 
than during previous years. Madical repairs have been 
made in the centre kitchen and the cool-rooms adjacent. 
The old ice-room and cool-rooms for meat, milk, and sup- 
plies were so decayed as to make it inexpedient to attempt 
any repairs. They were torn down, reconstructed, and en- 
larged on a new basis. ‘The present arrangement gives us a 
store-room for twenty-six tons of ice, so arranged that it 
cools a large room for fresh meat, another for butter, eggs, 
and milk, another for cooked food, and one for vegetables 
and for the bakery. A spacious room has also been pro- 
vided for the cutting of meat, and similar work incident to 
the central kitchen of a large institution. Additional rooms 
and conveniences were provided for grocery closets, and 
also for a large scullery. These improvements have cost 
$5,833.18, and have proved a most economical and useful 
arrangement. 

Various other repairs have been carried out: for boilers 
and heating-apparatus, $3,070.51; for new plumbing, 
$1,376.83 ; for laundry, $633.72. A new sterilizing room 
with sterilizers has been arranged in connection with the 
operating amphitheatre, for the purpose of sterilizing in- 
struments, dressings, and other necessities for operations. 
This has proved a great convenience, as well as efficient and 
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safe from the surgical standpoint. New linen-closets have 
been constructed in two wards, and the Medical Supervisor’s 
office has been rearranged and fitted up for better despatch in 
the admission and discharge of medical patients, as well as 
the executive work in that service. 

In accordance with our previous policy, Wards F, G, K, 
and L were in turn vacated, and thoroughly repaired in all 
parts, including re-kalsomining, painting, re-finishing floors. 
Every part of the wards and their furniture have been care- 
fully put in as sterile a condition as possible. 

The new ambulance stable, which was just completed at 
the time of our last report, has been furnished in a first-class 
manner. Two new horses and two ambulances have 
been purchased for ambulance work, also a wagonette for 
the carrying of patients from the hospital to the Con- 
valescent Home. These additions have cost $2,948. The 
increased accommodations have proved of great advantage in 
handling the larger amount of work demanded in the trans- 
portation of patients. The chambers for stable-men and 
other male employees have afforded the additional relief 
so long needed. The heating-apparatus was not successful, 
and it is recommended that it be radically changed during 
the coming season. 

The Convalescent Home, which has now been used for 
three years, has been more than ever a gratifying success.

The above table indicates that there has been an increased 
daily average and a diminished length of stay. The weekly 
cost per patient this year has been $5.60, as against $6.50 
during the previous year. The management of the Home 
has been excellent. No complaints have arisen from any 
source, and the expressions of gratitude from many who 
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have received its benefits have been cordial and frequent. 
The patients more and more appreciate the benefits of the 
Home, and are more ready to avail themselves of it, if 
they return to the Hospital for treatment a second time. 
The Home has been especially useful this year, as a place 
in which our nurses may convalesce, the number unfor- 
tunately being much larger this year than during any 
previous year. 

The Training School for Nurses has finished its sixteenth 
year. The changes in the school during the last year have 
been as follows:

The Training School has graduated during the year forty 
nurses, a larger number than any previous year; and since 
the formation of the school 341 have been graduated. 
The Superintendent of Nurses and her assistants have given 
235 class recitations in the manuals and_ text-books. 
Twenty-eight lectures have been given to the school on 
Friday afternoons by the members of the Medical and Sur- 
gical Staff. The course of instruction will be found on p. 139 
and the distribution of studies on p. 140. The general library 
of the Nurses’ Home has increased to 665 volumes. The 
library of text-books has diminished in number from 298 to 
221. This has been caused by weeding out a large number 
of books which were placed in the library several years ago, 
and are now either superseded or out of date. Other text- 
books of recent date have been added, so that while the num- 
ber of books in the library is less, the value of the library 
has been much enhanced. The course of instruction in 
cooking has been given by Mrs. Dearborn, in the same way 
as during the last two or three years. The course in mas- 
sage, given by Mrs. Bertha Raemisch, has been more satis- 
factory even than last year. The statistics of the school 
show that there has been an increase of four nurses, the total 
number now being 96. The changes have been more fre- 
quent than during any previous year. The number of 
graduates has been larger. More probationers have been 
rejected, and a larger number of pupils, for various reasons, 
have been dropped. We have had no trouble in filling 
these vacancies from the large number of applicants. 

The second nurses’ home, the “Nightingale,” is already 
fully occupied, but it is only a makeshift. The two homes 
are not enough to accommodate the total number of nurses, 


OO 
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and some still remain housed in various parts of the hos- 
pital, and while the rooms are comfortable and healthful, 
they do not have the advantages of a special building. 
The Superintendent still presses this as one of the most 
urgent needs for the consideration of the Trustees. This 
is all the more imperative, because the new wards soon to be 
constructed will obviously compel a larger number of 
nurses, for whom no accommodation is now in sight. 

The Nurses’ Club has continued its monthly meetings 
during the greater part of the hospital year. The meetings 
have been largely attended, the non-resident graduates in 
some cases exceeding the number of resident nurses. 

The Club has regular meetings on the first Tuesday even- 
ing of each month, and the following are among the topics 
that have been considered or discussed : 

“The Requisite Mental Preparation for a Nurse before, 
during, and after her Training.” Three papers by graduate 
nurses. 

“ Nursing in Contagious Diseases: (a) Isolation of patient 
and nurse. (0) Disinfection as practised in private nurs- 
ing. (c) Quarantine of private nurses.” Three papers by 
graduate nurses. 

Address, by Prof. W. T. Councilman, on “ The Scientific 
Side of Hospital Work.” 

“Missionary Nursing.” <A talk by Miss Linda Richards 
in regard to the work in Japan. 

“ Nurses’ Uniforms.” Papers read by several resident and 
non-resident nurses ; and discussion. 

“Christmas Reunion at the Nurses’ Home.” 

“Methods of Training in Vogue in Different Training 
Schools.” 

“The Ethics of Nursing: (a) Patientand Nurse. (6) Doc- 
tor and Nurse. (c) Friends and Nurse. (d) Nurse and 
Nurse. (e€) School and Nurse.” Jive papers by graduate 
nurses. 

The meetings have proved of great interest, and it is 
especially oratifying to see the large number of oraduate 
nurses who return both for instruction and social inter- 
course. The club is practically an alumni association, 
the benefits of which are extended to nurses already in 
training. 

There has been an unusual amount of sickness among the 
nurses during the year, especially among those who “have 
been assigned in rotation to the infectious wards. This 
fact is mentioned with the greatest regret, because the de- 
votion and unfaltering spirit with which the nurses have 
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discharged their duties, not only in the hospital at large, but 
especially in this service, makes the matter all the more de- 
plorable. This is due in part to the fact that there has been 
a number of nurses who were not thoroughly robust on 
coming to the hospital, and also, as is believed, because 
they were more receptive of infection than usual. One 
nurse died of scarlet fever and diphtheria, one of empyema, 
one of typhoid fever, and one of septic diphtheria. The 
Superintendent desires to express his great respect for 
the character and devotion shown by these nurses who were 
stricken with sickness while in the discharge of duties at- 
tendant with risk, and even at the cost of their lives. It is 
recommended that a suitable tablet be placed in the new 
chapel, which shall record the names not only of nurses, but 
also of various members of the Medical and Surgical Staff, 
as well as house officers, who may have the misfortune to 
die under circumstances similar to those above recorded. 

The work of the year has been exacting, demanding much 
hard work and calling for the best efforts of every one. I 
desire to express my appreciation of the part discharged by 
the nurses in the Training School. No factor in the treat- 
ment and recovery of patients is more vital than that ren- 
dered by the nursing service of a large general hospital. 

During the year, under the instruction of the Trustees, 
the Superintendent prepared an exhibit for the World’s 
Columbian Exposition held at Chicago. This exhibit con- 
sisted of 190 photographs, each seven inches by eleven 
inches. These photographs illustrated both the exterior and 
interior of the hospital buildings. There were sample 
views from all the wards and out-patient departments, as 
well as of the industrial and domestic side of the hospital 
service, and the Nurses’ Homes. Views also were given of 
special apparatus, utensils, appliances and general con- 
veniences for our hospital work. A large number of archi- 
tectural drawings were included, showing the elevations of 
the hospital construction and the system of heating and 
ventilation. These plans included one large one, showing 
the first floor of all the buildings of the hospital, comprising 
four “city blocks.” Considerable attention was given to the 
making of models, furniture, and special appliances, most of 
them being made one-third the actual size. There were 
arranged in show-cases, samples of the materials used for 
the various surgical dressings and appliances connected 
therewith. Miniature models of appliances and dressings 
were included; also glass jars containing various plain and 
medicated dressings, as well as special operating-room uten- 
sils, with special reference to surgery. 
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The work of the Training School was illustrated by an ex- 
hibition of the text-books used, samples of the ward order 
books and reports and various charts, all being actual ex- 
amples of daily work. Two books were made, one con- 
taining all the printed forms and pages from all books used in 
hospital work ; the other illustrated the work of the training 
school. The exhibit, in the main, was extremely satisfac- 
tory, and reports that came to us from the Exposition indi- 
cate that it was seen by large numbers of people, especially 
hospital workers, and very highly commended. ‘The ex- 
hibit received a medal for its special excellence in illustrat- 
ing hospital work, the individual juror being Mr. Ernest 
Hart, editor of the “ British Medical Journal.” The exhibit 
has done much to illustrate the work of a large metropolitan 
hospital and to bring this hospital into notice. 

At the beginning “of the year there were 2,743 bound vol- 
umes in the Medical Library. Eighty-nine have been added 
during the year, making a total of 2,832. The number of 
pamphlets received during the year has been 345, and the 
number of medical per iodicals, 498. It is not the intention 
to make this library an aggregation of all sorts and kinds of 
medical books, but to make it a working library for hospital 
physicians. There is no attempt to make complete files of 
all the medical journals, but only the leading and most useful 
ones. Nearly all the books are recent publications, and of 
importance. 

The Medical Library has become the medical headquarters 
for the staff while at the hospital, and affords the best of ac- 
commodations not only for study and work, but also as an 
assembly room for the staff for general purposes, as well as 
for the examination of house-officers, nurses, and various 
society meetings of the hospital. 

The card catalogue of the clinical case books has progressed 
this year, until we now have 72,394 cards of references and 
cross references. Nearly all the clinical records of the 
hospital for the past twelve years are now card catalogued, 
The various other rooms have effectively indicated the 
necessity for their creation, especially the bacteriological 
laboratory on the lower floor. 

My thanks are due the gentlemen of the Medical and 
Surgical Staff for their advice and coédperation, at all times 
valuable and appreciated. 

I recognize and gratefully acknowledge the cdoperation 
and support ¢ given me by the various heads of departments, 
by the house ‘staff, as well as by male nurses and employees 
generally. 

In presenting my fifteenth annual report to the Trustees, 
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I desire to most cordially offer them my warmest thanks for 
their support and guidance in enabling me to execute their 
plans. In no year during my connection with the hospital 
have I had more reason to be thankful than during the one 
just passed.

Goopnow Funp. — ExisHa Goopnow, of South Boston, 
who died in the year 1851, bequeathed to the city “all the 
rest and residue of my estate, real and personal, not other- 
wise disposed of,” for the purpose of establishing, in the 
Eleventh or Twelfth Wards of the city, a hospital for the 
sick ; one-half of said funds to be applied for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of free beds, which should always be 
at the disposal and under the control of the officers of the 
government of said hospital for the time being. Under this 
will the city came into possession of $26,000 for the support 
of free beds. 

NicHots Funp.— Lawrence NicHors, who died in Sep- 
tember, 1862, made a bequest to the city of the sum of 
$2,000 for “the establishment and endowment of a city 
hospital.” 

Norcross Funp. —1868, January 1. The Trustees re- 
ceived the sum of two thousand dollars from Hon. Oris 
Norcross, as the foundation of a fund for the benefit of 
patients leaving the hospital poor and destitute of proper 
clothing.

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HOUSE RULES. 


WITH RULES FOR ADMISSION, DISCHARGES, AND GOVERN- 
MENT OF PATIENTS ; ALSO RULES FOR VISITORS. 


House RULEs. 


All employés shall be in their respective places during the 
hours of duty. 

The doors and gates of the Hospital will be closed at 10 
o’clock P.M., at which time all inmates shall be quiet, and 
all not on duty shall be in their rooms. 

A record shall be kept of all persons entering the Hospital 
between the hours of 10 P.M. and 7.30 A.M. 

No employés shall be absent from the Hospital, except as 
permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine, and intoxicating liquors is pro- 
hibited within the Hospital, unless prescribed by a physician 
or surgeon. 

All profane and obscene language, loud talking, and inci- 
vility are prohibited. 

All employés shall observe such further rules and direc- 
tions for their conduct as may from time to time be estab- 


lished. 
ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Applications for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sunday excepted, between ~ 
9 and 12 o’clock A.M. 

Whenever able the patient shall apply in person. When 
not able to apply in person, on application made by a friend 
the patient may be visited at his residence. 

Any Trustee, or either of the physicians or surgeons in 
attendance, may, in case of emergency, send a patient in the 
first instance to the Hospital by written permit. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

Permits for admission shall be subject to the approval of 
the Visiting Committee, and the committee shall, except as 
above, have power at any time to require the Superintendent 
to report to them the names of applicants before admitting 
them, and may dismiss any patient whom they think improp- 
erly admitted, or change the terms of admission. 

Patients may be admitted by the Trustees to the privileges 
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of the Hospital at such rates of board as the Trustees may, 
from time to time, determine, payment for such board being 
secured by the friends of the patients or by the authorities of 
the city or town to which the patients belong. 

Whenever, in the opinion of the Trustees, the circum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or part of 
the board shall be paid. If separate apartments or articles 
not usually furnished at the Hospital are provided, such pay- 
ment shall be made therefor as the Trustees shall deem rea- 
sonable. 

No person having acute venereal disease or alcoholism 
shall be admitted except as a paying patient. 

No person shall be admitted to the Hospital whose case is 
judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms 
which are deemed capable of being relieved. 


DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent as be- 
fore provided. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the physi- 
cians or surgeons shall be provided with a certificate, stating 
their condition at the time of discharge, whether cured, 
relieved, or not relieved, which certificate shall be signed by 
the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the Hospital without - 
the approval of the Superintendent, a written statement to 
that effect shall be required from any person assuming the 
responsibility of the removal. » 

In case of the decease of a patient the Superintendent shall 
sign the death certificate. He shall also state the time and 
cause of death, the disposition made of the body, whether 
delivered to friends or buried from the Hospital, in which 
latter case he shall mention the place of interment. 

The body of any person dying at the Hospital shall not be 
delivered without a written receipt from the parties taking 
the same. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the 
Hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards during 
the visits of the physicians and surgeons, between 2 and 3 
o’clock on visiting days, and always by 7.30 o’clock P.M., 
unless specially excused by the Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing, and 
in such other services as may be reasonably required of them. 
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No patient shall leave the Hospital grounds without a pass 
from the Superintendent, nor his ward without the consent 
of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased for 
him, any article of food whatsoever, nor any other article, 
without the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane and obscene language, loud talking, and incivility 
are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selec- 
tion, and any wish for the performance of any particular 
religious rite shall be indulged when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the 
Superintendent or Visiting Committee, and when reasonable 
shall be by them reported to the Trustees. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises, except on 
business, or at such time as may be fixed for the reception of 
visitors, without the permission of the Superintendent, or of 
some one of the Trustees. 

On Monday, Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday of each 
week, from 2 to 3 o'clock P.M., friends may be permitted 
to visit patients, though no patient shall receive more than 
two visitors on the same day. In all cases, however, the 
Trustees or Superintendent may exercise discretionary 
* powers as to excluding or admitting visitors. 

Patients who are considered dangerously ill are permitted 
to see friends in reasonable numbers, and at reasonable hours 
during the day, but friends visiting such patients should not 
remain later than 8 o’clock P.M., and are not permitted to 
remain all night unless it seems probable that such patients 
will not live through the night. 

All visitors shall leave the Hospital when the bell rings at 
the expiration of the visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the Hospital, or pass the 
night therein, without permission from the Superintendent 
or one of the Trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to a patient shall be left with the Superin- 
tendent. 
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RULES OF THE CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The department of The Boston City Hospital located at 
No. 2150 Dorchester avenue, near Milton Lower Mills in 
Dorchester, is known as the Convalescent Home, and shall 
receive such patients recovering from acute diseases as shall . 
be transferred to it from the main Hospital for treatment dur- 
ing convalescence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under’ the 
direction of the Trustees, have the control and management 
of the Convalescent Home, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the approval 
of the Trustees, a Matron, and shall employ under their 
direction, such further asssistants as may be necessary for 
the proper conduct and service of the Home. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintendent, 
shall have the immediate charge of the Home, and the con- 
trol of all nurses and other employés and patients. She 
shall reside at the Home. 


ADMISSION AND DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be transferred from the Hospital to the 
Convalescent Home by the Superintendent, subject to the 
direction of the Trustees, on recommendation of the Visiting 
Staff or otherwise; and the Superintendent shall keep a 
record of all patients so transferred. When patients are so 
transferred they shall be considered as discharged from the 
Hospital. Payment of their board shall be required, the 
same as of patients at the Hospital, but separate apartments 
shall not be furnished at the Home. No person whose case 
is judged to be incurable shall be admitted to the Home. 

Patients shall not be allowed to remain at the Home for a 
longer period than two weeks, except on recommendation of 
the physicians, or for special cause approved in writing by 
the Superintendent. All patients remaining beyond the 
period of four weeks shall be forthwith reported to the 
Visiting Committee, and to the Trustees at their subsequent 
regular meeting. 

Patients when discharged shall be provided with a certifi- 
cate, stating the date of admission and discharge, and their 
condition when leaving the Home.

GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all rules established for 
the government of the Home. 

Patients shall rise at 7 o’clock in winter, and at 6.30 in 
the summer. Breakfast shall be served at 7.30 o’clock in 
the winter, and at 7 o’clock in the summer; dinner at 12 
o'clock, and supper at 5.30 o’clock. Patients shall retire at 
8 o’clock during the winter, and at 8.30 o’clock during the 
summer, and shall be quiet during night hours. 

Such patients as are, in the opinion of the Matron, able, 
shall assist in light domestic work, and perform such other 
services as may be reasonably required of them, subject to 
the approval of the Superintendent or physicians. 

No patient shall leave the house without permission, nor 
shall depart from the grounds of the Home without a pass 
from the Matron. 

No patients shall purchase, or cause to be purchased for 
themselves, any article of food whatsoever, nor any other 
article, without the consent of the Superintendent or Matron. 

Patients shall not talk to one another of their ailments. 

Improper language, loud talking, and incivility are pro- 
hibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selec- 
tion, and any wish for the performance of a particular 
religious rite shall be indulged when practicable. 

Complaints, from whatever cause, may be made to the 
Matron, the Superintendent, or Visiting Committee, and if 
of sufficient importance shall be reported to the Trustees. 


VISITORS. 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients on week-days, 
between three and four o’clock in the afternoon. In all 
cases the Trustees, Superintendent, and Matron may exer- 
cise discretionary powers as to excluding or admitting 
visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the Home and grounds at the expira- 
tion of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of the Home 
or grounds other than the reception-room, except by per- 
mission from the proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink to a 
patient, unless by permission of the Matron. 
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TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


THe Trustees of The Boston City Hospital, in 1878, 
established a Training School for Nurses, in order to give to 
women desirous of becoming professional nurses a systematic 
course of training and practice. 

The Training School is controlled by the Trustees of the 
Hospital, like all other departments of the Hospital service. 
The Superintendent of the Hospital has the general super- 
vision of all matters relating to the school, its course of 
work and study, lectures and discipline. The Superintend- 
ent of Nurses has the immediate charge of all the nursing in 
the Hospital, of all persons employed in the wards, and 
also the instruction and management of the nurses in the 
Training School. All female nurses in the Hospital must be 
connected with the school. 

The course requires two years, and includes general 
medical and surgical nursing, together with ophthalmic, 
aural, and gynecological nursing, and also the nursing of 
contagious diseases. Maternity nursing is_ theoretically 
taught, but there are no maternity wards connected with the 
Hospital. Those wishing to receive such a course of instruc- 
tion should apply to the Superintendent of The Boston City 
Hospital. 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty-three 
to thirty-five years. They must be of sound health, and 
should send with their application a certificate from a physi- 
cian, certifying to the fact. They should also send a brief 
personal history, and give the names and addresses of three 
responsible persons not of their own kin who know of their 
good character and capabilities. Upon the recommendation 
of the Superintendent and the approval of the Trustees, they 
will be received for two months on probation. The fitness 
of candidates for the training and work, and the propriety of 
retaining or dismissing them, will be determined by the 
authorities in charge of the school, under the direction of the 
Trustees. 
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At the end of the first month, candidates, if considered 
satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and enter upon 
the regular course of training, but such candidates are not 
permitted to join the school formally until the end of the 
second month, when, if accepted, they sign an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of two years, and to conform 
to all rules. At the end of the first six months the record 
and work of each pupil are carefully scrutinized as to her 
fitness to make a good nurse, and the right is reserved by 
the authorities of the Hospital to terminate then, or any time, 
the connection of any pupil or nurse with the school, for 
inefficiency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, or 
for any other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

During the first two months pupils are called Probationers, 
for the remainder of the first year, Junior Nurses, and dur- 
ing the second year, Senior Nurses. _Nurses*who remain in 
the Hospital after graduation become Head Nurses. 

The nurses in the Training School (including Proba- 
tioners) reside at the two Nurses’ Homes connected with the 
Hospital, which have rooms for ninety nurses. The houses 
afford home-like surroundings, and have the best of condi- 
tions necessary to good health and personal hygiene. 

The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge 
of the Training School, under the authority of the Superin- 
tendent of the “Hospital and of the Trustees, and the nurses 
ure subject to the rules of the Hospital, like any other service. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing bed and body linen, managing 
of helpless patients in bed, etc.; giving baths, keeping 
patients warm or cool, prevention and dressing of bed-sores, 
and proper management of the patient under various condi- 
tions, with different diseases or injuries; the making and 
applying of bandages and rollers, preparation of splints, 
application and management of surgical apparatus, applying 


of fomentations and poultices, t the dressing of burns, ulcers, 
and wounds, and other minor dressings, cupping, leeching, 
und subsequent treatment, the administering of enemas, ad 
use of the female catheter. 

Nurses are taught how to act in the various emergencies 
occurring in hospital and private nursing, as well as in the 
accidents of ordinary life. They are also given lessons in 
massage by a professional instructor. There is a systematic 
course of training in cookery for the sick, the serving of 
food and delicacies in the proper manner, and the feeding of 
helpless patients, or those who resist food. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods of 
supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick-rooms 
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in a proper manner, and the proper care of sick-rooms for 
the best good and comfort of the patient; in keeping all 
utensils and appliances perfectly clean and disinfected ; in 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, 
respiration, expectorations, the secretions, state of the skin, 
and eruptions; of mental condition as to delirium, stupor, 
shock, etc. ; of the condition as to sleep, appetite, effects of 
diet or of stimulants and medicines; the behavior of wounds 
and the after-treatment in surgical operations; and in the 
managing of convalescents. Nurses are taught the adminis- 
tering of medicines and the application of external remedies, 
how to take notes on cases, the making up of the nurse’s 
record, and the reports to the attending doctor. 

The course of training includes a fixed course of instruc- 
tion during the two years from manuals. and. text-books, 
mainly given by the Superintendent of Nurses, the Assistant 
Superintendent of Nurses, and graduate head nurses. Lect- 
ures and demonstrations, chiefly upon practical points, are 
given at stated times by the medical and surgical staff of the 
Hospital. While the instruction by the manuals, text-books, 
lectures, demonstrations, quizzes, and models is consider- 
able, the main reliance is upon accurate daily drill in the 
wards, operating rooms, and other departments of the 
Hospital. Examinations, both written and oral, are held 
from time to time by the authorities of the school and by 
the Hospital staff, and nurses cannot pass to graduation 
unless attaining, on critical marking, at least seventy per 
cent. 

The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the 
wards, operating rooms, and out-patient departments of the 
Hospital. They are given six months’ training in medical 
wards, and six months’ in surgical wards; the remainder of 
the time to be in such wards or departments as the manage- 
ment may appoint. 

Probationers are not paid during their tirst month, but 
for the remaining months of the junior year they receive ten 
dollars ($10) per month, and for the senior year, fourteen 
dollars ($14) per month, to pay for the expenses of their 
uniform, personal clothing, and other minor requirements. 
This sum is in nowise intended as wages, it being consid- 
ered that their education during this time is a full equivalent 
for their services. When the full term of two years Is com- 
pleted the nurses receive, if they pass all the examinations 
and are otherwise satisfactory, a diploma certifying to the 
regular course of training and practice, and are then per- 
mitted to wear the oraduates? badge of the school. 

The majority of graduates engage in private nursing, 
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but some are invited to remain in the service of the Hospital 
as head nurses, and receive twenty dollars ($20), twenty- 
five dollars ($25), thirty dollars ($30), thirty-five dollars 
($35), per month, with opportunities of promotion. Grad- 
uate head nurses who prefer to remain in Hospital work, or 
return after a term of private nursing, are given post-graduate 
instructions in ward management, hospital housekeeping, and 
minor administration. | 

The school year has no fixed date, but accepted candi- 
dates may enter whenever vacancies occur. They are, as a 
rule, received in the order of acceptance, but those desiring 
to enter with less delay can generally anticipate a fixed date 
by placing themselves on the emergency list. When coming 
to the Hospital they should bring with them the following 
articles: Three gingham or calico dresses, made plainly ; 
eight large white aprons, made of bleached cotton, with bibs, 
plain at the top and gathered slightly at the bottom, two 
buttons on the band, with hem at bottom four inches in 
depth ; two bags for soiled clothes; one pair of scissors, a 
pin ball, and a napkin-ring; a good supply of plain under- 
clothing — every article to be distinctly marked with indel- 
ible ink, with the owner’s name. ‘Twenty-one pieces ure 
allowed for the laundry each week. 

Nurses must bring suitable outer-garments for stormy 
weather, and they are required to wear noiseless broad-toed 
and flat-heeled boots. If the teeth are out of order in any 
way, they must receive attention before coming for the pro- 
bationary month. Nurses are required to wear the Training 
School uniform after they join the school. Material for 
dresses will be sold at cost price; caps are furnished free of 
charge. 

Hours of duty for day nurses are from 7 A.M. to 8 P.M. ; 
for night nurses from 8 P.M. to7 A.M. No nurse is required 
to do both day and night duty on the same day, except in 
rare emergencies. Each nurse on day duty is allowed one 
hour after 2 o’clock P.M., for rest and recreation, one-half 
day after 2 P.M. each week, and four hours on Sunday. 
Two weeks’ vacation is allowed each year. If nurses are 
sick they are cared for in the Hospital, but wages are 
stopped. Nurses on night duty are required to be in bed 
until 4 P.M. Nurses may be called upon for four menths’ 
regular night duty during the two years’ training; besides 
‘¢ special cases” to a limited number.
